Hardiness ratings 


All plants in this encyclopedia have been assigned hardiness ratings determined by 
the lowest temperature the plant is likely to withstand. The rating provides a detailed 
description of hardiness using one of the nine categories, H1a to H7, of the new 
system introduced in recent years by the RHS. These ratings serve as a general guide 
to growing conditions and should be interpreted according to the table below. Bear in 
mind, however, that the hardiness ratings are guidelines only, and, many other factors 
will affect a plant's overall hardiness.

THE RHS AWARD OF GARDEN MERIT 


The Royal Horticultural Society's Award of Garden Merit (AGM) recognizes plants of 
outstanding excellence for garden decoration or use, whether grown in the open 
or under glass. Besides being the highest accolade the Society can give to a plant, 

the AGM is of practical value for ordinary gardeners, helping them in making a 
choice from the many thousands of plants currently available. The AGM means that 
plants satisfy the following criteria: 


* Excellent for garden use 
* Not particularly susceptible to pests and diseases 
* Do not require specialist care other than the provision of suitable 
growing conditions 9 


PLANT NAMES AND ORIGINS 


Plants have always been given local names with the result that many of 
them were called by a different name in different regions and countries. 
To overcome this problem, a common naming system was devised and 
developed into the plant naming system that is now used worldwide. 


The binomial system 
Greek and Roman scholars laid the 
foundations of our method of naming 
plants, but the binomial system used today 
was largely established in the 18th century 
by Swedish botanist, Carl Linnaeus (1707— 
1778). Linnaeus classified each plant with 
two Latin words, rather than the descriptive 
phrases used previously. The first word 
describes the genus (eg. Ilex) and the second 
the epithet (eg. aquifolium). Together they 
provided a name for a particular plant 
species such as Ilex aquifolium (English 
holly). Other species in the same genus 
were given different epithets such as Ilex 
crenata and Ilex serrata. The system has 
been developed by scientists so that the 
entire plant kingdom is divided into a 
universally recognized “family tree” 

(see opposite). 


The meaning of plant names 
Plant names are derived from various 
sources. Some are commemorative - the 
Fuchsia is a tribute to German physician 
Leonhart Fuchs - while others indicate a 
plant's geographic origins, as with Parrotia 
persica (of Persia). A plant may be named 
after the collector who introduced it, such 
as Primula forrestii, cultivated by George 
Forrest. Alternatively, the name may 
describe the plant's characteristics, for 
example, quinquefolia in Parthenocissus 
quinquefolia, which means with foliage 
made up of five leaflets; it comes from the 
Latin quinque (five) and folium (leaf). 

A plant name may change either because 
the plant has been incorrectly identified; 
or because it has been given an earlier 
name; or because the name has been 


WHAT IS "OF GARDENS"? 


The epithet "of gardens" is added to names 
that have been wrongly applied to plants 

in cultivation — that is, the plant has been 
misidentified because of similarity to 
another plant. It can also be used for plants 
that have not yet been formally named, such 
as a hybrid that has arisen in cultivation. 


found to apply to two different plants; or 
because new knowledge changes the plant's 
classification. In this book, synonyms 

are included so renamed plants can be 
easily recognised. 


Common names 

Although many plants have familiar 
common names, botanical names are used 
because not all plants possess a common 
name, or they may share a name with other 
plants. In addition, a common name may be 
used in different regions to describe 
different plants. For example, in Scotland 
^plane" refers to Acer pseudoplatanus 
(sycamore); in England it refers to the 
London plane (Platanus x hispanica), and in 
America both "plane" and "sycamore" are 
used for (Platanus occidentalis). Common 
names may also refer to unrelated plants 
as is the case with sea holly (Eryngium), 
hollyhock (Alcea), and summer holly 
(Arctostaphylos diversifolia), none of which 
is a true holly (Iex). Another problem is 
hat one plant may have several common 
names: heartsease, love-in-idleness, and 
Johnny-jump-up all refer to Viola tricolor. 


Botanical divisions 
Divided into a hierachy, plants are classified 
according to the following groups, which 
help to identify them: 


The family 

Plants are grouped in families according 
to the structure of their flowers, fruits, 
and other organs. Families may consist 
of clearly related plants, such as orchids 
(family Orchidaceae), or embrace 
diverse plants as in the family Rosaceae: 
Alchemilla, Cotoneaster, Crataegus, 
Malus, Geum, Prunus, Pyracantha, 
Sorbus and Spiraea. 


The genus and its species 
A family may contain one genus (for 
example, Eucryphia is the only genus 
in the family Eucryphiaceae) or many — 
the daisy family Compositae has over 
1,000 genera. 

Each genus comprises related plants, 
such as oaks (genus Quercus) or lilies 
(genus Lilium), that have several features

in common, and a genus may contain one 
or a large number species. For example, 
a member of the genus Lilium could be 
any lily, but Lilium candidum denotes just 
one type. 

A species is a group of plants that 
consistently and naturally reproduce 
themselves, often by seed or vegetatively, 
generating plant populations that share 
similar characteristics. 


Subspecies, varieties, and forms 
In the wild, even plants of the same species 
can exhibit slight differences, and these are 
split into three subdivisions: 

— The subspecies (subsp.) is a distinct 
variant of the species. 

— The variety (var.) differs slightly in its 
botanical structure. 

— The form (f.) has only minor variations, 
such as the habit or colour of leaf, flower, 
or fruit. 


Cultivars 
Plant breeders are constantly trying to 
improve a plant’s performance, and 
produce new “cultivars” (a contraction of 
cultivated varieties) that are more vigorous, 
produce more flowers, or possess other 
favourable characteristics that differentiate 
them from the wild form of the species. 
Although many cultivars are bred by 
specialists, others are found in the wild or 
occur as mutations and are then introduced 
to cultivation. To reproduce cultivars that 
exhibit a consistent set of characteristics, 
many must be propagated vegetatively 
(cuttings, grafting, or division) or grown 
annually from specially selected seed. 
Cultivars have vernacular names, which 
are printed in Roman type within quotes 
(eg. Phygelius aequalis ‘Yellow Trumpet’). 
When plant breeders raise a new cultivar, 
it is given a code name that may be 
different to the name under which the 
plant is sold. For example, the rose Casino 
also has the code name ‘Macca’; in this 
book, both names are cited, and styled: 
Rosa CASINO (‘Macca’). 


Hybrids 

Sexual crosses between botanically distinct 
species or genera are known as hybrids 

and are indicated by a multiplication sign. 

If the cross is between species in different 
genera, the result is called an “intergeneric 
hybrid” and, when two or more genera are 
crossed, the name given is a condensed form 
of the the relevant genera; x Cuprocyparis, 
for example, covers hybrids between species 
of Chamaecyparis and Cupressus. 

If more than three genera are involved, 
then the hybrids are named after a person 
and given the ending “-ara”. Thus 
x Potinara, a hybrid of Brassavola, Cattleya, 
Laelia and Sophronitis, commemorates 
M. Potin of the French orchid society. More 
common are “interspecific hybrids”, which 
are crosses between species in the same 
genus. These have a collective name 
preceded by a multiplication sign: 
Epimedium x rubrum covers hybrids 
between E. alpinum and E. grandiflorum. 

When a plant is grafted onto another, a 
new plant occasionally arises that contains 
tissues of both parents. These are named 
in the same way as sexual hybrids, but are 
denoted by a plus sign: + Laburnocytisus 
‘Adamii’, for example, is a graft hybrid 
between Laburnum and Chamaecytisus. 

Cultivars of hybrids are listed under 
a botanical name, or if the parentage 
is complex, by giving the generic name 
followed solely by the cultivar name 
(eg. Rosa ‘Buff Beauty’). 


Visual Key to Plant Classification 


In horticulture, plants are classified according to a hierarchical system 
and named primarily on the basis of Linnaeus’s binomial approach 
(genus followed by species epithet). As an example, part of the Rosaceae 
family has been set out below, showing all levels of this system. 


FAMILY 

A group of several genera that 
share a set of underlying natural 
characteristics. Family names 
usually end in -aceae. Family 
limits are often controversial.

GENUS (PL. GENERA) 

A group of one or more plants 

that share a range of distinctive 
characteristics. Several (rarely one) 
genera are classified into one family. 
Each genus contains one or more 
species and its name is printed in 
italic type with an initial capital letter.

CREATING A GARDEN 
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INSPIRATIONAL STYLES 


There are many different garden styles, and whether 
you yearn for neat, symmetrical formality, informal 
cottage-garden abundance, Japanese minimalism or 
contemporary urban chic, it is important to select a 


look that suits both your home and lifestyle if you 
are to get the best from your outdoor space. Also 
think about how much time you have to maintain 
your design, as this will affect your range of choices. 


Formal gardens 
A successful formal garden has a balanced 
design, achieved through symmetry and a 
clear ground plan. Essential characteristics 
are straight lines; order and geometry; and 
clearly delineated garden areas. Organised 
around a central axis or pathway, formal 
gardens often focus on a key view through 
the garden from the house. The geometry 
is clear, but generous scale and balanced 
proportions are key considerations. 
Geometric shapes feature strongly, but 
any regular symmetrical shape can be used 
as long as it sits on at least one axis. Lawns 
and clipped hedges are important features, 
the latter defining spaces or views, while 
dwarf box hedging can be used to edge 
borders, create decorative parterres or 


form knot gardens. If space allows, avenues 
of trees may line paths to accentuate vistas 
and draw the eye to a distant focal point. 
Balustrades, steps, terraces and wide 
gravel pathways are all key features, with 
he range of hard-landscaping materials, 
such as gravel and regular paving stones, 
ept to a minimum. Decorative elements, 
such as cobble mosaics or brick designs, 
are also popular in formal gardens. Other 
features include classical ornaments, such 
as Versailles cases, urns and statuary, and 
opiary, which is often used as a focal point. 
Water is an important element, and pools 
with reflective surfaces or jets and 
fountains appear in many formal designs. 
Although the rules of formality are 
simple and clear, it is still a remarkably

flexible style. The overall layout can be 
completely symmetrical, or you can choose 
to adopt just a few formal elements in a 
more contemporary design. For example, 
one axis can be more dominant than 
another, or a series of balanced, rectangular 
beds can be veiled with soft, romantic 
planting. Another modern interpretation 
of the formal style is a paved courtyard 
garden with architectural planting, large- 
scale containers and a small water feature. 
Many formal designs also require very 
little maintenance, apart from annual hedge 
clipping and pruning shrubs back. 


Informal gardens 

Country gardens, cottage gardens, wildlife 
plots, and prairie-style plantings are all 
informal designs. Unlike formal schemes, 
they allow a greater degree of flexibility 

in the design and planting plans. 


Cottage gardens 
Cottage gardens are traditionally simple 
in layout, often with a central path leading 
to the main door and planting beds filled 
with flowers, herbs and vegetables on 
either side. If the garden is large enough, 
it may also include more naturalistic areas, 
such as orchards, meadows and informal 
wildlife ponds. 
The edges of flower beds are softened 
by arich profusion of planting, with the 
flowers encouraged to fall over the path and 
self-seed at random. Typical cottage garden 
plants include hellebores, lungworts 
(Pulmonaria), grape hyacinths (Muscari), 
aquilegias, and species daffodils and tulips 
in spring, with hardy geraniums, lilies, 
lupins, poppies, campanulas, delphiniums, 
hollyhocks (Alcea rosea) and peonies in 
summer. Plants are often chosen for their 
range of flower forms, textures and colours. 
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atmosphere of abundance and informality. 

Natural stone, brick, cobbles and slate 
are the best materials for hard landscaping, 
while simple post-and-rail or picket fences 
are ideal for boundaries and divisions. 


Country gardens 

Country gardens also have a relaxed 
style, with sweeping expanses of lawn 
and curved, flower-filled mixed beds 

and borders. Hedges are often used to 
divide the garden into a series of enclosed 
spaces with different planting designs 
and atmospheres in each. 


Prairie and wildlife gardens 
Prairie planting, championed by many 
contemporary designers, echoes the tightly 
woven density of cottage-garden planting 
by combining broad sweeps of ornamental 
grasses and sturdy perennials. Grasses such 
as stipas and calamagrostis are threaded 
through perennials, such as rudbeckias, 
echinaceas, symphyotrichums and 
heleniums. Prairie schemes are suitable for 
large, open sites in full sun, where the bold 
swathes of planting give the best effects. 
Wildlife gardens are designed to provide 
habitats for birds, insects and mammals. 
Domestic gardens can also be wildlife 
gardens, with naturalistic planting schemes 
comprising of nectar-rich flowers, and trees 


for nesting and shelter. An informal pond 
is usually a feature, to provide homes for 
amphibians, reptiles, and insects. 
Gardeners with more space may opt for a 
wildflower meadow. These require a sunny 
site and infertile soil for the rich profusion 
of native wild flowers and grasses to thrive.

Prairie-style gardens combine the soft, feathery effects 
of grasses with the muted hues of perennials. Planted in 
informal drifts, this late summer scheme includes 
eupatorium, echinacea, and sedum.

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Mediterranean gardens 
There are two types of garden associated 
with the Mediterranean region: formal and 
informal. The formal gardens feature water 
and stone, as well as clipped hedges and 
specimen trees such as pencil cypresses. 
Decorative parterres are also common, 
with the plants selected for foliage rather 
than flower colour. In some gardens in 
Spain, such as the E] Alhambra in Granada, 
there is a strong Moorish influence, with 
formal courtyards and water features. 
However, the most attainable garden 
style has an informal structure and relaxed, 
Mediterranean atmosphere. Gravel is the 
main hard landscaping material, and is 
used between areas of planting and to 
create pathways. Plants native to this region 
of Europe often have silvery, sage grey- 
green or blue-tinted foliage, which reflects 
the strong summer sun. Olive trees, citrus 
fruits, figs, vines, santolinas and artemisias, 
as well as herbs like thyme, sage, lavender 
and rosemary, are popular planting choices. 
Another informal approach, often seen 
in urban areas, is to create a courtyard with 
walls that have been painted white, warm 
terracotta, or bold blues or pinks. Mosaic- 
tiled walls, cobbled floors and terracotta 
pots planted with bright pelargoniums or 
white Convolvulus cneorum complete the 
Mediterranean theme. If you live in a cooler 
climate, a sun-drenched courtyard will also 
provide some shelter for tender plants. 
Hot, south-facing gardens call for a shady 
arbour or pergola festooned with flowering 
climbers, such as bougainvilleas or 
jasmine, to create a comfortable area for 
al fresco dining or relaxation.

Desert gardens 

Dramaticand starkly beautiful, desert 
gardens have become very fashionable in 
hot, frost-free locations with low rainfall. 
Pale-coloured walls, gravel, rocks, boulders 
and dried driftwood are features, together 
with tough, drought-tolerant plants like 
cacti and succulents, such as agaves, aloes 
and yuccas, which do not need extra 
irrigation in these hostile environments. 
In the right place, a desert garden is very 
eco-friendly, as it focuses on native plants 
that thrive with little water.

Japanese gardens 

The Japanese garden style is designed 

to reflect the natural landscape using a 
limited planting palette to produce quiet, 
contemplative spaces. The key to creating 

a successful Japanese garden is to consider 
how the main elements, such as boulders, 
gravel and plants, relate to one another, and 
how they are connected both symbolically 
and spiritually to the natural world. 

In many instances, traditional Japanese 
spiritual beliefs are fundamental to the 
designs. Both the ancient religion of Shinto, 
and the Buddhist teachings that were 
introduced later, celebrate nature, and all 
natural elements are regarded as sacred 
and worthy of respect. In Zen gardens, key 
elements are used to create representations 
of natural landscapes. For example, raked 
gravel is used to echo flowing water, with 
stones symbolizing islands, boats, or 
animals. The gravel is raked daily, a ritual 
viewed by Buddhists as an important aid 
to contemplation, and the gardens often 
include little or no planting, relying on 
moss and lichens rather than on large, 
dramatic plants. 

The cultivation of beauty as a spiritual 
activity is also reflected in Japanese tea 
gardens in which a roji (dewy path) is lit 
by stone lanterns and leads the visitor on 
a journey past water basins, stone buddhas 


and other spiritual symbols to the 
ceremonial tea house. These gardens are 
more heavily planted, and include maples 
(Acer), pines, azaleas, and camellias, which 
are subjected to a tight pruning regime 

to restrict their size and create miniature 
forms of larger trees or shrubs. The 
planting does not simply focus on 
evergreens and there are splashes of colour 
in the form of cherry blossom and camellias 
in the spring, elegant summer irises and 
the fiery autumn foliage of the maples 
contributing to the seasonal display. 


Contemporary gardens 
With many of us living increasingly urban 
lives, contemporary gardens have had to 
fulfil a number of different functions, 
providing a space for planting, relaxation, 
play, and entertaining. Modern urban 
gardens can differ in emphasis, and be 
treated either as purely functional spaces 
in which hard surfaces prevail along with 
furniture, lighting effects, and water 
features to create the ultimate outdoor 
room, or as green oases in which the 
planting dominates. 

The layout of an urban garden is 
generally based on simple lines, often 
with an asymmetrical floor plan, and uses 
a combination of natural and man-made 
materials, such as concrete, glass, plastic, 
Perspex, and steel, to provide textural 
interest. Furniture often takes the form 
of integral benches, stylishly coordinated 
tables and chairs, and recliners, while 
sculpture provides a focal point, and can 
be combined with water. Jets or cascades 
are popular, but tanks of reflective water 
are becoming increasingly popular. 


Contemporary planting designs 
As space can be limited in today's urban 
gardens, the planting often focuses on a 
more limited choice of species, and those 
that provide architectural interest. Grasses, 
bamboos and large-leaved foliage plants, 
such as the hardy banana (Musa basjoo), 
phormiums and cordylines are popular 

in contemporary schemes. 

Modernist designs often employ block 
plantings of plants such as small festucas 
and ophiopogons. These may be used in 
conjunction with pleached trees planted 
along the boundaries to provide privacy in 
overlooked gardens. Dramatic containers 
made from clay, stone or steel can be used 
as focal points or lined up in a row to add 
drama and rhythm to the design. Popular 
plants for containers include clipped 
topiary box, bay or Japanese holly (Ilex 
crenata), bamboo, succulents like agaves, 
or bold grasses. 


Tropical gardens 

This style of garden is most suitable for 
tropical and warm-termperate regions, 
where the native plants are naturally lush, 
but a similar effect can be created in cooler 


climates with the careful selection of plants. 


The design is informal, with man-made 
structures made from rough-hewn timber 
and unworked stone, reflecting the 
traditional crafts of people living in tropical 
environments. Water plays a large part in 
designs, mimicking the landscapes that 
inspired the style, with waterfalls, streams 
and, occasionally, swimming pools, adding 
to the lush picture. 

A tropical garden is a celebration 
of foliage shapes, textures and colours. 
Taller species such as eucalyptus, palms, 
bamboos and cordylines provide height, 
with the space below filled with lower- 
growing shrubs, grasses and flowering 
perennials, such as birds-of-paradise 
(Strelitzia) and streptocarpus. 

This exciting look can be created in 
temperate areas with exotic architectural 
plants including tree ferns, bamboos, 
fatsias, ferns, phormiums and hardy 
bananas (Musa basjoo). For shots of bright 
detail, use vibrant canna lilies, white arum 
lilies (Zantedeschia), dahlias, crocosmias, 
agapanthus and lobelias.

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ASSESSING YOUR SITE AND SOIL 


It is important to discover as much as possible about and soil conditions, as your plant choices will be 

the conditions that prevail in your garden before you determined by these factors. Check the aspect, which 
start planning and planting. Take note of the local influences the sun and shade in a garden, and the soil 
environment and climate, as well as the topography type, to discover its moisture and nutrient content. 


Understanding aspect 
Determining how much sun and shade 
your garden receives is of paramount 
importance when making plant selections. 
Some plants prefer full sun, for example, 
while others need partial or full shade to 
thrive. You can use a compass to work out 
which way areas or borders face. Those 
facing south will be in sun for most of the 
day, while those that face north will be 
shady. East-facing areas have morning 
sun and evening shade, while the opposite 
applies to those facing west. 

Patterns of sun and shade also change 
throughout the day, and a garden that is in 
full sun at midday may have areas of shade 
in the morning and late afternoon. For this 
reason, it is wise to study your garden ona 
sunny day and make a note of the way 


shadows move around the plot. Remember, 


too, that the seasons can affect the level of 
sunlight in a garden; for example, an area 
that is in sun in the summer could be in 
constant shade during the winter, which 
may have an effect on evergreens that 
need a sunny site to thrive. 


However much sun your garden receives, 


there are plenty of plants to choose from 
that will thrive in those conditions. As well 
as plants for sun or shade, there are many 
that are happy with a bit of both.

and exposed sites. Rather than limit your Knowing your soil type is key to growing 
plant choice, microclimates actually allow healthy plants. It is always preferable to 
you to grow a wider range of plants, so note select those that thrive in the soil you have, 
the temperature, water levels, and air and rather than fighting it by trying to grow 
wind circulation around your garden. plants that are not adapted to your 


conditions, as they will inevitably suffer. 
There are three main types of soil: 
sand, clay, and silt. They are categorized 
according to the size of the soil particles, 
which determines the level of water and 
plant food they can hold. Most garden 
soils are a combination of sand and clay, 
with one type dominating the mix; the 
ideal soil is “loam”, which contains almost 
equal measures of sand and clay. 
Sandy soils Sandy soil particles are 
relatively large and water drains freely 
through the spaces between them. As a 
result, these soils are free-draining, but 
because plant nutrients are dissolved in 
water, they are also quite infertile. Sandy 
soil is ideal for Mediterranean plants. 
Clay soils Clay particles are minute, and 
trap moisture in between the gaps.

The particles are also porous, so these soils 
are very moisture-retentive and rich in 
nutrients. However, clay soils can become 
waterlogged in wet conditions and form 
impenetrable crusts when dry. They are 
ideal for “hungry” plants like fruit trees. 
Silt soils Pure silt soils are rare, usually 
occurring on river plains. They have a 
high nutrient content, but can become 
compacted and waterlogged like clay. 
Loam With almost equal proportions of 
sand and clay, loam offers the best of all 
worlds, retaining enough water for plant 
roots to absorb, but allowing excess moisture 
to drain away and preventing waterlogging. 
It also holds on to nutrients well, making it 
the perfect garden soil for most plants. 


Improving your soil 
Whether you have a dry, sandy soil or a 
sticky clay one, your plants will grow better 
if you improve its quality by applying 
plenty of organic matter, such as well-rotted 
farmyard manure, garden compost, or 
spent mushroom compost. Organic matter 
coats sandy soil particles, helping them to 
retain more water, while it also opens up 
the structure of clay soils, allowing water 
to drain more easily. 

Either dig it into the soil when preparing 
for planting or lay a thick layer as a mulch.

Dry, sandy soils and a sunny site provide the perfect 
conditions for many euphorbias, Californian poppies, 
eremurus and succulents, such as agaves. 


Worms and micro-organisms will then 
work it into the soil. 

The structure and drainage of heavy clay 
soils can also be improved by the addition 
of horticultural grit. Simply dig the grit 
into the soil over a large area. In extreme 
circumstances, very heavy, waterlogged 
soils may require drains. 


Understanding pH 

The pH of a soil is a measure of its acidity 
or alkalinity, which also influences the 
types of plants you can grow successfully. 
It is measured on a scale from 1 to 14; 
neutral soil has a pH of 7, a number 
below this indicates an acid soil, while 
alkaline soils have a pH above 7. A precise 
measurement can be obtained by 
performing a simple soil test (see right). 
Although many plants are tolerant of a wide 
pH range, there are some that are adapted 
to particular soil type. Rhododendrons, 
azaleas and heathers (Erica), for example, 
require an acidic soil, while lilacs (Syringa 
vulgaris) and the pineapple broom (Cytisus 
battandieri) grow best in alkaline soil. 


TESTING YOUR SOIL 


An easy way to find out what type of soil you 
have is to dig up a small sample and roll it 
between your fingers to feel the texture. Soils 
with a high water content can be rolled into a 
ball. You can also use a simple kit to test the pH. 


Sandy and silty soil 

Soils rich in sand feel gritty between your fingers; 
silty soils feel silky. Both fall apart when rolled into 

a ball. Sandy soils are easy to dig, and warm up 
quickly in spring. You may also find that borderline 
hardy plants survive winters better in these dry soils. 
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Clay soil 

Smooth, sticky and dense, clay soils retain their 
shape when moulded into a ball, and those with 
a very high clay content remain intact even when 
rolled into a horseshoe. They are often described 
as “heavy” soils because they are difficult to dig. 


Using a pH testing kit 

You can buy pH testing kits online and from garden 
centres. Place a small soil sample in the tube and add 
the solution provided with the kit. Wait until the 
solution changes colour, and then match it to the 
chart. Take a few readings from different areas of 
the garden, as they may have different pH values. 
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DESIGNING WITH PLANTS 


There is a plant for every situation, be it a tree, shrub, 
perennial, annual or bulb. When designing with 
plants, you can include examples from all the plant 
groups to ensure year-round interest, or focus on just 


Defining plant groups 
Different plant groups fulfil different 
functions in a design, and understanding 
how each can be used to the best effect will 
help you to create a balanced, coordinated 
display. Trees, large shrubs, and some 
climbers provide the framework for a 
planting scheme, offering permanent 
structure, height, and depth, as well as 
colour and texture. Mid-range plants include 
smaller shrubs, herbaceous perennials, 
some bulbs and grasses. They help to 
define the style of your garden, and provide 
seasonal interest with their flowers and 
foliage. Focal plants offer eye-catching 
accents, drawing the eye to a border or 
vista, while ground-cover plants create 

a low mat of leaves and blooms at a lower 
level. Annuals and biennials will put on 

a show from spring to early autumn in 
containers, and fill the gaps between more 
permanent planting groups in borders. 


Structural plants 

Permanent structural plants, such as 

trees, shrubs and hedges, make a vital 
contribution to the shape and form of the 
garden, and identifying these key plants, 
and deciding where to position them, is the 
first step in producing a coherent design. 
Evergreens provide year-round interest, 
while deciduous trees and shrubs inject 


dramatic displays of flowers in spring 

and colourful foliage in autumn. Hedging 
defines boundaries, offers shelter and 
creates privacy. Evergreen hedges provide 
colourful year-round screens and 
backdrops for other planting groups, while 
deciduous hedges allow in more light and 
offer seasonal colour. Either type can be 
formal or informal in style, with leaf size, 
colour, and flowers to consider. Leafy 
shrubs work in a similar way to hedging, 


one or two groups for a contemporary look. The key 
to success is to vary shapes, textures, and colours, 
and consider how each plant will work with others 
in your border and in the garden as a whole.

providing a green foliage backdrop to 
smaller mid-range plants and ground cover. 

You can also use structural plants to 
frame or block out views, and to lead the 
eye around the garden. In addition, trees 
and shrubs can help to create a visual link 
between the garden and the landscape 
beyond, extending the display. Repeated 
plants will also help to make connections 
between different areas of the garden and 
different planting areas. 

Structural plants come in many different 
forms and shapes; for example, they may 
be rounded and neat, such as choisyas and 
photinias; spiky and textural, like 
mahonias, hollies, and yuccas; or looser in 
form, such as laburnums, weeping pears, or 
garryas. Many plants can be manipulated 
to create artificial structural effects, such as 
climbers clambering over arches, arbours 
and pergolas, or along walls. Others can 
be clipped into a variety of topiary shapes; 
box, yew and holly are all good candidates 
for topiary balls, pyramids, and spirals.

Focal plants 
These are key specimen plants that can 
be used to catch the eye in a bed or border, 
in the centre of a lawn, or at the end of a 
pathway. Most focal plants are evergreen or 
have a distinctive shape or foliage form, but 
they can also include seasonal plants that 
perform for short times of the year, 
providing an accent when it is needed most. 
Use focal plants to direct the eye to key 
areas of interest, or as signposts to guide 
the visitor around the garden. Phormiums, 
acers, yuccas, cardoons and white- 
stemmed birches will lead the eye toa 
particular area or distract attention away 
from unsightly features, like bins. 


Mid-range plants 

This group of plants are of medium height, 
and include the vast array of herbaceous 
perennials, bulbs like tulips, daffodils and 
alliums, deciduous grasses, and to a lesser 
extent, small shrubs, including compact 
hebes and shrubby potentillas. 

Some of the most effective mid-range 
plants rely on their leaf shape and texture 
for interest more than their blooms, 
although seasonal flower colour is an 
important feature of many and makes an 
exciting statement when plants are used en 
masse in a border. When grouped together, 
those with strong foliage forms, such as 
acanthus, hostas, ligularias and rodgersias, 
also create bold plantings, or they can be 
used to separate plants with looser flowers 
or foliage forms. 

Mid-range plants contribute to the 
structure of the garden, but because many 
are perennial, dying down in late autumn

and appearing again in spring, they are not 
able to perform the same role as the more 
permanent woody plants. 


Ground-cover plants 

Not only are ground-cover plants highly 
ornamental, providing a tapestry of colour, 
texture and form, they also create a blanket 
over the soil, helping to suppress weeds. 
Ground-cover plants are not restricted to 
low-growing types, however, and include 

a range shapes and sizes, the only proviso 
being that they form a dense canopy. 

A dry, sunny site makes an ideal home 
for drought-tolerant flowering plants, such 
as dwarf genistas, helianthemums and 
hylotelephiums. Leafy ground-cover plants 
include thyme and other mat-forming 
herbs, Hebe pinguifolia, Santolina 
chamaecyparissus, and catmint (Nepeta). A 
cool shady site is perfect for ground-cover 
plants such as Cornus canadensis, Geranium 
macrorrhizum and epimediums under 
trees, and bergenias, hellebores and ferns 
by a wall where the soil is reasonably moist. 


Seasonal interest 

By combining different plant groups 

and selecting those with a succession 

of seasonal highlights, you can easily 

create a garden with year-round appeal. 
In spring, focus on flowering trees, such 

as cherries, crab apples, magnolias and 

plums, as well as bulbs like hyacinths, 

muscari, crocus, daffodils and tulips 

that provide colour. Summer brings an 

explosion of flowering perennials, annuals 

and bulbs, offering a range of colours, 

heights and flower shapes. The autumn 


stars are the trees and shrubs, with acers, 
cotoneasters and cotinus all injecting foliage 
colour. Team them with late-flowering 
perennials such as asters. The winter 
garden also provides seasonal interest, 

with witch hazels (Hamamelis), and 
sarcococcas offering fragrant flowers, and 
colour provided by the stems of dogwoods 
(Cornus) and willow (Salix), and berries of 
hawthorns, hollies, and viburnums.

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USING COLOUR 


Colour choice is largely about personal preferences, affect colours and that some visually leap forward, 
but there are some useful theories on how to match stealing the limelight, while others are more 

and blend colours that will help you to create pleasing recessive. Colour can also affect mood and tone, so 
combinations. Remember, too, that light and shade choose carefully to create the desired atmosphere. 


Combining colours 

Before selecting colours for your beds and 
borders, it is a good idea to familiarize 
yourself with some of the principles of 
colour theory, which will help you combine 
them more successfully. 

Many designers use the colour wheel to 
make their choices. The wheel is divided 
into primary, secondary and tertiary 
colours. The primary colours are red, blue 
and yellow, and when mixed create the 
secondary colours, green, orange, and 
purple. In this way, the primaries blue and 
red produce secondary purple; red and 
yellow produce secondary orange; and 
yellow and blue produce secondary green. 
Tertiary colours are produced by mixing 
adjacent primary and secondary colours. 

The colour wheel can help you to create 
harmonious and contrasting schemes. For 
example, colours directly opposite one 
another on the wheel, such as yellow and 
purple or red and green, are considered to 
be “complementary”. When placed next to 
each other, these contrasting colours create 
a sense of vibrancy and excitement. 

Colours that sit next to each other on 
the wheel are know as “harmonious” or 
“analogous colours” and create a sense of 
order. Examples of harmonious colours are 
blue, purple and pink, and green, yellow, 


and pale orange. Harmonious colours 
can create different moods, depending on 
whether you choose hot reds and oranges 
or cool blues and greens. 

Triadic colour schemes are created by 
selecting three colours that are spaced 
equally apart on the wheel. Green, orange 
and purple, is one example. The contrasting 
hues can create eye-catching combinations.

Tints and shades 
As well as selecting colours from the colour 
wheel, also consider the effects of tints, 
shades and tones. As arule, pure hues or 
saturated colours are more intense, while 
colours that have been mixed together are 
less vibrant. More subtle colours can be 
created by lightening colours using white 
to create a tint, or darkening them by 
adding black to create a shade. When 
grey is added to a hue it creates a tone. 
Tints and shades can be used as 
transitional colours between stronger hues 
and help to blend one colour into another. 
However, too many muted shades can look 
a bit lifeless, so ensure you inject some 
stronger colours into your planting 
schemes to create highlights. 


Creating moods and 
focal points with colour 


Colour can convey a mood or message, and 
has a powerful effect on the atmosphere in 
a garden. For instance, vivid, hot colours, 
such as crimson, scarlet, magenta, golden 
yellow and orange, generate a feeling of 
excitement, while cool colours like pale 
blue, pale pink, mauve, muted greys and 
blue-greens create a tranquil feeling. Use 
these colours to produce different moods 
in your garden, perhaps creating a sizzling 
scheme of hot hues by the house, and cooler 


ABOVE Hot fiery border 

Hot-hued plants in shades of red, orange and yellow 
are guaranteed to brighten up a garden. This fiery 
border is perfect for a sunny spot. 


BELOW Cool pastel shades 

The purple flowers of Salvia x sylvestris ‘Mainacht’ and 
the deeper purple leaves of Persicaria microcephala 
‘Red Dragon’ contrast with green grasses and green- 
flowered Angelica archangelica. The silvery leaves of 
Heuchera ‘Beauty Colour’ are also veined with purple, 
thus continuing the silver-purple theme. 


TEXTURE AND PATTERN 


Mixing contrasting plant textures creates 
a lively effect in a border. Combine glossy 


and matt, or furry and rough foliage to make 


an impact. Look, too, at leaf patterns and 
match a variety of shapes and sizes to add 
to the interest. 


Shiny and glossy 

Many hollies (//ex) have glossy foliage that 
reflects light. Their spiny leaves also add impact 
to a border, or they can be used as focal plants. 


Soft and furry 

Plants like lambs ears (Stachys byzantina) 
and sages have a compelling, tactile quality. 
Plant them at the front of a border where 
they are easy to reach and enjoy. 


Rough and crinkled 

The coarse-textured leaves of this decorative 
vine (Vitis coignetiae), are held on twisted 
gnarled stems that wrap around its support. 


Lace-like tracery 
The soft, feathery foliage of artemisia provides 
a foil for larger-leaved plants that enjoy the 
same sunny conditions, such as hylotelephiums. 
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YEAR-ROUND INTEREST 


When choosing plants for your garden, try 
to include a selection of feature trees and 
shrubs that have more than one season of 
interest. There is a wide range of trees and 
shrubs, both deciduous and evergreen, that 
perform for most of the year. 


Cornus alba 

A deciduous shrub with white flowers in late 
spring, as well as striking red shoots in winter. 
The leaves turn red or orange in autumn. 


Mahonia x media ‘Charity’ 
Mahonias have shiny, evergreen foliage, 

plus yellow flowers and purple or black fruits. 
‘Charity’ has scented yellow flowers in winter. 


Nandina domestica 

The leaves of this evergreen shrub have red tints 
in spring and autumn. Small white summer 
flowers are followed by bright red berries. 


Prunus x subhirtella 

‘Autumnalis Rosea’ 

This cherry tree has tiny, pale pink flowers that 
appear in winter. The green leaves are bronze 
when young, turning golden-yellow in autumn. 


tones in a shady woodland area at the far 
end of the garden. Another option is to use 
the same bed or border to change in mood 
as the seasons progress, with bright 
daffodils and tulips in spring, followed 

by herbaceous summer planting in blues, 
purples, pale pinks and whites, and then 
fiery foliage colour in the autumn. 

Single-colour-themed borders, be they 
white and cream or varying shades of 
yellow, look highly sophisticated and 
produce a satisfying cohesion. The 
restricted plant choices can also make 
designing a little easier. 

You can also use colour to draw attention 
to a particular feature or planting area. 

To produce this effect, ensure your plants 
contrast with the surroundings to increase 
their visibility. For example, a single, bright 
orange plant against a recessive background 
colour, such as green or blue, will create an 
effective accent. Planting schemes that 
combine swathes of warm and cool colours 
also work well, with the cooler colours 
providing a foil for the hot hues. 

You can also exploit the way in which 
colours can alter perceptions of distance. 
For instance, bright reds and oranges 
planted at the end of a garden have a 
foreshortening effect, making the garden 
appear shorter, while pale colours can 
make the garden seem longer. 


The effects of light 
and shade 


The way that we perceive colour is 
influenced by the amount of light it 
receives. Sunny borders will make colours 
appear bolder and brighter, while shady 
areas enhance more subtle colours and 
white. The colours of plants can therefore 
change depending on their location, the 
degree of shade cast on them and on the 
ime of day. For example, pale colours that 
produce beautiful effects in the early 
morning or evening may be bleached out by 
strong midday sunlight. Bear this in mind if 
you tend to use your garden at a particular 
ime of day. If you work and sit outside 
mainly in the evenings, choose white and 
pale flowers that take on a luminous quality 
in the fading light. 

Choose colours that produce the best 
effects for different areas of the garden. Plant 
reds, oranges, bright pinks and yellows in 
sunny spaces, as they will look muddy in the 
shade. Nature often makes this choice for 
you, as many hot-hued flowers need a sunny 
spot to thrive. Woodland plants, on the other 
hand, tend to produce flowers in whites, 
pastel shades of yellow, pink and purple, and 
blues, all of which show up better in shade. 


Creating a succession 


of year-round colour 
When selecting plants, try to include a 
range that flower or are at their peak at 
different times of the year to sustain the 
interest. This is particularly important in 
small gardens, where the planting is on 
view all year round. 

Consider the merits of each plant, 
including its size, habit, leaf shape, texture 
and colour, flowers, and fruit. For a 
prolonged display, focus on foliage, either 
evergreen for constant colour, or deciduous, 
which in most cases endures from spring 
to autumn. This leafy mix provides a 
backdrop for the succession of flowers that 
appear. When choosing flowering plants, 
remember that many have beautiful 
seedheads, including love-in-a-mist 
(Nigella), poppies, hylotelephiums, sedums 
and eryngiums, that provide two seasons of 
interest. Also use containers to add an extra 
dimension to borders and patio displays; 
one large planter can be used for four 
different seasonal displays. 


Spring 

When spring makes a welcome 
appearance, the garden is soon awash 
with colour. Some is provided by spring- 
flowering trees and shrubs, such as 
amelanchiers, ornamental cherries, apples, 
plums, and almonds (Prunus), magnolias, 
some viburnums, camellias, and 
forsythias, as well as a host of tough rock 


Spring match 

Create a balanced display in your borders with a 
mixture of tulips, such as ‘Bleu Aimable’, scented 
biennial wallflowers (Erysimum) and dainty violas 
providing colour in the foreground. 


plants, including aubretias, saxifrages, and 
violas. Add to these a selection of bulbs and 
corms, starting with snowdrops (Galanthus) 
in late winter or early spring, and followed 
by crocuses, grape hyacinths (Muscari), 
daffodils (Narcissus), and tulips (Tulipa). As 
the majority of these bold displays of bulbs 
die down, they are followed by spring- 
flowering azaleas and rhododendrons 
which provide a wealth of colours, 
including magenta, pink, crimson, scarlet, 
golden yellow, and white. As the new 
leaves unfurl in late spring, blue ceanothus 
and the scented flowers of viburnums and 
lilacs enhance the spring garden further. 


Summer 
As temperatures rise and light levels 
increase, the garden is filled with a 
profusion of perennials, annuals and 
biennials. Not many trees put on their best 
performance in summer, but shrubs are a 
key source of colour. Roses start to bloom 
early in the season, many continuing well 
into autumn. Other beautiful summer- 
flowering shrubs include sweetly scented 
mock oranges (Philadelphus), lavender, 
hibiscus, and the flowering dogwoods 
(Cornus). Even those that flowered in spring 
still play their part by providing a leafy 
backdrop to the flowers that offer the main 
show at this time of year. 

Many climbers are also in full swing 
in summer. There are a vast number of 
clematis species and hybrids to choose 


Summer profusion 

Perennials often lead the border chorus at this time 
of year. Crocosomias and veronicastrums provide 
colour and form, with the pinky-purple domes of 
stately eupatoriums offering background colour. 


from, providing colour in the garden from 
early summer to late in the season, while 
jasmine, honeysuckle, and the frothy flat 
heads of climbing hydrangea (Hydrangea 
petiolaris) are other star performers. 
Perennials are the real stars of the 
summer border. There are thousands 
to choose from, including early summer- 
flowering aquilegias, and many geraniums 
and lupins, followed by campanulas, 
salvias, achilleas, and hemerocallis, with 
heleniums, rudbeckias, and echinaceas 
appearing later in the season. Biennials, 
such as foxgloves, make great partners for 
shade-loving perennials, while hardy and 
half hardy annuals produce an explosion 
of colour in borders and container displays. 
Hardy annuals, such as Californian 
poppies (Eschscholzia californica), annual 
mallows (Malope), and the shoo-fly plant 
(Nicandra) flower for months on end, 
offering great value for money, and self 
seeding to produce a repeat performance 
the following summer. Together with half- 
hardy annuals, like cosmos, impatiens, 
lobelia, and petunias, they provide colour 
throughout the season, often only ceasing 
to flower when the frosts arrive in autumn. 


Autumn 

As summer fades, the foliage of many trees 
and shrubs flares into the fiery colours of 
autumn. Some of the best choices for this 
seasonal display are maples, some cherries, 
amelanchiers, liquidambars, cotoneasters, 
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Autumn brights 

Most perennials die down at this time of year, but a few 
leave their best performance till last. Hylotelephiums, asters 
and symphyotrichums are key features of autumn borders, 
here offset by buff grasses and red-leaved Euonymus alata. 


sorbus, nyssa, and most forms of smoke 
bush (Cotinus). 

Late-flowering perennials, such as 
Michaelmas daisies (Symphyotrichum) 
and chrysanthemums, as well as dahlias 
with their rich variety of flower shapes 
and colours, brighten up the garden until 
the arrival of the first frosts. Grasses are 
also key features of these cooler months. 
Pampas grasses (Cortaderia), fountain 
grasses (Pennisetum), and Stipa 
calamagrostis produce feather- and brush- 
like seedheads at this time of the year. 


Winter 

During winter, flower interest is limited, 
but valuable sources include the scented 
blooms of winter box (Sarcococca) and 
witch hazels (Hamamelis). Bold sculptural 
shapes and foliage colour provided by 
evergreens is of most importance now, 
with conifers, box (Buxus), and ivy (Hedera), 
coming into their own. 

Deciduous trees and shrubs also play 
an important role, their intricate skeletons 
of stems clearly visible at this time of year. 
Think, too, about bark colour and texture; 
white-stemmed birches (Betula) and the 
polished coppery-brown stems of Prunus 
serrula are favourite trees, while brightly 
coloured dogwood (Cornus) and willow 
(Salix) stems make exciting focal points. 
Enhance the winter scene further with 
berried shrubs, such as hollies (Ilex), 
pyracanthas, and sorbus. 
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Frosted features 

Winter is a quiet time in the garden, but there is still 

beauty to be found in the form of stark borders filled 

with frost-encrusted grasses and the enduring seed- 25 
heads of perennials such as hylotelephiums and sedums. 
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BASIC PLANTING TECHNIQUES 


Once you have planned your garden, and assessed 
the aspect and soil, you can begin planting. Giving 
new plants a good start by improving soil will result 
in strong, healthy specimens that put on a display 


Choosing healthy plants 
Before going to the garden centre or 
nursery, make a list of your chosen plants, 
and try to stick to it, to avoid making 
impulsive purchases. If some of the plants 
are not available, remember to check the 
eventual size and required growing 
conditions of any substitutes to ensure that 
they will fulfil your needs. 

Check each plant to ensure you have 
chosen the healthiest specimen. Look at 
the leaves and stems for signs of pests and 
diseases, and reject any plant with wilted 
foliage. Then turn over the pot and check 
to see if there is a mass of roots growing 
through the drainage holes, a sign that the 
plant is “root bound” and has been growing 
in the pot for too long. Finally, select plants 
with lots of leafy stems and plump buds. 


Preparing the ground 

It is always wise to take a few hours to 
prepare the soil well before you plant. Clear 
the site of any large stones and remove all 
weeds, ensuring that you dig out the whole 
root system of perennial weeds, like 
dandelions. Start by hand-weeding the site. 


PLANTING A PERENNIAL OR SHRUB 


Remove the weeds 

When weeding, try to remove the root systems completely 
to prevent the weeds from growing back. Pernicious 
weeds, such as ground elder and bindweed, may need 

to be treated with a weedkiller. 


You can apply a weedkiller, if necessary, to 
ackle pernicious weeds such as bindweed, 
ground elder, Japanese knotweed, horsetail, 
nettles, and brambles. If weeds are really 
problematic, consider covering the site 
with some old carpet or plastic sheeting 
for a few seasons. This forms a physical 
barrier against settling weed seeds, and 

he lack of light and moisture prevents 
weed growth. When the site has been 


Shrubs form the backbone of a garden, providing permanent structure, while 
most perennials die down in winter and emerge again in spring. Plants grown in 
containers can be planted at any time of year, but avoid times when the ground 
is frozen or excessively wet or dry. Also, prepare the soil well before you start 
(see above), to ensure your plants establish quickly and produce healthy growth. 


Make a planting hole 

First, water the plants well. 
Dig out a planting hole for each 
plant, making sure that it is twice 
the diameter of the container and 
a little deeper. Fork the bottom 
and sides of the hole, and add 
some controlled-release fertilizer 
to the excavated soil. 


Check planting depth 

Remove the plant from its pot, 
teasing out the roots if they are 
congested. Use a cane to check 
the plant will be at the same depth 
as it was in its pot. Put the plant in 
the hole and steadily trickle in 
water as you backfill with soil, 
firming as you go. 


Water and mulch 

Water the plant. Spread a 
mulch of organic matter around 
the plant, avoiding the stems, to 
conserve moisture and suppress 
weeds. Water plants in dry spells 
until fully established. Each spring, 
rake in a general-purpose fertilizer 
around the plant. 


year after year. Choose a fine day when the soil is not 
frozen or waterlogged and, before starting, make 
sure the soil is free of weeds. Water all plants well in 
preparation and water them again after planting. 


Feed the soil 

When making a new bed or border, enrich the soil by 
digging in well-rotted organic matter, such as manure or 
garden compost, before planting. Apply organic matter 
as a mulch around plants on existing beds. 


cleared, enrich the soil with organic matter, 
such as well-rotted manure or garden 
compost. On a large plot, dig a series of 
trenches to the depth of a spade across the 
area and add manure to the base of each 
trench. Alternatively, spread an 8cm (3in) 
layer of organic matter over the border, and 
dig it into the top 15cm (6in) of soil. Dig in 
some horticultural grit to heavy clays to 
improve drainage. Finally, rake the surface. 


PLANTING DEPTHS 


Most plants need to be planted at the same 
depth as they were in their pots or, if they are 
bare-root trees or shrubs, plant them at the 
depth they were growing at in the field, 
indicated by a dark soil mark on the stems. 
Among the exceptions are bearded irises 
(below); their rhizomes will rot if buried so 
they should be planted with them exposed. 
Sun-loving shrubs and perennials, such as 
verbascums and sedums, also thrive when 
planted slightly proud of the soil. Moisture- 
loving plants like hostas prefer to be buried 
a little deeper than ground level. 


Planting in containers 
When choosing a container, look at the 
range of different materials and designs 
available to find those that suit both your 
garden style and the types of plants you 
plan to grow. 

In late spring, when all frosts have 
passed, plant your summer bedding outside 
in containers, window boxes and hanging 
baskets. The method for planting containers 
and window boxes differs slightly from that 
of hanging baskets (see below) and they 
require watering daily. If you have less time 
to spend watering and feeding, opt for pots 
of drought-tolerant shrubs, such as hebes, 
lavenders, and phormiums, or rock plants, 
like sedums and houseleeks (Sempervivum). 

Trees and large shrubs in containers add 
height and stature to a design. Those 
suitable for growing in pots include box 
(Buxus), many dwarf conifers, Fatsia 
Japonica, Hydrangea serrata and choisyas. 
These will need to be watered regularly in 
dry spells, and in spring, remove the top 
few centimetres of compost and replace 
with fresh, together with some all-purpose 
controlled-release fertilizer. 


Choosing pot sizes 

When making your container selections, 
choose pots of different sizes for a 
traditional grouping, or opt for a series of 
pots of the same size and line them up for 
a contemporary look. 

The size of your pots will affect the 
amount of maintenance they require. Tiny 
pots dry out quickly, and need watering on 
a daily basis in summer, unless you plant 
them with drought-tolerant rock plants. 
Larger pots hold more compost and 


Terracotta elegance 

Natural and the perfect foil for a shrub, such as a hebe, 
terracotta is porous and dries out quickly. To prevent 
moisture loss, line with bubble plastic before planting. 


therefore more moisture and nutrients, 
reducing the need for such frequent 
watering and feeding. 


Material options 

The material a container is made from 
affects both the price and the maintenance 
needs of the plants. Clay is a beautiful 
natural material but because it is porous, 

it dries out more rapidly than synthetic 
materials or natural stone. Choose glazed 
clay or plastic if you want colourful pots. 


Size matters 

Choose a pot size that balances your chosen plants. Opt for 
a tall slim container for a fountain of foliage, or a small 
wide pot for a rounded shrub or planting group. 


PLANTING A SUMMER CONTAINER 


You can create exciting displays in containers and window boxes with 

easy summer flowers. Some grow quickly from seed, or you can buy plug 
plants via mail order or larger bedding plants from the garden centre. When 
combining plants, try to balance the shapes, colours and textures. This 
example includes red dahlias, French marigolds, and yellow bidens. 


Add drainage material

PLANTING A HANGING BASKET 


Globes of flowers and foliage lend an exotic touch to patios and seating areas 
throughout summer. Plant up a large hanging basket and hang it at about 
head height where you can see the colours and textures at close quarters. 
Hanging baskets filled with ivy, small evergreens, violas, and early bulbs also 
add a splash of colour in autumn and winter. 


Preparing the basket 
Line the basket and add a circle of 


Planting the top 
Cover the roots of the trailing 


pieces in the base of the pot to help 
ensure good drainage. For larger pots, 
you can reduce the amount of potting 
compost required and the weight of 
the container by filling the bottom third 
with pieces of polystyrene. 


(2in) from the rim with all-purpose 
compost. Work in a some slow-release 
fertilizer granules. Water the plants 
about 30 minutes before planting. 

Tip them from their pots or trays and 
arrange on the compost surface. 


Final effects 

Plant the tallest plants at the back or 
in the middle of the container, and fill 
in around them with shorter or trailing 
types. Water the container well, and 
continue to water plants regularly. 

To exend the flowering period, remove 
the faded blooms with secateurs at 
frequent intervals throughout summer. 


plastic to the bottom to create a water 
reservoir. Top with a layer of compost. 
Cut crosses around the sides of the 
liner.

Finishing touches

moisture. Water the basket daily, even 
if it has rained, and deadhead regularly 
to extend the flower display throughout 
the summer. 
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LOOKING AFTER YOUR GARDEN 


To keep your garden in peak condition, you will need 
to perform regular maintenance tasks throughout the 
year. Watering is essential for young plants and those 
in containers, and to win the battle against weeds you 


Weeding methods 

You can limit the growth of weeds by top- 
dressing the soil with a thick mulch or a 
membrane, but you will never be completely 
free of them. The most useful tool for 
removing annual weeds over a large area 

is a hoe; as you move it back and forth, the 
blade slices through the necks of weeds 
where the stems meet the soil. Choose a dry 
sunny day for hoeing and leave the weeds 
on the surface to die — you can then collect 
them up and compost them. 

Although hoeing kills annual weeds, such 
as chickweed and groundsel, perennial 
weeds, including brambles, dock, couch 
grass and ground elder will survive and 
regrow. Use a weed grubber to remove 
those with tap roots, such as dandelions, 
and dig out perennials with fibrous root 
systems using a spade or trowel. If you have 
pernicious weeds that you cannot remove 
by hand, apply a glyphosate weedkiller. 


Watering 

In summer, watering is the main gardening 
task. Young plants in beds and borders and 
container displays are especially vulnerable 
to drought, and are best watered early in 
the morning or in the evening when 
evaporation rates are low. A basic watering 
can is generally sufficient for small areas or 


FERTILIZER OPTIONS 


Most plants benefit from an application of fertilizer once a year in spring. 
However, some may need extra nutrients to boost them at key times, such 
as flowering. Always follow the manufacturer's instructions carefully 


Growmore

containers, and fits easily under a rainwater 
butt tap. For seedlings and new plants, fit 
your can with a rose, so that you do not 
wash soil away from the roots. 

If you have a large new area to water, 
a garden hose is a more practical option. 
Attach a spray fitting to give new plantings 
a gentle shower, and direct the hose on the 
soil, rather than the leaves or flowers. An 
even more efficient watering method is to 
lay perforated hosepipes round your plants; 
water gradually seeps out at soil level and 
penetrates deeply with little waste. 


Feeding 
Once established, most plants growing 
in reasonably good soil need an annual 
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Blood, fish and 
bonemeal

the soil when planting, and 
applied around plants in the 
spring or early summer.

application of fertilizer in spring. The type 
of plant food you choose and how often you 
apply it will be determined by your soil and 
what you are trying to grow. Plants require 
a range of essential nutrients. The primary 
nutrients are nitrogen (N), which plants 
need for leaf growth; phosphorous (P) for 
healthy roots; and potassium (K) for good 
Flower and fruit production. The secondary 
nutrients, calcium, magnesium and 
sulphur, are required in smaller amounts, 
while the seven trace elements, such as 
iron, are needed in very small quantities. 
Fertilizers are either organic (derived 
from plants and animals) or inorganic 
(chemically manufactured). Most are 
concentrated for convenience and available 


because too much fertilizer, or using the wrong type for a particular plant, 
may have a detrimental effect. Your local garden centre or DIY store will 
stock a selection of organic and inorganic fertilizers. 


Slow-release 
granules 

These granules are activated 
by warmth and moisture, and 
provide a steady supply of 
nutrients for many weeks in 
borders and containers. 


MULCH OPTIONS 


Mulches reduce weed growth and conserve water, which is why they 
should always be applied when the ground is moist. A gravel mulch helps 
to keep the leaves and stems of drought-loving plants dry, and prevents 


them from rotting. As well as being functional, many mulches are also 
attractive, and produce a decorative surface for borders and containers. 
Recycled ground glass and dyed shells are colourful options. 


Gravel 

Gravel laid over landscape fabric 
creates a weed-suppressant and 

a decorative foil for alpines and 
Mediterranean-style plantings. Plant 
through the fabric by cutting a cross 
and folding back the flaps. Apply the 
gravel on top after planting. 


as liquids, powders that you dilute in water, 
or granules. Organic fertilizers include 
pelleted chicken manure; blood, fish and 
bonemeal; liquid seaweed fertilizer; and 
homemade plant feeds, such as the diluted 
liquor from a wormery or fertilizers made 
from soaking comfrey leaves. Inorganic 
fertilizers include sulphate of potash, 
Growmore and granular rose feeds. 

Fertilizers are grouped according to the 
quantities of N, P, and K they contain. For 
example, a balanced fertilizer for general 
use, such as Growmore, contains equal 
quantities of each primary nutrient, while 
a fertilizer for lawns has a higher 
concentration of nitrogen, and those for 
fruit bushes are rich in potassium. 

Apply an all-purpose granular fertilizer 
to the soil when planting, and spread 
around plants in spring. Containers, 
baskets and some bedding annuals may 
need a regular liquid feed during the 
growing season, or apply a controlled- 
release granular fertilizer when planting. 
Remember to follow the manufacturer’s 
directions carefully. 


Mulching 
Mulches are materials that are spread 
on the soil surface, usually around plants. 
Some mulches serve a practical purpose — 
feeding the soil, suppressing weeds, 
retaining moisture or insulating roots 
in winter - while others are primarily 
decorative. Decorative mulches include 
crushed glass or shells, and slate chips. 
Mulches are applied at different times of 
the year, depending on their purpose and

the plants' needs. For example, bark chips 
are spread over the soil surface after 
planting to suppress weeds, but may take 
nutrients from the soil as they decompose, 
so apply a nitrogen-rich fertilizer to 
compensate for this loss. Organic matter, 
such as farmyard manure or garden 
compost, helps to retain soil moisture while 
also fertilizing the ground. It must be laid 
over moist soil, either in spring (following 
autumn and winter rains) or after watering. 
Apply organic mulches in a thick layer 
about 10cm (4in) deep, and replenish them 
annually as worms and soil micro- 
organisms will break them down 
throughout the year. 


Composting 
Disposing of your organic kitchen waste 
and plant prunings by composting creates 
an excellent eco-friendly soil improver. 
There is a wide range of bins available, 
including standard plastic composters that 
hold plenty of waste, and more decorative 
types, such as wooden models that 
resemble beehives. 
To produce good compost, you will need 
the right mix of ingredients. Too much soft 
green material, such as grass clippings and 
vegetable peelings, turns the heap into 
a slimy mess. On the other hand, if you 
include too much dry woody material, 
such as prunings, the heap will rot down 
too slowly. Aim for an equal measure of 
green and dry ingredients and add them 
in layers. A good airflow is also essential 
to the composting process, so turn over 
the contents regularly. 


Rotted compost and manure lock 
moisture into the soil and help to 
supress weed growth. As the mulch 
breaks down it also releases plant 
foods and improves the structure 


Leafmould 

Although low in nutrients, rotted 
leaves help to improve the soil 
structure and trap moisture in. 
They are ideal for woodland and 
shade-loving plants, many of which 
would be mulched by leaves in their 
natural habitats. 


MAKING LEAFMOULD 


Leafmould is one of the finest soil 
conditioners, and makes good use of fallen 
autumn leaves. It is very quick and easy to 
make, but takes at least a year to rot down, 
ready for use in the garden. 


Rake up the leaves 

In autumn, rake up the leaves in your 
garden and place them in large plastic bin bags. 
If you chop them up first with a garden spade, 
they will decompose faster. 


Water, tie and leave 

When the bags are half full, sprinkle the 
leaves with water. Continue to add leaves and 
water again when full. Tie the bag and make a 
few holes with a fork to allow in some air. After 
a year or two, the leafmould will be ready. 
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Good garden hygiene 

By keeping your plants in good health and 
checking them regularly, you can keep 
many pests and diseases at bay. Aim to grow 
your plants in the right conditions because 
healthy specimens are more able to 
withstand attacks. Remember, too, that 
some plants are susceptible to certain 
diseases so, whenever possible, buy 
resistant varieties. 

A few simple precautions will also pay 
dividends. Check new plants for signs of 
pests and diseases to ensure that they do 
not introduce them to your garden, and 
keep all tools and equipment clean to guard 
against the spread of diseases. Tools such 
as pruners and seed trays are best cleaned 
with household disinfectant. You can also 
put up physical barriers, such as cut-off 
plastic bottles to help protect your plants 
from pests such as slugs and snails. 

If a plant does succumb to a disease, first 
try to identify the problem to gauge its 
seriousness, and remove and either burn 
or bin infected plant material. Minor pest 
attacks can usually be dealt with by 
removing the invaders by hand. Also, try 
to encourage natural predators, such as 
birds, frogs and toads, ladybirds, 
hoverflies, spiders and lacewings into your 
garden, as together they will help to keep 
many pests under control. Pools, ponds, 
berried shrubs and trees, and nectar-rich 
open flowers will help to lure this pest

army into your plot. If you have to resort to 
chemical pesticides and fungicides, use 
them sparingly and read the manufacturer’s 
instructions carefully. 


Pruning guidelines 

It is not essential to prune any plant, but 
thinning and cutting back to varying 
degrees or selectively removing whole 
branches can be beneficial. 

Pruning can rejuvenate old, congested 
specimens and help to extend the life of 
short-lived shrubs. It can also promote the 
growth of more flowering and fruiting 
wood, improve the shape of a plant, and 
reduce the incidence of disease. 

Most pruning is performed annually, 
but if you spot dead, damaged or diseased 
wood, or a sucker growing from a grafted 
plant, remove it immediately. A general tip 
is to prune plants that flower in spring just 
after they have bloomed, and prune those 
that flower in summer or autumn in early 
spring before the buds break. Most 
evergreens are pruned in late spring. 

Itis important to use the right tools 
when pruning, as they will make the task 
easier. The tool you will require depends 
on the thickness of the material you need to 
remove. Use sharp secateurs for stems the 
width of a pencil or smaller, and a pruning 
saw or loppers for larger branches. Never 
prune above head height and call in a 
professional tree surgeon for large jobs. 


Trees, shrubs and climbers grow in different ways, and their shoots, buds and stems 
differ too. Before pruning, identify the type of buds and shoots on the plant and their 
position. Buds are found at the point where the leaves are about to grow, or where 
they have previously been attached to the stem. When pruning, cut just above a bud; 
this stimulates hormones that make the bud develop into a new stem. 


Cutting opposite buds 
The buds of some plants are 
opposite each other. Prune 
above a pair of buds with a flat, 
straight cut. When the buds 
grow, they will produce two 
shoots growing in opposite 
directions from one another. 


Cutting alternate buds 
Where the buds are positioned 
alternately along the stems, try 
to prune to one that is facing 
outwards, away from the centre 
of the plant. Make a sloping cut 
above the bud, so that water 
runs away from it. 


Cutting to new growth 
You can recognize new growth 
because it looks much fresher 
than old wood. When pruning, 
cut off old wood just above a 
new stem, using a sloping cut so 
that water runs away from the 
young growth. 


WHY PRUNE? 


You can achieve many beautiful effects 

with careful pruning. Some plants are 

best trimmed lightly to create a natural look, 
while others can be clipped into elegant 
topiary. In addition, some pruning 
techniques encourage more flowering 

and fruiting stems to form. 


Cutting out dead and 

diseased wood 

Whenever you see dead or diseased wood 

on any woody plant, remove it immediately. If 
dead wood is left on a plant, disease can enter 
more easily and move down the stems. 


Pruning for shape and form 

Some plants need a gentle trim to retain their 
shape. This Pittosporum tenuifolium makes an 
attractive focal plant. The only pruning it 
requires is to retain the plant's symmetry 

by lightly trimming it in late spring. 
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Crossing and rubbing branches 

Branches that rub each other can create open 
wounds that let in diseases. Remove one 

of the branches, choosing the weakest one or 
the stem that has suffered the most damage. 


PLANT SELECTOR 


Plants for sandy soil 


Sandy soils are often termed “light” or “hungry”. They are usually 
well-drained, but dry out rapidly and hold low reserves of plant 
nutrients. Many plants have adapted to such soils by developing 
deeply penetrating roots. Their leaves are modified to reduce 
moisture loss: small and reflexed, evergreen and glossy, or 
covered with fine grey or silver hairs. To improve moisture 
retention, incorporate some organic matter when planting in 
autumn; little watering will then be needed and plants are able 


to establish well before summer.

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Plants for clay soils 


Clay soil is usually wet, glutinous and heavy in winter, and during 
drier summers it can shrink and crack, damaging plant roots. 
Whether establishing a new garden on clay or renovating an older 
one, always choose plants that will grow well in this type of soil. 
Prepare the planting area thoroughly, digging the soil in the autumn, 
then leaving it over winter to allow the weathering effects of frost and 
winter rains to break down large clods. Dig in organic matter, and 
grit or sharp sand to increase drainage. Plant in early spring, at the 
beginning of the growing season, to avoid losses over winter.

Plants for neutral to acid soil 

Some plants, notably camellias, rhododendrons and most heathers, 
grow naturally in regions such as open woodland, hillsides or 
moorland, where the soil is neutral to acid, and are intolerant of 
alkaline soils such as chalk or limestone. These are often termed 
^]ime-haters" or “acid-lovers”. Before planting, work in some acidic 
planting compost or humus. After planting, keep woody plants well 
mulched. In drier regions, check water needs regularly.

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Plants for chalk and limestone 

Chalk and limestone regions are rich in wildflowers and wildlife, 
and where there is a reasonable depth of topsoil a wide range of 
garden plants can be grown. However, often there are only a few 
centimetres of chalky soil above bedrock and here there is an 


increased risk of drought in summer. It may be necessary to excavate 


planting holes and incorporate organic matter to increase plants’ 
chances of survival. On well-drained chalk, plant in autumn or 
spring; on limestone soils, defer planting until spring. Keep all 
young woody plants well mulched and watered until established.

In coastal regions, salt from sea spray is carried a considerable 
distance inland on the wind, causing problems for many plants. 
However, some can tolerate high salt levels, and have hard-surfaced 
or glossy leaves with low absorbency levels, or foliage covered with 
fine hairs that prevent salt reaching the surface. Coastal gardens 
are often exposed, so protect plants with hedges or wattle hurdles. 
Prepare sandy soil by incorporating organic matter and garden 
loam, to encourage deep root penetration, and use dense ground- 
cover plants to stabilize the sand and keep root areas cool.

In cold, inland gardens, particularly those exposed to strong winter 
winds, only the hardiest plants thrive without the protection of a 
windbreak. Where providing one is not practical, it is essential to 
establish a basic framework of trees, shrubs, and conifers that are 
fully hardy. Carefully positioned within the garden, in groups, they 
provide sheltered situations where less hardy plants can be grown, 
while still retaining a degree of openness if desired.

Climbers and shrubs for shady walls 

Against cold, north- or east-facing walls, it is essential to choose 
climbers that grow naturally in shade or semi-shade. These provide 
reliable and effective foliage cover, and some have attractive flowers. 
A few climbing roses flower reasonably well in partially shaded 
situations and, together with climbers and shrubs, add colour to the 
backs of borders. Shade-tolerant plants prefer moist, woodland-type 
soils; when planting, dig in organic matter, such as leaf mould.

Drought-tolerant plants 

Hot, sunny locations and free-draining, sandy soils demand plants 
that tolerate dry conditions. Drought-resistant plants will survive 
the increasing number of long, dry periods which we are 
experiencing, even in normally wet seasons. All the plants listed 
here have adapted to thrive in arid conditions, and will need little 
or no additional irrigation once established, but guard against 
waterlogged clay soils, in which they will quickly decline and die.

Plants for hedging are often selected for their ornamental qualities, 
but there are other aspects to consider. Boundary hedges can 
provide visual privacy, or screen unsightly buildings; they may also 
be bushy or thorny to keep out animals or intruders. Make sure that 
plants for screening will grow to the required height, and select 
conifers or evergreen shrubs for year-round effect. In exposed sites, 
trees and deciduous shrubs can be used as windbreaks; two or three 
staggered rows are more effective than a single, close-planted one.

Architectural plants 


Plants that stand out and draw the eye with their strong, distinctive 
appearance are termed “architectural” plants. They give character 
and substance to a garden, and help to form the basic framework. 
Most are trees, conifers and shrubs, which provide a permanent 
effect throughout the year, and they usually have a strong shape, 
such as vertical or conical forms of conifer, or bear striking foliage, 
such as giant-leaved gunneras and spiky phormiums.

fact it should be viewed as an opportunity to experiment with 

a different, and often an equally exciting, range of plants. The 
following ground-cover plants will provide a wealth of colourful 
flowers and foliage, and may be planted in even deep shade, 
providing the soil is reasonably fertile. Where the shade is 
caused by trees and large shrubs, the soil will also be very 

dry. Keep new plants well watered during their first year

Many plants grow naturally in dry, sunny conditions. Some have 
developed foliage characteristics to minimize moisture loss from 
their leaves; others are densely branched, keeping the soil surface 
shaded and cool. Most have extensive root systems that penetrate 
deeply to find moisture. These plants are adapted to well-drained 
soils; in poorly drained situations, they may not survive prolonged 
wet conditions. Although adapted to poorer, dry soils, young 
plants may have been grown in richer composts and well 
watered, so when planting incorporate organic matter, such as 
leaf mould or coir, and water in dry periods until well established.

Plants for dry shade 


Dry, shady conditions persist under evergreen trees throughout the 
year, and although very little moisture penetrates the soil beneath 
the leaf canopy of deciduous trees, except during prolonged rainfall, 
a few early-flowering bulbs, such as bluebells (Hyacinthoides 
non-scripta), and woodland plants grow naturally in these sites, 
dying down as the trees resume growth in spring. In gardens, 

dry shade occurs under larger, low-branched trees or where eaves 
extend over borders. Plant in the autumn, so that roots are well 
established by the following spring, feed regularly and water during 
dry periods until the plants are established.

In areas with high rainfall, the soil in parts of the garden that receive 
little or no sun may be cool and moist throughout the year. Low- 
lying gardens with a high water table or drainage problems may 
also have shady, permanently damp areas. Similar conditions occur 
along the margins of natural streams, or when an artificial bog is 
created beside a garden pond. Take advantage of these situations to 
grow plants such as broad-leaved hostas, ferns and taller moisture- 
loving primulas. Plant in spring, enriching lighter soils with well-rotted 
organic matter. Water during extended dry periods, if necessary.

Shrubs preferring wall protection 

Walls can provide favourable growing conditions for shrubs, 
especially evergreens, that are only moderately frost hardy. 
Some winter-flowering shrubs also bloom more reliably and 
freely when given wall protection. The best wall-side situations 
are warm and sunny, and provide good shelter from cold winds 
in winter and early spring. The warmth from heat loss through 
house walls, and the well-drained conditions near the base 

of walls, also assist the survival of slightly tender shrubs that 
dislike damp soil.

Plants for paving and wall crevices 
In mountainous regions, many alpine plants grow in deep cracks 
and crevices in the rock. Some are clump-forming or trailing in 


habit; others, such as saxifrages and sempervivums, grow as rosettes 


extending by means of runners. If laying paving, leave crevices for 
small plants, but restrict planting to little-used areas where they can 
survive. When building stone retaining walls, tilt slabs slightly 
backwards to create deep pockets, and plant them up as the wall is 
being constructed. Most wall plants thrive in sunny situations, but 
ramondas and most small ferns prefer moist shade.

be brightened with the colourful fruits of berberis, cotoneasters, 
viburnums and other ornamental berried shrubs. On pergolas and 
trellis, Celastrus orbiculatus and Clematis orientalis provide late- 
season interest with trailing skeins of yellow fruits and feathery 
seeds. Wall-trained pyracanthas will colour drab winter walls with 
yellow, orange or scarlet fruits, while hollies (Ilex) also sport berries 
for winter decoration. The dried seed heads of many plants produce 
beautiful effects for indoor and outdoor displays.

Flowers for cutting 


With careful selection, flowers can be cut from the garden at most 
times of the year, from the Christmas rose (Helleborus niger) in 
midwinter to Nerine bowdenii in autumn. In small gardens, integrate 
plants for cutting into the general scheme, and leave some blooms 
for display, or plant away from the house so that the cutting is less 
noticeable. Feed regularly during the growing season, to counteract 
the weakening effects of cutting the plants.

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TREES 


Dramatic and sculptural, trees are essential plants for gardens large 
and small. In design terms, they provide height, structure and year- 
round interest, with flowers, foliage, fruit and attractive bark, while 
also offering a home and source of food for birds and other wildlife. 


What are trees? 

Trees are woody plants, with life spans 
ranging from decades to several centuries. 
There are deciduous and evergreen trees, 
and most have a single stem with a crown 
of branches, although some produce 
multiple stems, either naturally or as a 
result of pruning. They range in size from 
conifers that are less than 1m (3ft) in height, 
to forest giants that soar up to 90m (300ft) 
or more. Trees also vary in shape. Some are 
narrowly conical or columnar, others are 
rounded or spreading, while some have an 
elegant, arching, weeping habit. There is 
also a wide choice of leaf shape and colour.

Choosing trees 

Before buying, match the needs of your 
chosen tree with the conditions in your 
garden. A tree is a long-term investment, 
so consider your site and soil carefully to 
ensure it will thrive, and that the size, shape 
and style will suit your design scheme, 
since trees are difficult to move once 
established. Also calculate the amount 

of shade the tree will cast on your or your 
neighbour's garden when mature, and site 
large trees away from the house, and where 
their roots will not undermine walls, pipes, 
drains or cables. 


Designing with trees 

Trees have many beautiful features and 
can be used in various ways to enhance a 
garden design. For example, several trees 
can be planted to form enclosures or define

spaces; they can be used in pairs to 
frame a view, or in rows to form an avenue 
or tunnel. A line of trees also provides 
excellent wind protection and those that 
tolerate clipping, such as beech (Fagus 
sylvatica), hornbeam (Carpinus betulus) 
and yew (Taxus baccata), make attractive 
hedges that diffuse wind and noise. 
Many trees have eye-catching features 
that make beautiful focal points - those 
with colourful stems and bark or large 
sculptural leaves make good choices. The 
shape and form of a tree can also help to 


REMOVING A TREE BRANCH 


The best time to prune most trees is in late winter 
when the plants are dormant, but wait till mid- to 
late summer for hornbeam (Carpinus), pears 
(Pyrus), plums and cherries (Prunus), which are 
susceptible to disease if cut earlier. 


Make an undercut first 

Shorten the branch first to reduce its weight, 
and to prevent falling and tearing the bark. Cut half 
way through the underside of the branch, then saw 
downwards from the top, further along the branch 
away from the trunk. Allow the branch to snap off. 


Cut close to the trunk 

Remove the final stump by cutting close to 
the trunk, but not flush with it. Make a smooth cut, 
angled away from the tree, just beyond the crease 
in the bark where the branch meets the trunk. 


create a style. For example, the crisp outline 
of Juniperus communis ‘Compressa’, suits a 
formal design, while the shape, flowers and 
fruit of many crab apples (Malus species) 
lend natural informality. 

If you have space for several trees, you 
can create a small woodland, underplanted 
with shade-loving perennials. Many small 
trees, such as Acer palmatum and the 
corkscrew hazel (Corylus avellana 
‘Contorta’), and dwarf conifers are also 
suitable for growing in containers, and 
will add height and interest to patios, 
terraces and roof gardens. 


Year-round interest 
Broadleaved evergreens, such as hollies 
(Ilex) and bay laurel (Laurus nobilis) provide 
a valuable green backdrop throughout the 
year, while the needle-like foliage and 
candle-like cones of conifers offer a useful 
contrast in shape and texture. Against this 


permanent display, plant deciduous trees 
for a seasonally changing palette of leaf 
colours, flowers and fruit. Japanese 
cherries (Prunus), crab apples (Malus) and 
magnolias have vivid spring flowers, while 
many trees have large dramatic leaves or 
colourful foliage that brightens up the 
summer garden. A few trees, such as 
Maackia amurensis and Arbutus unedo, 
bear flowers in late summer and autumn, 
but in the case of Japanese maples (Acer), 
the Chinese tupelo (Nyssa sinensis), and 
liquidambars, foliage colour in autumn is 
the main attraction; they produce luminous 
colours that set the garden ablaze. 

Stem and bark colour is a key feature of 
winter displays. The bleached white trunks 
of birches (Betula), glossy copper stems of 
Prunus serrula, and shaggy bark of Acer 
griseum provide focal points, while the 
dainty pink flowers of Prunus x subhirtella 
'Autumnalis' lift winter days.

If the ground is frozen when you 
receive your bare-root trees or 
you are unable to plant them 
immediately, find a patch of 
unfrozen soil or fill a large pot 
with compost and heel them in.

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MAGNOLIAS 


A mature magnolia in full bloom makes a spectacular sight 
in spring. Most magnolias are elegant in habit and though 
slow-growing, eventually form imposing trees and shrubs. 
The flowers are generally saucer-, star- or goblet-shaped 
and often have a subtle fragrance. Colours range from pure 
white, white flushed or stained with pink or purple, to pink 
and rich red-purple. The genus includes some evergreen, 
summer-flowering species. These, and cultivars that are not 
fully hardy, are best planted against a sunny wall. Some 
magnolias prefer acid or neutral soil, but most tolerate any 
soil provided it is humus-rich. Plenty of organic matter 
should be dug into the soil before planting. Avoid planting 
in exposed sites, as the flowers can be damaged by frosts.

ORNAMENTAL BARK 


Of the many ornamental features offered by trees, including 
flowers, fruit, and foliage, it is probably bark that makes the 
greatest impact in a garden. This is partly because bark is 
not transient, and offers interest every day of the year and 
throughout the mature life of the tree. Chosen carefully, 
trees with ornamental bark can lighten up the darkest corner 
and provide superb contrast to other plants. While maple 
(Acer), birch (Betula), and cherry (Prunus) are obvious 
choices, there are many other species with stunning, 
textured or coloured bark, such as the patterned stems of 
eucalyptus and Stewartia. Some trees display their colourful 
bark from an early age, others may take a few years to 
develop - but the end result is well worth waiting for.

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FLOWERING DOGWOODS 


A genus of around 50 species of hardy plants, Cornus is 
perhaps best known for its shrubby dogwoods, such as 
Cornus alba ‘Sibirica’, which produce brightly coloured 
winter stems. However, the flowering trees within this genus 
have much to offer as they are highly ornamental, ideal for 
small gardens, and easy to grow - many accommodating of 
a wide range of soil types. The majority flower in late spring 
or early summer. Their “flowers” consist of a rounded hub of 
tiny blooms, surrounded by showy petal-like bracts, up to 
7.5cm (3in) across on some cultivars, which range in colour 
from pure white, cream, and yellow, to pink and red. In good 
summers, attractive, edible, strawberry-like fruits develop 
after flowering. Several species, such as Cornus kousa, also 
produce striking autumn leaf colour.

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DWARF CONIFERS 


Dwarf conifers are valuable plants, especially for the small 
garden, requiring little attention and providing year-round 
interest. They can be planted as features in their own right, 
for their varied shapes, habits and often striking colours, 
or, in a rock garden, to provide scale or act as a foil for 
other plants such as bulbs. Several species and cultivars 
are spreading and good for ground cover. Most conifers 
are suited to a wide range of growing conditions, although 
Cedrus and Juniperus do not tolerate shade, and Juniperus 
and Pinus are best for dry, sandy soils. Some species may 
be clipped to form a low hedge but new growth seldom 
occurs from wood more than 3 or 4 years old. Dwarf 
conifers also make excellent container plants.

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SHRUBS 


Star performers, shrubs form the backbone of many garden designs. 
They can be used together in shrub borders or with other plant groups 
in mixed displays. Providing colour and interest with their foliage, 
flowers and fruits, many also offer scented blooms and colourful stems.

RENOVATING A SHRUB 


When evergreens such as mahonias have outgrown their allotted space, many 
can be cut back hard from midwinter to early spring after flowering. The plant 
may not flower for two years after such drastic pruning, but its overall

What are shrubs? 


Shrubs are woody-stemmed, deciduous or 
evergreen plants that branch out at or near 
ground level. Some can grow to more than 
6m (20ft) in height, although most attain less 
than half this size. Leaves come in many 
forms, from large and glossy to grey and 
needle-like. There is sometimes an overlap 
between shrubs and trees because larger 
shrubs, such as flowering dogwoods 
(Cornus species), can be grown on a single 
stem. Sub-shrubs are another anomaly, 
with woody stems at the base, but softer 
top growth that may die back over winter 
in colder regions like a perennial. Examples 
include ceratostigmas and fuchsias. 


Choosing shrubs 


When selecting shrubs, focus on those 


whose needs match your garden conditions. 


In general, shrubs with large dark green 
leaves require shade, plants with grey 
foliage, such as lavender, require sun, and 
shrubs with colourful leaves need full sun 
or partial shade. Also consider the shrub’s 
size and site it where it has space to mature, 
unless you are planning a topiary display.

Designing with shrubs 
When creating a shrub display, try to 
combine plants with different shapes, 
habits, flower seasons, and foliage forms 
and patterns to create a visually balanced 
scheme and year-round interest. Knit them 
together in a shrub bed, or use them to 
provide a backdrop to more transient 
displays of bulbs, perennials, and annuals 
in a mixed border. 

The shape and habit of shrubs provides 
a design with structure and form. Contrast 
low, spreading, prostrate or mat-forming 
shrubs, such as Juniperus procumbens and 
Cotoneaster horizontalis, with more upright 
forms, such as Rosmarinus officinalis 'Miss 
Jessopp's Upright’, and the rounded shapes 
of bushy shrubs like hebes, skimmias, or 
box topiary. Mix in shrubs with tiered 
branch structures, such as Viburnum 
plicatum 'Mariesii', which provide strong 
horizontal lines in a scheme. Graceful, 
arching shrubs, such as Kolkwitzia amabilis, 
Buddleja alternifolia and Genista tenera 
‘Golden Shower’ add an elegant note. 

A wide range of shrubs are suitable for 
creating hedges, enclosures or screens. 


appearance will be much improved. Other shrubs that respond well to this 
form of renovation include buddlejas, forsythias, kerrias, and smoke bushes 
(Cotinus). Some, such as rosemary and lavender, do not. 


Remove tall stems 
Remove all dead and diseased 


wood, taking it back to healthy growth. 


Then prune back tall stems, removing 
them a little at a time so that they do 
not tear at the base. At this stage, cut 
the stems to about 60cm (2ft) high, 
keeping in mind the plant's balanced 
shape as you prune. 


Make final pruning cuts 

Prune out any remaining 
crossing stems. Once you have cut 
back the tall growths, check where 
you can make your final pruning 
cuts. Cut out the old growths 
completely to leave five or six 
strong young stems.

Cut back the young healthy stems that 
are left, so that they are 30-40cm 
(12-16in) above the ground. The 
final cuts should be at an angle so 
rainwater can run off. Later in the 
year, a mass of young shoots will 
appear along these stems (see left).

The golden leaves of Choisya ternata Sundance (‘Lich’) 
provide a glowing contrast with the adjacent rich pink-red 
Berberis thunbergii ‘Rose Glow’ and dark purple Cotinus 
coggygria ‘Royal Purple’. 


As well as the evergreen staples like box 
(Buxus), privet (Ligustrum) and shrubby 
honeysuckle (Lonicera nitida), which are 
commonly used, consider colourful 
deciduous shrubs, like the prickly Berberis 
thunbergii and its cultivars, or the 
evergreen Photinia x fraseri ‘Red Robin’ 
which produces fiery young foliage in 
spring and after clipping. 

Certain shrubs are also ideal for topiary, 
their small leaves lending themselves to 
detailed shaping. Suitable shrubs include 
box and shrubby honeysuckle. 

Shrubs such as fuchsias, hebes, fatsias 
and choisyas are ideal for containers. 

Pots also limit the size of larger shrubs. 


Spring pastels 

Ceanothus flowers appear in late spring, decorating 
the garden with various shades of blue and white. 
These short-lived evergreens enjoy a warm, sunny site. 


KEEPING SHRUBS IN SHAPE 


Many young plants and shrubs, such as 
daphnes, produce long, leggy growths in 
spring or early summer after flowering. They 
do not require major pruning but a light trim 
will produce a more compact, bushy shrub that 
will be covered in flowers the following year. 


Assess your plant 

In early summer, after daphnes have flowered, 
young leggy shoots sprout from the main stems. 
Before cutting them back, take a look at the shrub 
d to see where to cut to produce a well-shaped plant. 


Year-round interest 

There is a shrub in flower almost every 
month of the year. Interest begins in spring 
with a range of colourful varieties, including 
flowering currants (Ribes), ceanothus, and 
rhododendrons. The display continues with 
an abundance of summer-flowering shrubs 
like fuchsias, hydrangeas, buddlejas and 
spiraeas, followed in autumn by a range of 
colourful berries offered by plants such as 
pyracanthas, cotoneasters and Skimmia 
Japonica. Many shrubs retain their fruits 
into winter, providing birds and wildlife 
with a much-needed supply of food. 

As temperatures fall, the fragrant flowers 
of witch hazel (Hamamelis), mahonias, and 
winter box (Sarcococca) open, bringing new 
interest to the garden. Combine these with 
the vivid stems of coppiced dogwoods 
(Cornus species) and variegated evergreens 
for a dramatic winter scheme. 


Shorten leggy growths 

Using a pair of secateurs, shorten the leggy 
growths by 15-20cm (6-8in). It is important that 
you always prune immediately above a leaf bud 
with an angled, slanting cut, as shown above. 


Work around the plant 

Circle the plant, shortening each of the whippy 
stems, and checking that you are maintaining a good 
shape. The cut stems will then produce bushier 
growth and more flowers the following year.

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RHODODENDRONS 


Rhododendrons and azaleas both belong to the huge 
genus Rhododendron, one of the largest in the plant 
kingdom. Azalea is the common name used for all the 
deciduous species and hybrids, and many of the dwarf, 
small-leaved evergreens. In stature, the genus ranges from 
small alpine shrubs only a few inches high to tall, spreading 
trees, in the wild reaching 24m (80ft). Rhododendrons 
require well-drained, acid soil rich in organic matter. 

Most prefer cool, woodland conditions, although many 
dwarf forms thrive in more open sites. Many grow well 

in containers, in which it is often easier to provide suitable 
growing conditions. Once established, they require little 
attention apart from an annual mulch and occasional 
feeding, and will provide a colourful display for years.

Shrubby members of the Cornus genus are justifiably 
popular among gardeners and landscape designers, 
admired for their highly ornamental, brightly coloured 
winter stems (ranging from lime green and yellow, to 
orange and crimson), as well as their spring flowers and, 
in some cultivars, variegated foliage.

Valued for their late summer flowers, hydrangeas are 
versatile shrubs that thrive in a variety of situations.

Most plants produce seed in one form or another, but 
fruits and berries offer the best decorative value. Shrubs, 
in particular, offer a huge variety of berries in a range of 
colours, shapes and sizes. Most are borne from summer 
to late autumn, with many enduring well into winter, Cornus alba 'Sibirica Citrus trifoliata 
brightening up the garden when colour is in short supply, Variegata’ 

and providing an excellent source of nutrition for birds and : 
wildlife. The most popular berried shrubs are cotoneaster, 
viburnum, and the snowberry (Symphoricarpos), with more 
unusual fruit produced by Clerodendrum trichotomum and 
Decaisnea fargesii, among others. Many of these plants are 
easy to grow, and will thrive in most soils if given an annual 
application of all-purpose granular fertilizer in spring.

SALVIAS 


Salvia is a vast genus of 900 species of mainly tender 
subshrubs or herbaceous perennials from North, Central, 
and South America and Africa. Most species have aromatic 
leaves and the foliage of common sage, Salvia officinalis, has 
been cultivated for centuries for culinary and medicinal use. 
The flowers of shrubby salvias, which are primarily white, 
pink or red, are hooded and borne in whorls along the 
stems in summer and early autumn. Most species are quite 
tender and need winter protection in frost-prone areas, 
although common sage and its cultivars are fully hardy. 

S. microphylla will also withstand a few degrees of frost, 
but the others featured here are conservatory plants.

HEATHERS 


As a group, heathers (or heaths) are remarkable in that 
species and cultivars are available to provide interest at 

all times of the year. Several are grown for their golden 
foliage, which often turns a deep burnt orange in winter, 
while others flower for a long period during summer, 
autumn or winter. Flowers are in a variety of hues, and 
are occasionally bicoloured. In habit, heathers vary from 
tree-heaths of up to 6m (20ft) to dwarf, prostrate forms, 
many of which are excellent for providing ground cover. 
There are three genera: Calluna, Daboecia and Erica. All 
Calluna and Daboecia cultivars and most Erica species must 
be grown in acid soil, but otherwise heathers require little 
attention. Main seasons of interest are given for each plant.

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ROSES 


Prized for their beauty and fragrance, roses are considered the most 
romantic of flowers. They are indispensable in informal mixed planting 
schemes, and add an elegant note to formal parterres. With thousands 
of colours and forms to choose from, there is a rose for every garden. 


Growing roses 
With some 150 species and thousands of 
cultivars, both ancient and modern, there 
are members of the genus Rosa to suit an 
enormous number of garden situations. 
They come from a wide range of habitats 
throughout the northern hemisphere and, 
with few exceptions, most roses are very 
hardy. Many modern roses combine the 
best qualities of old roses, such as flower 
shape and scent, with disease resistance 
and extended flowering seasons. 

When grown in a suitable site and 
soil, they will repay you with a profusion 
of blooms. All roses prefer an open, sunny 
site in fertile, humus-rich, moist but well- 
drained soil. However, avoid planting them 
in an area where roses have been grown 
before because the soil may be affected by 
“rose sickness", caused by a build-up of 
harmful soil organisms, and plants may fail 
to thrive. Roses also require a good supply 


of nutrients to perform well, and benefit 
from an annual application of all-purpose 
granular fertilizer in the spring. 


Year-round interest 
Although some roses, notably the ramblers 
and species, bloom for a relatively short 
period, many hybrids are repeat-flowering, 
providing a colourful display throughout 
the summer. ‘Fruhlingsmorgen’ offers 

the first flush of flowers in early summer, 
followed by the main flourish from 
midsummer to the first frosts. To help 
maintain this display, deadhead your 
roses regularly, as this redirects the plant's 
energy from seed formation to flower 
production. However, if you want attractive 
fruits (hips) in the autumn, leave the blooms 
to fade. The best roses for hips include the 
Rugosa's tomato-like fruit, flask-shaped, 
vibrant scarlet fruits of R. moyesii and the 
rounded, black hips of R. pimpinellifolia. 


Ornamental features 
Roses embrace almost every colour of the 
spectrum, apart from true blue, and some 
have a strong fragrance, such as the heady, 
sweet scent of the Damasks or musk and 
spicy fragrances of many modern roses. 
A few also have ornamental prickles, notably 
R. sericea subsp. omeiensis f. pteracantha, 
with its large triangular prickles that glow 
blood-red when they are backlit. 

Foliage can also provide interest. 
The soft grey-purple leaves of R. glauca 
and blue-green of the Alba roses provide 
attractive foils for crimson and purple 
flowers, while foliage textures, ranging 
from glossy to matt, and delicate fern-like 
to robustly wrinkled, as in R. rugosa, create 
beautiful contrasts.

SHRUB AND OLD GARDEN ROSES 


Grown for the extraordinary beauty of their flowers, 
roses have been in cultivation for some hundreds of 
years. They have been widely hybridized, producing 
a vast number of shrubs suitable for growing as 
specimen plants, in the border, as hedges and as 
climbers for training on walls, pergolas and pillars. 
Many are remontant (with flowers in successive 
flushes), some flower continually. Roses are classified 
into three main groups: 


SPECIES 

Species, or wild, roses and species hybrids, which 
share most of the characteristics of the parent species, 
bear flowers generally in one flush in summer and 
hips in autumn. 


OLD GARDEN ROSES 

Roses in this category flower mostly in summer (in 
warm climates even in spring), some continuing to 
flower into winter. Almost all have fragrant flowers. 
Alba - large, freely branching roses with clusters 

of flowers and abundant, greyish-green foliage. 
Bourbon - open, remontant shrub roses that may be 
trained to climb. Flowers are often borne 3 to a cluster. 
China - remontant shrubs with flowers borne singly or 
in clusters, sometimes throughout winter. 

Damask - open shrubs bearing loose clusters of usually 
very fragrant flowers mainly in summer. 

Gallica — fairly dense shrubs producing richly coloured, 
flowers often 3 to a cluster. 

Hybrid Perpetual — vigorous, remontant shrubs with 
flowers borne singly or in 3s. 

Moss - often lax shrubs with a furry, moss-like growth 
on stems and calyx. Some are remontant. 

Noisette — remontant climbing roses that bear large 
clusters of flowers, with a slight spicy fragrance. 
Provide shelter; some flower during winter. 

Portland — upright, rather dense, remontant shrubs 
bearing loose clusters of flowers. 

Provence (Centifolia) - lax, thorny shrubs bearing 
scented flowers. 

Sempervirens — semi-evergreen climbing roses that bear 
numerous, fragrant flowers in late summer. 

Tea - remontant shrubs and climbers with elegant, 
pointed buds that open to loose flowers with a spicy 
fragrance. Provide shelter; some flower during winter. 


MODERN GARDEN ROSES 

Shrub - a diverse group, many with similar 
characteristics to Old Garden roses. Most are 
remontant and larger than bush roses, with flowers 
borne singly or in sprays in summer and/or autumn. 
Hybrid Tea - remontant shrubs with large flowers 
borne in summer-autumn. 

Floribunda - remontant shrubs with usually large 
sprays of flowers in summer-autumn. 

Dwarf clustered-flowered bush (Patio) — neat, remontant 
shrubs with sprays of flowers in summer-autumn. 
Miniature bush — very small, remontant shrubs with 
sprays of tiny flowers in summer-autumn. 

Polyantha - tough, compact, remontant shrubs with 
many small flowers in summer-autumn. 

Ground cover - trailing and spreading roses, some 
flowering in summer only, others remontant, flowering 
in summer-autumn. 

Climbing — vigorous climbing roses, diverse in growth 
and flower, some flowering in summer only, others 
remontant, flowering in summer-autumn. 

Rambler — vigorous climbing roses with flexible stems 
that bear clusters of flowers mostly in summer.

With the mass hybridization that has occurred 
in recent years, roses have been developed to 
produce plants with a wide variety of character- 
istics, in particular different forms of flower, often 
with a strong fragrance. These flower types, 
illustrated below, give a general indication of the 
shape of the flower at its perfect state (which in 
some cases may be before it has opened fully). 
Growing conditions may affect the form of 

the flower. Flowers may be single (4-7 petals), 
semi-double (8-14 petals), double (15-30 petals) 
or fully double (over 30 petals). 


R. ‘Penelope’ 

Dense, Hybrid Musk rose with plentiful, 
dark green foliage. Bears clusters of 
many scented, cupped to flat, semi- 
double, pink-cream flowers, 8cm (3in) 
across, from summer-autumn.

HIPS AND PRICKLES 


Roses have many beautiful features that provide interest 
during many months of the year. Although most are grown 
for their spectacular flowers, many also produce decorative 
hips that provide glowing autumn and winter colour, offer 
birds a valuable source of food, and create a stunning 
picture in frost and snow. Fertilized flowers produce the 
hips, so avoid dead-heading the blooms as this will also 
remove the fruit. Prickles offer another attractive feature 
on some species. Rosa sericea subsp. omeiensis f. pteracantha, 
for example, has translucent prickles, while the fine prickles 
of moss roses look furry, adding to their attraction. Prune 
these roses hard to ensure a supply of young, prickly wood.

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CLIMBERS AND WALL SHRUBS 


One of the most versatile of plant groups, climbers bring height to the garden, 
adding interest to walls and fences, and clothing structures such as arches and 
pergolas with flowers and foliage. A number of shrubs can also be trained against 
walls and fences to create textures, patterns, and backdrops to beds and borders. 


What are climbers 
and wall shrubs? 


Most climbers are woody, evergreen 

or deciduous plants, while a few are 
herbaceous perennials, or summer- 
flowering annuals. Climbers can be self- 
clinging or twining (with or without 
tendrils), or scandent — scrambling species 
that do not cling. It is important to identify 
the climbing method of your plant, since 


this dictates the method of support it needs. 


Self-clingers such as Virginia creeper 
(Parthenocissus quinquefolia) climb up their 
supports using adhesive pads, while ivies 
(Hedera) and the Swiss cheese plant 
(Monstera deliciosa) use aerial roots to 
attach themselves to vertical surfaces. 
Self-clinging climbers may initially need 

to be guided to their support with canes 
(see box below) but will then become self 
supporting. By contrast, twiners coil

Climbers, such as Wisteria sinensis, need a sturdy trellis 
or wall for support to display their heavy flowers to 
perfection. When grown around a window the subtle 
scent of its flowers can be appreciated indoors and out. 


around the slim stems of a host plant or 
they will need wires, mesh, or trellis to 
cling to if they are wall-trained. Clematis, 
passion flowers (Passiflora), hop (Humulus 
lupulus) sweet peas (Lathyrus) and morning 
glory (Ipomoea) fall into this group. 
Scrambling plants like winter jasmine 
(Jasminum nudiflorum) attach themselves 
oosely by threading their flexible stems 
hrough host plants or over a framework 
of their old stems made in previous seasons. 
On smooth surfaces, such as walls and 
fences, their stems must be tied into wires 
or trellis attached to the support, as they 
have no other means of clinging. 


PLANTING A CLIMBER 


Wall shrubs such as chaenomeles, 
pyracanthas, and ceanothus are not natural 
climbers, but can be trained to decorate 
walls or fences. Some are best grown in 
this way as they require the additional 
shelter and support a wall provides. 


Ornamental features 
Climbing plants have a range of attractive 
foliage forms, from the lobed leaves of 
Tropaeolum speciosum and palmate foliage 
of x Fatshedera lizei, to the heart-shaped 
leaves of Actinidia deliciosa. Leaf surfaces 
also offer textural contrasts, from the 
downy Vitis vinifera to glossy ivies (Hedera). 


Before planting, attach eye screws and horizontal wires, or a trellis, to the wall 
or fence. The lowest wire should be about 50cm (20in) above soil level, and the 
others 30—45cm (12-18in) apart. Work plenty of organic matter into the soil. 


Dig a planting hole 

Water the climber before planting. Dig a hole 
twice the diameter and deeper than the rootball, 
45cm (18in) from the fence. Dig a slightly deeper 
hole for clematis, since they need to be planted 
10cm (Ain) deeper than the top of their rootball. 


Tie in the stems 

Using soft garden twine, tie the stems to the 
canes using a figure of eight. Train the lower stems on 
to the lower wires and any tall stems at the centre of 
the plant to cover the high wires. 


Plant the climber 

Arrange a fan of canes in the hole. Place the 
climber in the hole and slant towards the canes. 
Backfill with some soil enriched with rotted organic 
matter. Untie the stems from their original support 
and spread them out ready to attach to the canes. 


Firm in the soil 

Firm in the climber and create a shallow saucer 
shape around the base of the plant so that moisture 
runs into the area above the roots. Water, and apply 
a bark mulch, keeping it clear of the plant stems. 


Colours range from golden-hued Humulus 
lupulus ‘Aureus’ to the deep green of many 
jasmines, as well as the purple tints of 
plants such as Vitis vinifera ‘Purpurea’. 
Others have bright, variegated foliage, 
such as Actinidia kolomikta, with its green 
leaves tipped with splashes of cream and 
pink. Some, most notably species of vitis 
and parthenocissus, produce their finest 
displays in autumn when both fire up 
with burning shades of red. 

Climbers such as passion flowers 
(Passiflora) and clematis bear beautiful 
flowers, while some, especially wisteria, 
honeysuckles (Lonicera) and jasmines, 
are deliciously fragrant. The flower 
colours span the spectrum from the 
creamy whites of Schizophragma 
integrifolium and Hydrangea petiolaris to 
the magentas of bougainvillea, blues and 
purples of a whole range of clematis, and 
chocolate-maroon of Rhodochiton 
atrosanguineus. With many climbers their 
season is further prolonged by silky seed 
heads, as in clematis, or striking berries, 
notably the oblong, purple fruits of 
Billardiera longiflora and the orange- 
yellow fruits of Celastrus orbiculatus. 

Annual climbers such as sweet peas 
(Lathyrus odoratus) climb rapidly to the 
top of wigwams made from garden canes, 
producing a succession of scented flowers 
from mid- to late summer that are ideal for 
cutting. Morning glory (Ipomoea tricolor 
‘Heavenly blue’), with its sky-blue trumpets 


PRUNING CLEMATIS 


Some clematis flower well if pruned lightly or not at all, while others 
bloom more effectively when cut back hard. They are divided into three 
groups, each with different pruning requirements. Group 1 clematis 
(including C. montana, and C. armandii) are vigorous plants that flower 
in late spring on the previous year’s growth. Group 2 clematis, such as 


and black-eyed Susan (Thumbergia alata), also 
ffer a quick-fix solution, covering bare trellis, 
or adding height to containers on patios. 
Wall shrubs are also valued for their 
attractive foliage and blooms. Ceanothus, 

for example, has both evergreen and 
deciduous forms, with flowers in varying 
shades of blue, white and pink. The flowering 
quince (Chaenomeles) produces a profusion 
of cupped white, pink, orange, or scarlet-red 
flowers early in the year, followed by yellow 
fruits in the autumn. Thorny pyracanthas 
make excellent security hedges, deterring 
intruders, and sport glossy evergreen foliage 
with an abundance of yellow, orange, or red 
berries in the autumn.

Designing with climbers 
and wall shrubs 


Growing climbers as a backdrop for other 
plants is one way of adding height to a 
border but they can also be grown on free- 
standing supports to form screens or 
divisions between different parts of the 
garden. Grown through trees or on pillars 
and pyramids, they also create focal points. 
Where a garden lacks shade, climbers 
allowed to ramble over pergolas and arbours 
offer a cool place to sit. You can also use 
climbers and wall shrubs to soften the lines 
of hard landscaping, while vigorous 
climbers will help to camouflage unsightly 
structures. Left unsupported, some climbers 
trail on the ground and, when pegged at the

nodes, will root to form a carpet of 
ground cover. When growing climbers 
through other plants, make sure that you 
synchronise their flowering times for a 


dual effect, and match their pruning needs. 


As well as growing shrubs such as 
pyracanthas and chaenomeles against 
walls, you can train them into fans and 
espaliers for a formal effect.

Pruning Group 1 clematis 

Plants in this group need little or no pruning 
once established, except to remove dead and 
damaged stems, or to keep them in check. After 
flowering, give them a light trim if necessary. 
Prune the leggy new season's growth, cutting 
above a pair of healthy buds, but do not cut 
them back hard. 


Pruning Group 2 clematis 

Prune this group in early spring when the buds are 
in growth and are clearly visible. Work from the top 
of the clematis, pruning each stem back to the first 
pair of healthy buds or shoots. Remove dead, 
diseased or damaged wood; it will be brown and 
dry. The pruned stems will produce new growth 
and then flowers in early summer. 


Pruning Group 3 clematis 

Left unpruned, these clematis form flowers at the 
top of the plant, leaving bare, straggly stems at 
the bottom. In late winter before the buds break, 
remove the tangle of shoots from their support and 
cut back all the stems hard to within 30cm (12in) of 
the ground. This encourages strong new shoots and 
flowers to form along their length.

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CLEMATIS 


Among the climbers, clematis are unsurpassed in their long 
period of flowering (with species flowering in almost every 
month of the year), the variety of flower shapes and colours, 
and their tolerance of almost any aspect and climate. Some 
spring-flowering species and cultivars are vigorous and 


excellent for rapidly covering buildings, old trees and pergolas. 


Other, less rampant cultivars display often large, exquisite 
blooms from early summer to autumn in almost every colour. 


Flower colours may vary according to your climatic conditions; 


in general, the warmer the climate, the darker the flowers are 
likely to be. 

Clematis look attractive when trained on walls or trellises 
and when grown in association with other climbers, trees or 
shrubs, treating them as hosts. Less vigorous cultivars may 
also be left unsupported to scramble at ground level, where 
their flowers will be clearly visible. 

The various types of clematis (see the Plant Dictionary) may 
be divided into 3 groups, each of which has different pruning 
requirements. Incorrect pruning may result in cutting out the 
stems that will produce flowers in the current season, so the 
following guidelines should be followed closely.

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PERENNIALS 


One of the largest and most versatile plant groups, perennials offer 

a seasonally changing diversity of colour, fragrance, form, and texture. 
The choice of perennials is vast, and there is a huge choice to suit any 
garden style, from traditional to modern. 


What are perennials? 
Perennials are non-woody plants that live 
for two or more years and, when mature, 
produce flowers annually. The term often 
includes grasses and ferns. Although 
some perennials are evergreen, most are 
herbaceous and will die back each autumn, 
emerging again in spring. 


Choosing perennials 

When making your selections, first ensure 
that the plants suit the climate, aspect, soil 
type, and light levels in your garden. Plants 
struggling in unsuitable conditions will not 
fulfil their intended purpose if they fail to 
flower or grow to fill their allotted space. 
The best results are usually achieved by 
grouping plants with similar cultivation 
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needs; you may also find inspiration for 
garden planting schemes by looking at 
natural landscapes for symbiotic planting 
groups. For example, a deciduous woodland 
may feature a range of shade-loving ferns 
that marry well together. 

When perennials are massed together in 
borders, consider their eventual height and 
spread to ensure vigorous types do not 
overshadow or swamp more delicate plants. 


Designing with 
perennials 

Long herbaceous borders, often 3m (10ft) 
or more in depth, flanked by turf and 
backed by a wall or hedge, were

Today, most people do not have space for 
such a scheme, and perennials are now 
more commonly used in smaller beds and 
borders with other plants, such as shrubs, 
bulbs, and annuals. However, the design 
ideas employed in these large borders can 
used in more modest schemes, with tall 
plants sited at the back, midrange types in 
the middle, and compact perennials planted 
at the front, ensuring that all can be seen 
clearly and no plants are obscured by taller 
neighbours. Plants are grouped in swathes 
of three or more of the same species, which 
lends borders a visual unity and rhythm. 

Groups of tall verbascums, eupatoriums, 
and delphiniums create a backdrop for the 
border plants in front, while low, ground- 
covering perennials such as Cerastium 
tomentosum and Stachys byzantina are 
ideal at the front. Superb effects can then 
be created by using large specimens as 
a focal points, especially those that have 
an architectural form, such as cardoons 
(Cynara cardunculus) and bear’s breeches 
(Acanthus), or a tall grass such as a 
miscanthus, or Stipa gigantea. 

Introduce variety of shape and texture 
by combining the rounded forms of sedums, 
hylotelephiums and geraniums with upright

outlines of hostas in shady areas. Or use the 
stems of bleeding heart (Lamprocapnos 
spectabilis) and Polygonatum x hybridum to 
gracefully arch over shorter plants, such as 
heucheras and Alchemilla mollis. 

When making your selections, consider 
the foliage shape, form, and texture as 
well as flower colours. The boldly pleated 
foliage of veratrums and delicate, pinnate 
leaves of Polemonium caeruleum are worthy 
of consideration, while furry verbascums 
are seductively tactile. 

The disadvantage of planting herbaceous 
perennials is that the garden looks bare in 
winter, unless you plant sturdy types with 
long-lasting seed heads, such as rudbeckias,

hylotelephiums, sedums and grasses. 
These can be left to provide interest until 
new shoots appear in spring. Prairie-style 
schemes use these types of plants for year- 
round interest; rather than planting in long 
borders, perennials and grasses are used 
in large bold groups, with tall see-through 
plants in front of shorter ones. Just a few 
plant species are used, and repeated to 
mirror nature. The effects of prairie 
schemes are best seen in larger gardens. 


Many tall perennials, such as delphiniums and achilleas, become top heavy and 
require some form of support. If you provide plant supports early in the season, 
the plants will grow through and disguise them. Plants staked at a later date, 
especially once they have already flopped, always tend to look trussed up. 


Using canes 

Bamboo canes are ideal for 
supporting tall flowers such as 
delphiniums. Use soft twine to tie 
the stems to the supports. 


Using twiggy sticks 
Plants with mound-like growth 
will grow through and be 
supported by twiggy sticks 
placed around stems in spring. 


Using metal spirals 
Metal spirals provide good 
support for perennials such 

as this Pimpinella and also make 
decorative features. 


DIVIDING PERENNIALS 


This easy method of propagation can be used 

to propagate most herbaceous perennials as well 
as to rejuvenate large, tired clumps that are no 
longer flowering well. You can also divide newly 
bought perennials, providing they are large 
enough and have clearly divisible stems, to make 
the most of your purchases. Most perennials can 
be divided in autumn or early spring just as the 
shoots appear. 


Dig up the plant 

In early spring, select a clump of plants and 
water them well. Cut back any old top growth to the 
ground. Using a fork, lift the clump of plants, taking 
great care to keep the whole rootball intact. 


Divide with forks 

Cut solid crowns into portions with a spade 
or old bread knife. If you cannot prise other pieces 
apart by hand, use two forks held back-to-back 
to split the clump into smaller sections. 


Replant the divisions 

Discard the dead central portions of overgrown 
clumps. Replant healthy, hand-sized pieces with strong 
buds in soil improved with well-rotted organic matter, 
such as manure. Water in well.

Delphiniums make a bold statement in summer gardens, 
with their elegant, showy spires of single or double flowers. 
Their classic colour is blue, but hybrids are now available in 
a broad range of colours, from white and pastel shades of 
pink and lilac, to rich mauves, violet-purples and new red 
selections. Grow tall delphiniums in a mixed border or island 
bed, and dwarf types in a rock garden. Plants thrive in full 
sun and well-drained soil, and apart from dwarf species and 
cultivars, all require staking securely to support their heavy 
flower spikes. In growth, water all plants freely, applying 

a balanced liquid fertilizer every 2-3 weeks. Dead-head by 
cutting spent flower spikes back to small, flowering 
sideshoots. Protect plants from slugs and snails.

Many are suited to 
moist, woodland conditions in light or 
partial shade, and acidic, well-drained 
soil; others are best treated as alpines in 
raised beds or troughs.

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IRISES 


Few other perennials show such diversity of flower colour 
as irises; and you will find one for almost every position in 
the garden. They have a long flowering season, the earliest 
appearing in the first months of the year, the latest in early 
autumn. Their flowers often have “beards” (short hairs) or 
crests that add to their appeal, while a few are grown for 
their foliage or seed heads. The genus is classified into many 
divisions. Of these, the easiest to grow are the bearded, 


crested, and Xiphium irises. Siberian and Japanese types are 
ideal for bog gardens or by water, but they will tolerate drier 
sites. Juno, Oncocyclus and Regelia irises are more difficult to 
grow, though their beautiful flowers are worth the effort. For

AQUILEGIAS 


Commonly known as columbines, Aquilegia are ideal cottage 
garden plants, well suited to growing in borders, rock 
gardens and as fillers between summer-flowering shrubs. 
Most are graceful, elegant plants with divided basal foliage 
topped in late spring and summer by a succession of 
delicate, bell-shaped, usually spurred flowers, although 
some have rounded double blooms. They vary in colour 
from light and dark blue, purple, almost black, dark red, 

and pink, to orange, yellow and white; many are bicoloured. 
Aquilegia thrive in moist but well-drained soil, and full sun or 
dappled shade. They are normally raised from seed, which is 
freely produced, and once established, they tend to self-seed, 
although most do not come true to type.

Peonies (Paeonia species and cultivars) are valued for their 
showy blooms, filling borders with whites, pinks, yellows 
and reds in late spring and early- to mid-summer. Flowers 
include single, double, or anemone forms (with broad, 
outer petals and a mass of petaloids in the centre); some 

are scented. They may need support when in full bloom and 
make good cut flowers. The foliage is striking, too, often 
tinged bronze when young and rich red in autumn. As well 
as many attractive species and a wide range of herbaceous 
hybrids, there are several tree peonies (cultivars of 

P. x suffruticosa), and intersectional hybrids, which are 
crosses between the latter two. Peonies prefer sun, but will 
tolerate light shade, and need a rich well-drained soil. These 
long-lived plants resent transplanting so are best left 
undisturbed.

PENSTEMONS

Penstemons are elegant and reliable border perennials. 
Numerous cultivars are available, in colours that include 
white, pale and dark pink, warm cherry-red, clear blue 

and shades of purple. Many flowers have contrasting white 
throats or are streaked with other colours. Penstemons flower 
prolifically in summer and the display can be prolonged, 
provided the plants are regularly dead-headed. Some taller 
cultivars may need staking. All types thrive in well-drained 
soil, preferably in full sun. Some are not fully hardy, and 
where winters are severe, plants should be overwintered in a 
cold frame. Plants are more likely to survive frost if grown in a 
sheltered spot and mulched in autumn. Penstemons are simple 
to propagate and can easily be raised as cuttings.

DAY LILIES 


Although they belong to the lily family (Liliaceae), daylilies

SALVIAS 


Hardy perennial salvias are useful 
plants, many flowering profusely in late 
summer and lasting well into autumn. 
The genus is quite diverse, with plants 
in a range of sizes and flower colours, 
including white, true blue, purple, pink 
and red. A few, such as S. argentea, are 
also grown for their foliage, which in 
many species is aromatic. Salvias thrive 
in hot, sunny sites and free-draining 
soil, and grow quickly, many developing 
into shrub-like plants within a season.

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CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


Florist’s chrysanthemums, as well as those that are grown as hardy garden 

plants, are grouped according to their flower forms, approximate flowering season 
(early, mid- or late season) and habit. The best groups for garden decoration are 
early-flowering sprays, the pompons and semi-pompons, the hardy Korean and 
some mid-season, reflexed chrysanthemums. The dwarf Charm-types, forming 
dense, domed masses of flowers, are most attractive displayed in pots for both 
indoor and outdoor use in autumn. Most of the various flower forms are described 
below, with further details in the Plant Dictionary under Chrysanthemum.

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RED HOT POKERS 


Red hot pokers (Kniphofia) are dramatic hardy 
perennials, their upright forms providing focal points in 
borders, gravel gardens, and perennial schemes. Spires 
of tubular flowers in a range of fiery colours, or more 
muted shades of green, ivory, and pale yellow, rise from 
clumps of slender, often evergreen, foliage. Selections 
flower from mid-summer to late autumn, and they enjoy 
an open site in full sun, with shelter from cold winds, and 
fertile, well-drained soil that does not dry out. Give them 
space to spread, as too much competition may limit their 
success. Protect plants over winter with a deep mulch.

PRIMULAS 


There are primulas to suit most garden situations, ranging 
from boggy areas and pond margins, to woodlands, rock 
gardens and containers. Of the various botanical groups, 
Candelabra, Auricula and Primrose-Polyanthus primulas 

are the most widely grown. Auriculas are compact evergreen 
plants with leathery leaves and flowers with beautiful 
markings; they grow well in moist but well-drained soil. 
Candelabras prefer damp soil, and are taller and deciduous, 
with flowers arranged in rings up sturdy stems. The Primrose- 
Polyanthus group include a diverse range of small winter 

to spring-flowering plants, often sold as bedding or for 
containers, that thrive in moist soil. Most prefer some

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CARNATIONS AND PINKS 


Although perhaps best known for providing excellent, 
long-lasting cut flowers, carnations and pinks (Dianthus 
cultivars) are highly ornamental border subjects, valued 

for their usually fragrant, clove-scented blooms, produced 
over a long period in summer, and their distinctive, silvery- 
or grey-green foliage. Shorter-growing cultivars — the 
old-fashioned and modern pinks - make excellent edging 
plants. Many of the flowers are attractively marked or have 
fringed petals. Carnations and pinks need an open, sunny 
position, preferably in alkaline soil. All except the perpetual- 
flowering carnations are frost hardy, and most can be easily 
propagated from cuttings. The myriad of carnation and 
pinks cultivars are divided into the following groups: 


Border carnations - plants are of upright habit and flower 
prolifically in mid-summer in a single flush; each stem bears 
5 or more flowers. Picotee-flowered forms, with petals 
outlined in a darker, contrasting colour, are available. 


Perpetual-flowering carnations - similar in habit to 
border carnations, they are usually grown for cut flowers 
and bloom year-round under glass. Plants are normally 
disbudded, leaving one flower per stem, but spray forms 
have up to 5 flowers per stem. 


Malmaison carnations - these produce intensely fragrant 
flowers sporadically throughout the year under glass. 


Old-fashioned pinks - these have a low, spreading habit 
and form neat cushions of foliage; masses of fragrant 
flowers are produced in mid-summer. Good for border 
edging and cutting. 


Modern pinks - usually more vigorous than old-fashioned 
pinks, they are repeat-flowering and produce 2 or 3 main 
flushes of flowers in summer. Cut or deadhead to encourage 
further flowering. 


Alpine pinks - in early summer, these plants form cushions 
of small, scented flowers. Good for edging, in a rockery, 
raised bed, trough or alpine house.

HYLOTELEPHIUMS 


With fleshy, drought-resistant foliage and heads of tiny, star- 
shaped flowers from summer to autumn, hylotelephiums 
(previously included in the genus Sedum) are useful perennials for 
herbaceous borders and gravel gardens. Their nectar-rich blooms 


also make them a good choice for wildlife and naturalistic schemes. 


The flowers of the taller herbaceous plants are mostly in shades of 
pink and red, although white and yellow blooms are also available. 
Many have purple-tinged or variegated foliage, which extends 
their season of interest; the faded flowers and seed heads also 
provide a colourful display in late autumn and winter. Plants thrive 
in full sun and free-draining soil, and bulk up quickly. Divide them 


regularly to prevent clumps flopping open, and stake taller varieties. 


Protect young growth from slugs in spring and early summer.

HEUCHERA AND

Once regarded as a useful cottage garden, ground-covering 
perennial, grown for its sprays of red flowers and evergreen 
foliage, the selections of Heuchera bred in recent years have 
transformed this humble plant into a horticultural superstar. 
The leaves come in many colours, from near black and purple, 
to pink, peach and yellow-green, and plants are ideal for 
containers as well as borders. Selections of x Heucherella, 

a cross between Heuchera and Tiarella, are smaller and more 
dainty. Plant all types in moist but well-drained soil and 
partial shade, but site brighter-leaved cultivars in a sunnier 
position. Most plants should be split and replanted every 
few years to prevent the crown from becoming woody and 
to keep them in good health.

What are annuals 
and biennials? 


Annuals are plants that grow, bloom, set 
seed and die in a single growing season. 
Biennials complete their lifecycle in two 
seasons: most are sown in late spring or 
summer and make leafy growth in the first 
year, then flower, set seed and die in the 
next. Bedding plants usually refer to half- 
hardy or tender annuals that are 
traditionally used in summer flower 
schemes. Some plants in this category are 
technically perennials or even shrubs, but 
are referred to as annuals because they are 
used for just one season. Examples include 
pelargoniums, nemesias, and brachyscome, 
which are perennials, and marguerites 
(Argyranthemum species), and fuchsias, 
which are tender shrubs. Plants in this 
group are also sometimes described as 


“summer seasonals” and “spring seasonals”.

Combine the shapes and colours of annuals for a balanced 
display. Begonias, heliotropes, silver-leaved senecio, and 
zinnias create a vibrant mix. 


Growing annuals 
and biennials 


Plants in this category can be grown from 
seed, bought as young seedlings known 
as “plug” plants, or purchased as mature 
specimens ready to plant. 

Sowing seed is the most cost-effective 
option if you have a large space or lots of 
containers to fill; there are many half hardy 
or frost-tender types that are very easy to 
grow in pots or trays on a windowsill or in 
a greenhouse, including petunias, French 
marigolds (Tagetes), and tobacco plants 
(Nicotiana). The seedlings should be 
hardened off for a few weeks in spring by 
placing them outside during the day and 
bringing them back under cover at night. 
Then plant them outside in late spring when 
all danger of frost has passed. 

Hardy annuals are easier still, as they can 
be sown outside in spring where they are to 
flower. For earlier summer blooms, plants 
like love-in-a-mist (Nigella) and poppies 
(Papaver rhoeas) can be sown in early 
autumn in free-draining soil. Sow your

seeds in straight lines or curves, so that you 
can distinguish them from weed seedlings 
when they germinate. 

For winter and spring colour, most 
suitable plants, such as violas, are raised 
from seed sown in summer. Alternatively 
buy young plants in the autumn. 

Biennials can be grown from seed or 
bought as plug plants in the summer 
before they bloom. Find a quiet corner of 
the garden to sow your seed as they will 
be there for many months, and may be 
swamped by other plants if sown directly 
into a summer bed or border. 


Ornamental features 
Annuals and biennials are available ina 
wide range of shapes and sizes, from low 
hummock-forming cultivars of Ageratum 
houstonianum and trailing petunias to the 
tall spires of foxgloves (Digitalis purpurea) 
and dramatic Scotch thistles (Onopordum 
acanthium) that shoot up to 1.8m (6ft). 
Flowers offer a vast choice of colours 
and forms, including scented types such 
as heliotropes (Heliotropium arborescens), 
tobacco plants (Nicotiana species), and the 
chocolate-scented Cosmos atrosanguineus. 
Colours extend from the opalescent white 
of Omphaloides linifolia to the vibrant 
scarlets of pelargoniums, bright orange and 
yellow Califonian poppies (Eschscholzia 
californica) and intense magentas and 
purples of petunias. For more subtle pastel 
schemes, opt for plants such as Anoda 
cristata, blue Silene coeli-rosa, baby blue 


eyes (Nemophila menziesii), and the pale 
green blooms of Nicotiana langsdorffii. 

To provide a foil for the flowers, consider 
the wealth of foliage plants available. 
These include the vast variety of coleus 
(Solenostemon) with their multi-coloured 
leaves, the bright silver foliage of Senecio 
cineraria, and dark purple-lobed leaves of 
Ipomoea batatus ‘Blackie’. 


Design options 

Annuals and biennials provide an extended 
season of colour in formal schemes, and are 
particularly useful for filling beds and gaps 
in borders. In addition, they can be used to 
edge flower beds and borders or to create 
Victorian-style bedding schemes, which are 
enjoying renewed popularity. 

Hardy annuals, such as cornflowers 
(Centaurea), poppies, and California 
bluebell (Phacelia campanularia) are ideal 
for naturalistic or wildlife schemes. For 
mixed schemes, grow them in containers 
like half-hardy annuals or buy plug plants 
and set them between more permanent 
perennials and shrubs (many annual 
seeds will not germinate in these situations 
because of competition from neighbouring 
plants). 

Annuals and bedding plants make 
striking features in seasonal containers, 
window boxes, and hanging baskets. Use 
feature plants, such as fuchsias, zinnias, 
and begonias in the centre, together with 
trailers like Helichrysum petiolatum or 
trailing petunias to soften the edges of 
your pots. In autumn and winter displays,

POTTING UP PLUG PLANTS 


If you do not have the space or time to sow seed, look out for seedlings, known as 
“plugs”. Many popular plants, including busy Lizzies, begonias, lobelias, and fuchsias 
are available in this form, with the largest choice available from mail-order specialists. 
Pot up small plug plants and grow them on indoors until the frosts have passed. 


Remove plugs 

Water the plugs as soon as 
they arrive. Fill large modular 
trays or 8cm (3in) pots with good 
quality potting compost designed 
for seedlings. Use the blunt end of 
a pencil or a dibber to gently push 
them out of their original 
containers from the bottom. 


Plant up modules 

Make a hole in the compost 
with your finger or the pencil and 
insert a plug into each module or 
pot. Firm the compost around the 
plants with your fingers, ensuring 
there are no air gaps, and taking 
care not to compact the soil or 
damage the roots. 


Water the plants 
Using a water can fitted 
with a fine rose, water the plugs 
well. Keep them in a cool, light, 
frost-free place, and keep them 
well watered. Harden the young 
plants off before planting them 
outside after the risk of frost 

has passed. 


Fill seed trays 

Using good quality seed compost, 
fill some clean seed trays to within 
2cm (lin) of the top. Gently press 
another seed tray on top to level 
out and firm the surface. Water

Year-round colour 

The long flowering season of annuals and 
biennials provides months of colour. Violas

Sow seeds 


Pour some seeds into your hand 
and carefully space them out on the 
compost surface. Sprinkle sieved 
compost over the seeds, and cover 


beautiful when combined with bulbs such 
as daffodils and tulips. Follow these with 
any of the summer annuals and biennials, 
such as foxgloves (Digitalis). Busy lizzies 
(Impatiens) are particularly useful for shady 
sites. Autumn stars include Chinese asters 
(Callistephus chinensis) and in warm climes, 
the fruits of Solanum pseudocapsicum will 
brighten a winter's day. In cold areas, bring 
these bushy evergreens indoors.

Begonias may be fibrous-rooted, rhizomatous, or tuberous, 
the tubers becoming dormant in winter. Grow them in a 
light position, shaded from direct sun.

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ROCK PLANTS 


The delicate flowers and foliage of many rock plants belies their tough 
nature, withstanding the burning sun and harsh winds typical of their 
alpine habitats. They make excellent plants for the garden, and are 
perfect for rock and scree gardens, wall crevices, troughs and pots. 


What are rock plants? 
The term rock plants includes bulbs and 
mat- and cushion-forming perennials — 
many of which are evergreen — as well as 
dwarf conifers and both evergreen and 
deciduous shrubs. Some are true alpines 
from mountain regions, while others are 
simply compact plants suitable for rock- 
garden planting schemes. While some 
alpines have specialized needs, many 
species and cultivars, including aubrietas 


and geraniums, are easy to grow and thrive 


in any well-drained soil and sunny site. 
True alpines are found at high altitudes 
above the tree-line on mountains, growing 
on scree slopes, in short turf, or finding 
protection from the wind by squeezing into 
rock crevices. Sub-alpine plants live below 
the tree-line on rocky slopes or in high 
pastures or meadows. Most alpines are 
compact in habit and frequently deep- 
rooting, usually with small leaves that 
are leathery, fleshy or covered in fine hair. 


These adaptations help them survive the 
drying, high-velocity winds, brilliant, 
burning sun, and extreme temperature 
fluctuations of their natural habitats. 

Most rock plants grow in areas that 
have stony soils with rapid drainage, 
which explains why few can cope with wet 
soil around the roots, which is experienced 
at lower altitudes. They also dislike warm, 
humid summers. 

In the wild, high-growing species are 
insulated from winter cold by a blanket of 
snow, beneath which they remain dormant 
at temperatures around 0°C (32°F) until 
spring. Those environments that mimic 
conditions in the wild, such as rock 
gardens, scree and gravel beds, troughs, 
pots, raised beds and open frames, are 
therefore ideal for growing rock plants. You 
can grow alpines successfully even in areas 


where the soil is unsuitable by filling raised 


beds, pots and troughs with free-draining 
soil and horticultural grit.

Designing with 

rock plants 

One of the major attractions of this 
group is their diminutive size, which 
allows you to grow a huge number of 
different plant types in a relatively 
confined space. 

In a rock garden - as in larger-scale 
plantings — use small shrubs, such as 
the highly fragrant Daphne cneorum 
and D. retusa or the catkin-bearing Salix 
bockii and S. apoda, to form the structural 
framework of your design. Miniature 
conifers, such as Juniperus communis 
‘Compressa’, provide vertical accents 
and year-round colour, and work well in 
combination with the contrasting forms 
of rounded or domed plants, such as the 
evergreen Hebe cupressoides ‘Boughton 
Dome’ and Cassiope lycopodioides. 

This structure can then be filled in with 
mat- and cushion-forming plants, such as 
sandworts (Arenaria) or Dianthus deltoides,

PLANTING A GRAVEL OR SCREE GARDEN 


Gravel gardens are ideal for alpines and rock plants. Stones can be worked 
into a scheme to create a rock garden, or a variety of rock and stone sizes 
used on a slope to form a natural scree. A gravel or slate chip mulch helps

at the feet of slightly taller, feathery-leaved 
pulsatillas or the airy Linum narbonense. 
As well as shape and form, use contrasting 
textures. You could include the almost bead- 
like foliage of certain hylotelephiums and 
sedums, spiky houseleek (Sempervivum) 
rosettes, and the pointy-tipped grey leaves 
of Euphorbia myrsinites, which would make 
eye-catching partners for the white-haired 
leaves of edelweiss (Leontopodium) or the 
silky, silver leaves of celmisias. 

Most alpines like an open, sunny site 
and will not thrive if shaded by over- 
hanging trees or neighbouring plants. 
Plant them with space to spread and use 
a dry mulch, such as gravel, to keep the 
stems and leaves dry at all times. Mulches 
also act as a foil for the plants. 

If you have limited space, plant a 
selection of different alpines in small pots 
filled with gritty compost. Many plants in 
this group are drought-tolerant and thrive 
in containers, and when grouped together 
make colourful displays. Troughs can be 
given a modern make-over by planting 
alpines between slate chips (see box right), 
or using a ground glass or shell mulch. 

Raised beds offer another design option 
for those with small gardens. They are also 
useful for people with reduced mobility, 
allowing them to access the plants more 
easily. Use raised beds to create miniature 
landscapes with plants spreading between 
rocks and pebbles. Dry stone walls offer 
ideal sites for many crevice-lovers, such 
as aubretias and sedums, while cascading 
alpines, such as Saxifraga "Tumbling 
Waters’, are perfect for the tops of walls.

Year-round interest 

Many alpines flower in spring and early 
summer, just after the snow melts and 
before the heat of mid-summer in their 
natural habitat. For colour earlier in the 
year, plant spring bulbs, such as alpine 
narcissus or crocuses, among evergreen 
perennials, conifers, and small shrubs. 
The choice of flower at the peak flowering 
times is vast, so coordinate your colour 


PLANTING A SLATE-FILLED TROUGH 


Topped with slate chips, this decorative trough 
mirrors a natural mountain scree, and provides 
a long season of colour in spring and summer. 
Plants included in this display are Draba species, 
erigerons, saxifrages, Silene acaulis and 
Townsendia grandiflora. However, any small 
alpines that have different leaf textures and 
flower colours will work equally well. Move 
your trough to its final position before you start, 
as it will be very heavy once planted. 


Fold back the flaps, and dig a hole, 
putting the excavated soil on a plastic 
sheet. Insert the plant, water in, and 
backfill with soil. Firm in and replace the 
flaps around the plant stems.

Although there are gentians (Gentiana) large enough to hold their 
own in the herbaceous border, most are low-growing, deciduous 
or evergreen perennials, best suited to rock gardens, where they 
can form spreading mats. Flowering between spring and autumn, , - 
they are renowned for their vivid blue, trumpet-shaped flowers, G. saxosa 
which are produced in pale shades (see as those of G. ‘Strathmore’) 
to intensely dark (such as G. acaulis), although there are also white 
and yellow-flowered forms. All are fully hardy and require a cool 
position, sheltered from hot summer sun. Most need light, rich, 
moist but well-drained neutral soil; autumn-flowering species and 
cultivars, such as G. sino-ornata require acidic conditions to thrive. 
Protect from slugs and snails, particularly in spring. 


BLUE 
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Eritrichium nanum 

Clump-forming perennial with tufts 

of hairy, grey-green leaves. Bears small, 
stemless, flat, pale blue flowers in late 
spring and early summer. Requires 
sharp drainage. Only suitable for an 
alpine house.

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HOUSELEEKS 


The main attraction of houseleeks (Sempervivum) is their 
colourful rosettes of leaves. These range from bright yellow, 
through various shades of green, grey, pink, purple, red and 
orange to almost black. The leaves may be dull or glossy, or 
covered with soft down or longer hairs. Leaf shape can also 
vary from short and succulent to long and tapering. The 
rosettes are most striking in the spring and summer but, even 
in the winter, many varieties remain attractively coloured. It is 
the endless range of different leaf shapes, shades and textures 
that make this group so interesting to enthusiasts. They do 
not like damp or shaded conditions, but thrive in well-drained 
soil in full sun. Houseleeks are ideal for pots or sink gardens 
on a south-facing patio, or can be planted out in rockeries or 
in the crevices of stone walls. 
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BULBS 


Embracing a wide range of decorative plants, bulbs provide exciting 

effects throughout the year, with large drifts of snowdrops in late winter, 
daffodils and tulips in spring, the exquisite perfume of lilies and vibrant 
dahlia colours in summer, and the spidery flowers of nerines in autumn. 


BULB DEFINITIONS 


Bulbs are divided into smaller plant 
categories, including true bulbs, corms and 
tubers. All of these swollen, underground, 
food-storage organs help the bulb to survive 
periods of drought. 


Bulb 

A true bulb is a storage organ made up of 
stems and fleshy leaves inside. Examples include 
daffodils, tulips and eucomis (above). 


Corm 

Swollen stems that have adapted to store 
food are known as corms. They appear solid 
throughout, and include crocuses (above). 


Tuber 
Tuberous plants have swollen underground roots 
or stems. Examples include cyclamen, dahlias 
(above) and begonias. 


What are bulbs? 


The term bulb can be used to describe all 
swollen, underground, food-storage organs, 
and includes true bulbs as well as corms, 
rhizomes and tubers. True bulbs have fleshy 
scales — modified leaves or leaf bases - that 
overlap and are often enclosed in a papery 
tunic, as in narcissi, or they may be naked 
and loosely arranged like lily bulbs. 

Corms are compressed and enlarged 
stem bases, usually enclosed in a fibrous or 
papery tunic, as in the crocus. Each corm 
lasts 1 year, and is replaced by a new one 
after flowering. Tubers, such as cyclamen, 
are solid, underground sections of modified 
stem or root and seldom possess scales or 
unics. Rhizomes are modified stems that 
creep at or just below soil level, and may be 
hin and wiry or swollen and fleshy. 

A few bulbs are evergreen, but most 
grow and bloom during a short season, and 
hen die back to below ground level. Their

following year, which is why the foliage 
must not be cut down after flowering but 
allowed to wither naturally. 

When below ground, bulbs are described 
as dormant but they are, in fact, ripening 
and developing the following year's flowers, 
and must be planted in a suitable site to 
thrive. Bulbs that originate from dry, hot 
climates, such as nerines and watsonias, 
need warm, dry conditions when dormant 
to aid ripening and flower formation, while 
those from woodland or other damp, 
shaded habitats, such as bluebells 
(Hyacinthoides) and snowdrops (Galanthus) 
require a cool, slightly moist spot. 


Designing with bulbs 
There are bulbs to suit all garden designs 
and planting styles. They range in size from 
he tiny Iris danfordiae and autumn daffodil 
(Sternbergia lutea), both suitable for a scree 
or rock garden, to carpeting erythroniums 
for the dappled shade of a woodland 
garden, mid-range alliums and tulips for

ALSTROEMERIAS 


Commonly known as the Peruvian lily, lily of the Incas 

or parrot lily, these South American tuberous perennials 
are prized for their delicate, funnel-shaped blooms in 
yellow, orange, pink, red, white or purple, with decorative 
markings in contrasting colours. They also have an 
exceptionally long flowering season - from mid-summer 
to the first frosts - and make excellent cut flowers. Most 
suppliers offer plants, rather than tubers, which are best 
planted in spring after the late frosts in a sunny site and 
free-draining soil, giving the roots time to establish before 
winter. Although reasonably hardy, young plants are 
vulnerable to cold, wet conditions — protect them in winter 
with a thick mulch of well-rotted compost or manure.

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LILIES 


Lilies (Lilium species and cultivars) make elegant additions 

to summer borders and containers. Their flamboyant flowers 
range from nodding, upright, and trumpet-shaped forms to 
turkscaps with recurved petals. The blooms are often spotted 
with a darker or contrasting colour, or have conspicuous 
stamens. Many lilies have a powerful, sweet fragrance, most 
notably the Oriental and Longiflorum hybrids, although a 
few species are unpleasantly scented. The hybrids thrive 

in sun and well-drained soil, and are available in a dazzling 
array of colours, from white, pink, and red to shades of 
yellow and orange. Lily species prefer partially-shaded sites; 
some also require acid soil. Leave plants undisturbed once 
established, as the bulbs are easily damaged. For more 
information see the Plant Dictionary.

The wide spectrum of dahlia hybrids offers a bold display of colour and form 
from summer to the first frosts in autumn. Dahlias flower prolifically — in the right 
conditions a single plant may produce up to 100 blooms over one season. Flowers 
range in size from tiny 5cm (2in) pompons to huge exhibition blooms more than 
25cm (10in) across. They make beautiful border plants, compact types are ideal for 
containers, and all are good for cutting. In addition, no special skills are required 
to grow them, but protect the tubers from frost. Dahlias are divided into groups 
according to the form of their flower heads. The most commonly grown are 
illustrated below. Some dahlias have fimbriated (split or notched) petals, and 
some (such as orchid-flowering dahlias) are available in single and double forms. 


Single-flowered 

— flowers usually have 
8-10 broad petals 
surrounding an open, 
central disc.

— fully double flowers,

TULIPS 


Tulips are excellent for rock gardens, formal bedding, as 
elegant cut flowers and for containers. Their bold flowers 
are generally simple in outline and held upright, often with 
bright, strong colours. Many of the species deserve to be 
more widely grown alongside the large variety of hybrids 
currently available. Tulipa is classified in 15 divisions, which 
are described below. 


Div. 1 Single early - cup-shaped, single flowers, often opening 
wide in sun, are borne from early to mid-spring. 


Div. 2 Double early - long-lasting, double flowers open wide in 
early and mid-spring. 


Div. 3 Triumph - sturdy stems bear rather conical, single flowers, 
becoming more rounded, in mid- and late spring. 


Div. 4 Darwin hybrids - large, single flowers are borne on strong 
stems from mid- to late spring. 


Div. 5 Single late - single flowers, usually with pointed petals, 
are borne in late spring and very early summer. 


Div. 6 Lily-flowered - strong stems bear narrow-waisted, single 
flowers, with long, pointed, often reflexed petals, in late spring. 


Div. 7 Fringed - flowers are similar to those in Div. 6, but have 
fringed petals. 


Div. 8 Viridiflora - variable, single flowers, with partly greenish 
petals, are borne in late spring. 


Div. 9 Rembrandt - flowers are similar to those in Div. 6, but have striped 
or feathered patterns caused by virus, and are borne in late spring. 


Div. 10 Parrot - bear large, variable, single flowers, with frilled or fringed 
and usually twisted petals, in late spring. 


Div. 11 Double late (peony-flowered) - usually bowl-shaped, double 
flowers are borne in late spring. 


Div. 12 Kaufmanniana hybrids - single flowers are usually bicoloured, 


open flat in sun and are borne in early spring; leaves often mottled or striped. 


Div. 13 Fosteriana hybrids - large, single flowers open wide in the 
sun from early to mid-spring. Leaves are often mottled or striped. 


Div. 14 Greigii hybrids - large, single flowers are borne in mid- and 
late spring. Mottled or striped leaves are often wavy-edged. 


Div. 15 Miscellaneous - a diverse category of other species and their 
cultivars and hybrids. Flowers are borne in spring and early summer.

Narcissus species and hybrids grace the garden from early to late spring 
with diverse flowers, ranging from the tiny Cyclamineus types, with their 
swept-back petals, to the stately trumpet daffodils. Some are also scented, 
including the Poeticus and Jonquilla types and many of the small-flowered 
forms. Daffodils can be naturalized to form a carpet in grass or a wild garden, 
or used to brighten up beds and borders, but dwarf forms are best in N. ‘Dove Wings’ VO [Div. 6] N. 
rock or gravel gardens, or planted in pots and troughs. 

The genus is classified in 13 divisions. Their flower forms are illustrated as 
below, with the exception of Div. 12, miscellaneous, and Div. 13, which 
comprise mostly wild species. Both have varying flowers, including hoop- D 4 
petticoat forms, and are produced between autumn and early summer. 


Div. 1 Trumpet - usually 
solitary flowers, each with 
a trumpet that is as long 
as, or longer, than the 
petals.

Plant in rock or gravel gardens with other 
early flowering dwarf bulbs or perennials, in drifts in grass, 
or beneath deciduous trees and shrubs, where they will 
rapidly spread. If naturalized in grass, delay mowing until 
the leaves have died down. Feed with an all-purpose 
granular fertilizer once the flowers have faded.

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WATER AND BOG PLANTS 


Still or moving water reflects light and adds a dynamic quality to garden 


designs. It also greatly extends the range of plants that you can grow, 
with aquatic and moisture-loving types injecting colour, texture and 
form into water features. They also provide an excellent wildlife habitat. 


What are water plants? 
The broad definition of water plants 
includes all plants that grow rooted, 
submerged or floating in water. They 
are further subdivided into deep-water 
aquatics, surface- or free-floating plants, 
marginals, and bog or moisture-loving 
plants, depending on the depth of water 
they require. 

Water plants are grown for their beauty 
and ornamental value, but when a wide 
range of plants are grown together they 
also create a healthy ecosystem that 
maintains the quality of the water ina 
feature or pond. A balanced range of plants 
will regulate the levels of light, oxygen and 
nutrients, helping to keep the water clear. 

Submerged plants like hornwort 
(Ceratophyllum demersum) are known as 
“oxygenators”. These purify the water by 
using up nutrients and excluding light, 
which prevents algal growth. Surface- 
floaters, such as water hyacinths (Eichhornia 
crassipes), also absorb dissolved nutrients. 
Deep-water plants, including water lilies 
(Nymphaea), root at the bottom of ponds, 
while their flowers and leaves shade the 
surface, again helping to prevent the growth 
of algae. The roots of marginal plants are 
submerged, but their top growth is visible 
above the water, providing shelter for fish, 
amphibians and other wildlife. 


PLANTING DEPTHS 


A pond with a range of planting depths allows you to grow a wide range of 
plants. Place plants at their appropriate depths, measured from the top of the 
soil in their containers to the water surface. Support young deep water

To maximize your pond or pool’s planting 
potential, create areas at varying depths 

o accommodate different types. Begin

Marginal 
plants thrive in shallow water. Many are 
planted just below the surface, while water 
irises prefer a depth of about 15cm (6in) 
and pickerel weeds (Pontederia) like their 
roots submerged to a depth of 30cm (12in). 

Marginals help to disguise liners at the 
edges of ponds, create reflections and 
provide wildlife cover. They have a range 
of habits, from the bog bean (Menyanthes 
trifoliata) with its clusters of white flowers 
in spring, to the flowering rush (Butomus 
umbellatus) with its umbels of small pink 
flowers, and the large, arum-like blooms 
of skunk cabbages (Lysichiton). Larger 
areas can be enhanced by bold clumps 
of bullrushes (Typha latifolia), while 
architectural plants, such as Pontederia 
cordata, provide focal points with their 
leaves and flower spikes. 

The damp areas around the edges of 
a pond provide ideal conditions for bog 
natives and moisture-lovers. In very wet 
bogs, marginals will survive, but in drier 
conditions, opt for moisture-lovers. Bog 
gardens must have either drainage or water 
flowing through them to provide oxygen 
for the plant roots. 


Designing with 
water plants 


Every garden has space for a water feature 
and its associated plants but try to match 
your plants to the size and design of your 
pond. Informal pools are designed with 
sloping sides and boggy banks to attract 
amphibians, birds and small mammals 

that prey on garden pests. In winter, water 
that is more than 60cm (24in) deep will help 
creatures to survive a long freeze. The great

advantage of an informal pool is that it offers 
versatility: its sinuous margins are longer than 
straight-sided ponds of a similar size, and the 
sloping banks provide a range of planting 
depths, increasing your choice of plants. 

In small gardens, avoid vigorously 
spreading plants, such as the flag iris 
(Iris pseudacorus) or Glyceria maxima. 
For architectural plants for bogs, try 
Filipendula camtschatica and Miscanthus 
sacchariflorus. Astilbes, trollius, primulas, 
and ferns provide colour around the edges. 


Seasonal care 

In autumn, cut away dead foliage, trim 
over-large plants, and remove weeds. It is 
also a good idea to place a net over ponds 
close to deciduous trees, as the fallen leaves

can foul the water. Aim to reach a balance, 
so that rotting vegetation releases enough 
nutrition for next year's growth, but not so 
much as to encourage algae. 

Water plants are best divided and 
repotted in spring as they start into growth. 
Keep planting baskets weeded, removing 
annual weed seedlings as they appear, as 
well as surplus water-plant seedlings. This 
task can be eased by dead-heading the 
plants after flowering. Small ponds and 
water features will also need topping up 
in summer, using rainwater if possible.

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TENDER AND EXOTIC PLANTS 


Gardeners have long been fascinated by tender and exotic plants that 
bring colour and interest from all corners of the world. In warmer 
regions, many of these can be grown in the garden; in cooler areas, 
they're best treated as house plants, at least for part of the year. 


What are tender and 
exotic plants? 


This group of plants originate from many 
parts of the world, including tropical and 
subtropical areas, where they require 
temperatures no lower than 1-18°C 
(34—64?F), even in winter. Their specific 
cultural demands vary between plants and 
can be complex. In addition to warmth, 
many also require high light levels, long 
growing seasons, and often either very arid 
or humid growing conditions. A small few, 
including cacti and succulents, can tolerate 
frost if kept dry, but most cannot. 

Where the climate allows, tender and 
exotic plants can be grown in the garden; 
where it doesn’t, they must be grown 
indoors. The most tender plants require 
permanent protection and are commonly 
grown as house plants, including flamingo

plants are more robust and can spend 

he summer in sheltered positions in the 
garden, being brought back in before the 
first frosts. These include Banksia coccinea, 
he Australian heath (Epracris impressa), 
and king protea (Protea cynaroides). 


Designing with 
tender plants 


The range of tender and exotic plants is 
vast, and includes many with bold flowers, 
attractive foliage, or an architectural habit. 
With such a diverse variety to grow, they 
are ideal for many different situations and 
planting styles. In areas where they can be 
grown outdoors all year, they can form the 


mainstay of beds and borders, even entire 
gardens, from jungle schemes to desert- 
style borders. In cooler areas, where they 
can only spend the warm summer months 
outside, they can still play a prominent role. 
Pot-grown plants like Agave americana, 
Ensete ventricosum, and even the bird of 
paradise, Strelitzia reginae, for example, will 
all give a dramatic, but temporary display in 
the garden, or on a patio or roof terrace. 
Indoors, tender and exotic plants can be 
put to many uses, from statement plants in 
grand reception rooms, and year-round 
greenery in conservatory planters, to lone 
windowsill pot plants for seasonal colour.

The Japanese sago palm (Cycas revoluta) is one of many 
tender shrubs that can be enjoyed indoors during winter, 
but can be stood outside for summer. It is grown for its 
sculptural foliage and habit. 


When choosing and positioning tender 
plants indoors, consider the conditions they 
require. Light levels may be poor, even near 
windows, and air-conditioning and central 
heating can create a dry atmosphere, which 
many plants dislike. Another consideration 
is how large the plants will become; many 
exotic plants commonly grown as house 
plants, such as the Swiss-cheese plant 
(Monstera deliciosa), and Bougainvillea, 
occupy considerable space over time, 
although they can be pruned and trained. 


MAKING AN ORCHID DISPLAY 


Orchids, such as Phalaenopsis Allegria gx, all require particular conditions 
to perform at their best. Where you have a suitable spot indoors, take full 
advantage of it and create an attractive orchid display. Mounting an orchid

Caring for tender plants 
Tender and exotic plants, like any other 
garden plant, all have their preferred 
growing conditions, so consider your site, 
soil and aspect carefully when planting 
outdoors. This is even more important 
when growing them indoors as the plants 
are reliant on you for their care. The best 
approach is to try and mirror their natural 
conditions as closely as possible, providing 
the same degree of heat, light, shade, 
humidity and ventilation. It is also very

seasons by feeding and watering them 
more frequently when they're in growth, 
ess so, if at all, when they are dormant. 

Heated conservatories and greenhouses 
provide the best indoor habitat for most 
ender plants, although many also thrive in 
houses. The care they require depends on 
the plant but as a guide, position sun-loving 
plants nearer the windows, shade-lovers 
further away, and maintain high humidity 
levels by standing your plants on trays of 
moist gravel and misting them regularly. 
Some plants, such as moth orchids 
(Phalaenopsis), require good light but not 
direct sunlight. This can be achieved by 
positioning them on a north-facing window, 
or on a shelf close to a bright window. Also 
watch out for pests, which can flourish in 
the favourable conditions you provide. 

Finding areas that provide optimal 

growing conditions for house plants 
indoors can difficult, so it is worth making 
best use of them where they occur. A good 
approach is to plant “community planters” 
and grow plants that enjoy similar 
conditions together in a single container. 
This is ideal for sun-loving cacti, as well as 
epiphytic orchids and bromeliads that need 
high humidity, and insectivorous plants 
which prefer very moist soil.

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ORCHIDS 


Elegant and exotic, orchids are prized for their unusual 
flowers. There are two main groups. Terrestrials [t] grow 
in a wide range of habitats in the wild; many are at least 
frost hardy. Epiphytes [e], the more showy of the two and 
mostly native to the tropics, cling to tree branches or 
rocks, obtaining nourishment through their leaves and 
aerial roots. An aura of mystique surrounds these plants, 
but their cultivation is not always difficult and some thrive 
happily indoors as house plants. They need special 
composts and in cool climates must be grown under glass. 
An orchid hybrid is called a grex [gx] from the Latin for a 
flock. A grex name applies to all the individual seedlings 
from any given cross, the individual plants of which may also 
be given cultivar names. Several cultivars may also be given 
a Group name within a grex. See also the Plant Dictionary.

AFRICAN VIOLETS 


African violet is the common name for the genus 
Saintpaulia, although it is often applied to the numerous 
cultivars derived from S. ionantha. These low-growing, 
rosetted, evergreen perennials have a wide range of 
attractive flower colours, varying from white, pink, blue, 
and violet, to bi- or multi-coloured. Their petal edges can 
be ruffled, rounded, frilled or fringed, and leaves are 
somewhat succulent, usually hairy and, in some cases, 
variegated. They may be grown as summer bedding in 
warm, humid climates but also make attractive indoor 
pot plants, flowering freely throughout the year if kept 
in a suitable draught-free, light, humid position.

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GINGERS 


Gingers have been cultivated in Europe for over 100 years 
and bring colourful, intricate flowers, tropical foliage and, 
quite literally, spice to the garden. Evergreen types need to 
be over-wintered under glass or gradually dried off in 
autumn to induce artificial dormancy, whereas many 
deciduous types, such as Roscoea and Cautleya, will die off 
naturally and, being frost hardy, can remain in the ground 
with a protective mulch. Most gingers do not tolerate wet 
winter conditions and benefit from some shade. A brighter 
location encourages flowering, whereas shade encourages 
better foliage, so site accordingly. They should not be 
allowed to dry out while in growth, and are heavy feeders, 
so give them frequent applications of liquid feed.

Genus of deciduous or evergreen trees 
and shrubs, grown for their foliage, which 
often colours brilliantly in autumn and, in 
some cases, for their ornamental bark or 
stems. Small, but often attractive flowers 
are followed by 2-winged fruits. Fully to 
frost hardy. Requires sun or semi-shade 
and fertile, moist but well-drained soil. 
Many acers produce their best autumn 
colour on neutral to acid soil.

Provide a rooting 
medium of equal parts humus-rich soil and 
either sphagnum moss or bark or plastic 
chips used for orchid culture. Using soft 
water, water moderately in summer, 
sparingly at all other times, and keep cup- 
like, rosette centres filled with water from 
spring through to autumn. Propagate by 
offsets in late spring.

Aphids 
may be a problem.

A. tricolor cultivars (Chinese spinach, 
Tampala). Erect, bushy annuals grown

Leaves are ovate or elliptic, 
sometimes lance-shaped, multi-coloured, 
and to 20cm (8in) or more long. They vary 
in colour from green or purple to brilliant 
crimson or maroon, often suffused with 
gold, rose-pink, and bronze in the different 
cultivars.

Propagate by softwood 
cuttings in summer or by seed in autumn. 
A. hermanniae. Rounded, bushy shrub. 
H to 45cm (18in), 5 60cm (24in) or more. 
Spiny, tangled stems bear simple or 
3-parted, bright green leaves. Has small, 
pea-like, yellow flowers in summer. Good 
for a rock garden. H3 

A. montana illus. p.338. ? ‘Rubra’ 

is a rounded or spreading, woody- 

based perennial. H to 30cm (1ft), S to 60cm 
(2ft). Divided leaves consist of 17-41 
narrowly ovate leaflets.

Dead-head to prolong 
flowering season. Propagate by seed sown 
outdoors in late spring or by stem cuttings 
in early autumn or spring. Rust disease 
may be a problem with A. majus, but rust- 
resistant cultivars are available.

Rocket Series (tall, 
regular) are vigorous, with flowers in a 
broad colour range; excellent for cut 
flowers. Sonnet Series (intermediate, 
regular) are bushy, with flowers in a variety 
of colours. Twinny Series (dwarf, semi- 
double to double) produces large flowers 
that are densely packed on the stems; 
colours include white, yellow, pink, red 
and violet. "Twinny Appleblossom’ has 
pale pink flowers that age to creamy white.

APHELANDRA 
ACANTHACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs and subshrubs 
with attractive, showy flowers. Frost 
tender. Grows best in bright light but out 


of direct sun in summer. Use soft water 
and keep soil moist but not waterlogged. 
Benefits from feeding when flower spikes 
are forming. Propagate by seed or tip 
cuttings from young stems in spring. 

A. squarrosa (Zebra plant).‘Dania’ is 

an evergreen, compact perennial. H and 

S 30cm (12in). Ovate, glossy, dark green 
leaves, with white veins and midribs, are 
nearly 30cm (1ft) long. Dense, 4-sided 
spikes, to 15cm (6in) long, of 2-lipped, 
bright yellow flowers form in axils of 
yellow bracts in autumn. € ‘Louisae’ illus.

ASPARAGACEAE 


Genus of one species of summer-flowering 
perennial. Frost hardy. Grow in a sunny, 
warm, sheltered corner, preferably in an 
alpine house, and in well-drained, sandy, 
peaty soil. Resents disturbance. Propagate 
by seed in autumn or spring.

APONOGETONACEAE 


Genus of deciduous, perennial, deep-water 
plants, grown for their floating foliage and 
often heavily scented flowers. Frost hardy 
to frost tender. Requires an open, sunny 
position. Tidy fading foliage in autumn. 
Propagate by division in spring or by seed 
while still fresh.

AIZOACEAE 


Genus of fast-growing, perennial 
succulents, with trailing, freely branching 
stems, that form good ground cover.

A. cordifolia, syn. Mesembryanthemum 
cordifolium, illus. p.484. "Variegata' is a 
fast-growing, prostrate, perennial 
succulent. H 5cm (2in), S indefinite. Has 
ovate, glossy, bright green leaves, with 
creamy-white margins, and small, daisy- 
like, bright pink flowers in summer. H2 


AQUILEGIA 
Columbine 
RANUNCULACEAE 


Genus of graceful, clump-forming, often 
short-lived perennials, grown for their 
mainly bell-shaped, spurred flowers in 
spring and summer. Suitable for rock 
gardens. Fully hardy. Prefers an open, 
sunny site and well-drained soil. Propagate 
species by seed in autumn or spring. 


Selected forms only occasionally come 
true from seed (e.g. A. vulgaris 'Nora 
Barlow’) as they cross freely; segregate 
them widely. Prone to aphid attack.

Water containerized plants moderately 
when in full growth, sparingly at other 
times. Freely ventilate plants grown under 
glass. Propagate by seed in spring.

Leathery, 
mid-green leaves are strap-shaped, cut 
from the midrib into triangular, sharply 
pointed lobes. Produces dense, spherical

branching. For a more compact habit, 
shorten long stems after flowering.

Will grow in any 
conditions, although most species prefer 
moist but well-drained soil. Water 
containerized plants freely when in full 
growth, moderately at other times. Prune 
shrubs lightly after flowering or in spring. 
Propagate by seed in spring; can be 
propagated by softwood or greenwood 
cuttings in summer. Red spider mite 

and whitefly may be troublesome. 

B. sordida, syn. Eupatorium ianthinum, 
E. sordidum. Evergreen, rounded, robust- 
stemmed shrub. H 2-3m (6-10ft), S 1.5-2.5m 
(5-8ft). Ovate, serrated, deep green leaves 
are red-haired.

AMARANTHACEAE/CHENOPODIACEAE 


Genus of annuals and perennials, grown 
for their habit, the feathery effect of their 
leaves, and their autumn tints. Frost hardy 
to half hardy. Does best in sun and in 
fertile, well-drained soil. May require 
support in very windy areas. Propagate 
by seed sown under glass in early to 
mid-spring, or outdoors in late spring.

BAUERA 


CUNONIACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs, grown mainly 
for their flowers. Frost tender. Needs 

full sun and humus-rich, well-drained, 
neutral to acid soil. Water potted plants 
moderately, less when not in full growth. 
Remove straggly stems after flowering. 
Propagate by seed sown in spring or by 
semi-ripe cuttings taken in late summer. 
B. rubioides. Evergreen, bushy, wiry- 
stemmed shrub, usually of spreading 
habit. H 0.15-3m (%-10ft) S 0.6-3m (2-10ft). 
Leaves each have 3 ovate to lance-shaped, 
glossy leaflets. Bowl-shaped, pink or 
white flowers are borne in early spring 
and summer. H2 (min. 3-5°C/37-41°F) 


BAUHINIA 


CAESALPINIACEAE 


Genus of evergreen or deciduous trees, 
shrubs and perennial climbers, grown 
mainly for their orchid-like flowers. Frost 
tender. Requires full light and fertile, 
well-drained soil. Water containerized 
specimens freely when in full growth, less 
in winter. Thin out congested growth after 
flowering. Propagate by seed in spring. 

B. galpinii, syn. B. punctata. Evergreen, 
spreading shrub, occasionally semi- 


climbing. H 2-3m (6-10ft), 5 1-3m (3-10ft). 
Has 2-lobed leaves and, in summer, bears 
fragrant, bright brick-red flowers.

B. variegata illus. p.450. ‘Candida’ is 

a deciduous tree, rounded when young, 
spreading with age.

Needs full light 
and sharply drained, fertile soil; tolerates 
drought conditions. Water potted plants 
moderately; between each watering allow 
compost almost to dry out. Propagate by 
seed or root offsets in spring.

BEAUMONTIA 
APOCYNACEAE 


Genus of evergreen, woody-stemmed, 
twining climbers, grown for their large, 
fragrant flowers and handsome leaves. 
Frost tender. Needs fertile, well-drained 
soil and full light. In growing season, 
water freely, sparingly at other times. 
Provide support. Thin out previous 
season's growth after flowering. Propagate 
by semi-ripe cuttings in late summer.

BEGONIA 


BEGONIACEAE 


Genus of evergreen or deciduous shrubs 
and small, tree-like plants, perennials and 
annuals. Grown for their colourful flowers 
and/or ornamental leaves. Prefers slightly 
acidic soil. Susceptible to powdery mildew 
and botrytis from late spring to early 
autumn. Commonly cultivated begonias 
are divided into the following groupings, 
each with varying cultivation requirements. 
See also feature panel p.317. 


Cane-stemmed begonias 

Evergreen, woody perennials, many 
nown as “Angelwings”, with usually 
erect, cane-like stems bearing regularly 
spaced, swollen nodes and flowers in 
arge, pendulous panicles. Encourage 
branching by pinching out growing tips. 
New growth develops from base of plant. 
Frost tender. Grow under glass in good 
ight but not direct sun (poor light reduces 
quantity of flowers) and in free-draining, 
oam-based compost. Stake tall plants. 
Propagate in spring by seed or tip cuttings. 


Rex-cultorum begonias 

Mostly evergreen, rhizomatous perennials 
of variable habit derived from crosses of 
B. rex and related species. Grown for their 
brilliantly coloured, ovate to lance-shaped 
leaves, 8-30cm (3-12in) long, that are 
sometimes spirally twisted. Frost tender; 
prefers 40-75% relative humidity. Grow 


under glass in cool climates, in partial 
shade and in well-drained soil; water 
sparingly. Do not allow water to remain 
on the leaves, or they become susceptible 
to botrytis. Propagate in spring, by seed, 
leaf cuttings, or division of rhizomes. 


Rhizomatous begonias 

Variable, mostly evergreen, rhizomatous 
perennials, grown for their foliage and 
small, single flowers. Smooth, crested or 
puckered, green or brown leaves, 8-30cm 
(3-12in) long, often marked silver, are 
sometimes spirally twisted. Creeping 
cultivars are more freely branched than 
erect ones and are useful for hanging 
baskets. Frost tender; enjoys 40-75% 
relative humidity. Grow under glass in 
cool climates, in partial shade and in 
well-drained soil; water only sparingly. 
Do not allow water to remain on the 
eaves, otherwise they become susceptible 
to botrytis. Propagate in spring by seed, 
eaf cuttings or division of rhizomes. 


Semperflorens begonias 

Evergreen, bushy perennials, derived from 
B. cucullata var. hookeri, B. schmidtiana 
and other species, often grown as half- 
hardy bedding annuals. Stems are soft, 
succulent and branch freely, bearing 
generally rounded, green, bronze, or 
variegated leaves, 5cm (2in) long. Flowers 
are single or double. Pinch out growing 
tips to produce bushy plants. Frost tender. 
Needs sun or partial shade and well- 
drained soil. Propagate in spring by 

seed or stem cuttings. 


Shrub-like begonias 

Evergreen, multi-stemmed, bushy 
perennials, usually freely branched, with 
flexible, erect or pendent stems, often 
hairy. Leaves may be hairy or glabrous,up 
to 15cm (6in) across and 10-30cm (4-12in) 
long. Single flowers are pink, cream or 
white. Frost tender; prefers 55% relative 
humidity. Grow under glass in good light 
and moist but well-drained soil. Propagate 
in spring by seed or stem cuttings. 


Tuberous begonias (including 

the Tuberhybrida, Multiflora 

and Pendula begonias) 

Mostly upright, bushy, tuberous, winter- 
dormant perennials grown for their foliage 
and flowers. Tuberhybrida begonias, H and 
S 75cm (30in), vary from pendent to erect, 
with sparsely branched, succulent stems 
and ovate, pointed, glossy, bright to dark 
green leaves, 20cm (8in) long. Most are 
summer-flowering and mainly double- 
flowered. Multiflora cultivars, H and S 30cm 
(12in), are bushier and have 8cm (3in) long 
leaves, and single, semi-double or double, 
flowers, each 4-5cm (112-2in) across, in 
summer; tolerate full sun. Pendula 
cultivars, H to 1m (3ft), have long, thin, 
trailing stems; leaves are 6-8cm (2/^-3in) 
long. Abundant single or double flowers 
are borne in summer. Frost tender. 
Outdoors, grow in dappled shade and 
moist conditions; under glass, plant in 

cool shade with 65-70% relative humidity. 
Tubers are dormant in winter. Start into 
growth in spring for mid-summer to 

early autumn flowering. Remove all 

flower buds until stems show at least 

3 pairs of leaves; with large-flowered 


types allow only central male bud to 
flower, so remove flanking buds. Plants 
may require staking. Propagate in spring 
by seed, stem or basal cuttings or division 
of tubers. 


Winter-flowering begonias 
Evergreen, low-growing, very compact 
perennials, with succulent, thin stems, 
that are often included in the tuberous 
group. Two main groups are recognized: 
the single-flowered, usually pink or white, 
Lorraine, Cheimantha or Christmas 
begonias; and the single, semi-double 

or double, Elatior and Rieger begonias 
that occur in a wide range of colours. 
Leaves are green or bronze, 5cm (2in) 
long. Flowers are borne mainly from 

late autumn to mid-spring. Frost tender; 
enjoys 40% relative humidity. Indirect sun 
and moist soil are preferred. Cut old stems 
to 10cm (4in) after flowering. Propagate in 
spring by seed or stem cuttings. 


B. albopicta (illus. p.317). Fast-growing, 
evergreen, cane-stemmed begonia. 

H to 1m (3ft), S 30cm (1ft). Freely branched, 
green stems turn brown-green when 
mature. Narrowly ovate to lance-shaped, 
wavy-edged, green leaves are silver- 
spotted. Produces clusters of single, 
green-white flowers in summer. H1b 
(min. 10°C/50°F) 

B. angularis, syn. B. compta, 

B. stipulacea of gardens, B zebrina. 
Evergreen, cane-stemmed begonia. 

H 60cm (2ft), S 45cm (1ft). Bears 
well-branched, angular stems and ovate, 
wavy-edged, 10-15cm (4—6in) long, grey- 
green leaves, with silver-grey veins, pale 
green beneath. Single, white flowers are 
produced throughout the year. H1b (min. 
10°C/50°F) 

B. ‘Beatrice Haddrell’. Evergreen, 
creeping, rhizomatous begonia. H 20-30cm 
(8-12in), S 25-30cm (10-12in). Ovate leaves 
are deeply cleft, 8-15cm (3-6in) long, and 
dark green with paler veins. Produces 
single, pink flowers, above foliage, 

in winter. H1b (min. 10°C/50°F) 

*? B. 'Benitochiba' (illus. p.317). 
Rhizomatous begonia. H 30cm (12in) or 
more, S 38cm (15in). Has palmate leaves, 
20cm (8in) or more across, comprising 
6-8 toothed, narrowly ovate leaflets with 
red leaf-stalks; leaves are silver-grey 
suffused pink when young, later turning 
silver. In autumn and early winter, 
produces small clusters of pink flowers. 
H1b (min. 10°C/50°F) 

B. ‘Bethlehem Star’. Evergreen, 
creeping, rhizomatous begonia. H 20-30cm 
(8-12in), S 25-30cm (10-12in). Has ovate, 
slightly indented, almost black leaves, 

to 8cm (3in) long, each with a central, 
creamy-green star. In winter, bears 
profuse, single, pale pink flowers, with 
darker pink spots. H1b (min. 10°C/50°F) 
B. ‘Billie Langdon’ (illus. p.317). 
Upright Tuberhybrida begonia. H 60cm 
(2ft), S 45cm (1'^ft). Bears abundant, 
heavily veined, double, white flowers, each 
18cm (7in) across, with a perfect rose-bud 
centre, in summer. H1b (min. 10°C/50°F) 
B. ‘Bokit’. Evergreen, erect, rhizomatous 
begonia. H 20-30cm (8-12in), S 25-35cm 
(10-14in). Has ovate, spirally twisted, 
yellow-green leaves with brown tiger 
stripes. Bears abundant, single, white 


flowers, flecked with pink, in winter. 

H1b (min. 10*C/50?F) 

B. boliviensis ‘Bonfire’. See B. BONFIRE 
(‘Nzcone’). 

$ B. Bonrire (‘Nzcone’), syn. B. 
boliviensis ‘Bonfire’ (illus. p.317). Semi- 
trailing begonia. H 75cm (30in), 5 100cm 
(36in). Succulent stems bear lance-shaped, 
slightly hairy leaves, 12cm (5in) long, 

with narrow, toothed, red edges. Produces 
abundant, pendulous, single, orange-red 
flowers from late spring to autumn. 

H1b (min. 10°C/50°F) 

B. bowerae (Eyelash begonia; illus. 
p.317). Evergreen, creeping, rhizomatous 
begonia. H 25-30cm (10-12in), S 20-25cm 
(8-10in). Has ovate, bright green leaves, 
2.5cm (1in) long, with chocolate marks 
and bristles around edges. Bears single, 
pink-tinted, white flowers freely in winter. 
H1b (min. 10*C/50?F) 

B. 'Can-can' illus. p.323. 

Y B. carolineifolia. Rhizomatous begonia 
with an erect, branched, woody rhizome. H 
1m (3ft), S 45cm (175ft). Palmate, dark green 
leaves, 30cm (12in) across, are divided into 
6-10 short-stalked, wavy-margined, lance- 
shaped to ovate leaflets. Bears pale pink 
flowers, with darker spots, in late winter 
and spring. H1b (min. 10°C/50°F) 

B. coccinea (Angelwing begonia). 
Evergreen, cane-stemmed begonia. H 1.2m 
(4ft), 5 30cm (1ft). Produces narrowly 
ovate, glossy, green leaves, buff-coloured 
beneath, and, in spring, many single, pink 
or coral-red flowers. H1b (min. 10°C/50°F) 
B. ‘Cocktail Series’. Semperflorens 
begonia. H and 5 20-30cm (8-12in). Has 
rounded, wavy, green-bronze leaves and 
pink, red or white flowers, from summer 
until autumn frosts. H1b (min. 10°C/50°F) 
B. compta. See B. angularis. 

B. ‘Corallina de Lucerna'. See B. 
‘Lucerna’.

Propagation is mainly by semi-ripe 
cuttings, by seed in spring when available. 
Good in hanging baskets and containers. 
C. hybrids. Low-growing and trailing, 

or weakly upright, evergreen subshrubs, 
often grown as annuals. H 10-40cm 
(4-16in), S 30-100cm (12-36in). Has elliptic 
to ovate, mid-green leaves and solitary, 
trumpet-shaped flowers from late spring 
to autumn. H2. Cabaret Series, 

H 15-25cm (6-10in), S 25-30cm (10-12in), 
are mound-forming and spreading, with 
white, pink, red, yellow, blue, or purple 
flowers from summer to autumn. Cabaret 
Series CABARET Apricot (‘Balcabapt’), 
H 13cm (Sin), S 45cm (18in), is prolific and 
trailing,with twiggy stems and dark green 
leaves.

Propagate by division in spring or 
by seed in late summer. ® Contact with the 
foliage may aggravate skin allergies.

Genus of evergreen perennials, shrubs, 
and small trees grown for their flowers 
and overall appearance.

Excellent for rock gardens and 
alpine houses. Fully hardy. Needs sun and 
moist but well-drained soil. Propagate by 
seed when fresh.

Propagate by 
softwood cuttings in summer.

Genus of creeping, spreading, or sub- 
erect, evergreen perennials, and, rarely, 
annuals, grown for their ornamental 
foliage and trailing habit.

Grow in full light, but out of direct 
sunlight, in fertile, well-drained soil. 
Propagate by tip cuttings in spring, either 
annually or when plants become straggly.

Has papery- 
white bark and willow-like, narrowly 
lance-shaped, pale green leaves. Bears 
spikes of green or white, sometimes red, 
pink, or mauve, flowers from late spring to 
mid-summer. H2 
C. sieberi, syn. C. paludosus (Alpine 
bottlebrush). Evergreen, bushy, dense 
shrub. H 1.5m (5ft), S 1m (3ft). Has short, 
narrowly lance-shaped, rigid, mid-green 
leaves and, from mid- to late summer, 
small clusters of pale yellow flowers.

Genus of one species of erect, bushy 
annual.

Propagate by seed sown under 
glass in spring or by seed may also be 
sown outdoors in mid-spring. Wilt disease, 
virus diseases, foot rot, root rot, and 
aphids may be a problem.

ERICACEAE 

Genus of one species of evergreen shrub. 
Fully hardy. Requires sun and lime-free 


soil. Propagate named cultivars by cuttings 
or layering. See also HEATHERS.

Needs full 
sun and well-drained, sandy soil. Water 
containerized plants moderately when in 
full growth, less at other times. Propagate 
by seed or semi-ripe cuttings in summer. 
C. quadrifidus (Common net bush). 
Erect to spreading, evergreen shrub. 

H 2-4m (6-12ft), S 2-5m (6-15ft). Has linear, 
greyish- to dark green or grey leaves. 
Irregular, axillary, one-sided spikes of rich 
red, feathery flowers, 2.5cm (1in) long, are 
borne from late spring to autumn, often 
forming clusters, 20cm (8in) or more across, 
around the stems.

RANUNCULACEAE 


Genus of deciduous, perennial, marginal 
water plants, bog plants, and rock-garden 
plants, grown for their attractive flowers.

Smaller-growing species 
suit rock gardens, troughs, and alpine 
houses; they require moist, but well- 
drained soil. Larger species are best in 
marginal conditions. Propagate species by 
seed in autumn or by division in autumn 
or early spring, selected forms by division 
in autumn or early spring.

Requires sun or light 
shade and fertile, deep, moist but well- 
drained soil. Propagate by softwood 
cuttings in summer or by seed in autumn. 
C. floridus (Carolina allspice, Strawberry 
bush). Deciduous, bushy shrub. H and 5 2m 
(6ft). Has ovate, aromatic, dark green 
leaves. From early to mid-summer, bears 
fragrant, brown-red flowers with many 
spreading petals. H6

ASPARAGACEAE 


Genus of summer-flowering bulbs, suitable 
for borders and pond margins. Fully to 
frost hardy.

Lies 
dormant in autumn and winter. Propagate 
by seed in autumn or by division in late 
summer. If seed is not required, cut off 
stems after flowering.

Genus of evergreen shrubs and small 
trees, grown for their flowers and often 
attractive foliage. Flowers are classified 
according to the following types: single, 
semi-double, anemone-form, peony-form 
(sometimes termed irregular double), 
rose-form, and formal double. See feature 
panel pp.120-121 for illustrations and 
descriptions. Grows well against walls and 
in containers. Fully hardy to frost tender. 
Most forms prefer a sheltered position and 
semi-shade. Well-drained, neutral to acid 
soil is essential. Prune to shape after 
flowering. Propagate by semi-ripe or 
hardwood cuttings from mid-summer to 
early winter or by grafting in late winter 
or early spring. Aphids, thrips, and scale 
insects may cause problems under glass. 
* C. ‘Black Lace’, syn. C. reticulata 
"Black Lace' (illus. p.121). Slow-growing, 
dense, upright shrub. H 2.5m (8ft), S 2m 
(6ft). Has ovate, dark green leaves, 8cm 
(3in) long, and produces large, formal 
double, deep velvet-red flowers from early 
to late spring. H5

"Cornish Snow' (illus. p.120). Fast-growing, 
evergreen, upright, bushy shrub.

CERATOPHYLLACEAE 


Genus of deciduous, perennial, submerged 
water plants, grown for their foliage.

Prefers an open, sunny position, 
but tolerates shade better than most 
submerged plants. Propagation occurs 
naturally when scaly young shoots or

The 
dark green leaves are shallowly to deeply 
lobed or cut, ovate to lance-shaped, and 
often feathery. Lift half-hardy or frost- 
tender florists' chrysanthemums and store 
in a frost-free place over winter. Other 
perennial chrysanthemums are fully to half 
hardy. Provide a sunny site and reasonably 
fertile, well-drained soil. Plants grown for 
exhibition require regular feeding. Pinch 
out growing tips to encourage flowering 
sideshoots; stake tall plants with canes. 
Propagate annuals by seed sown in situ in 
spring; thin out, but do not transplant. 
Propagate hardy perennials by division in 
autumn, after flowering, or in early spring; 
florists’ chrysanthemums by basal 
softwood cuttings in spring. Aphids, 
capsids, froghoppers, earwigs, mildew, 
and white rust may be troublesome. 


Florists' chrysanthemums 
These perennial cultivars are available in a 
wide range of forms and colours, and are 
grown for exhibition, the garden and 
cutting. They are often categorized 
according to their flower head form (see 
feature panel pp.252-253), their flowering 
season - early (late summer and early 
autumn), mid-season (mid-autumn), or late 
(mid-autumn to midwinter) - and whether 
they are disbudded or non-disbudded (see 
below). The early-flowering spray 
chrysanthemums, reflexed cultivars, and 
pompon chrysanthemums are the best 
groups for outdoor use. Some mid-season 
reflexed cultivars are suitable for garden 
use, but most require protection from rain. 
Late-flowering cultivars are brought into 
flower in a temperate or warm greenhouse. 
Disbudded - these chrysanthemums 
have all the flower buds on each shoot 
removed except for the terminal bud, to 
increase the size of the remaining bloom. 
They are classified by exhibitors into size 
groups. For exhibition, those with incurved, 
intermediate or reflexed flowers are 
restricted to 2 blooms per plant; in gardens, 
4 or 5 blooms are allowed to develop. 
Single and anemone-centred flowers are 
reduced to 4 to 8 blooms for exhibition, and 
10 or more for garden use and for cutting. 
Non-disbudded - the buds of these 
chrysanthemums are usually allowed to 
develop freely. Non-disbudded 
chrysanthemums are grouped according 
to size and habit. 
Spray chrysanthemums produce 
several blooms per stem in a variety of 
flower forms: single, intermediate, 
reflexed, anemone-centred, pompon, 
spoon-shaped, or quill-shaped. They are 
grown mainly for garden decoration and 
for cutting. For exhibition, each plant is 
allowed to develop 4 or 5 stems, each 
bearing 5 or more flower heads. Late- 


flowering sprays are restricted to 3 stems; 
for exhibition, each stem should bear 6 or 
7 blooms or, if grown with controlled day 
length, 12 blooms per stem; for exhibition, 
the central bud of the spray is usually 
removed to give a more rounded outline. 
Charm chrysanthemums have a dwarf, 
bushy, domed to almost spherical habit, 
and bear hundreds of single flower heads, 
to 2.5cm (1in) across. They do not need 
stopping or training, and are grown for 
indoor decoration, for exhibition, and as 
bonsai plants. 

Cascade chrysanthemums have similar 
flower heads to charms, but are trained as 
fans, pillars, pyramids or cascades. They 
are grown for indoor decoration, for 
exhibition, and as bonsai plants. 
Pompon chrysanthemums are dwarf 
and bushy, producing 50 or more dense, 
spherical, or occasionally hemispherical 
flower heads per plant. They suit an 
outdoor border. 

Semi-pompon chrysanthemums, 
sometimes called Japanese pompons, have 
similar flowers to those of the pompon, 
but their yellow centres are revealed as 
they mature. 


Rubellum Group chrysanthemums 
These are clump-forming, woody-based, 
bushy perennials. All are named selections 
or hybrids of C. zawadzkii. They have cut 
leaves, often with a silvery cast, and bear 
single, semi-double, or double, yellow- 
centred flower heads in a range of colours. 
Blooming in late summer and early 
autumn, they are good for a herbaceous 
border and for cutting. 


Korean Group chrysanthemums 
These are similar to the Rubellum Group 
chrysanthemums, but the cultivars are 
dwarfer and are fully hardy. 


Pot chrysanthemums 

These chrysanthemums, usually unnamed 
at point of sale, are grown commercially 
on a large scale. They are mostly late- 
flowering cultivars brought into bloom by 
manipulation of temperature and day 
length, and treated with dwarfing 
hormone, to form compact, short-jointed 
plants. They are sold as conservatory or 
house plants and are best grown as short- 
term pot plants.

Propagate by division 
in spring or by seed in autumn.

RANUNCULACEAE 


Genus of evergreen or deciduous, mainly 
twining climbers and herbaceous 
perennials, cultivated for their abundant 
flowers, often followed by decorative seed 
heads, and grown on walls and trellises 
and together with trees, shrubs and other 
host plants. Only early-flowering species 
are evergreen, although some later- 
flowering species are semi-evergreen. 
Most species have nodding, bell-shaped 
flowers, with 4 petals (botanically known 
as perianth segments), or flattish flowers, 
each usually with 4-6 generally pointed 
petals. Large-flowered cultivars also bear 
flattish flowers, but with 4-10 petals. 
Flower colour may vary according to 
climatic conditions: in general, the warmer 
he climate, the darker the flower colour. 
Fully to frost hardy. May be grown in 
partial shade or full sun, but prefers rich, 
well-drained soil with roots shaded. 
Propagate cultivars in early summer by 
softwood or semi-ripe cuttings or layering, 
species from seed sown in autumn. 
Aphids, mildew and clematis wilt may 
cause problems. 

Clematis may be divided into groups 
according to their flowering seasons, habit 
and pruning needs. See also feature panel

Group 1 

Early-flowering species and early 
small-flowered cultivars prefer a 
sheltered, sunny site with well-drained 
soil. Small, single flowers, either bell- 
shaped or open-bell-shaped, 2-5cm 
(%4-2in) long, or saucer-shaped, 45cm 
(114-2in) across, are borne on the previous 
season's ripened shoots in spring or, 
occasionally, in late winter. Leaves are 
evergreen and glossy, or deciduous, and 
usually divided into 3 lance-shaped, 

12cm (5in) long leaflets or into 3 fern-like, 
5cm (2in) long leaflets. Fully to half hardy. 
C. alpina, C. macropetala and their 
cultivars tolerate cold, exposed positions. 
Small, bell-shaped to open bell-shaped, 
single, semi-double, or double flowers, 
3-7cm (1/4-3in) across, are borne on the 
previous season's ripened shoots in spring, 
occasionally also on the current season's 
shoots in summer. Deciduous, pale to mid- 
green leaves are divided into 3-5 lance- 
shaped to broadly oblong, toothed leaflets, 
3cm (1%in) long. Fully hardy. 

C. montana and its cultivars are 
vigorous, deciduous climbers, suitable for 
growing over large buildings and trees. 
Small, flat to saucer-shaped, usually single 
flowers, 5-7cm (2-3in) across, are borne 
on the previous season's ripened shoots in 
late spring. Leaves are mid- to purplish- 
green and divided into 3 lance-shaped to 
broadly , serrated leaflets, 8cm (3in) long 
with pointed tips. Fully hardy. 

Prune all group 1 clematis after 
flowering to allow new growth to be 
produced and ripened for the following 
season. Remove dead or damaged stems 
and cut back other shoots that have 
outgrown their allotted space. This will 
encourage new growth to bear flowers in 
the following season. 


Group 2 

Early large-flowered cultivars bearing 
mostly saucer-shaped, single, semi-double, 
or fully double flowers, 10-20cm (4-8in) 
across, that are borne on the previous 
season's ripened shoots, in late spring and 
early summer, and on new shoots in mid- 
and late summer. Generally the second 
flush of flowers on semi-double and double 
forms produces single flowers. Deciduous, 
pale to mid-green leaves are usually 
10-15cm (4-6in) long and divided into 

3 ovate or lance-shaped leaflets, or are 
simple and ovate, and to 10cm (4in) long. 
Fully to frost hardy. 

Prune before new growth starts, in early 
spring. Remove dead or damaged stems 
and cut back all remaining shoots to where 
strong buds are visible. These buds provide 
a framework of second-year shoots which, 
in turn, produce sideshoots that flower in 
late spring and early summer. The flowers 
may then be removed. Young shoots bear 
more flowers later in the summer. 


Group 3 
Late large-flowered cultivars 
producing outward-facing, usually saucer- 
shaped, single flowers, 7-15cm (3-6in) 
across, borne on new shoots in summer 
or early autumn. Leaves are deciduous and 
similar to those of early cultivars (group 2), 
described above. Fully hardy. 
Late-flowering species and late 
small-flowered cultivars that bear 
small, single or double flowers on the 
current season's shoots in summer- 
autumn. Flowers vary in shape and may be 
star-shaped, tubular, bell-shaped, flattish 
or resembling nodding lanterns; they vary 
in size from 1cm (Yin) to 10cm (4in) across. 
Have generally deciduous, pale to dark 
green or grey-green leaves divided into 
3 lance-shaped to broadly leaflets, each 
1cm (in) long, or hairy and/or toothed 
leaves divided into 5 or more lance-shaped 
to broadly leaflets, each 1-10cm (2-4in) 
long. Fully to half hardy. 
Herbaceous species and cultivars 
producing single flowers that are either 
saucer-shaped, 1-2cm (Vin) across, or 
bell-shaped or tubular, 1-4cm (2-1'%in) 
long, and are produced on the current 
season's shoots in summer. Mid- to dark 
green or grey-green leaves are simple 
and lance-shaped to elliptic, 2.5-15cm 
(1-6in) long, or are divided into 3-5 lance- 
shaped to ovate, serrated leaflets, each 
10-15cm (4-6in) long with a pointed tip. 
Fully to frost hardy. 

Prune all group 3 clematis before new 
growth begins, in early spring. Cut back 
all the previous season's stems to a pair 
of strong buds, 15-20cm (6-8in) above 
soil level. 


*? C. ‘Abundance’, syn. C. viticella 
‘Abundance’ (illus. p.200). Late small- 
flowered clematis (group 3). H 2-3m 
(6-10ft), S 1m (3ft). Produces flattish, deep 
purplish-red flowers, 5cm (2in) across, 
with cream anthers, in summer. H6 

€ C. Avasast (‘Poulala’). Vigorous, 
long-flowering, large-flowered clematis 
(group 2). H 3m (10ft), 5 1m (3ft). Freely 
produces creamy-green, rounded, large 
flowers 12-15cm (5-6in) across, with 
creamy-yellow anthers, in late spring and 
again from mid- to late summer. H6 


YC. ‘Alionushka’ (illus. p.199). 

Late, small-flowered clematis (group 3). 

H 1-1.2m (3-4ft), 5 1m (3ft). In mid-summer 
to early autumn, produces single, rich 
mauvish-pink flowers, 6-8cm (24-3in) 
across, with a satin sheen when young, 
with deep ridges on the reverse and 
crumpled edges; the petal tips recurve and 
twist as they age. H6 

C. alpina. Alpina clematis (group 1). 

H 2-3m (6-10ft), S 1.5m (5ft). Has lantern- 
shaped, single, blue flowers, 4-7cm 
(1%-3in) long, in spring and, occasionally, 
summer. Forms attractive, fluffy, silvery 
seed heads in summer. Ideal for a north- 
facing or very exposed site. H6. 
‘Columbine’ see C. ‘Columbine’. 
‘Constance’ see C. ‘Constance’. 
‘Frances Rivis' see C. ‘Frances Rivis’. 
‘Frankie’ see C. ‘Frankie’. 

C. ‘Andromeda’ (illus. p.198). Early 
large-flowered clematis (group 2). H 2-3m 
(6-10ft), S 1m (3ft). Semi-double, white 
owers, with bright pink stripes in the 
centre of each sepal, are produced in 
spring. Blooms again, producing single 
owers later in the year. H6 

C. ANGELIQUE (‘Evipo017’). Compact, 
early large-flowered clematis (group 2). 

H 90cm-1.2m (3-4ft), 5 1m (3ft). Produces 
an abundance of lilac-blue, brown- 
anthered flowers, 10cm (4in) across, 

rom early summer to late autumn. H6 
S? C. ANNA Louise (‘Evithree’) (illus. 
p.200). Compact, early large-flowered 
clematis (group 2). H 1-1.2m (3-4ft), S 1m 
(3ft). Freely produces single flowers with 
violet petals with a contrasting red-purple 
central bar, and striking brown anthers, in 
late spring to early summer, and again in 
late summer to early autumn. H6 

S? C. Ancric Queen (‘Evitwo’) (illus. 
p.199). Early large-flowered clematis 
(group 2). H 3m (10ft), 5 1m (3ft). From 
early summer to early autumn, freely 
produces double, clear creamy-white 
flowers, 10-18cm (4-7in) across, with 
yellow anthers. H6 
C. armandii (illus. p.198). Strong- 
growing, evergreen, early-flowering 
clematis (group 1). H 3-5m (10-15ft), 

S 2-3m (6-10ft). Bears scented, flattish, 
single, white flowers, 4cm (1'2in) across, 
in early spring. Needs a sheltered, south- 
or south-west-facing site. H4 

€ C. ‘Ascotiensis’. Vigorous, late 
large-flowered clematis (group 3). H 3-4m 
(10-12ft), 5 1m (3ft). Single, bright violet- 
blue flowers, 9-12cm (3/2-5in) across, 
with pointed petals and brownish-green 
anthers, are produced in summer. H6 

C. AVANT-GARDE (‘Evipo033’) (illus. 
p.200). Vigorous, late small-flowered 
clematis (group 3). H 3m (10ft), 5 1m (3ft). 
Produces deep red flowers to 5cm (2in) 
across, with central pompons of pink, 
petaloid stamens, in abundance from mid- 
summer to autumn. H6 

C. ‘Barbara Dibley' (illus. p.199). Early 
large-flowered clematis (group 2). H 2.5m 
(8ft), S 1m (3ft). In late spring, produces 
single, petunia-red flowers, to 23cm (9in) 
across, with carmine-red to red-purple 
stripes along each sepal and red-purple 
stamens. H6 

C. ‘Barbara Jackman’ (illus. p.199). 
Early large-flowered clematis (group 2). 
H to 3m (10ft), 5 1m (3ft). In early summer, 


produces single, bluish-mauve flowers, 
with crimson stripes and creamy-white 
stamens, followed in late summer by a 
further flush. Grow in semi-shade as 
flowers fade in full sun. H6 


C. ‘Bees’ Jubilee’. Compact, early large- 
flowered clematis (group 2). H 2.5m (8ft), 

S 1m (3ft). In early summer, bears a 
profusion of single, deep pink flowers, 
10-12cm (4-5in) across, with brown 
anthers and a central, rose-madder stripe 
on each petal. Prefers partial shade. H6 
C. ‘Betty Corning’ (illus. p.200). Late 
small-flowered clematis (group 3). H to 4m 
(13ft), 5 1m (3ft). Slightly scented, bell- 
shaped, lilac to pinkish-mauve flowers, 
4—6cm (1*2- 234in) across, are borne from 
early summer to early autumn. H6 

YC. ‘Bill MacKenzie’. Vigorous, late 
small-flowered clematis (group 3). H 7m 
(22ft), 5 3-4m(10-12ft). Has dark green 
leaves and yellow flowers, 6-7cm (2%2-3in) 
across. Best pruned with shears. H6 

C. ‘Black Prince’ (illus. p.200). 

Late small-flowered clematis (group 3). 

H to 4m (13ft), S 1m (3ft). In mid-summer, 
produces bell-shaped, semi-nodding, very 
dark blackish-claret-red flowers, to 9cm 
(3%4in) across, with maroon stamens. H6 
C. BLue Moon (‘Evirin’). See CLAIR DE 
Lune (‘Evirin’). 

C. Bonanza (‘Evipo031’). Vigorous, 
late small-flowered clematis (group 3). 

H 3m (10ft), S 1m (3ft). Produces blue- 
purple blooms to 7cm (3in) across, with 
pale yellow anthers, from mid-summer 

to autumn. H6 

C. Bourgon (‘Evipo018’) (illus. p.200). 
Compact, early large-flowered clematis 
(group 2). H 1.2-2m (4-6ft), 5 1m (3ft). 
Produces an abundance of vibrant, red, 
yellow-centred flowers, 8cm (3in) across, 
from early to mid-summer. H6 

Y C. ‘Broughton Star’, syn. C. montana 
"Broughton Star'. Vigorous Montana 
clematis (group 1). H 4-5m (12-15ft), 

S 2-3m (6-10ft). In late spring, bears semi- 
double to fully double, cup-shaped, dusty 
pink flowers, with slightly darker veins. H5 
C. ‘Carnaby’. Compact, early large- 
flowered clematis (group 2). H 2.5m (8ft), 

S 1m (3ft). In early summer, bears a 
profusion of single, deep pink flowers, 
8-10cm (3-4in) across, with a darker stripe 
on each petal and red anthers. Prefers 
partial shade. H6 

C. x cartmanii. Evergreen, clump- 
forming, bushy shrub (group 1) with some 
procumbent stems. H 20-25cm (8-10in). 

S 50cm (20in). Has dissected, leathery, shiny, 
dark green leaves varying in shape. Leafy 
panicles of shallowly cup-shaped, pure 
white flowers, 2-4cm (34-1*7in) across, with 
white anthers, are freely produced in early 
spring. H4. ‘Avalanche’ (illus. p.199), 

H and S 3-5m (10-16ft), has roughly ovate, 
deeply toothed leaves and white flowers 
flushed pale green at the base. $? ‘Joe’ 
(illus. p.198), H to 2m (6ft), has 3-parted, 
toothed leaves; procumbent stems can be 
trained upwards. 

C. Cassis (‘Evipo020’). Vigorous, long- 
flowering, late large-flowered clematis 
(group 3). H 2-3m (6-10ft). Produces fully 
double, plum red, rosetted flowers, 8cm 
(3in) across, borne from early summer to 
early autumn. H6 

C. Cezanne (‘Evipo023’). Compact, long- 
flowering, early large-flowered clematis 


(group 2). H 90cm-1.2m (3-4ft), S 1m (3ft). 
Produces sky-blue flowers, 10cm (4in) 
across, with broad overlapping sepals and 
yellow anthers, blooming from early 
summer to late autumn. H6 

C. CHANTILLy (‘Evipo021’) (illus. p.199). 
Compact, long-flowering, early large- 
flowered clematis (group 2). H 90cm-1.2m 
(3-4ft), S 1m (3ft). Bears single, occasionally 
semi-double, pale pink flowers, to 10cm 
(4in) across, the sepals with a pronounced, 
deeper pink central bar, in abundance 
from early summer to late autumn. H6 

C. ‘Charissima’ (illus. p.199). Free- 
flowering, early large-flowered clematis 
(group 2). H 2.5-3m (8-10ft), S 1m (3ft). 

In late spring to early summer, produces 
single flowers, 15-18cm (6-7in) across, 
with pointed, cerise-pink petals, a deeper 
pink bar and veins throughout the flower, 
and dark maroon anthers. H6 

C. chiisanensis ‘Lemon Bells’. See C. 
koreana var. carunculosa ‘Lemon Bells’. 

C. Cuinook (‘Evipo013’). Low growing, 
scandent, non-clinging, late large-flowered 
clematis (group 3). H 1m (3ft), 5 60cm (2ft). 
Produces numerous, nodding, mid-violet- 
blue flowers, 12cm (5in) across, with 
twisted sepals, each with a prominent, 
central boss of yellow stamens, from 
mid-summer to early autumn. H6 

C. cirrhosa (illus. p.199). Evergreen, 
early-flowering clematis (group 1). H 2-3m 
(6-10ft), S 1-2m (3-6ft). Produces bell- 
shaped, cream flowers, 3cm (1'4in) across 
and spotted red inside, in late winter and 
early spring during frost-free weather. H4. 
var. balearica has fragrant, pale cream 
flowers, speckled reddish-brown. 

Y var. purpurascens ‘Freckles’ (illus. 
p.200) has creamy-pink flowers, 5-8cm 
(2-3in) across, heavily speckled red within. 
C. CLAIR DE Lune (‘Evirin’), syn. C. BLUE 
Moon (‘Evirin’). Vigorous, early large- 
flowered clematis (group 2). H 2.5-3m 
(8-10ft), S 1-1.5m (3-5ft). Bears abundant, 
large, blue-purple flowers, to 12cm (5in) 
across, with paler central bands on the 
sepals and dark anthers, from late spring 
to early summer and again from late 
summer to early autumn. H6 

C. clarkeana of gardens. See C. urophylla 
‘Winter Beauty’. 

C. ‘Columbine’ (Atragene Group), syn. 
C. alpina ‘Columbine’. Early small- 
flowered clematis (group 1). H 2-4m 
(6-12ft). In early and mid-spring, produces 
soft lavender-blue, nodding, bell-shaped 
flowers, 4-5cm (2in) across, with creamy- 
white or green staminodes, sometimes 
blooming again in summer. H6 

C. ‘Columella’ (Atragene Group; illus. 
p.200). Early small flowered clematis 
(group 1). H 3m (10ft), 5 1m (3ft). From 
mid- to late spring, bears strongly scented, 
broadly bell-shaped, pendent, purplish- 
violet to deep rosy-pink flowers, to 6.5cm 
(234in) across, with yellow staminodes. H6 
Y C. ‘Comtesse de Bouchaud’. Strong- 
growing, late large-flowered clematis 
(group 3). H 2-3m (6-10ft), 5 1m (3ft). 

In summer, bears a profusion of single, 
bright mauve-pink flowers, 8-10cm (3-4in) 
across, with yellow anthers. H6 

C. Conrzrri (‘Evipo036’). Vigorous late 
small-flowered clematis (group 3). H 3m 
(10ft), 5 1m (3ft). Free-flowering clematis 
with nodding, pink flowers produced from 
mid-summer to autumn. H6 


€? C. ‘Constance’ (Atragene Group), 
syn. C. alpina ‘Constance’. Early-flowering 
clematis (group 1). H 2-4m (6-12ft), 5 1m 
(3ft). Semi-double, nodding, rich purple- 
pink or reddish-pink, bell-like flowers, 
2.5-6cm (1-2%in) across, with purple or 
creamy-white staminodes, are produced 
from early to mid-spring, and occasionally 
again in summer. H6 

C. ‘Corona’ (illus. p.199). Moderately 
vigorous, early large-flowered clematis 
(group 2). H to 3.5m (1174ft), 5 1m (3ft). 
Bears numerous single, rich velvety- 
crimson flowers, with red and white 
stamens, in late spring and early summer, 
followed in late summer by a further flush 
of slightly smaller, paler flowers. H6 

C. CnvsrAL Fountain (‘Evipo038’). 
Compact, early large-flowered clematis 
(group 2), H 1.5-2m (4-6ft), 5 1m (3ft). 
Produces an abundance of double, deep 
lilac-blue flowers, to 10cm (4in) across, 
with a central boss of narrow staminodes, 
from late spring to early summer and 
again in early autumn. H6 

YC. ‘Daniel Deronda’. Vigorous, 

early large-flowered clematis (group 2). 

H 3m (10ft), 5 1m (3ft). Bears double and 
semi-double, deep purple-blue flowers, 
10-14cm (4-5'in) across, with cream 
anthers, then single flowers, in late 
summer. H6 

C. ‘Doctor Ruppel'. Early large-flowered 
clematis (group 2). H 2.5m (8ft), 5 1m (3ft). 
Single flowers, 10-15cm (4—6in) across, 
with deep rose-pink petals with darker 
central bands and light chocolate anthers, 
are freely produced all summer. H6 

C. ‘Duchess of Albany’. Vigorous, late 
small-flowered clematis (group 3). H 2.5m 
(8ft), S 1m (3ft). In summer and early 
autumn, bears abundant small, tulip-like, 
single, soft pink flowers, 6cm (2%in) long, 
with brown anthers and a deeper pink 
stripe inside each petal. H4 

C. ‘Duchess of Edinburgh’. Early 
large-flowered clematis (group 2). H 2-3m 
(6-10ft), 5 1m (3ft). In summer, produces 
double, white flowers, 8-10cm (3-4in) 
across, with yellow anthers and green, 
outer petals. May be weak-growing. H6 
YC. x durandii. Semi-herbaceous, 
late-flowering clematis (group 3). H 1-2m 
(3-6ft), S 45cm-1.5m (1'^—5ft). In summer, 
bears flattish, single, deep blue flowers, 
6-8cm (24%-3in) across, with 4 petals and 
yellow anthers. Leaves are elliptic. H6 

C. ‘Early Sensation’ (Forsteri Group; 
illus. p.198). Evergreen, early small- 
flowered clematis (group 1). H 2m (6ft), 

S 1m (3ft). Dark green leaves are bronzed 
when young. From early to mid-spring, 
bears scented, bell- to cup-shaped, white 
flowers, with yellow anthers often tinged 
purple. H3 

YC. ‘Elizabeth’, syn. C. montana 
‘Elizabeth’. Vigorous Montana clematis 
(group 1). H 10-12m (30-40ft), 5 2-3m 
(6-10ft). In late spring, bears scented, soft 
pink flowers with widely spaced petals. H5 
C. ‘Elsa Späth’. Early large-flowered 
clematis (group 2). H 2-3m (6-10ft), S 1m 
(3ft). Bears abundant single flowers, 12cm 
(Sin) across, with overlapping, rich mauve- 
blue petals and red anthers, throughout 
summer. H5 

$ C. ‘Ernest Markham’ (illus. p.200). 
Vigorous, late large-flowered clematis 
(group 3). H 3-4m (10-12ft), 5 1m (3ft). 


In summer, bears single flowers, 10cm 
(4in) across, with blunt-tipped, vivid 
magenta petals and chocolate anthers. 
Thrives in full sun. H6 

9 C. ‘Etoile Violette’, syn. C. viticella 
‘Etoile Violette’ (illus. p.200). Vigorous, late 
small-flowered clematis (group 3). H 3-5m 
(10-15ft), S 1.5m (5ft). Bears a profusion 

of flattish, single, violet-purple flowers, 
4-6cm (2-2¥%in) across, with yellow 
anthers, in summer. H6 

C. ‘Fireworks’ (illus. p.199). Early large- 
flowered clematis (group 2). H 4m (13ft), 

S 1m (3ft). In late spring and early summer, 
bears single, blue-mauve flowers, with 
wine-red and white stamens and a central, 
bright cerise-purple stripe on each sepal. 
Late summer flowers are slightly smaller. 
H6 

C. flammula (illus. p.200). Vigorous, 

late small-flowered clematis; may be 
semi-evergreen (group 3). H 3-5m 
(10-15ft), 5 2m (6ft). Produces a profusion 
of almond-scented, flattish, single, white 
flowers, 2cm (*4in) across, in summer and 
early autumn. H5 

C. florida ‘Bicolor’. See C.f. 
‘Sieboldiana’. Pistacuio (‘Evirida’) (illus. 
p.199). Vigorous, long-flowering, late 
large-flowered clematis (group 3). H 3m 
(10ft), 5 1m (3ft). From early summer to 
late autumn, produces an abundance of 
creamy-white, rounded flowers 6-9cm 
(21^-3'^in) across, each with a central 
cluster of pinkish-grey anthers and green 
styles. ‘Sieboldii’ see C.f. ‘Sieboldiana’. 
‘Sieboldiana’ (syn. C.f. ‘Bicolor’, C.f. 
‘Sieboldii’; illus. p.199). late large-flowered 
clematis (group 3). H 2-3m (6-10ft), 5 1m 
(3ft). In summer, bears passion-flower-like, 
single blooms, each 8cm (3in) across, with 
creamy-white petals and a domed boss of 
petal-like, rich purple stamens. Needs a 
sheltered aspect. H4 

YC. ‘Frances Rivis’ (Atragene Group), 
syn. C. alpina ‘Frances Rivis' (illus. p.200). 
Early small-flowered clematis (group 1). 

H 2-4m (6-12ft), 5 1m (3ft). In early and 
mid-spring, produces an abundance of 
deep blue, nodding, bell-shaped flowers, 
5-8cm (2-3in) across, with white 
staminodes. H6 

YC. ‘Frankie’ (Atragene Group), 

syn. C. alpina ‘Frankie’ (illus. p.200). 

Early small-flowered clematis (group 1). 

H 2.2-4m (7-12ft), 5 1m (3ft). In early and 
mid-spring, produces nodding, bell- 
shaped, mid-blue to deep mauve-blue 
flowers, to 2.5-6cm (1-2'2in) across, with 
creamy-white, blue-tipped staminodes. H6 
C. Franziska Maria (‘Evipo008’). 
Compact, very long-flowering, early large- 
flowered clematis (group 2). Produces fully 
double, deep blue-purple flowers, 10-15cm 
(4-6in) across, with yellow anthers, from 
early summer to early autumn. H6 

C. GaALonE (‘Evipo032’), syn. C. Vesuvius. 
Vigorous, late small-flowered clematis 
(group 3). H 3m (10ft), 5 1m (3ft). From mid- 
summer to autumn, bears numerous, deep 
purple flowers to 7cm (3in) across, with 
contrasting yellow anthers. H6 

C. GazELLe (‘Evipo014’). Low growing, 
scandent, non-clinging clematis (group 3). 
H 1m (3ft), S 60cm (2ft). Produces numerous 
nodding, slightly scented, white flowers, to 
6cm (2%in) across, with twisted sepals and 
yellow stamens, from mid-summer to early 
autumn. H6 
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C. ‘Generat Sikorski’. Early large- 
owered clematis (group 2). H 3m (10ft), 

S 1m (3ft). In summer, bears numerous 
single flowers, 10cm (4in) across, with 
arge, overlapping, blue petals and cream 
anthers. H4 

YC. ‘Gipsy Queen’. Vigorous, late large- 
owered clematis (group 3). H 3m (10ft), 

S 1m (3ft). In summer, produces single 
owers, 10cm (4in) across, with velvety, 
violet-purple petals and red anthers. H6 

C. ‘Gravetye Beauty’ (illus. p.200). 
Vigorous, late small-flowered clematis 
(group 3). H 2.5m (8ft), 5 1m (3ft). In 
summer and early autumn, bears a 
profusion of small, tulip-like, single, bright 
red flowers, 6cm (2'2in) long, with brown 
anthers. Similar to C. ‘Duchess of Albany’, 
but flowers are more open. H4 

C. ‘Guernsey Cream’ (illus. p.198). Early 
large-flowered clematis (group 2).

Needs humus-rich, well-drained soil and 
full sun, with partial shade in summer. 
Water freely in growing season, less at 
other times. Stems require support. Thin 
out crowded growth in spring. Propagate 
by seed in spring, by softwood cuttings in 
late spring or by semi-ripe cuttings in 
summer. Whitefly, red spider mite and 
mealy bug may be a problem.

Has , toothed, mid-green leaves and, in 
late summer and early autumn, slender 
spires of small, bell-shaped flowers. H5.

Water well in 
summer, less in winter. Propagate by seed 
in winter or spring or by division in spring 
or summer after flowering. Mealy bugs 
may cause problems. © All parts of C.

Propagate by layering in spring or by 
semi-ripe cuttings in summer. Whitefly 
and red spider mite may be a problem.

CAMPANULACEAE 


Genus of scandent or twining, mostly 
herbaceous perennials, grown for their 
bell- or saucer-shaped flowers.

Train over supports or leave to scramble 
through other, larger plants. Propagate by 
seed sown in autumn or spring.

PAPILIONACEAE/LEGUMINOSAE 


Genus of deciduous, summer-flowering 
shrubs, sometimes trees, grown for their 
foliage, pea-like flowers and bladder- 
shaped seed pods. Fully to frost hardy. 
Grow in full sun and any but waterlogged 
soil. Propagate by softwood cuttings in 
summer or by seed in autumn. © Seeds 
may cause mild stomach upset if ingested.

C. orientalis. Deciduous, bushy shrub. 

H and S 2m (6ft). Blue-grey leaves consist 
of 7 or 9 leaflets.

COMBRETUM 


COMBRETACEAE 


Genus of evergreen or semi-evergreen, 
sometimes briefly deciduous trees and 
shrubs, some more or less scandent, grown 
for their small, showy flowers. Frost tender. 
Provide humus-rich, well-drained soil, 
with partial shade in summer. Water freely 
in summer, less at other times. Support for 
stems is necessary. Thin out and spur back 
congested growth after flowering. 
Propagate by semi-ripe cuttings in summer. 
Red spider mite may be a problem. 

C. grandiflorum. Moderately vigorous, 
evergreen, scandent to twining climber. 

H to 6m (20ft). Has oblong to elliptic, 
pointed leaves, 10-20cm (4-8in) long. Bears 
one-sided spikes, 10-13cm (4—5in) long, of 
tubular, bright red flowers with long 
stamens in summer. H1a (min. 16°C/61°F)

GESNERIACEAE 


COMMELINACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs or subshrubs, 
with trailing or pendent shoots, and 
occasionally scandent climbers, grown for 
their showy flowers. Trailing species are 
useful for hanging baskets. Frost tender. 
Needs bright but indirect light, a fairly 
humid atmosphere and moist soil, except 
in winter. Propagate by tip cuttings after 
flowering.

C. gloriosa (Goldfish plant). Evergreen, 
trailing subshrub with stems branching 
only at the base.

GESNERIACEAE 


Genus of one species of tuberous, 
evergreen perennial, grown for its fleshy 
leaves and nodding flower clusters. 

Frost hardy. Grow in an alpine house. 
Requires a position in shade and humus- 
rich, well-drained soil. Keep containerized 
plants moist in summer, dry when 
dormant in winter. Propagate by division 
or seed in spring. 


CONIFERS 


C. ramondoides. Hummock-forming, 
tuberous perennial. H 30cm (12in), 5 20cm 
(8in). Bears broadly , fleshy, wrinkled, mid- 
green leaves with toothed edges. 

In mid-summer, each flower stem bears 
5-25 tubular flowers, usually lilac, but 
white, purple or pink forms also occur. H3 


CONIFERS 


Group of trees and shrubs distinguished 
botanically from others by producing 
seeds exposed or uncovered on the 
scales of fruits. Most conifers are 
evergreen, have needle-like leaves and 
bear woody fruits (cones). All genera in 
the Cupressaceae family, however, have 
needle-like juvenile leaves and, excepting 
many junipers and some other selected 
forms, scale-like adult leaves. Conifers 
described in this book are evergreen 
unless otherwise stated. 

Conifers are excellent garden plants. 
Most provide year-round foliage, which 
may be green, blue, grey, bronze, gold or 
silver. They range in height from trees 
40m (130ft) or more tall to dwarf shrubs 
that grow less than 5cm (2in) every 
10 years. Tall conifers may be planted 
as specimen trees or to provide shelter, 
screening or hedging. Dwarf conifers are 
good feature plants in their own right, as 
well as in groups; they also associate well 
with heathers, add variety to rock gardens 
and provide excellent ground cover. 
They may also be grown in containers. 


Hardiness 

Nearly all conifers described in this book 
are fully hardy. Some, such as Picea 
sitchensis, P. omorika and Pinus contorta, 
thrive in the coldest, most windswept sites. 
Araucaria, Cupressus and Pinus are good 
for coastal conditions. Athrotaxis, 
Austrocedrus, Cephalotaxus, Podocarpus 
and certain species noted in other genera 
are frost hardy to half hardy and flourish 
only in mild localities. Elsewhere they need 
avery sheltered position or may be grown 
indoors as dwarf plants. 

Frost may damage new growth of 
several genera, especially Abies, Larix, 
Picea and Pseudotsuga, and severe cold, 
dry spells in winter may temporarily 
harm mature foliage. 


Position and soil 

Cupressus, x Cuprocyparis, Larix and 

Pinus need full sun. Cedrus, Juniperus 

and Pseudolarix prefer a sunny site, but 
tolerate light shade. All other conifers will 
thrive in sun or shade, and most Abies and 
all Cephalotaxus, Podocarpus, Taxus, Thuja, 
Torreya and Tsuga will grow in deep shade 
once established. Wollemia prefers a 
sheltered location out of full sun. 

Conifers grow well on most soils, but 
certain genera and species will not do well 
on soils over chalk or limestone. In this 
book, such conifers are: Abies, Pseudolarix, 
Pseudotsuga and Tsuga; also Picea, except 
P. likiangesis, P. omorika and P. pungens; 
and Pinus, except P. aristata, P. armandii, 

P. cembroides, P. halepensis, P. heldreichii, 
P. nigra, P. peuce and P. wallichiana. 

Certain conifers tolerate extreme 
conditions. Abies alba, A. homolepis, 

A. nordmanniana, Cryptomeria, 
Cunninghamia, Metasequoia, Pinus coulteri, 
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CONIFERS 


P. peuce, P. ponderosa, Sciadopitys, 
Sequoia, Sequoiadendron and Taxodium 
will grow on heavy clay soils. Picea 
omorika, P. sitchensis, Pinus contorta, 
Sciadopitys verticillata and Thuja plicata 
are all happy on wet soil, and Metasequoia 
and Taxodium thrive in waterlogged 
conditions. Cupressus, Juniperus and Pinus 
grow well on dry, sandy soil. 


Pruning 

If a conifer produces more than one leader, 
remove all but one. Bear in mind when 
trimming hedges that most conifers will 
not produce new growth when cut back 
into old wood or from branches that have 
turned brown. This does not, however, 
apply to Cephalotaxus, Cryptomeria, 
Cunninghamia, Sequoia, Taxus, Torreya, 
and Wollemia; these conifers may be kept 
to areasonable size by cutting back the 
main stem, which will later coppice 
(produce new growth). Young specimens 
of Araucaria, Ginkgo, Metasequoia and 
Taxodium will sometimes do the same. 


Propagation 

Seed is the easiest method of propagation, 
but forms selected for leaf colour (other 
than blue in some species) do not come 
true. Sow in autumn or spring. All genera 
apart from Abies, Cedrus, Picea (except 
young plants or dwarf forms), Pinus, 
Pseudolarix, Pseudotsuga and Tsuga 
(except young plants or dwarf forms) may 
be raised fairly easily from cuttings: 
current growth from autumn to spring for 
evergreens, softwood cuttings in summer 
for deciduous conifers. Tall-growing forms 
of Pinaceae (Abies, Cedrus, Picea, Pinus, 
Pseudolarix, Pseudotsuga and Tsuga) are 
usually propagated by grafting in late 
summer, winter or early spring. Layering 
may be possible for some dwarf conifers. 
It is illegal to propagate Wollemia nobilis. 


Pests and diseases 

Honey fungus attacks many conifers, 
especially young plants. Most resistant to 
the disease are Abies, Calocedrus, Larix, 
Pseudotsuga and Taxus. Green spruce 
aphid may be a problem on Picea, and 
conifer spinning mite may defoliate Abies, 
Picea and some Pinus.

Genus of dwarf, often slow-growing, mat- 
or clump-forming perennial succulents 
with spherical or 2-eared leaves that grow 
for only 2 months each year, after 
flowering. In early summer, old leaves 
gradually shrivel to papery sheaths from 
which new leaves and flowers emerge in 


late summer. Frost tender if dry. Needs full 
sun and well-drained soil. Keep dry in 
winter. Propagate by seed from spring to 
autumn or by division in late summer.

Genus of annuals, providing excellent cut 
flowers. Fully hardy. Needs sun and fertile, 
well-drained soil.

Propagate by 
seed sown outdoors in spring, or in early 
autumn in mild areas. Protect young plants 
from slugs and snails. © Seeds are 
poisonous if ingested. 

C. ajacis, syn. C. ambigua, Delphinium 
consolida.

(4ft), S 30cm (1ft); dwarf, H and S 30cm (1ft).

Genus of spring-flowering, rhizomatous 
perennials. Fully hardy. Prefers partial 
shade and humus-rich, moist soil. 
Propagate by division after flowering or 
in autumn. ©The seeds of C. majalis may 
cause mild stomach upset if ingested. 

* C. majalis illus. p.255. ‘Flore Pleno" 
is a low-growing, rhizomatous perennial. 
H 23-30cm (9-12in), S indefinite. Sprays of 
small, very fragrant, pendent, bell-shaped 
flowers that are double and white open in 
spring.

Propagate by seed sown 
outdoors in mid-spring for hardy plants, 
or under glass in spring for tender plants, 
perennials and subshrubs by softwood 
cuttings in late spring or summer.

Genus of slow-growing, perennial cacti 
with funnel-shaped, yellow flowers. Many 
species have large tap roots. Frost tender. 
Needs partial shade and very well-drained 
soil. Propagate by seed or grafting in 
spring or summer.

Clump-forming, 
spherical, then columnar, perennial cactus.

RUBIACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs and trees, 
grown for their foliage and fruits. Separate 
male and female plants are needed to 
obtain fruits. Frost hardy to half hardy. 
Prefers full light and well-drained soil. 
Water containerized specimens freely in 
summer, moderately at other times. 
Propagate by seed in spring or by semi- 
ripe cuttings in late summer.

ASPARAGACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs or tree-like, 
woody-stemmed perennials, grown 
primarily for their foliage, although some 
also have decorative flowers. Frost hardy 
to frost tender. Provide fertile, well- 
drained soil and full light or partial shade. 
Water potted plants moderately, less in 
winter. Propagate by seed or suckers in 
spring or by stem cuttings in summer. 
Red spider mite may be a nuisance. 

* C. australis, syn. Dracaena australis 
(New Zealand cabbage palm). Slow- 
growing, evergreen, sparsely branched 
tree. H 15m (50ft) or more, S 5m (15ft) or 
more. Each stem is crowned by a rosette 
of strap-shaped leaves, 30-100cm (1-3ft) 
long.

ASTERACEAE/COMPOSITAE 


Genus of annuals and perennials, grown 
for their daisy-like flower heads. Fully to 
frost hardy. Needs full sun and fertile, 
well-drained soil. Propagate annuals by 
seed in spring; C. lanceolata by seed or 
division in spring; C. auriculata 'Superba', 
C. lanceolata ‘Goldfink’ and C. grandiflora 
‘Badengold’ by softwood cuttings or 
division in spring or summer; and 

C. verticillata by division in spring. 

C. auriculata ‘Superba’. Bushy 
perennial. H and S 45cm (18in). Daisy-like, 
rich yellow flower heads, with central, 
purple blotches, are borne in summer.

CORIARIACEAE 


Genus of spring- or summer-flowering 
small trees or shrubs, usually deciduous, 
and rhizomatous, herbaceous or 
subshrubby perennials, grown for their 
habit, foliage and fruits. Borderline fully 
hardy to frost tender. Needs full sun and 
fertile, well-drained soil. Propagate by 
softwood cuttings in summer or by seed in 
autumn. ©The leaves and fruits of some 
species may cause severe stomach upset if 
ingested; in other species, the fruits are 
edible, although the seeds are thought to 
be poisonous. 

C. terminalis. Deciduous, arching 
subshrub. H 1m (3ft), S 2m (6ft). Broadly 
lance-shaped, fern-like, mid-green leaves 
turn red in autumn. Minute, green flowers 
in late spring are succeeded by small, 
spherical, black fruits. H4. var. 
xanthocarpa illus. p.161. 


CORNUS 
Dogwood 
CORNACEAE 


Genus of mainly deciduous shrubs and 
small trees, and a few woody-based 
perennials, grown for their flowers, foliage 
or brightly coloured winter stems. Fully to 
frost hardy. Needs sun or semi-shade and 
fertile, well-drained soil. Those grown for 
winter stem colour do best in full sun. 

C. florida, C. kousa and C. nuttallii dislike 
shallow, chalky soil. C. canadensis prefers 
acid soil. Plants grown for their stems 


should be cut back almost to ground level 
each year in early spring. Propagate C. alba 
and C. sericea ‘Flaviramea’ by softwood 
cuttings in summer or by hardwood 
cuttings in autumn or winter; variegated 
forms of C. alternifolia and C. controversa 
by grafting in winter; C. canadensis by 
division in spring or autumn; C. capitata, 
C. florida and C. kousa by seed in autumn 
or by softwood cuttings in summer; C. 
nuttallii by seed in autumn; all others 
described here by softwood cuttings in 
summer. ©The fruits of some species may 
cause mild stomach upset if ingested; 
contact with leaf hairs may irritate skin. 

C. alba (Red-barked dogwood). Vigorous, 
deciduous, upright, then spreading shrub. 
H and 5 3m (10ft). Young shoots are bright 
red in winter. Has ovate, dark green 
leaves, often red or orange in autumn. 
Bears flattened heads of star-shaped, 
creamy-white flowers in late spring and 
early summer, followed by spherical, 
sometimes blue-tinted, white fruits. H7. 
‘Aurea’ (illus. p.126) has pale greenish- 
yellow leaves in summer. € 
‘Elegantissima’ (illus. p.126) has white- 
edged, grey-green leaves. *Gouchaultii" 
has pink-flushed leaves broadly edged 
with yellow. ‘Kesselringii’ (illus. p.126)

Funnel-shaped flowers are produced in 
summer, followed by cylindrical, green 
seed pods. Frost tender. Needs a site in full 
sun with very well-drained soil.

atrosanguineus may be overwintered in 
ground if protected with a deep mulch.

Has feathery, 
mid-green leaves, and, throughout 
summer, produces solitary, bowl- or 
saucer-shaped flower heads in white, pink, 
or crimson, with yellow centres. H3. 
Cupcakes Series, H to 1.2m (4ft), S 60cm 
(2ft), has fluted, single or semi-double 
flower heads, the outer petals fused 
together to form a bowl, in white, pale 
pink or pink with darker petal bases. 
Razzmatazz Series, H 80-100cm 
(32-36in), S 30cm (12in), is compact, with 
semi-double flower heads in white and 
shades of pink, sometimes edged with 
darker pink.

Purple-leaved forms need full sun 
to bring out best colour. Propagate species 
by softwood or greenwood cuttings in 
summer or by seed in autumn, cultivars by 
cuttings only in summer.

(Smoke tree, Venetian sumach). Deciduous, 
bushy shrub.

IRIDACEAE 


Genus of mainly spring- or autumn- 
flowering cormous perennials, grown 
for their funnel-shaped to rounded, long- 
tubed flowers. Produces long, very 
narrow, semi-erect, basal leaves, each 
with a white line along centre, usually 
1-5 per corm. Some autumn-flowering 
species have no leaves at flowering time, 
these appearing in winter or spring. Most 
species are less than 10cm (4in) tall when 
in flower and have a spread of 2.5-8cm 
(1-3in). Ideal for rock gardens, for planting 
in drifts at the front of a border and for 
forcing in bowls for an early indoor 
display. The most vigorous can be 
naturalized in short turf. Fully to frost 
hardy. Most require well-drained soil and 
a sunny situation; C. banaticus prefers 
moist soil and semi-shade. Plant 5-6cm 
(2-2¥2in) deep, in late summer or early 
autumn. Propagate in early autumn by 
seed or division of corm clumps. See also 
feature panel p.417. 

C. 'Advance'. Late winter- to mid-spring- 
flowering corm. Funnel-shaped flowers 


are buttercup yellow inside and paler 
yellow outside, suffused violet-bronze. H6 
C. aerius of gardens. See C. biflorus 
subsp. pulchricolor. 

C. ancyrensis. Spring-flowering corm. 
Produces up to 7 fragrant, bright orange- 
yellow flowers, 5-6cm (2-2'%in) long. H6 

¥ C. angustifolius, syn. C. susianus 
(Cloth-of-gold crocus). Spring-flowering 
corm. Produces 5 or more fragrant 
flowers, which are bright golden-yellow, 
and striped or stained bronze outside. H6 
C. aureus. See C. flavus. 

C. balansae. See C. olivieri subsp. 
balansae. 

$ C. banaticus, syn. C. iridiflorus. 
Autumn-flowering corm, with solitary 
flowers. Usually has one long-tubed, pale 
violet flower; outer 3 petals open wide and 
are much larger than 3 erect, paler, inner 
petals. Dark green leaves, without central 
stripes, are borne after the flowers. H6 

C. baytopiorum. Spring-flowering corm. 
Each bears 1 or 2 rounded, turquoise-blue, 
slightly darker-veined flowers. H6 

C. biflorus. Very variable, early spring- 
flowering corm. Bears fragrant, white or 
purplish-white flowers, with yellow throats, 
the outer petals sometimes vertically 
striped purple or brownish purple. H6. 
subsp. alexandri has fragrant white 
flowers, the outer petals heavily marked 
deep purple. ¥ ‘Blue Pearl’ (syn. C. ‘Blue 
Pearl) illus. p.421. subsp. pulchricolor 
(syn. C. aerius of gardens) has rich deep 
blue flowers, stained dark violet near the 
bases, with yellow throats. subsp. 
weldenii ‘Fairy’ has white flowers, the 
outer tepals dusted violet. 

C. ‘Blue Bird’ (illus. p.417). Late winter- 
to mid-spring-flowering corm. Funnel- 
shaped flowers are white inside with deep 
yellow throats and violet margined with 
white outside. H6

C. boryi. Autumn-flowering corm. Bears 
up to 4 well-rounded, creamy-white 
flowers, sometimes veined or flushed with 
mauve outside, with the leaves.

Produces 1-3, slender 
pale blue flowers, striped violet outside. 
Grey-green leaves form after flowering, 
in spring.

Produces 
leaves with, or shortly after, 1-5, open 
goblet-shaped, fragrant, violet or white 
flowers, strongly veined dark purple, with 
3 long, bright red stigmas, similar to those 
of C. sativus.

C. chrysanthus. Late winter and early 
spring-flowering corm. Has dull green 
leaves and bears up to 4 rounded, scented 
flowers, varying from cream to deep 
golden yellow, often suffused or veined 
bronze-maroon outsidea and with orange- 
red stigmas. H6. ‘Cream Beauty’ see C. 
‘Cream Beauty’. ‘Zwanenberg Bronze’ 
see C. ‘Zwanenberg Bronze’. 

YC. ‘Cream Beauty’ (illus. p.417), syn. 
C. chrysanthus ‘Cream Beauty’. Compact, 
spring-flowering corm. Scented, rich 
cream flowers have deep yellow throats, 
and are stained purplish-brown at the 
base.

C. cvijicii. Spring-flowering corm. 
Usually has one funnel-shaped, yellow

are only just visible at flowering time. H6 
C. dalmaticus. Late winter and early 
spring-flowering corm. Bears 1-3 rounded, 
purple-veined, pale violet flowers, with 
yellow centres, overlaid with silver or 
yellow outside.

C. ‘Dutch Yellow’. See C. x luteus 
‘Golden Yellow’. 

C. ‘E.A. Bowles’ (illus. p.417). Early 
spring-flowering corm. Bears compact, 
scented, funnel-shaped, rich lemon yellow 
flowers, the outer petals with bronze-green 
bases and purple feathering. Increases well 
by offsets. H6 

C. etruscus. Late winter and early 
spring-flowering corm. Bears 1 or 2 long- 
tubed, funnel-shaped, pale purple-blue 
flowers, washed silver outside, with violet 
veining. H6. ‘Zwanenburg’ (illus. p.417) 
has pale purple-blue flowers, washed with 
biscuit-brown and flecked violet outside. 
C. ‘Eyecatcher’ (illus. p.417). Late winter- 
to mid-spring-flowering corm. Funnel- 
shaped, grey-white, yellow-throated 
flowers are heavily marked deep purple 
outside. H6 

C. flavus, syn. C. aureus. Spring- 
flowering corm. Produces 1-4 fragrant, 
bright yellow or orange-yellow flowers; 
often several flowers are produced 
together or in quick succession. H6 

C. gargaricus. Spring-flowering corm. 
Bears solitary, slender, bright orange- 
yellow flowers. Increases by stolons. 
Tolerates slightly damper conditions than 
most crocuses. H6 

C. ‘Golden Yellow’. See C. x luteus 
‘Golden Yellow’. 

*$? C. goulimyi (illus. p.417). Autumn- 
flowering corm. Produces 1-3 rounded, 
long-tubed, scented, pale lilac to pinkish- 
lilac flowers, with a white throat and 3 
inner petals usually paler than the 3 outer 
ones. Leaves and flowers are produced 
together. Needs a warm site. H6 

C. hadriaticus (illus. p.417). Autumn- 
flowering corm. Leaves are produced with 
1-3 white flowers, which usually have 
yellow throats and may be lilac-feathered 
at the base. H6 

YC. imperati. Strikingly bicoloured, late 
winter or early spring-flowering corm. 
Bears 1 or 2 scented, long-tubed, purple 
flowers, fawn with purple striping outside 
and with yellow throats. Leaves are shiny 
and dark green. H6. ‘De Jager’ bears 
flowers rich violet-purple inside, biscuit- 
coloured with violet feathering outside. 

C. iridiflorus. See C. banaticus. 

C. korolkowii (Celandine crocus). Late 
winter and early spring-flowering corm. 
Has up to 20 narrow leaves and bears 3-5 
fragrant, yellow flowers that are speckled 
or stained brown or purple outside. When 
open in sun, petals have glossy surfaces. H6 
YC. kotschyanus, syn. C. zonatus (illus. 
p.417). Autumn-flowering corm. Solitary, 
long-tubed, pinkish-lilac or purplish-blue 
flowers, with yellow centres and white 
anthers, are borne before the leaves. Each 
short-stemmed flower has a ring of yellow 
dots around the throat and creamy-white 
stamens. H6. var. leucopharynx has pale 
lilac-blue flowers with white throats. 

YC. ‘Ladykiller’. Late winter- to mid- 
spring-flowering corm. Has funnel-shaped 
flowers, white or pale lilac within, deep 
violet-purple with white margins outside. H6

* C. laevigatus. Very variable corm, 
flowering intermittently for a month or 
more in autumn or winter depending on 
the form. Fragrant flowers are borne with 
leaves and are usually lilac-purple with 
bold stripes on outside; inside each has a 
yellow eye and cream-white anthers.

*? C. ligusticus, syn. C. medius. Autumn- 
flowering corm. Has 1 or 2 funnel-shaped, 
uniform rich purple flowers, with yellow 
anthers and red stigmas cut into many 
thread-like branches. Leaves are produced 
in winter-spring, after flowering.

YC. longiflorus. Autumn-flowering 
corm. Produces 1 or 2, strongly fragrant, 
slender, purple flowers, which are striped 
darker purple outside, at the same time as 
leaves.

Produces 1 or 2 long-tubed, mid- to deep 
lilac purple flowers.

Produces 1 or 2 flowers, varying from 
white to lilac with yellow throats, and with 
long, white, yellow, or purple-brown 
tubes.

C. nudiflorus (Autumn crocus). Autumn- 
flowering corm. Usually bears one slender, 
long-tubed, rich purple flower, with a frilly, 
bright orange or yellow stigma. Leaves are 
produced after the flowers. Naturalizes in 
grass. H6 

C. olivieri. Spring-flowering corm with 
spreading leaves. Produces 1-4, long- 
tubed, pale lemon yellow to deep orange 
flowers, with undivided styles. H6. Flowers 
of subsp. balansae (syn. C. balansae) are 
stained or striped bronze-brown outside. 
YC. pulchellus. Autumn- to early 
winter-flowering corm. Bears 1, rarely 2, 
long-tubed, goblet-shaped, pale lilac-blue 
flowers with darker veins, conspicuous, 
yellow throats and white anthers, before 
the leaves. H6 

C. salzmannii. See C. serotinus subsp. 
salzmannii. 

C. sativus, syn. C.s. var. cashmirianus 
(Saffron crocus). Autumn-flowering corm. 
Dull green leaves are produced at the same 
time as 1-5, widely open, rich violet 
flowers, with dark purple veins. Each 
flower has 3 long, bright red stigmas that 
yield saffron. H6 

C. serotinus subsp. salzmannii, syn. 

C. salzmannii. Autumn-flowering corm. 
Produces large, solitary, lilac-blue flowers, 
sometimes with yellow throats, as leaves 
are just starting to emerge. H6 

€ C. sieberi. Vigorous, late winter to 
early spring-flowering corm. Bears 


scented, rich pinkish-lilac to blue, yellow- 
throated flowers. H6. ‘Albus’ (syn. C.s. 
‘Bowles’ White’) illus. p.427. subsp. 
atticus has pale lilac to violet-blue flowers 
with frilly, orange stigmas. ‘Bowles’ 
White’ see. C.s. ‘Albus’. ‘Firefly’ has 
abundant lilac flowers. ¥ ‘Hubert 
Edelsten' (illus p.417) has yellow-throated, 
pale lilac flowers, the outer segments of 
which are white, tipped, centrally marked 
and feathered with rich purple. €? subsp. 
sublimis f. tricolor (illus. p.417) has 
unusual flowers, divided into 3 distinct 
bands of lilac, white and golden yellow. 

* C. ‘Snow Bunting’ (illus. p.417). 
Spring-flowering corm. Fragrant, long- 
tubed, funnel-shaped, white flowers are 
lightly feathered grey-blue outside, with 
mustard-yellow centres and orange 
stigmas. H6 

Y C. speciosus (illus. p.417). Autumn- 
flowering corm. Bears solitary, lilac-blue to 
deep purple-blue flowers, usually with a 
network of darker veins and a much- 
divided, orange stigma. Leaves emerge in 
winter-spring. H6. ‘Albus’ see C.s. f. albus. 
f. albus (syn. C.s. ‘Albus’) has pure white 
flowers. ‘Conqueror’ (illus. p.417) has 
large, deep sky-blue flowers. ‘Oxonian’ 
produces dark violet-blue flowers with 
prominent darker veining on the outside.

* C. tommasinianus. Late winter to 
spring-flowering corm. Bears 1 or 2 
slender, long-tubed, funnel-shaped 
flowers, varying in colour from lilac or 
purple to violet, sometimes with darker 
tips to petals and occasionally silver 
outside. Naturalizes well. H6. f. albus has 
white flowers. ‘Barr’s Purple’ has purple 
flowers, silvery outside.

C. vernus (Dutch crocus, Spring crocus). 
Spring- to early summer-flowering corm. 
Produces solitary flowers in white, or 
shades of purple or lilac, often striped and 
feathered. Stigmas are large, frilly and 
orange or yellow. Suitable for naturalizing. 
H6. subsp. albiflorus has small, white 
flowers, sometimes slightly marked or 
striped purple. ‘Jeanne d’Arc’ produces 
white flowers with a deep purple base. 
‘Pickwick’ (illus. p.417) bears pale, 
greyish-white flowers, with dark violet 
stripes and purplish bases. ‘Purpureus 
Grandiflorus’ has shiny, violet-purple 
flowers. ‘Queen of the Blues’ (illus. 
p.417) has rich blue flowers that have 
higher margins and a darker base. 
‘Remembrance’ (illus. p.417) has shiny, 
violet flowers. ‘Vanguard’, a very early 
cultivar, produces bluish-lilac flowers, 
paler and silvered outside. 

€ C. ‘Zephyr’. Autumn-flowering corm. 
Bears solitary, long-tubed, very pale silver- 
blue flowers, veined darker, each with a 
conspicuous yellow throat and white 
anthers, before the leaves. H6 


C. zonatus. See C. kotschyanus. 

YC. ‘Zwanenburg Bronze’, syn. C. 
chrysanthus ‘Zwanenberg Bronze’, (illus. 
p.417). Spring-flowering corm. Produces 
bicoloured flowers, rich yellow inside, 
stained bronze outside.

ACANTHACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs and subshrubs, 
grown mainly for their flowers. Frost 
tender. Needs partial shade or full light 
and humus-rich, well-drained soil. Water 
potted plants freely when in full growth, 
moderately at other times. For a strong 
branch system, cut back flowered growth 
by at least half in late winter. Propagate by 
seed in spring or by greenwood cuttings 
in late spring or summer. Whitefly may be 
troublesome. 

Y C. infundibuliformis, syn. C. 
undulifolia. Evergreen, erect to spreading, 
soft-stemmed shrub or subshrub. H to 1m 
(3ft), S 60cm (2ft). Has ovate to lance- 
shaped, glossy, deep green leaves and, in 
summer-autumn or earlier, fan-shaped, 
salmon-red flowers in conical spikes, each 
10cm (4in) long. H1a (min. 15°C/59°F) 

C. nilotica. Evergreen, upright to 
spreading, leafy shrub. H 30-60cm (12-24in), 
S to 35cm (14in). Has ovate, pointed, rich 
green leaves. Small tubular, apricot to pale 
brick-red flowers with spreading petals 
are borne in short spikes from spring to 
autumn. H1a (min. 15°C/59°F) 

C. undulifolia. See C. infundibuliformis. 


CROTALARIA 


PAPILIONACEAE/LEGUMINOSAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs, perennials 
and annuals, grown mainly for their 
flowers. Frost tender. Requires full light 
and well-drained soil. Water containerized 
specimens freely when in full growth, less 
at other times. For a more compact habit, 
cut back old stems by half after flowering. 
Propagate by seed in spring or by semi- 
ripe cuttings in summer. Red spider mite 
may be troublesome.

Genus of annuals and perennials grown 
for their showy flowers. Frost hardy to 

half hardy. Needs a position in semi- to full 
shade in moist but well-drained, humus- 
rich soil. Propagate by seed in spring, by 
division in spring or summer or by cuttings 
in summer.

CRYPTANTHUS 


BROMELIACEAE 


Genus of evergreen, rosette-forming 
perennials, grown for their attractive 
foliage. Frost tender. Needs semi-shade 
and well-drained soil, preferably mixed 
with sphagnum moss. Water moderately in 
the growing season, sparingly at other 
times. Propagate by offsets or suckers in 
late spring. 


C. acaulis (Green earth star). Evergreen, 
clump-forming, basal-rosetted perennial. 
H to 10cm (4in), 5 15-30cm (6-12in). Loose, 
flat rosettes of lance-shaped to narrowly 
triangular, wavy, mid-green leaves have 
serrated edges. Bears a cluster of fragrant, 
tubular, white flowers from rosette centres, 
usually in summer. H1a (min. 20°C/ 68°F). 
‘Ruber’ has red-flushed foliage. 

YC. bivittatus. Evergreen, clump- 
forming, basal-rosetted perennial. H to 
15cm (6in), S 25-38cm (10-15in). Loose, flat 
rosettes of broadly lance-shaped, wavy, 
mid- to yellowish-green leaves have finely 
toothed margins and are striped 
lengthways with 2 coppery-fawn to buff 
bands. Small clusters of tubular, white 
flowers are produced from centre of each 
rosette, usually in summer. H1a (min. 20°C/ 
68°F). X ‘Pink Starlite’ (illus. p.471), 

H 20cm (8in) or more, S 35cm (14in) or 
more, is spreading, with strap-shaped, 
green leaves striped yellowish-green, and 
heavily suffused deep pink. 

C. bromelioides (Rainbow star). 
Evergreen, spreading, basal-rosetted 
perennial. H 20cm (8in) or more, S 35cm 
(14in) or more. Has dense rosettes of strap- 
shaped, wavy, finely toothed, arching, mid- 
to bright green leaves.

DAHLIA 


ASTERACEAE/COMPOSITAE 


Genus of bushy, summer- and autumn- 
flowering, tuberous perennials, grown as 
bedding plants or for their flower heads, 
which are good for cutting or exhibition. 
Dwarf forms are used for mass-planting 
and are also suitable for containers. Half 
hardy. Needs a sunny position and well- 
drained soil. All apart from dwarf forms 
require staking. After flowering, lift tubers 
and store in a frost-free place; replant once 
all frost danger has passed. In frost-free 
areas, plants may be left in ground as 
normal herbaceous perennials, but they 
benefit from regular propagation to 
maintain vigour. Propagate dwarf forms 
by seed sown under glass in late winter, 
others in spring by seed, basal shoot 
cuttings or division of tubers. Dahlias may 
be subject to attack by aphids, red spider 
mite and thrips. In recent years, powdery 
mildew has become a problem in certain 
areas, and spraying is essential. Dahlias 
also succumb quickly to virus infection. 
See also feature panel pp.396-98. 


Border dahlias 

Prolific and long-flowering, various species 
of Dahlia have been hybridized and, with 
constant breeding and selection, have 
developed into many forms displaying 

a wide colour range (although there is no 
blue). Shoots may be stopped, or pinched 
out, to promote vigorous growth and a 
bushy shape. Spread measurements 
depend on the amount of stopping carried 
out and the time at which it is done: early 
stopping encourages a broader shape, 
stopping later in the growing season 
results in a taller plant with much less 
spread, even in the same cultivar. Leaves 
are generally mid-green and divided into 
ovate leaflets, some with rounded tips and 
some with toothed margins. Each flower 
head is referred to horticulturally as 

a flower, even though it does in fact 
comprise a large number of individual 
flowers. This horticultural usage has 

been followed in the descriptions below. 
All forms with flower heads to 15cm (6in) 
across are suitable for cutting; those 
suitable for exhibition are so noted. 


Groups and flower sizes 

Dahlias are divided into groups according 
to the size and type of their flower heads, 
although the latter may vary in colour 

and shape depending on soil and weather 
conditions. The groups are: (1) Single- 
flowered; (2) Anemone-flowered; 

(3) Collerette; (4) Waterlily; (5) Decorative; 
(6) Ball; (7) Pompon; (8) Cactus; (9) Semi- 
cactus; (10) Miscellaneous; (11) Fimbriated; 
(12) Single orchid (Star); (13) Double orchid 
and Stellar; (14) Peony-flowered. For 
illustrations and descriptions see p.396. 
The term Dwarf bedder can apply to any 


form of dahlia to 60cm (24in) high. Lilliput 
dahlias are even smaller, to 30cm (12in) 
high. The flowers may have single, semi- 
double or double flowers up to 2.5cm (1in) 
in diameter. For exhibition purposes certain 
groups may be subdivided; flower sizes 

are as follows: 


Groups 4, 5, 8, 9, 11 

A - giant-flowered; usually over 25cm 
(10in) in diameter. B - large-flowered; 
usually 20-25cm (8-10in) in diameter. 
C - medium-flowered; usually 15-20cm

DELPHINIUM 
RANUNCULACEAE 


Genus of perennials, biennials, and annuals, 
grown for their spikes of irregularly cup- 
shaped, sometimes hooded, spurred 
flowers. Fully to half hardy. Needs an 
open, sunny position and fertile or rich, 
well-drained soil. Tall cultivars need 
staking and ample feeding and watering 

in spring and early summer. In spring, 
remove thin growths from well-established 
plants, leaving 5-7 strong shoots. If flower 
spikes are removed after they fade, a 
second flush may be produced in late 
summer, provided plants are fed and 
watered well. Propagate species by seed 

in autumn or spring; Belladonna Group 
cultivars by division or basal cuttings of 
young shoots in spring; Elatum Group 


cultivars by cuttings only. © All parts may 

cause severe discomfort if ingested, and 

contact with foliage may irritate skin.

For ease of reference, delphinium

Carnation, Pink 
CARYOPHYLLACEAE 


Genus of summer-flowering, evergreen 
subshrubs and perennials, annuals and 
biennials, grown for their abundant 
flowers, often scented, some of which are 
excellent for cutting. Carnations and pinks 
(see below) are good for cut flowers and 
border decoration, the biennial D. barbatus 
(Sweet William) is suitable for bedding, 
and smaller, tuft-forming species and 
cultivars suit rock gardens. Fully to half 
hardy. Needs an open, sunny position and 
well-drained, slightly alkaline soil, except 
for D. pavonius, which prefers acid soil. 
Dead-heading of repeat-flowering types is 
beneficial. Tall forms of carnations and 
pinks have a loose habit and need staking. 
Propagate border carnations by layering 
in late summer, other named forms by 
softwood cuttings in early to mid-summer, 
and species by seed at any time. Prone to 
rust, red spider mite and virus infection 
through aphids, but many cultivars are 
available from virus-free stock. 

Carnations and pinks have narrowly 
lance-shaped, silvery- or grey-green 
leaves, scattered up flower stems, which 
may coil outwards on carnations. They are 
divided into the following groups, all with 
self-coloured and bicoloured cultivars. See 
also feature panel pp.266-267. 


Carnations 

Border carnations are annuals or 
evergreen perennials that flower prolifically 
once in mid-summer and are good for 
border decoration and cutting. Each stem 
bears 5 or more, often scented, semi-double 
or double flowers, to 8cm (3in) across; 
picotee forms (with petals outlined in a 
darker colour) are available. H 75cm-1.1m 
(215-3V5ft), S to 30cm (1ft). Frost hardy. 
Perpetual-flowering carnations are 
evergreen perennials that flower year- 
round if grown in a greenhouse, but 

more prolifically in summer. They are 
normally grown for cut flowers: flower 
stems should be disbudded, leaving one 
terminal bud per stem. Fully double 
flowers, to 10cm (4in) across, are usually 
unscented and are often flecked or 
streaked. H 1-1.5m (3-5ft), S 30cm (1ft) or 
more. Spray forms are not disbudded, 

so have 5 or more flowers per stem, each 
5-6cm (2-2'/in) across. H 60cm-1m (2-3ft), 
S to 30cm (1ft). Half hardy. 

Malmaison carnations are evergreen 
perennials, derived from D. 'Souvenir de la 
Malmaison'. Grown under glass, they bear 
large, double, scented flowers sporadically 
during the year. Flowers can reach up to 
13cm (5in) across, are mostly self-coloured, 
and tend to split their calyces. H 50-70cm 
(20-28in), 5 40cm (16in). Half hardy. 


Pinks 

Evergreen, clump-forming perennials, 
good for borders and for cutting, that in 
summer produce a succession of basal 
shoots, each bearing 4-6 fragrant, single 
to fully double flowers, 3.5-6cm (142-2in) 


across. H 30-45cm (12-18in), 5 23-30cm 
(9-12in) or more. Frost hardy. 
Old-fashioned pinks have a low, 
spreading habit and produce abundant 
flowers in one flowering period in mid- 
summer. Mule types (a border carnation 
crossed with a Sweet William) and laced 
types (in which the central colour extends 
as a loop around each petal) are available. 
Modern pinks, obtained by crossing 

an old-fashioned pink with a perpetual- 
flowering carnation, are more vigorous 
than old-fashioned pinks, and are repeat- 
flowering with two or three main flushes 
of flowers in summer. 

Alpine pinks are evergreen species and 
cultivars forming neat mat or cushion 
plants. They will grow at the edge of a 
border or in a rock garden, trough or 
alpine house. In early summer, they bear 
single, semi-double or double, often 
scented flowers. Foliage is grey-green.

Position deep 
collar of grit under cushion and ensure 
good ventilation at all times. Dislikes winter 
wet. Propagate by softwood cuttings in 
summer.

Most species 
from this formerly large genus have been 
transferred to other genera, including 
Ageratina and Bartlettina. Some tall 
American species, commonly known as 
Joe Pye weeds, have been transferred to 
Eutrochium. Fully hardy. Requires full 
light or partial shade. Will grow in any 
conditions, although most species prefer 
moist but well-drained soil. Water 
containerized plants freely when in full 
growth, moderately at other times. Prune 
shrubs lightly after flowering or in spring.

ONAGRACEAE 


Genus of deciduous or evergreen shrubs 
and trees, and a few perennials, grown for 
their flowers, usually borne from early 
summer to early autumn. Frost hardy to 
frost tender. If temperature remains above 
4°C (39°F), deciduous plants are evergreen, 
but temperatures above 32°C (90°F) should 
be avoided. Prolonged low temperatures 
cause loss of top growth. If top growth 
dies in winter, cut back to ground level in 
spring. Needs a sheltered, partially shaded 
position, except where stated otherwise, 
and fertile, moist but well-drained soil. 
When grown as pot plants in a greenhouse, 
fuchsias need high-nitrogen feeds and, 
when in flower, plenty of potash. Propagate 
by softwood cuttings in any season. 


Tubular flowers are almost always 
pendulous and often bicoloured, with 
petals of one hue, and a tube and 4 sepals 
of another. Flowers are described below as 
"small" 2-4cm (?4-1'2in) across, “medium” 
4—6cm (1'2-2'in), or “large” 6cm (2'^in) or 
more across. Leaves are ovate and mid- 
green unless otherwise stated. Spherical to 
cylindrical, usually blackish-purple fruits 
are edible, but mostly poor-flavoured. 
Upright types may be trained as compact 
bushes or standards or, with more 
difficulty, as pyramids. Lax or trailing 
plants are good for hanging baskets, but 
may be trained on trellises; if they are used 
for summer bedding they require staking. 
Heights given in descriptions below are of 
plants grown in frost-free conditions. See 
also feature panels, p.154 (hardy fuchsias) 
and p.302 (tender fuchsias).

Easily recognized 
by its 3 large, outer petals and 3 small, 
inner ones forming a cup, which is green- 
marked. Fully to frost hardy. Needs a cool, 
partially shaded position and humus-rich, 
moist soil. Do not allow bulbs to dry out 
excessively. Propagate by division in 
spring after flowering, or in late summer 
or autumn when bulbs are dormant.

Genus of corms, each producing a spike 
of funnel-shaped flowers and a fan of 
erect, narrow, linear or sword-shaped 
leaves on the basal part of the flower stem. 
Suitable for cutting or for planting in 
mixed borders; most hybrids are also good 
for exhibition. Fully hardy to frost hardy. 
Needs a sunny and fertile, well-drained 
site. Plant 10-15cm (4—6in) deep and the 
same distance apart in spring. Water well 
in summer and support tall cultivars with 
canes. Lift half-hardy corms in autumn, cut 
off stems and dry in a frost-free but cool 
place. Pot up spring-flowering plants in 
autumn and place in a cool greenhouse; 
after flowering, dry off corms during 
summer months and repot in autumn. 

Propagate by seed or by removal of 
young cormlets from parent. Seed sown 
in early spring in a cool greenhouse will 
take 2-3 years to flower and may not 
breed true to type. Store cormlets, 
removed after lifting, in frost-free 
conditions and plant out 5cm (2in) deep in 
spring; lift in winter as for mature corms. 
They will flower in 1-2 years. 

While in store, corms may be attacked 
by various rots. Protect sound, healthy 
corms by dusting with a fungicide or 
soaking in a fungicide solution before 
drying; store in an airy, cool, frost-free 
place. Gladiolus scab causes blotches 
on leaves; gladiolus yellows shows as 
yellowing stripes on leaves, which then 
die; in both cases destroy affected corms. 
As a preventative measure, always plant 
healthy corms in a new site each year.

Gladiolus hybrids 

Most hybrids are derived from 

G. x hortulanus. All have stiff leaves, 
20-50cm (8-20in) long, ranging from pale 
willow-green or steely blue-green to 
almost bottle-green.

11-14cm (4%2-5%in) across (flower head

head 60-80cm (24—32in) long); small- 
flowered 6-9cm (2%-3'in) across (flower 
head 50-70cm (20-28in) long); miniature- 


flowered 3.5-6cm (14%-2'in) across (flower 
head 40-60cm (16-24in) long). 


Primulinus Group has fairly loose 
spikes of plain-edged, funnel-shaped 
flowers, 3.5-7cm (112-3in) across, each 
with a strongly hooded, upper petal 
over the stigma and anthers.

Grows in sun or partial 
shade and in any well-drained soil. 
Propagate by seed or softwood cuttings in 
spring. O Some species exude a milky sap, 
which may aggravate skin allergies.

AMARANTHACEAE 


Genus of annuals, occasionally perennials. 
Only one species, G. globosa, is usually 
cultivated; its flower heads are good for 
cutting and drying. Half hardy to frost 
tender. Grows best in sun and in fertile, 
well-drained soil. Propagate by seed sown 
under glass in spring.

Genus of rosetted, perennial succulents 
very similar to Echeveria, with which it 
hybridizes.

Propagate by seed or by 
stem or leaf cuttings in spring or summer. 
G. amethystinum. Clump-forming, 
prostrate, perennial succulent. H 40cm

grey to red leaves are 7cm (3in) long, in 
terminal rosettes. In spring-summer, bears 
star-shaped, yellow-and-red flowers, 1-2cm

Genus of evergreen shrubs, grown mainly 
for their foliage.

Water 
potted plants freely when in full growth, 
less when temperatures are low. Young 
plants need tip pruning after flowering to 
promote branching; leggy specimens may 
be cut back hard after flowering or in 
spring. Propagate by greenwood or semi- 
ripe cuttings in spring or summer. 

G. pictum (Caricature plant). Evergreen, 
erect, loose shrub. H to 2m (6ft), 5 60cm 
(2ft) or more. Has ovate, pointed, glossy, 
green leaves with central, yellow blotches.

GRASSES, BAMBOOS, 
RUSHES AND SEDGES 


Group of evergreen or herbaceous, 
perennial and annual grasses or grass- 
like plants belonging to the Gramineae 
(including Bambusoideae), Juncaceae and 
Cyperaceae families. They are grown 
mainly as foliage plants, adding grace and 
contrast to borders and rock gardens, 
although several grasses have attractive 
flower heads in summer that may be dried 
for winter decoration. Dead foliage may be 
cut back on herbaceous perennials when 
dormant. Propagate species by seed in 
spring or autumn or by division in spring; 
selected forms by division only. Pests and 
diseases usually give little trouble. Grasses, 
bamboos, rushes and sedges are 
illustrated on pp.284-289. 


Grasses (Gramineae) 

Family of evergreen, semi-evergreen 

or herbaceous, sometimes creeping 
perennials, annuals and marginal water 
plants, usually with rhizomes or stolons, 
that form tufts, clumps or carpets. All 
have basal leaves and rounded flower 
stems that bear alternate, long, narrow 
leaves. Flowers are bisexual (males and 
females in same spikelet) and are arranged 
in panicles, racemes or spikes. Each flower 
head comprises spikelets, with one or 
more florets, that are covered with glumes 
(scales) from which awns (long, slender 


bristles) may grow. Fully hardy to frost 
tender. Unless otherwise stated, grasses 
will tolerate a range of light conditions and 
flourish in any well-drained soil. Many 
genera, such as Briza, self-seed readily. 


See also Alopecurus, Anemanthele, 
Arrhenatherum, Arundo, Bouteloua, 
Briza, Chionochloa, Coix, Cortaderia, 
Deschampsia, Festuca, Glyceria, 
Hakonechloa, Helictotrichon, Hordeum, 
Lagurus, Lamarckia, Leymus, Melica, 
Melinis, Milium, Miscanthus, Molinia, 
Oplismenus, Panicum, Pennisetum, 
Phalaris, Sesleria, Setaria, Spartina, 
Stenotaphrum, Stipa, Zea and Zizania. 


Bamboos (Bambusoideae) 
Sub-family of Gramineae, comprising 
evergreen, rhizomatous perennials, 
sometimes grown as hedging as well as 
for ornamentation. Most bamboos differ 
from other perennial grasses in that they 
have woody stems (culms). These are 
hollow (except in Chusquea), mostly 
greenish-brown and, due to their silica 
content, very strong, with a circumference 
of up to 15cm (6in) in some tropical species. 
Leaves are lance-shaped with cross veins 
that give a tessellated appearance, which 
may be obscured in the more tender 
species. Flowers are produced at varying 
intervals but are not decorative. After 
flowering, stems die down, but few plants 
die completely. Fully to half hardy. 
Bamboos thrive in a sheltered, not too dry 
site in sun or shade, unless otherwise stated. 
See also Bambusa, Chusquea, Fargesia, 
Himalayacalamus, Phyllostachys, 
Pleioblastus, Pseudosasa, Sasa, 
Semiarundinaria, Shibataea and Yushania. 


Rushes (Juncaceae) 

Family of evergreen, tuft-forming or 
creeping, mostly rhizomatous annuals and 
perennials. All have either rounded, leafless 
stems or stems bearing long, narrow, basal 
leaves that are flat and hairless except 
Luzula (woodrushes) which has flat leaves, 
edged with white hairs. Rounded flower 
heads are generally unimportant. Fully to 
half hardy. Most rushes prefer sun or 
partial shade and a moist or wet situation, 
but Luzula prefers drier conditions. See also 
Isolepis, Juncus and Luzula. 


Sedges (Cyperaceae) 
Family of evergreen, rhizomatous 
perennials that form dense tufts. Stems are 
triangular and bear long, narrow leaves, 
sometimes reduced to scales. Spikes or 
panicles of florets covered with glumes 
are produced and contain both male and 
female flowers, although some species of 
Carex have separate male and female 
flower heads on the same stem. Fully 
hardy to frost tender. Grow in sun or 
partial shade. Some sedges grow naturally 
in water, but many may be grown in any 
well-drained soil. 

See also Carex, Cyperus, Eleocharis, 
Schoenoplectus and Scirpoides. 


GREVILLEA 
PROTEACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs and trees, 
grown for their flowers and foliage. Frost 
hardy to frost tender. Grow in full sun and 


well-drained, preferably acid soil. Water 
potted specimens moderately, very little in 
winter. Pruning is tolerated if necessary. 
Propagate by seed in spring or by semi- 
ripe cuttings in summer. © All parts may 
aggravate skin allergies.

Remove or shorten flowered stems after 
flowering. Propagate by seed in spring 
or by semi-ripe cuttings in summer. 
Plants grown under glass need plenty

HEATHERS 
ERICACEAE 


Heathers (otherwise known as heaths) are 
evergreen, woody-stemmed shrubs, grown 
for their flowers and foliage, both of which 
may provide year-round colour. There are 
3 genera: Calluna, Daboecia and Erica. 
Calluna has one species, C. vulgaris, but 
contains a large number of cultivars that 
flower mainly from mid-summer to late 
autumn. Daboecia has 2 species, both of 
which flower in summer. The largest 
genus is Erica, which, although broadly 
divided into 2 groups - winter-and 
summer-flowering species - has some 
species also flowering in spring and 
autumn. They vary in height from tree 
heaths, which may grow to 6m (20ft), to 
dwarf, prostrate plants that, if planted 
30-45cm (12-18in) apart, soon spread to 
form a thick mat of ground cover. 

Heathers are fully hardy to frost tender, 
min. 5-7°C (41-5°F). They prefer an open, 
sunny position and require humus-rich, 
well-drained soil. Calluna and Daboecia 
dislike limestone and must be grown in 
acid soil; some species of Erica tolerate 
slightly alkaline soil but all are better 
grown in acid soils. Prune lightly after 
flowering each year to keep plants bushy 
and compact. Propagate species by seed in 
spring or by softwood cuttings, division or 
layering in summer. Seed cannot be relied 
on to come true. All cultivars should be 
vegetatively propagated. Heathers are 
illustrated on p.166.

PLANTAGINACEAE/SCROPHULARIACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs, rarely trees, 
sometimes included in the genus Veronica, 
grown for their often dense panicles, 
racemes, or spikes of flowers and their 
foliage. Grows well in coastal areas. 
Smaller species and cultivars are suitable 
for rock gardens. Fully hardy to frost 
hardy. Requires position in full sun and 
well-drained soil. Growth may be 
restricted, or leggy plants tidied, by 
cutting back in spring. Propagate by 
semi-ripe cuttings in summer.

Genus of evergreen, woody-stemmed, 
trailing or self-clinging climbers with 
adventitious rootlets, used for covering 
walls and fences and as ground cover. 
Takes a year or so to become established, 
but thereafter growth is rapid. On the 
ground and while climbing, mostly bears 
roughly triangular, usually lobed leaves. 
Given extra height and access to light, 
leaves become less lobed and, in autumn, 
umbels of small, yellowish-green flowers 
are produced, followed by round, black, 
occasionally yellow, fruits. Fully to half 
hardy. Ivies with green leaves are very 
shade tolerant and do well against a north- 
facing wall. Those with variegated or 
yellow leaves prefer more light, are usually 
less hardy and may sustain frost and wind 
damage in severe winters. All prefer 


well-drained, alkaline soil. Prune in spring 
to control height and spread, and to 
remove any damaged growth. Propagate 
in late summer by softwood cuttings or 
rooted layers. Red spider mite may be a 
problem when plants are grown against

Genus of herbaceous, rhizomatous 
perennials, grown for their orchid-like 
flowers, which emerge above ground 
before the leaves. Frost hardy to frost 
tender. Grow in humus-rich, moist but 
well-drained soil in shade. More tolerant 
of winter wet than most gingers, so water 
occasionally during dormancy. Propagate 
by division of the rhizome in early spring. 
H. pantlingii. Herbaceous, rhizomatous 
perennial. H and S 30cm (12in). Has broadly 
lance-shaped, glossy, mid-green leaves, 
to 15cm (6in) long. Stem, 10-15cm (4-6in) 
long, bears up to 20 flowers in succession 
in spring, each with 3 pale brown outer 
lobes surrounding a deep red-veined, 
golden-yellow inner lobe.

HEPATICA 
RANUNCULACEAE 


Genus of very variable perennials, some of 
which are semi-evergreen. Flowers are 
produced in early spring before new 


leaves are properly formed. Fully hardy. 
Needs partial shade and deep, humus-rich, 
moist soil. Stout, much-branched 
rootstock resents disturbance. Propagate 
by seed when fresh or by division or 
removing side shoots in spring.

Slow-growing, 
dome-shaped perennial. H 15cm (6in), 

S 20cm (8in). Has rounded, 3-lobed, 
stalked, soft green leaves and, in early 
spring, shallowly cup-shaped, many- 
petalled, intense blue flowers. Fully 
double, coloured forms are also known. 
Propagate by division only. H6

H. triloba. Slow-growing, semi-evergreen, 
dome-shaped perennial. H 10cm (4in), 

S 15cm (6in). Bears rounded, 3-lobed, 
fleshy, mid-green leaves. Shallowly cup- 
shaped, many-petalled flowers - white 
through pink to carmine, pale to deep blue 
or purple - are produced in early spring. 
Fully double, coloured forms are also 
known. Excellent in a woodland or rock 
garden.

Semi-evergreen, spreading perennial.

HERBERTIA 


IRIDACEAE 


Genus of spring-flowering perennial 
bulbs, grown mainly for their iris-like 
flowers. Half hardy. Requires full sun and 
well-drained soil. Reduce watering when 
bulb dies down after flowering. Propagate 
by seed in autumn. 

H. pulchella. Spring-flowering bulb. 

H 10-15cm (4-6in), S 5cm (2in). Erect, basal 
leaves are narrowly lance-shaped and 
pleated. Produces a succession of upward- 
facing, violet-blue flowers, 5-6cm (2-2%2in) 
across, usually with dark-spotted centres.

STERCULIACEAE 


Genus of evergreen perennials, subshrubs 
and shrubs, grown mainly for their bell- 
shaped flowers. Half hardy to frost tender. 
Prefers full light and fertile, well-drained 
soil. Water containerized plants freely 
when in full growth, moderately at other 
times. Tip prune young plants to produce 
well-branched specimens. Propagate by 
softwood or greenwood cuttings in late 
spring or summer.

Has ovate to oblong, mid-green 
leaves, with scalloped to lobed margins.

HESPERALOE 


ASPARAGACEAE 


Genus of basal-rosetted, perennial 
succulents with very narrow, strap- 
shaped, grooved, dark green leaves, that 
often have peeling, white fibres at their 
margins. Closely related to Agave and 
Yucca. Fully hardy to frost tender. Grows 
well in a sunny situation and in very well- 
drained soil. Propagate by seed or division 
in spring or summer, or from offsets, 
which are freely produced at the base.

HESPERANTHA 
syn. SCHIZOSTYLIS 


IRIDACEAE 


Genus of spring-flowering corms with 
spikes of small, funnel- or cup-shaped 
flowers, which now includes the 
rhizomatous plant formerly known as 
Schizostylis coccinea. Fully hardy to half 
hardy. Needs full sun and well-drained 
soil. Plant in autumn, water sparingly in 
winter, and dry off corms after flowering. 
Propagate by seed in autumn or spring.

Y H. coccinea ‘Major’ (syn. Schizostylis 
coccinea ‘Grandiflora’) illus. p.279. ‘Mrs 
Hegarty’ is a vigorous, clump-forming, 
rhizomatous perennial.

H. matronalis tolerates 
poor soil. Tends to become woody at the 
base, so raise new stock from seed every 
few years. Propagate by basal cuttings in 
spring or by seed in autumn or spring. 

H. matronalis (Dame's violet, Sweet 
rocket). Rosette-forming biennial or 
short-lived perennial. H to 90cm (36in), 

S 45cm (18in). Leafy stems bear ovate to 
oblong, toothed, hairy, dark green leaves.

Genus of evergreen, rosette-forming, 
stemless, sometimes rhizomatous, 
evergreen perennials, grown for their 
architectural sword-shaped, clustered 
leaves and panicles of strongly fragrant, 
white flowers. Frost hardy. Requires full 
sun and well-drained soil. Water container 
specimens moderately in full growth, 
sparingly in winter. Propagate by seed 
sown under glass at 13-18?C (55-64?F) in 
Spring; seed-raised plants may take 15-20 
years or more to flower.

Genus of deciduous, summer- and 
autumn-flowering perennials and low- 
growing, evergreen shrubs or subshrubs.

Propagate by softwood or stem-tip 
cuttings in spring or early summer.

ROSACEAE 


Genus of one species of evergreen tree or 
large shrub, grown mainly for its showy 
clusters of holly-like fruits. Frost hardy. 
Requires fertile, well-drained soil in full 
sun, with protection from cold, drying 
winds in winter. Propagate by seed in 
autumn or semi-ripe cuttings in summer. 
H. arbutifolia. See H. salicifolia. 

H. salicifolia, syn. H. arbutifolia, Photinia 
arbutifolia (Christmas berry, Toyon). 
Evergreen, bushy, spreading shrub or tree. 
H 8m (25ft), 5 3m (10ft). Has oblong, sharply 
toothed, leathery, glossy, dark green leaves. 
Broad, flat heads of small, 5-petalled, white 
flowers, borne in late summer, are followed 
by large clusters of rounded, red fruits. H3

Genus of evergreen and semi-evergreen, 
summer-flowering perennials forming 
large clumps of leaves, that are often tinted 
bronze or purple. Provides good ground 
cover. Fully to frost hardy. Prefers semi- 
shaded position and moisture-retentive 
but well-drained soil. Propagate species by 
seed in spring or by division in autumn or 
spring, and cultivars by division only, 
using young, outer portions of crown.

Fully 
hardy. Needs sun and is especially useful 
for poor, dry or very sandy soil. Propagate 
by softwood cuttings in summer or seed 
in autumn.

Propagate by seed in 
spring or by stem cuttings in late summer 
or autumn.

Genus of evergreen perennials, useful for 
ground cover in rock gardens and 
woodland. Fully hardy. Needs shade and 
moist soil. Propagate by division in spring 
or by seed when fresh. 

H. alpina (Alpine coltsfoot). Mat-forming, 
rhizomatous perennial. H 8-15cm (3-6in), 
S 15cm (6in) or more. Has kidney-shaped, 
toothed, glossy leaves. In summer, stems, 
8-15cm (3-6in) or more long, each bear a 
daisy-like, rose-purple flower head.

Genus of branching, leafless, perennial 
succulents with firm, erect, green stems, 
generally branching from the base.

Water 
sparingly at all times. Propagate by seed 
or grafting in spring.

Most species prefer 
shade and rich, moist but well-drained, 
neutral soil. Propagate by division in early 
spring. Seed-raised plants (except of

type. Slug and snail control is essential.

Has 
rounded to heart-shaped, cupped, deeply 
puckered, glaucous, grey-blue leaves. 
Bears bell-shaped, greyish-white flowers 
on leafy scapes 80cm (32in) long in early 
summer. H7 

H. ‘Birchwood Parky’s Gold’, syn.

(illus. p.273). Vigorous, clump-forming 
perennial. H 35-40cm (14-16in),

For 
winter flowers, force large-sized, specially

potting in early autumn. Keep cool and 
damp for several weeks to ensure 
adequate root systems develop. When 
shoot tips are visible, move into max. 10°C 
(50°F) at first, raising the temperature as 
the shoot grows and giving as much light 
as possible.

Propagate by softwood 
cuttings in summer. © All parts of 
hydrangeas may cause mild stomach upset 
if ingested; contact with the foliage may 


aggravate skin allergies. See also feature

H. petiolaris (Climbing hydrangea), illus. 
p.195. 

H. arborescens ‘Grandiflora’ (illus. 
p.134). Deciduous, open shrub. H and 

S 2.5m (8ft). Long-stalked, broadly ovate 
leaves are glossy, dark green above, paler 
beneath. Bears large, rounded heads of 
mainly sterile, white flowers in summer. H6 
H. aspera. Deciduous, upright shrub with 
arching branches. H and 5 3m (10ft). Young 
stems are finely haired. Has lance-shaped 
to ovate, dark green leaves, downy beneath. 
Bears broad heads of pale blue, inner 
flowers, surrounded by lilac-pink to white, 
outer ones, in summer. H5. €? ‘Anthony 
Bullivant' (Lacecap) has broad, dark blue 
or plum fertile flowers surrounded by 
roundish, pink sterile flowers.

Deciduous, bushy shrub. H 1.5-2m (5-6ft), 
S 2-2.5m (6-8ft). Has ovate, toothed, glossy, 
light green leaves. In mid- to late summer, 
blue or purple flowers are produced in 
acid soils with a pH of up to about 5.5. 

In neutral or alkaline soils above this level, 
flowers are pink or red. White flowers are 
not affected by pH. Prune older shoots 
back to base in spring. Trim back winter- 
damaged shoots to new growth and 
remove spent flower heads in spring. 
Cultivars of H. macrophylla are divided 
into 2 groups: Hortensias have domed, 
dense heads of mainly sterile flowers; 
Lacecaps have flat, open heads, each with 


fertile flowers in the centre and larger, 
sterile flowers on the outside that are 
green in bud.

Good in a small garden. €? ‘Silver Dollar

compact with strong stems. Bears dense, 
rounded heads of white, sterile flowers, 
tipped pale yellow-green, in mid-summer; 
they mature to pink in mid-autumn.

Propagate by seed when ripe or by 
tip cuttings year-round.

HYGROPHILA 


ACANTHACEAE 


Genus of deciduous or evergreen, 
perennial, marginal and submerged water 
plants and marsh plants, grown for their 
foliage. Frost tender. Remove fading leaves 
regularly. Propagate by stem cuttings in 
spring or summer. 

H. difformis (Water wisteria). Evergreen, 
aquatic perennial. S indefinite. Has slender, 
soft stems, clothed in divided, mid-green, 
submerged leaves. In summer, bears 
whorls of tubular, lilac to violet flowers, 
streaked red-violet within, from axils of 
thicker, aerial leaves that are lance-shaped, 
dark green, and scalloped. H1a (min. 
20°C/68°F) 


HYLOCEREUS 


CACTACEAE 


Genus of fast-growing, perennial, epiphytic 
cacti with erect, slender, climbing stems 
that are jointed into sections, and many 
aerial roots. Provides successful grafting 
stock, except in northern Europe.

Needs sun or partial shade and very 
well-drained soil. Propagate by stem 
cuttings in spring or summer.

Prefers a partially 
shaded position and humus-rich, moist 
soil. Propagate by division in spring or by 
seed in autumn.

CRASSULACEAE 


Genus of deciduous, perennial succulents 
similar to Rhodiola, with annual stems 
from a tuberous rootstock, bearing flat 
fleshy leaves and terminal panicles of 
white, pink or red flowers in autumn. Fully 
to frost hardy. Best in full sun or light 
shade with a well-drained soil. Propagate 
by seed, stem cuttings, or root division. 
Good for bees. © All parts of the plants 
may cause mild stomach upset if ingested;

Bears flattish heads of star-shaped, pale 
purplish-pink flowers in early autumn.

Alternatively, 
grow in a heated greenhouse; reduce 
water in winter, without drying out 
completely, and repot in spring.

Mainly 
spherical berries, ranging in colour from 
red through yellow to black, are produced 
in autumn, following insignificant, usually 
white, flowers borne in spring. Almost all 
plants are unisexual, and to obtain fruits 
on a female plant, a male also needs to be 
grown. Fully hardy to frost tender. All 
prefer well-drained soil. Grow in sun or 
shade, but deciduous plants and those 
with variegated foliage do best in sun or 
semi-shade. Hollies resent being 
transplanted, but respond well to hard 
pruning and pollarding, which should be

Most are excellent 
as houseplants or for summer bedding, or 
for containers outdoors. In cold climates, 
some may be herbaceous. Fully hardy to 
frost tender. Prefers sun or semi-shade and 
moist but not waterlogged soil. Propagate 
by seed or by stem cuttings in spring or 
summer. Red spider mite, aphids and 
whitefly may cause problems under glass.

IRIS 
IRIDACEAE 


Genus of upright, rhizomatous or bulbous 
(occasionally fleshy-rooted) perennials, 
some of which are evergreen, grown for 
their distinctive and colourful flowers. 
Each flower has 3 usually large “falls” 
(pendent or semi-pendent petals), which 
in a number of species have conspicuous 
beards or crests; 3 generally smaller 
“standards” (erect, horizontal or, 
occasionally, pendent petals); and a 
3-branched style. In many irises, the style 
branches are petal-like. Unless otherwise 
stated below, flower stems are unbranched. 
Green, then brown seed pods are ellipsoid 
to cylindrical and often ribbed. 

Irises are suitable for borders, rock 
gardens, woodlands, watersides, bog 
gardens, alpine houses, cold frames and 
containers. Species and cultivars described 
are fully hardy unless otherwise stated, but 
some groups may thrive only in the specific 
growing conditions mentioned below. 
Propagate species by division of rhizomes 
or offsets in late summer or by seed in 
autumn, named cultivars by division only. 

Botanically, irises are divided into 
a number of sub-genera and sections, 
and it is convenient, for horticultural 
purposes, to use some of these botanical 
names for groups of irises with similar 
characteristics and requiring comparable 
cultural treatment. © All parts may cause 
severe discomfort if ingested; contact 
with the sap may irritate skin. See also 
feature panel pp.224—225. 


Rhizomatous irises 

These irises have rhizomes as rootstocks, 
close to or on the surface, or just below 
ground level, which produce sword-shaped 
leaves, usually in a basal fan. Each active 
rhizome produces several new growths 
every year, and this spread can continue 
indefinitely. As a rough guide, in 3 years 
a small iris can attain a spread of 30cm 
(12in), and a tall one a spread of 60cm 
(24in). Rhizomatous irises are categorized 
in the following groups: 

Bearded irises are rhizomatous and have 
“beards”, consisting of numerous often 
coloured hairs, along the centre of each 
fall. In some irises, the end of the beard is 
enlarged into the shape of a horn. The 
group covers the vast majority of irises, 
including many named cultivars, grown 
in gardens; all are derived from I. pallida 
and related species. Bearded irises thrive 
in full sun in fairly rich, well-drained, 
preferably slightly alkaline soil. Some are 
very tolerant and will grow and flower 
reasonably in partial shade in poorer 


soil. For horticultural purposes, various 
groupings of hybrid bearded irises are 
recognized, based mainly on the height 
of the plants in flower. These include: 
Miniature Dwarf, H to 20cm (8in); 
Standard Dwarf, H 20-40cm (8-16in); 
Intermediate, H 40—70cm (16-28in); 

and Tall, H 70cm (28in) or more (this last 
category may be further subdivided). 

In general, the shorter the iris, the earlier 
the flowering season (from early spring to 
early summer). 

Oncocyclus irises are rhizomatous, with 
very large and often bizarrely coloured 
flowers, one to each stem, which have 
bearded falls. They require full sun, 
sharply drained but fairly rich soil and, 
after flowering, a dry period of dormancy 
in summer and early autumn. Difficult to 
cultivate successfully, they are best grown 
in an alpine house or covered frame in 
climates subject to summer rains. 
Regelia irises are closely related to 
Oncocyclus irises, differing in having 
bearded standards as well as falls and 

in having 2 flowers to each stem. They 
require similar conditions of cultivation, 
although a few species, such as I. 
hoogiana, have proved easier to grow 
han Oncocyclus irises. Hybrids between 
he 2 groups have been raised and are 
known as Regeliocyclus irises. 
Beardless irises, also rhizomatous, lack 
hairs on the falls; most have very similar 
cultural requirements to bearded irises 
but some prefer heavier soil. Various 
groupings are recognized, of which the 
ollowing are the most widely known. 
Pacific Coast irises, a group of 
Californian species and their hybrids, 
prefer acid to neutral soil and grow well 
in sun or partial shade, appreciating some 
humus in the soil; they are best grown 
from seed as they resent being moved. 
Spuria irises (I. spuria and its relatives) 
grow in sun or semi-shade and well- 
drained but moist soil. A number of 
species and hybrids prefer moist, 
waterside conditions; these include the 
well-known Siberian irises (I. sibirica 
and its relatives) and the Japanese water 
irises, such as I. ensata and I. laevigata, 
which may also be grown as border 
plants, but succeed best in open, sunny, 
humus-rich, moist positions. 

Crested irises are also rhizomatous and 
have ridges, or cockscomb-like crests, 
instead of beards. They include the 
Evansia irises, with often widely 
spreading, creeping stolons. Most have 
very similar cultivation requirements to 
bearded irises but some prefer damp, 
humus-rich conditions; a few are half 
hardy to frost tender. 


Bulbous irises 

These irises are distinguished by having 
bulbs as storage organs, sometimes with 
thickened, fleshy roots, and leaves that are 
lance-shaped and channelled; 4-sided 
(more or less square in cross section); or 
almost cylindrical - unlike the flat and 
usually sword-shaped leaves of the 
rhizomatous irises. All are summer 
dormant. Bulbous irises fall into 3 groups: 
Xiphium irises include the commonly 
grown Spanish, English and Dutch irises, 
which are excellent for garden decoration 
and as cut flowers. All are easy to cultivate 


in sunny, well-drained sites, preferring 
slightly alkaline conditions, but also 
growing well on acid soil. Spanish irises 
are derived from I. xiphium, which is 
variable in flower colour, from blue and 
violet to yellow and white, and produces 
its channelled leaves in autumn. 

English irises have been produced from 
I. latifolia, which varies from blue to violet 
(occasionally white) and produces its 
channelled leaves in spring. Dutch irises 
are hybrids of I. xiphium and the related 
pale to deep blue I. latifolia. They are 
extremely variable in flower colour. 
Juno irises have bulbs with thickened, 
fleshy roots, channelled leaves and very 
small standards that are sometimes only 
bristle-like and usually horizontally placed. 
Although very beautiful in flower, they are 
mostly difficult to grow successfully, 
requiring the same cultivation conditions 
as Oncocyclus irises to thrive. Care must 
be taken not to damage the fleshy roots 
when transplanting or dividing clumps. 
Reticulata irises include the dwarf, 
bulbous irises, valuable for flowering 
early in the year. Unlike other bulbous 
irises, they have net-like bulb tunics and 
leaves that are 4-sided, or occasionally 
cylindrical. With few exceptions (not 
described here), Reticulata irises grow 
well in open, sunny, well-drained sites.

In early spring, bears a solitary, fragrant, 
long-tubed, light blue flower, 4-6cm 
(115-2'/in) across, with a yellow ridge 
down each fall centre. H7 

YI. ‘Alizes’. Vigorous, rhizomatous, 
bearded iris (Tall). H 80cm (32in). In 
summer, large, frilly white flowers are 
produced with violet-blue falls that pale 
to white in the centre of the petals. The 
flowers have yellow beards. H7 

I. ‘Amber Queen’. Dwarf bearded iris. 
H 25cm (10in). In early summer, bears 
flowers with deep yellow standards and 
amber-flushed falls, with golden-yellow 
beards. H7

(4ft). Well-branched stem produces 8-12 
flowers, 15-25cm (6-10in) across, with pale 
lilac falls and paler standards.

H 10cm (Ain), S 5-6cm (2-2¥in). In early 
spring, bears a solitary, long-tubed, 

pale blue flower, 5-6cm (2-2'^in) across, 
with each fall having a dark blue blotch 

at the tip and a spotted, deep blue centre. 
Has narrow, almost cylindrical leaves 

hat are very short at flowering time but 
elongate later.

Is relatively 
easy to cultivate. H5 

I. iberica. Rhizomatous Oncocyclus 

iris. H 15-20cm (6-8in). Has narrow, 
strongly curved, grey-green leaves. 
Solitary, bicoloured flowers, 10-12cm 
(4-5in) across, are produced in late spring. 
Standards are white, pale yellow, or pale 
blue with slight brownish-purple veining; 
spoon-shaped falls are white or pale lilac, 
spotted and strongly veined brownish- 
purple. Grows best in a frame or alpine 
house. H4 

I. innominata. Evergreen or semi- 
evergreen, rhizomatous, beardless Pacific 
Coast iris. H 16-25cm (6-10in). Stem bears 
1 or 2 flowers, 6.5-7.5cm (2'-3in) across, 
from late spring to early summer. Varies 
greatly in colour from cream to yellow or 
orange and from lilac-pink to blue or 
purple; falls are often veined with maroon 
or brown. H6 

YI. ‘Jane Phillips’. Rhizomatous, 
bearded iris (Tall). H 90cm (36in). In late 
spring and early summer, produces pale 
blue flowers with deeper blue veining and 
white beards. H7 

YI. japonica (illus. p.224). Vigorous, 
rhizomatous Evansia iris with slender 
stolons. H 45-80cm (18-32in). Has fans of 
broadly lance-shaped, glossy leaves. In late 
spring, a branched flower stem bears a 
long succession of flattish, frilled or ruffled, 
pale lavender or white flowers, 1-8cm 
(4-3in) across, marked violet around an 
orange crest on each fall. Prefers the 
protection of a sheltered, sunny wall. H4. 
S? ‘Variegata’, H 70cm (28in), has mid- 
green leaves boldly striped with white. 

I. kaempferi. See I. ensata. 

YI. ‘Katharine Hodgkin’ (illus. p.225). 
Bulbous Reticulata iris. H 6-10cm (212-4in), 
S 5-7cm (2-3in). Similar to I. "Frank Elder’, 
but has yellower flowers, 6-7cm (21^-3in) 
across, suffused pale blue, lined and dotted 
with dark blue. Flowers in early spring. H7 
I. 'Kent Pride" (illus. p.225). Strong- 
growing, rhizomatous, bearded iris (Tall). 
H 90cm (36in). In mid-spring, produces 
deep chestnut-brown and white flowers; 
the standards are faintly suffused yellow 
and the falls have a white central patch, 
yellow beards and yellow and brown 
veining, surrounded by chestnut-brown 
margins. H7 

YI. kerneriana. Rhizomatous, 

beardless Spuria iris. H 25cm (10in). Has 
very narrow, grass-like leaves. Strong, 
erect-branched stem bears 2-4 soft lemon- 
or creamy-yellow flowers, 5-12cm (2-5in) 


across, from each pair of bracts, in early 
summer. Resents being disturbed. H5 

I. 'Knick Knack'. Rhizomatous, bearded 
iris (Miniature dwarf). H 20cm (8in). In 
spring and early summer, produces 
flowers with white standards and falls 
with bold blue-violet veins at the margins, 
white beard and violet styles. The falls 
have a golden yellow throat. H7 

I. korolkowii. Regelia iris with stout 
rhizomes. H 40-60cm (16-24in). From late 
spring to early summer, each spathe 
encloses 2 or 3 delicately blackish-maroon- 
or olive-green-veined, creamy-white or 
light purple flowers, 6-8cm (2^-3in) 
across. Best grown in a bulb frame. H4 

I. laevigata. Rhizomatous, beardless 
Japanese iris. H 60-90cm (24-36in) or more. 
Sparsely branched stem produces 2-4 
blue, blue-purple or white flowers, 5-12cm 
(2-5in) across, from early to mid-summer. 
Related to I. ensata but has smooth, not 
ridged leaves. Grows well in sun or semi- 
shade in moist conditions or in shallow 
water. H6. ‘Rose Queen’ see I. ensata 
‘Rose Queen’. ‘Snowdrift’ has single, 
white flowers marked yellow at the bases 
of the falls. €? ‘Variegata’, H 25cm (10in), 
has white-and-green-striped leaves and 
often repeat flowers in early autumn. 

I. ‘Langport Storm’. Strong-growing, 
rhizomatous, bearded iris (Intermediate). 
H 45cm (18in). In mid-spring, produces 
neat, smoky-chartreuse blooms, the falls 
overlaid with deep red-brown patches 
suffused and veined yellow, with cream 
beards. H7 

YI. ‘Langport Wren’. Free-flowering, 
rhizomatous, bearded iris (Intermediate). 

H 65cm (26in). Bears claret-red flowers, 
with brown beards from spring to early 
summer. H7 

I. latifolia, syn. I. xiphioides (English iris). 
Bulbous Xiphium iris (English). H 80cm 
(32in), S 15cm (6in). In late spring and 
summer, 1 or 2 blue to deep violet flowers, 
8-10cm (3-4in) across, with a yellow stripe 
down centre of each very broad fall, are 
produced from the bracts. Lance-shaped, 
channelled, mid-green leaves are scattered 
up flower stem. H7. Flowers of ‘Mont 
Blanc’ are pure white. 

YI. lazica. Evergreen, rhizomatous, 
beardless iris. H 15-25cm (6-10in). Has 
arching fans of broad, bright green leaves. 
In early spring, bears stemless, long-tubed, 
lavender-blue flowers. Falls are white in 
the lower halves, spotted and veined 
lavender, each with a central yellow stripe. 
Thrives in slight shade in moist soil. H5 
YI. lutescens, syn. I. chamaeiris. 
Fast-growing, very variable, rhizomatous, 
bearded iris. H 5-30cm (2-12in). Branched 
stem produces 1 or 2 yellow-bearded, 
violet, purple, yellow, white or bicoloured 
flowers, 6-8cm (215-3in) across, in early 
summer. H7. ‘Nancy Lindsay’ has 
scented, yellow flowers. 

YI. magnifica (illus. p.224). Bulbous Juno 
iris. H 30-60cm (12-24in), S 15cm (6in). In 
late spring, produces 3-7 very pale lilac 
flowers, 6-8cm (2%-3in) across, with a 
central, yellow area on each fall, from leaf 
axils. Bears scattered, lance-shaped, 
channelled, glossy, mid-green leaves. H5 
I. 'Making Eyes'. Rhizomatous, bearded 
iris (Standard Dwarf). H 30-35cm (12-14in). 
In early spring, produces neat flowers with 


pale lemon-white standards, narrow, 
white-margined, dark purple-violet falls 
and yellowish-white beards. H7 

* I. ‘Mary Mcllroy'. Rhizomatous, 
bearded iris (Intermediate). H 40-50cm 
(16-20in). In early to mid-spring, bears 
bright yellow blooms, the standards veined 
slightly deeper yellow, with darker veins 
on the falls and lemon-yellow beards. H7 
I. ‘Matinata’. Rhizomatous, bearded 

iris (Tall). H 1m (3ft). In early summer, well- 
branched stem produces 6-9, occasionally 
to 12 flowers, 15cm (6in) across, that are 
dark purple-blue throughout. H7 

YI. ‘Maui Moonlight’. Rhizomatous, 
bearded iris (Intermediate). H 65cm (26in). 
Has fragrant, ruffled, lemon yellow 
flowers in mid-spring. Falls have slightly 
darker veins and yellow beards. H7 

* I. ‘Mer du Sud’. Rhizomatous, bearded 
iris (Tall). H 80cm (32in). In early summer, 
produces flowers with sea blue standards 
and falls, and light blue beards. H7 

I. missouriensis (Missouri flag). Very 
variable, rhizomatous, beardless Pacific 
Coast iris. H to 75cm (30in). In late spring 
or early summer, branched stem produces 
2 or 3 pale blue, lavender, lilac, blue or 
white flowers, 5-8cm (2-3in) across, in 
each spathe. Falls are veined and usually 
have a yellow blaze. H5 

I. ‘Mountain Lake’ (illus. p.224). 
Rhizomatous, beardless Siberian iris. 

H 1m (3ft). From late spring to early 
summer, branched stem produces 1-4 
mid-blue flowers, 5-10cm (2-4in) across, 
with darker veining on falls. Prefers moist 
soil. H7 

I. ‘Natascha’ illus. p.415. 

I. ochroleuca. See I. orientalis. 

I. ‘Ola Kala’ (illus. p.225). Robust, 
rhizomatous, bearded iris (Tall). H 1m (3ft). 
Produces neat, scented, rich deep yellow 
flowers; the falls have darker yellow bases 
and yellow beards. H7 

* I. orientalis, syn. I. ochroleuca (illus. 
p.224). Rhizomatous, beardless Spuria iris. 
H to 90cm (36in). In late spring, each stem, 
usually with one branch, bears 3-5 white 
flowers, 8-10cm (3-4in) across. Falls are 
white with yellow centres. Leaves are often 
present over winter. H6 

I. orientalis of gardens. See I. sanguinea. 
YI. ‘Orinoco Flow’. Rhizomatous, 
bearded iris (Intermediate). H 63cm (25in). 
In mid- and late spring, produces strongly 
ruffled white flowers, with margins heavily 
marked in deep purple, and navy-blue 
beards. H7 

I. pallida (Dalmatian iris). Rhizomatous, 
bearded iris. H 70-90cm (28-36in) or more. 
In late spring and early summer, produces 
2-6 scented, lilac-blue flowers, 8-12cm 
(3-5in) across and with yellow beards, 
from silvery spathes on strong, branched 
stems. H6. ‘Aurea Variegata’ see I.p. 
‘Variegata’. €? "Variegata' (syn. I.p. ‘Aurea 
Variegata’) has striped green and yellow 
leaves. 

I. ‘Papillon’. Clump-forming, 
rhizomatous, beardless Siberian iris. 

H 90cm (36in). In late spring and early 
summer, bears flowers with mid-blue 
standards and pale-blue styles. Falls are 
mid-blue, with a yellowish-brown throat, 
marked by bold, blue veins. H7 

I. ‘Perry’s Blue’ (illus. p.225). Robust, 
rhizomatous, beardless Siberian iris. 

H 1m (3ft). In late spring and early summer, 


produces neat, pale purplish-blue flowers, 
with noticeably deeper blue veins. Slightly 
twisted standards and broad, rounded falls 
are white margined and creamy-white 
near the bases, and have dark yellow 
markings in the throats. H7 

YI. ‘Pixie’ illus. p.418. 

I. ‘Pogo’. Rhizomatous, bearded iris 
(Standard Dwarf). H 30cm (12in). Bright 
yellow flowers are borne in early spring, 
Each fall has a large reddish-brown blotch, 
and a yellow beard. H7 

YI. ‘Professor Blaauw'. Bulbous 
Xiphium iris (Dutch). H 80cm (32in), 

S 15cm (6in). From spring to early summer, 
produces 1 or 2 rich violet-blue flowers, 
6-8cm (242-3in) across. Narrowly lance- 
shaped, channelled, mid-green leaves are 
scattered up flower stem. H5 

I. pseudacorus (Yellow flag; illus. p.225). 
Robust, rhizomatous, beardless iris. 

H to 2m (6ft). From early to mid-summer, 
branched stem produces 4-12 golden- 
yellow flowers, 5-12cm (2-5in) across, 
usually with brown or violet veining and 

a darker yellow patch on the falls. Leaves 
are broad, ridged and greyish-green. 
Prefers semi-shade and thrives in a water 
garden. H7. var. bastardii illus. p.445. 
‘Crème de la Crème’ has creamy white 
flowers with purple markings. $? ‘Roy 
Davidson’ has brown-veined yellow 
flowers with brown patches on the falls.

I. ‘Ringo’ (illus. p.224). Vigorous, 
rhizomatous, bearded iris (Tall). H 90cm 
(36in). In late spring and early summer, 
produces lightly ruffled flowers with white 
standards touched purple on the midribs 


and dark reddish-purple falls with narrow, 
white margins and orange beards. H7 

I. x robusta ‘Gerald Darby’ (illus. 
p.224). Rhizomatous, beardless Species 
Hybrid iris. H 80cm (32in). In late spring 
and early summer, unbranched purplish- 
green stems produce up to 4 violet-blue 
flowers, with deep yellow signals on the 
falls. Leaves are stained purple at the 
bases. Prefers wet conditions. H7 

I. rosenbachiana. Bulbous Juno iris. 

H 10-15cm (4-6in), S 6cm (2%in). In spring, 
produces 1 or 2 long-tubed flowers, 4-5cm 
(1%-2in) across, with small, downward- 
turned, rich purple standards and reddish- 
purple falls, each with a yellow ridge in the 
centre. Has lance-shaped, channelled, mid- 
green leaves in a basal tuft. Difficult to 
grow; best grown in an alpine house or 
cold frame. H4 

* I. ‘Ruffled Velvet’. Rhizomatous, 
beardless Siberian iris. H 55cm (22in). In 
early summer, produces 2 or 3 red-purple 
flowers marked with yellow. H7 

I. ‘Sable’. Rhizomatous, bearded iris 
(Tall). H 90cm (36in). Has greyish-green 
foliage. In early summer, produces flowers 
with large, dark violet blue standards and 
almost black falls, with white markings 
near the throat. H7 

YI. ‘Salamander Crossing’. 
Rhizomatous, beardless Siberian iris. 

H 1.1m (3/4ft). Flowers from early to late 
spring. Pale yellow falls are speckled 

with lavender-blue, strongly marked with 
lavender-blue veins, and are a deeper 
yellow towards the throats. Pale lavender- 
blue standards have darker lavender-blue 
speckles. H7 

YI. sanguinea, syn. I. extremorientalis, 

I. orientalis of gardens. Rhizomatous, 
beardless Siberian iris. H to 90cm (36in). 
From late spring to early summer, each 
branched stem produces 2 or 3 deep 
purple or red-purple flowers, 5-10cm 
(2-4in) across, from each set of bracts. 
Falls are red-purple with white throats 
finely veined purple. H6. ‘Snow Queen’ 
(illus. p.224) has pure white flowers with 
yellow-green marks at the bases of the falls. 
YI. setosa illus. p.441. 

I. 'Shepherd's Delight'. Rhizomatous, 
bearded iris (Tall). H 1m (3ft). In early 
summer, well-branched stem produces 
6-10 clear pink flowers, 15-18cm (6-7in) 
across, with a yellow cast. H7 

I. sibirica (Siberian flag; illus. p.441). 
Rhizomatous, beardless Siberian iris. 

H 50-120cm (20-48in). From late spring 

to early summer, branched stem produces 
2 or 3 dark-veined, blue or blue-purple 
flowers, 5-10cm (2-4in) across, from 

each spathe. Prefers moist or boggy 
conditions. H7 

€ I. ‘Silvery Beauty’. Bulbous iris 
(Dutch). H 70cm (28in). Bears violet blue 
flowers in spring and early summer. The 
falls are white, with a bright yellow centre. 
Best planted in drifts. H5 

€ I. sintenisii. Rhizomatous, beardless 
Spuria iris. H 30cm (12in). Has linear, dark 
green leaves. In late spring, bears 2 white 
flowers, densely veined blue-purple. H6 

I. sisyrinchium. See Moraea sisyrinchium. 
YI. ‘Soft Blue’ (illus. p.225). Robust, 
rhizomatous, beardless Siberian iris. 

H 75cm (30in). In early to mid-spring, bears 
pale blue flowers; the long, arching falls

have yellow basal markings and darker 
blue veins. H7 

I. spuria. Very variable, rhizomatous, 
beardless Spuria iris. H 50-90cm (20-36in). 
Strong, erect-branched stem bears 2-5 pale 
blue-purple, sky-blue, violet-blue, white or 
yellow flowers, 5-12cm (2-5in) across, in 
early summer. Prefers moist soil. H6

YI. ‘Superstition’. Rhizomatous, 
bearded iris (Tall). H 90cm (36in). Produces 
striking, dark purple-brown flowers, with 
blue-black beards, in early summer. H7 

I. ‘Supreme Sultan’. Vigorous, 
rhizomatous, bearded iris (Tall). H 1m (3ft). 
In late spring and early summer, bears 
large, ruffled flowers, with deep golden- 
yellow standards, rich dark red-brown 
falls that are paler at the margins, and 
deep yellow beards. H7 

I. susiana (Mourning iris). Rhizomatous 
Oncocyclus iris. H 35-40cm (14-16in). 

In late spring, produces a solitary, 
greyish-white flower, 8-15cm (3-6in) 
across, heavily veined deep purple. 
Standards appear larger than incurved 
falls, which each bear a black blaze and 
a deep purple beard. Best in a cold frame 
or alpine house. H4 

I. 'Sweet Musette'. Vigorous, 
rhizomatous, bearded iris (Tall). H 90-95cm 
(36-38in). In mid- to late spring, produces 
large, ruffled, frilly flowers, with lavender- 
flushed, peach-pink standards, purplish- 
pink falls and orange beards. H7 

I. tectorum (Japanese roof iris, 

Wall flag). Evansia iris with stout rhizomes. 
H 25-35cm (10-14in). Has fans of broadly 
lance-shaped, ribbed leaves. In early 
summer, sparsely branched stem produces 
2-3 darker-veined, bright lilac flowers, 
1-8cm ('2-3in) across with a white crest 

on each fall, from each spathe. Prefers a 
sheltered, sunny site near a south- or west- 
facing wall. H6 

I. tenax. Rhizomatous, beardless Pacific 
Coast iris. H 15-30cm (6-12in). From late 
spring to early summer, produces 1 or 2 
deep purple to lavender-blue flowers, 
8-12cm (3-5in) across, often with yellow- 
and-white marking on falls. White, cream 
and yellow variants also occur. Narrow, 
dark green leaves are stained pink at 

base. H6 

YI. ‘Thornbird’. Rhizomatous, bearded 
iris (Tall). H 90cm (36in). In early summer, 
bears up to 7 flowers, with pale greenish- 
white standards and greenish-brown 

falls overlaid with deep violet lines. Long, 
horned beard is violet, tipped with 
mustard-yellow. H7 

YI. ‘Titan’s Glory’. Robust, rhizomatous, 
well-branched, bearded iris (Tall). H to 1m 
(3ft). Produces very large, deep purple- 
blue flowers, with an almost silken texture, 
in mid-spring.

I. ‘Tropic Night’ (illus. p.225). Strong- 
growing, rhizomatous, beardless Siberian 
iris. H 90cm (36in). In late spring and early 
summer, produces deep violet-blue 
flowers; upright standards and rounded 
falls have strong, white feathering and 
veining near the bases and are touched 
yellow around the throats. H7 
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I. tuberosa, syn. Hermodactylus tuberosus 
(Widow iris), illus. p.406. 

I. unguicularis, syn. I. stylosa (Algerian 
iris, Algerian winter iris, Winter iris). 
Evergreen, rhizomatous, beardless iris. 

H to 20cm (8in). Has narrow, tough leaves. 
Almost stemless, primrose-scented, lilac 
flowers, 5-8cm (2-3in) across with yellow 
centres to the falls and with very long 
tubes, are produced from late autumn to 
early spring. Buds are prone to slug attack. 
Excellent for cutting. Prefers a sheltered 
site against a south- or west-facing wall.

‘Kermesina’ bears red-purple flowers. 

I. 'Violet Beauty', syn. I. reticulata 
‘Violet Beauty’. Bulbous Reticulata iris. 

H 10-15cm (4-6in), S 46cm (1%-2%in). 

In early spring, bears a solitary, fragrant, 
long-tubed, deep violet-purple flower, 
46cm (1%-2%in) across, with an orange 
ridge down the centre of each fall. 
Narrow, squared leaves elongate after 
flowering time. H7 

I. warleyensis. Bulbous Juno iris. 

H 20-45cm (8-18in), S 7-8cm (3in). In spring, 
produces up to 5 pale lilac or violet-blue 
flowers, 5-7cm (2-3in) across, in leaf axils. 
Each fall has a darker blue apex anda 
yellow stain in the centre. Has scattered, 
lance-shaped, channelled, mid-green 
leaves. Best in an unheated greenhouse. H5 
I. ‘White City’. Vigorous Rhizomatous, 
bearded iris (Tall). H 90cm (36in). Bears 
very pale blue, fragrant flowers, fading to 
white, in early summer. The falls have a 
yellow beard. H7 

I. ‘White Swirl’. Rhizomatous, beardless 
Siberian iris. H 1m (3ft). In early summer, 
produces pure white flowers, flushed 
golden yellow at the bases, with rounded, 
flaring petals. H7 

YI. winogradowii (illus. p.225). 
Bulbous Reticulata iris. H 6-10cm (242—4in), 
S 6-7cm (2%-3in). Solitary pale primrose- 
yellow flower, 6-7cm (21^-3in) across, 
spotted green on falls, is produced in early 
spring. Narrow, squared leaves are short 
at flowering time but elongate later. H7 

I. "Winter Olympics'. Rhizomatous, 
bearded iris (Tall). H 90cm (36in). In early 
summer, produces striking, pure white 
flowers, with slightly ruffled edges to 
standards and a white beard. H7 

I. xiphioides. See I. latifolia. 


I. xiphium. Bulbous Xiphium iris 
(Spanish). H to 80cm (32in), S 15cm (6in). 
Bears 1 or 2 blue or violet, occasionally 
yellow or white, flowers, 6-8cm (24-3in) 
across, with central orange or yellow 
marks on the falls, in spring and early 
summer.

Grow in any well-drained soil and in a 
position in sun or partial shade.

Genus of annuals and perennials, many 

of them tendril climbers, grown for their 
racemes of attractive flowers. Flowers are 
followed by long, thin seed pods. Fully to 
half hardy. Grow in humus-rich, fertile, 
well-drained soil and in full light. Provide 
support and remove dead flowers 
regularly. Cut down perennials in late 
autumn. Propagate annuals by seed 
(soaked before sowing) in early spring 

or early autumn, perennials by seed in 
autumn or by division in spring. Botrytis 
and mildew may cause problems. (0 Seeds 
may cause mild stomach upset if ingested. 
* L. grandiflorus (Everlasting pea). 
Herbaceous, tendril climber, spreading by 
suckers. H to 1.5m (5ft). Mid-green leaves 
usually consist of a pair of leaflets. Has 
unwinged stems and bears neat racemes of 
pink-purple and red flowers in summer.

Propagate by semi-ripe 
cuttings in summer.

Genus of evergreen trees, grown for 
their foliage. Frost hardy, but foliage may 
be scorched by extremely cold weather 
or strong, cold winds. Needs a sheltered 
position in sun or semi-shade and fertile, 
well-drained soil. In tubs may be grown 
well as standards, which should be 
trimmed during summer. Propagate by 
semi-ripe cuttings in summer or by seed 
in autumn. 

Y L. nobilis (Bay laurel, Sweet bay) illus. 

2 f. angustifolia (Willow leaf bay) is 
an evergreen large shrub or small conical

Genus of evergreen, mainly summer- 
flowering shrubs and subshrubs, with 
entire or divided, often grey-green leaves, 
grown for their aromatic foliage and 
flowers. Can be used as a low hedge. 

Fully to half hardy. Needs full sun and 
fertile, well-drained soil. Trim hedges 
lightly in spring to maintain a compact 
habit. New growth is rarely produced from 
old wood. Propagate by semi-ripe cuttings 
in summer. See also feature panel p.158. 
L. angustifolia (Lavender). Evergreen, 
bushy shrub. H 1m (3ft), S 1.2m (4ft). Has 
linear to narrowly ovate, aromatic, grey- 
felted leaves.

(Convallaria). Good pot plants for a cool 
greenhouse. Frost hardy to frost tender.

Requires sun, gritty, well- 
drained soil, and a deep collar of grit to 
improve surface drainage. Shelter from 
prevailing, rain-bearing winds, because 
the crowns are extremely intolerant of 
winter wet and may rot off.

Genus of annuals and creeping perennials 
that are effective as low ground cover. 
Fully hardy. Grow in full sun and sharply 
drained, moderately fertile soil. Propagate 
by seed when ripe or by division in spring. 
L. atrata, syn. Cotula atrata. Evergreen, 
creeping, tufted perennial. H to 15cm (6in), 
S to 20cm (8in). Has small, finely cut, 
greyish-green leaves and bears blackish- 
red flower heads in late spring and early 
summer. Not easy to grow successfully. H7. 
subsp. luteola illus. p.349. 


LEPTOSPERMUM 


MYRTACEAE 


Genus of evergreen trees and shrubs, 
grown for their foliage and small, often 
profuse flowers. Grows well in coastal 
areas if not too exposed. Borderline fully 
hardy to frost tender; in cold areas best

planted against a south- or west-facing 
wall.

Water pot plants moderately 
during growing season, sparingly at other 
times. Shorten over-long stems after 
flowering. Propagate by seed in spring 

or by semi-ripe cuttings in summer. Most 
Species are not easy to grow under glass; 
good ventilation is essential.

Needs full light and sharply 
drained soil, mainly of sand and peat, 
ideally with very little nitrogen and 
phosphates. Water potted specimens 
moderately while in growth, sparingly at 
other times. Propagate by seed in spring.

ASTERACEAE/COMPOSITAE 


Genus of dwarf, tufted, clump- or mat- 
forming perennials, grown for their 
solitary, daisy-like flower heads in summer. 
Fully hardy. Grow in full sun and sharply 
drained soil. Propagate by seed as soon as 
they are ripe, or by division or basal 
cuttings taken in spring. 

L. alpina, syn. Chrysanthemum alpinum 
(Alpine chrysanthemum). Tuft-forming, 
short-lived perennial. H 10cm (4in), S 20cm 
(8in). Small tufts of deeply cut leaves are 
produced from short, rhizomatous stems. 
In summer, bears large, white flower 
heads with yellow centres. Good for rock 
or scree gardens, or alpine planters. H7 


LEUCANTHEMUM 


ASTERACEAE/COMPOSITAE 


Genus of annuals and perennials, grown 
for their attractive flowers. Fully to frost 
hardy. Cultivars of L. x superbum are 
valued for their profusion of large daisy- 
like summer flowers. Some species are 
suitable for rock gardens. Needs full sun 
and well-drained soil. Taller cultivars 
require staking. Propagate species by seed 
or division, cultivars by division only. 

L. x superbum, syn. Chrysanthemum 
maximum of gardens, C. x superbum 
(Shasta daisy). Robust perennial. H 90cm 
(36in), S 60cm (24in). Has inversely lance- 
shaped, toothed, glossy, almost fleshy, 
dark green basal leaves and shorter, 
stalkless, stem leaves.

Needs full sun and very well-drained soil. 
Keep completely dry in winter; water 
sparingly from spring to autumn. 
Propagate by seed in spring or summer.

ALLIACEAE/LILIACEAE 


Genus of spring-flowering bulbs with 
loose heads of flattish flowers. Frost 
tender. Needs sun and well-drained soil. 
Plant in autumn, water well during their 
growing season, and keep almost dry 
when dormant in summer. Propagate by 
seed, or offsets in autumn. 


L. ixioides (Glory-of-the-sun). Spring- 
flowering bulb.

Resents 
winter wet. Propagate by seed when fresh 
or by softwood cuttings in late spring.

Propagate new plants by division in spring, 
or by seed in autumn or spring.

Requires sun or semi- 
shade, the variegated forms doing best in 
full sun. Thrives on any well-drained soil, 
including chalky soil. All except L. lucidum 
occasionally need cutting back in mid- 
spring to restrict growth. Propagate by 
semi-ripe cuttings in summer. © All parts 
may cause severe discomfort if ingested. 
L. japonicum (Japanese privet). 
Evergreen, bushy, dense shrub. H 3m 
(10ft), S 2.5m (8ft). Has ovate, glossy, very 
dark green leaves and, from mid-summer 
to early autumn, large, conical panicles of 
small, tubular, white flowers with lobes. 
H5. ‘Coriaceum’ see Lj. ‘Rotundifolium’. 
‘Rotundifolium’, syn. L.j. 'Coriaceum', is 
slow-growing, and produces a dense mass 
of rounded, leathery leaves.

Lily 
LILIACEAE 


Genus of mainly summer-flowering bulbs, 
grown for their often fragrant, brightly 
coloured flowers. Each fleshy-scaled bulb 
produces one unbranched, leafy stem; in 
some cases roots develop on the stem just 
above the bulb. Glossy, mid- to dark green 
leaves are mostly lance-shaped or linear, to 
22cm (9in) long, and arranged in whorls or 
Spirals, or are scattered alternately up the 
stems. Flowers, usually several per stem, 
are mainly trumpet- to bowl-shaped or 
with the 6 petals strongly reflexed to form 
a turkscap shape. (Petals of Lilium are 
known botanically as perianth segments.) 

Three categories of flower size - small, 
medium and large - are used in the 
descriptions below. For turkscap, bowl-, 
cup- and star-shaped flowers: small is 
up to 5cm (2in) across; medium is 5-7cm 
(2-3in) across; large is over 7cm (3in) 
across. For trumpet- and funnel-shaped 
flowers: small is up to 7cm (3in) long; 
medium is 7-10cm (3-4in) long; large is 
over 10cm (4in) long. Most lilies vary 
between 1m (3ft) and 2m (6ft) in height, 
although a few may reach 3m (10ft). 

They do not spread widely - mostly to 
30cm (1ft) - therefore only height 
measurements are given below. Fully 
hardy to half hardy. Need sun and well- 
drained soil, unless otherwise stated. 
Propagate by seed in autumn or spring, 
by bulb scales in summer or by stem 
bulbils (where present) in autumn. Virus, 
fungal diseases and lily beetle may cause 
problems. Lilies are classified into 
9 divisions. They may also be further 
classified into subdivisions according to 
their flower aspect: (a) for upward- 
facing flowers; (b) outward-facing; 

(c) downward-facing. Also, they are 
classified according to flower form: 

(a) trumpet-shaped; (b) bowl-shaped; 
(c) predominantly flat (albeit sometimes

with recurved petal tips); (d) turkscap. 

For example, ‘African Queen’ VIb-c/a is a 
Trumpet/Aurelian hybrid with flowers that 
are outward- to downward-facing and 
trumpet-shaped. See also feature panel 
pp.388-391. 


Division I (Asiatic hybrids) 

These lilies are derived from various 
Asiatic species, including L. bulbiferum, 

L. cernuum, L. concolor, L. davidii, 

L. lancifolium and L. maculatum. The 
flowers are borne in racemes or umbels, 
and are usually unscented. The leaves are 
narrowly ovate and arranged alternatively. 
Division II (Martagon hybrids) 
Derived primarily from L. hansonii and 

L. martagon, these lilies produce racemes 
of turkscap, sometimes scented flowers, 
and have whorls of elliptic leaves. 
Division III (Euro-Caucasian hybrids) 
Derived from L. candicum and other 
European species, except L. martagon, 
these lilies produce sometimes scented, 
mostly turkscap flowers, singly or in 
umbels or racemes. Leaves are elliptic, 
and spirally arranged or scattered. 
Division IV (American hybrids) 
Derived from American species, these lilies 
bear racemes of sometimes scented, 
mostly turkscap, but occasionally funnel- 
shaped flowers, and have whorls of lance- 
shaped to elliptic leaves. 

Division V (Longiflorum hybrids) 
Derived from L. formosanum and L. 
longiflorum, these lilies bear racemes or 
umbels of large, often sweetly scented, 
trumpet- or funnel-shaped flowers, in 
some only 2 or 3 per stem. The scattered 
leaves are linear to narrowly lance-shaped. 
Division VI (Trumpet and Aurelian 
hybrids) 
Derived from Asiatic species, including 

L. regale, L. henryi and L. sargentiae, these 
lilies bear racemes or umbels of usually 
scented flowers. Leaves are elliptic to 
linear, and alternate or spirally arranged. 
Division VII (Oriental hybrids) 
Derived from E. Asian species, such as 

L. auratum, L. japonicum and L. speciosum, 
as well as their hybrids with L. henryi, 
these lilies have flowers borne in racemes 
or panicles, and are often scented. Leaves 
are lance-shaped and alternate. 

Division VIII (Other hybrids) 

These include the many Interdivisional 
hybrids which have become increasingly 
popular in recent years, such as 
Longiflorum/Asiatic hybrids (LA) and 
Orienpet (Oriental/Trumpet) hybrids (OT). 
Division IX All true species or their 
selected forms. 


YL. ‘African Queen’ (illus. p.391). 

Mid- to late summer-flowering, vigorous 
Division VIb-c/a lily. H 1.5-2m (5-6ft). 
Bears 3 large fragrant flowers, brownish- 
purple outside and apricot-orange on the 
inside, with recurved petals.

Mid- to late 
summer-flowering, Division VIIIa-b/b (OT) 
lily.

Petals are 
each 12-15cm (5-6in) long, white inside 
with a yellow base and pinkish-purple 
outside.

Has lance-shaped, lobed, deep green 
leaves and, in summer and early autumn, 
tiny, blue, pink or white flowers borne in 
clusters on winged stems. H4. Fortress 
Series have small, tubular flowers in a 
mixture of shades such as pink, yellow or 
blue.

PLANTAGINACEAE 


Genus of spring-, summer- or autumn- 
flowering annuals, biennials and 
perennials, grown for their flowers, which 
resemble snapdragons (Antirrhinum). Good 
for rock gardens and borders. Fully to half 
hardy. Prefers sun or light shade; thrives 
in any well-drained soil. Propagate by 
seed in autumn or spring. Self seeds freely. 
L. alpina (Alpine toadflax). Trailing, 
short-lived perennial. H 8cm (3in), 

S to 15cm (6in). Has whorls of linear to 
lance-shaped, fleshy, grey-green leaves. 
Bears a succession of snapdragon-like, 
yellow-centred, purple-violet flowers 

in loose racemes in summer. H7 

L. dalmatica, syn. L. genistifolia subsp.

H 1m (3ft), S 60cm (24in). From mid- 
summer to autumn, produces racemes of 
small, snapdragon-like, orange-marked, 
yellow flowers.

L. maroccana ‘Fairy Bouquet’. Fast- 
growing, erect, bushy annual. H to 23cm

yellow, rose-pink, salmon-pink, orange, 
carmine, lavender or white.

LAURACEAE 


Genus of deciduous or evergreen shrubs 
and trees, grown for their foliage, which 
is often aromatic, and their autumn colour. 
Fruits are produced on female plants if 
male plants are also grown. Fully hardy to 
frost tender. Needs semi-shade and moist, 
acid soil. Propagate by softwood cuttings 
in summer or by seed in autumn. 

L. benzoin (Benjamin, Spice bush) illus. 
p.127. 

YL. obtusiloba. Deciduous, bushy 
shrub. H and S 6m (20ft). Bears 3-lobed, 
aromatic, glossy, dark green leaves, 
becoming butter-yellow in autumn. 
Clusters of small, star-shaped, deep yellow 
flowers, borne on bare shoots from early 
to mid-spring, are followed by small, 
spherical, black fruits. H5

ASTERACEAE/COMPOSITAE 


Genus of late summer- and early autumn- 
flowering annuals. Fully hardy. Grow in 
sun and in fertile, well-drained soil. 
Propagate by seed sown under glass in 
early spring or outdoors in late spring. 
L. texana (Star daisy). Moderately 
fast-growing, erect, branching annual. 

H 30-60cm (1-2ft), S 30cm (1ft). Has hairy 
stems and ovate, serrated, hairy leaves. 
Daisy-like, yellow flower heads are borne 
in late summer and early autumn.

Genus of one species of evergreen, 
prostrate, summer-flowering shrub that 
forms an extensive, twiggy mat.

Propagate by 
rooted runners in spring, by softwood 
cuttings in summer or by seed in autumn.

Genus of annuals, biennials, perennials, 
subshrubs and shrubs, some of which are 
evergreen or semi-evergreen, grown for 
their flowers. Suitable for rock gardens.

Prefers 
sun and humus-rich, well-drained, peaty 
soil.

L. suffruticosum subsp. salsoloides, 
syn. L. salsoloides. Perennial with 
spreading, sometimes woody-based, stems. 

Slender stems 
produce fine, heath-like, grey-green leaves 
and, in summer, a succession of short-lived, 
saucer-shaped, pearl-white flowers, flushed 
blue or pink, in terminal clusters. H4

HAMAMELIDACEAE 


Genus of deciduous trees, grown for their 
maple-like foliage and autumn colour; 
flowers are inconspicuous. Fully hardy. 
Needs sun or semi-shade and fertile, moist 
but well-drained soil; grows poorly on 
shallow, chalky soil. Propagate by softwood 
cuttings in summer or seed in autumn. 

Y L. acalycina ‘Burgundy Flush’. 
Deciduous, broadly conical tree. H 15m 
(50ft), S 10m (30ft). Has large, 3-lobed, 
toothed leaves, flushed burgundy-red when 
young, gradually fading to dark green. H5 
L. orientalis (Oriental sweet gum). Slow- 
growing, deciduous, bushy tree. H 6m 
(20ft), S 4m (12ft). Small, 5-lobed, mid-green 
leaves turn vivid orange in autumn. H6

Genus of evergreen subshrubs and shrubs, 
grown for their flowers. Excellent in rock 
gardens. Fully to frost hardy. Needs full 
sun and moist, well-drained soil; some hate 
limestone and need acid soil. Resents root 
disturbance. Propagate by semi-ripe 
cuttings in mid-summer or seed in autumn. 
YL. diffusa ‘Grace Ward’, syn. 
Lithospermum diffusum. Evergreen, 
compact, semi-prostrate shrub. H 15cm 
(6in), S to 60cm (24in). Trailing stems bear 
lance-shaped, hairy, dull green leaves. In 
early summer, bears terminal clusters of 
funnel-shaped, deep blue flowers. Needs 
acid soil. Trim back after flowering. H5.

AIZOACEAE 


Genus of prostrate, egg-shaped, perennial 
succulents, with almost united pairs of 


swollen, erect leaves that are separated 

on upper surface by a fissure from which 
a daisy-like flower emerges. Each pair of 
old leaves splits and dries away to papery 
skin in spring to reveal a pair of new 
leaves growing at right angles to old ones. 
Slowly forms clumps after 3-5 years. 

Frost tender. Needs full sun and extremely 
well-drained soil or gritty compost. Water 
regularly in growing season (mid-summer 
to early autumn), not at all in winter. 
Propagate by seed in spring or summer. 
YL. aucampiae. Egg-shaped, perennial 
succulent. H 3cm (1%in), S to 10cm (4in).

LOTUS 
PAPILIONACEAE/LEGUMINOSAE 


Genus of summer-flowering perennials, 
some of which are semi-evergreen, and 
evergreen subshrubs, grown for their 
foliage and flowers. Fully hardy to frost 
tender. Prefers sun and well-drained soil. 
Propagate by softwood cuttings from 
early to mid-summer or by seed in autumn 
or spring. 

L. berthelotii (Coral gem) illus. p.306. 
YL. hirsutus, syn. Dorycnium hirsutum 
(Hairy canary clover). Deciduous, upright 
subshrub. H and S to 60cm (2ft). Bears 
silver-grey leaves with 3 ovate leaflets. 
Dense clusters of pea-like, pink-tinged, 
white flowers in summer and early autumn 
are followed by oblong to ovoid, reddish- 
brown seed pods. H4 


LUCULIA 
RUBIACEAE 


Genus of deciduous and evergreen shrubs 
and small trees, grown for their fragrant 
flowers and large, prominently veined 
leaves. Frost tender. Needs a position 

in full light or partial shade and fertile, 
well-drained soil. Water containerized 
specimens freely when in full growth, 
moderately at other times. If container- 
grown, cut back flowered stems hard in 


MYRTACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs and small 
trees, grown for their aromatic leaves and 
cup-shaped, white flowers. Frost hardy. 
Grow in full sun or partial shade and 
fertile, ideally humus-rich, well-drained 
soil. Propagate by seed in spring or by 
semi-ripe cuttings in late summer.

YL. apiculata, syn. Amomyrtus luma, 
Myrceugenia apiculata, Myrtus apiculata, 
M. luma (illus. p.78). Strong-growing, 
evergreen shrub. H and S 10-15m (30-50ft). 
Has peeling, golden-brown and grey- 
white bark and cup-shaped flowers amid 
aromatic leaves in summer-autumn. H4. 
‘Glanleam Gold’ (syn. Amomyrtus 

luma ‘Glanleam Gold’, Myrtus apiculata 
‘Glanleam Gold’), H and S 3m (10ft), has 
stout stems, peeling, brown-and-white 
bark and ovate, bright green leaves edged 
with creamy-yellow. Bears slightly fragrant 
flowers from mid-summer to mid-autumn. 
L. chequen, syn. Myrtus chequen. 

Strong growing upright-shrub or small 
tree. H 6m (20ft), S 5m (15ft). Has broadly 
ovate, wavy-margined, aromatic, dark 
green leaves. In late summer and early 
autumn, produces cup-shaped white 
flowers singly or in small clusters followed 
by black berries. H3 


LUNARIA 
Honesty 


BRASSIACEAE/CRUCIFERAE 


Genus of annuals, biennials and perennials, 
grown for their tall, open racemes of 
cross-shaped flowers and their seed pods, 
which are good for dried arrangements. 
Fully hardy. Will grow in sun or shade, but 
prefers partial shade and well-drained soil. 
Propagate perennials by seed in autumn or 
spring, or by division in spring, biennials 
by seed only. Self-seeds prolifically. 

L. annua, syn. L. biennis (Honesty). Fast- 
growing, erect biennial. H 75cm (21⁄2ft), 

S 30cm (1ft). Has ovate to heart-shaped, 
coarsely toothed, light to mid-green

leaves. Broad, leafy racemes of scented, 
4-petalled, white to light purple flowers in 
spring and early summer are followed by 
rounded, silvery, seed pods. H6.

H 60-75cm (2-2'ft), S 30cm (1ft). Bears 
racemes of 4-petalled, lilac or white 
flowers in spring, followed by elliptical, 
silvery seed pods that are useful for indoor 
decoration. Has ovate, coarse, often 
maroon-tinted, mid-green leaves. H7 


LUPINUS 
Lupin 
PAPILIONACEAE/LEGUMINOSAE 


Genus of annuals, perennials and semi- 
evergreen shrubs, grown for their large 
racemes of pea-like flowers. Fully hardy to 
half hardy. Prefers sun and well-drained 
soil. Remove seed heads of most varieties 
to prevent self-seeding. Propagate species 
by seed when fresh in autumn; selected 
forms by cuttings from non-flowering 
side-shoots in spring or early summer. 
©The seeds may cause severe discomfort 
if ingested. Aphids can be a problem. 

€ L. arboreus (Tree lupin) illus. p.159. 
"Chelsea Blue' is a fast-growing, semi- 
evergreen shrub. H and S 2m (6ft). Bears 
hairy, grey-green leaves divided into 6-9 
leaflets.

L. Band of Nobles Series. Clump- 
forming perennials. H 90cm (36in), 5 70cm 
(28in). In early and mid-summer, racemes 
of flowers in white, yellow, pink, red, blue 
or bicolours (usually white or yellow in 
combination with another colour) are 
borne above palmate, deeply divided, mid- 
green leaves.

Propagate in 
spring by seed or division. 

L. natans, syn. Alisma natans (Floating 
water plantain). Deciduous, perennial, 
marginal water plant. H 2.5-5cm (1-2in), 
S 30cm (12in). Produces small, elliptic to 
lance-shaped, mid-green leaves and, in 
summer, small, 3-lobed, yellow-spotted, 
white flowers. H5

SOLANACEAE 


Genus of perennials and shrubs grown 
mainly for their attractive flowers, also 
sometimes for their coloured or variegated 
foliage. Commonly grown in containers 
for summer bedding; also good for 
borders. Half hardy. Needs a sunny site in 
moist, but not wet, fertile soil. Propagate 
by semi-ripe cuttings in summer or by 
seed sown in autumn or spring. 

L. rantonnetii, syn. Solanum rantonnei, 
S. rantonnetti (Blue potato bush). Lax, 
evergreen shrub. H and S 1-2m (3-6ft). 
Has ovate to lance-shaped, often wavy- 
margined, mid- to deep green leaves.

From mid-to late summer, 
produces white flowers in panicles 

on branched, grey stems, above grey 
leaves. H7 

YL. flos-jovis illus. p.265. 

L. x haageana, syn. L. x haagena. 
Short-lived, clump-forming perennial. 

H 45cm (1/ft), S 30cm (1ft). Clusters of 
large, 5-petalled, white, orange or red 
flowers are borne in summer. Ovate leaves 
are mid-green. Best raised regularly from 
seed. H5 

L. x haagena. See L. x haageana. 

L. viscaria. Clump-forming perennial. 

H 30cm (1ft), S 30-45cm (1-1?^ft). 

From early to mid-summer, rather sticky, 
star-shaped, reddish-purple flowers are 
borne in dense clusters above narrowly 
ovate to oblong, dark green leaves. 
Suitable for the front of a border or a 
rock garden. H5. € 'Splendens Plena’ 
illus. p.265. 

YL. x walkeri 'Abbotswood Rose’, 
syn. L. 'Abbotswood Rose'. Neat, clump- 
forming perennial. H 30-38cm (12-15in), 
S 23cm (9in). Has ovate, grey leaves and 
grey, branching stems that, from mid- 

to late summer, bear sprays of rounded, 
5-petalled, bright rose-pink flowers. H7 


Genus of deciduous shrubs, sometimes 
with long, scandent branches, grown for 
their habit, flowers and fruits. Useful for 
poor, dry soil and coastal gardens.

AMARYLLIDACEAE 


Genus of late summer- and early autumn- 
flowering bulbs with showy flower heads 
on leafless stems. Frost hardy to half 
hardy; in cool areas is best grown in 
containers or planted in greenhouse 
borders. Needs sun, well-drained soil and 
a warm period in summer to ripen bulbs 
so they flower. Provide regular liquid feed 
while in growth. After summer dormancy, 
water from early autumn until following 
summer, when foliage dies away. 
Propagate by seed when ripe or in spring 
or summer or by off-sets in late summer. 
L. aurea (Golden spider lily). Late 
summer- and early autumn-flowering 
bulb. H to 60cm (24in), S to 20cm (8in). 
Produces a head of 5 or 6 bright yellow 
flowers that have narrow, reflexed petals, 
with very wavy margins, and conspicuous 
stamens. Strap-shaped, semi-erect, basal 
leaves emerge after flowering. H2 

L. radiata (Red spider lily) illus. p.410. 

L. squamigera (Resurrection lily). Late 
summer- or early autumn-flowering bulb. 
H 45-70cm (18-28in), S 30cm (12in). Bears a 


head of 6-8 fragrant, funnel-shaped, rose- 
pink flowers, 10cm (4in) long, with reflexed 
petal tips. Strap-shaped, semi-erect, basal 
leaves form after flowers. H2 


LYGODIUM 
LYGODIACEAE 


Genus of deciduous or semi-evergreen, 
climbing ferns, usually with 2 kinds of 
fronds: vegetative and fertile. Half hardy 
to frost tender. Requires shade or semi- 
shade and humus-rich, moist, peaty soil. 
Best grown among shrubby plants that 
can provide support. Plants grown 

under glass in containers need support. 
Remove faded fronds regularly. Propagate 
by division in spring or by fresh spores 

in summer. 

L. japonicum (Japanese climbing fern). 
Deciduous, climbing fern. H 2m (6ft), 

S indefinite. Mid-green fronds consist of 
delicate, finger-shaped pinnae; fertile 
fronds are broader and 3-5 lobed, with 

a longer, terminal lobe. H1c (min.5°C/41°F) 


LYONIA 
ERICACEAE 


Genus of deciduous and evergreen shrubs, 
sometimes small trees, grown for their 
racemes of urn-shaped flowers. Fully to 
frost hardy. Needs full or semi-shade and 
moist, peaty, acid soil. Propagate by semi- 
ripe cuttings in summer. 

L. ligustrina. Deciduous, bushy shrub. 
H and S 2m (6ft). Ovate, dark green leaves 
set off dense racemes of globular urn- 
shaped, white flowers from mid- to late 
summer. H6 

L. ovalifolia. Deciduous or semi- 
evergreen, bushy shrub. H 3m (10ft), S 2m 
(6ft). Produces red shoots and ovate, dark 
green leaves. Racemes of urn-shaped, 
white flowers are borne in late spring and 
early summer. H4 


LYONOTHAMNUS 
ROSACEAE 


Genus of one species of evergreen tree, 
grown for its foliage and flowers. Frost 
hardy. Needs sun or semi-shade, a warm, 
sheltered position and fertile, well-drained 
soil. Propagate by softwood cuttings in 
summer or by seed in autumn. 

L. floribundus (Catalina ironwood). 
subsp. aspleniifolius. Evergreen, 
slender tree. H 12m (40ft), S 6m (20ft), has 
rather stringy, reddish-brown bark and 
much divided, fern-like, dark green leaves. 
Large, flattened heads of 5-petalled, star- 
shaped white flowers are produced in 
early summer. H4

ARACEAE 


Genus of deciduous, perennial, marginal 
water plants and bog plants, grown for 
their handsome spathes and very large, 
glossy foliage. Fully hardy. Prefers full sun, 
but tolerates semi-shade. Tolerates both 
still and running water. Propagate by seed 
sown when fresh, in late summer.

Genus of summer-flowering, herbaceous 
and evergreen perennials and shrubs, 
suitable for the border or rock garden. 

Prefers a sunny or 
semi-shaded position and moist but well- 
drained soil. Propagate by division 

in spring or by seed in autumn. 

* L. ciliata ‘Firecracker’. Erect, clump- 
forming perennial.

Slender stems bear 
solitary or paired, slightly pendent, star- 
shaped, yellow flowers, with small, reddish 
brown centres, in summer.

Erect, 
terminal racemes of star-shaped, greyish- 
white flowers are borne on slender stems 
in summer, followed by light green seed 
heads. Lance-shaped leaves are leathery 
and glaucous. H6

LYSIONOTUS 
GESNERIACEAE 


Genus of evergreen, creeping, shrubby 
perennials, grown for their relatively large, 
tubular, inflated, white to pink flowers. 
Half hardy. Requires humus-rich, moist 
but well-drained soil in partial or full 
shade. Propagate by cuttings in summer 
or by seed in spring. 

L. pauciflorus. Evergreen, suckering, 
shrubby perennial. H 20-30cm (8-12in), 

S 50cm (20in). Erect, woody stems have 
ovate, toothed, rigid, leathery, dark green 
leaves, 2-3cm (*4-114in) long, and bear 
tubular, purple-striped, pale lilac flowers 
in summer-autumn.

Clump- 
forming perennial. H 60cm (2ft), 5 45cm

light pink flowers are borne from mid- to 
late summer above lance-shaped, hairless, 
mid-green leaves. H6. "The Rocket’, H 80m 
(32in), bears slender spikes of rose-red 
flowers above mid-green leaves in summer.

Genus of deciduous, summer-flowering 
trees or shrubs, grown for their foliage 
and flowers. Fully hardy. Requires full sun 
and fertile, well-drained soil. Propagate by 
seed in autumn or by greenwood cuttings 
in early or mid-summer.

MACADAMIA 


PROTEACEAE 


Genus of evergreen trees, grown for their 
foliage and fruits. Frost tender. Prefers 
full light, though some shade is tolerated. 
Provide humus-rich, moisture-retentive 
but well-drained soil. Water freely while 
in full growth, moderately at other times. 
Pruning is not usually necessary, but is 
tolerated in autumn. Propagate by seed 
when ripe, in autumn, or in spring. 

M. integrifolia (Macadamia nut, 
Queensland nut). Spreading tree. H and 

S 15m (50ft). Has whorls of leathery, semi- 
glossy leaves and edible, brown nuts in 
autumn. Produces panicles of small, 
creamy-yellow flowers in spring.

SYN. DOXANTHA 
Cat's claw vine 


BIGNONIACEAE 


Genus of evergreen, woody-stemmed, 
tendril climbers, grown for their foxglove- 
like flowers. Frost hardy to frost tender. 
Any fertile, well-drained soil is suitable 
with full light. Water regularly, less when 
not in full growth. Provide support for 
stems. Thin out crowded shoots after 
flowering or in spring. Propagate by 
semi-ripe cuttings in summer. 

M. unguis-cati, syn. Bignonia unguis- 
cati, Doxantha unguis-cati (Common cat's 
claw vine). Fast-growing, evergreen, 
woody-stemmed, tendril climber. H 8-10m 
(25-30ft). Leaves have 2 leaflets and a 
tendril. Bears yellow flowers, 10cm (4in) 
long, in late spring or early summer. H3

ACANTHACEAE 


Genus of one species of evergreen 

shrub, grown for its flowers and overall 
appearance. Frost tender. Requires full 
light or partial shade and fertile, well- 
drained soil. Water potted plants freely 
when in full growth, moderately at other 
times. Pruning is tolerated in winter if 
necessary. Propagate by seed in spring 

or by semi-ripe cuttings in summer. 

V M. bella, syn. Asystasia bella. 
Evergreen, erect then spreading, well- 
branched shrub. H 1-4m (3-12ft), S 1-2m 
(3-6ft). Leaves are elliptic, slender-pointed, 
lustrous and deep green.

Water potted 
specimens moderately, less when not in 
full growth. Shorten long shoots in winter 
or after flowering. Propagate by seed in 
spring, by semi-ripe cuttings in early 
summer or by layering in autumn. 

M. insignis. Evergreen, scrambling 
climber with erect, sparingly branched, 
wand-like stems. H 3m (10ft), S 1-3m 
(3-10ft). Has ovate, leathery, deep green 
leaves, red-flushed when young. Tubular, 
waxy, scarlet flowers, with white tips, 
hang in clusters in summer.

Plume poppy 
PAPAVERACEAE 


Genus of summer-flowering perennials, 
grown for their flowers and foliage. Fully 
hardy. Requires a position in sun and in 
well-drained soil. May spread rapidly. 
Propagate by division in late autumn or 
early spring or by root cuttings in winter. 
 M. cordata, syn. Bocconia cordata 
(Plume poppy). Rhizomatous perennial. 

H 1.5m (5ft) or more, S 60cm (2ft) or more. 
Large, rounded, lobed, grey-green leaves, 
grey-white beneath, are produced at base 
of plant and up lower parts of stems. 
Large, feathery panicles of dainty, creamy- 
white flowers are borne in summer. H6. 

3$ M. x kewensis ‘Flamingo’. 
Rhizomatous perennial. H to 2.5m (8ft), 

S 1m (3ft). Has large, rounded, lobed, grey- 
green leaves, grey-white beneath. Bears 
large, feathery panicles with pink buds and 
neat, buff-pink flowers in summer. H6 
YM. microcarpa 'Kelway's Coral 
Plume’ illus. p.216. 


MACLURA 
MORACEAE 


Genus of usually thorny, evergreen or 
deciduous trees, shrubs and climbers, with 
branches often reduced to spines. Grown 
for their foliage and unusual fruits; both 
male and female trees need to be planted 
to obtain fruits. Fully hardy, but young 
plants are susceptible to frost damage. 
Requires full sun and needs hot summers 
to thrive in cold areas. Grows in any but 
waterlogged soil. Propagate by softwood 
cuttings in summer, by seed in autumn or 
by root cuttings in late winter. 

M. aurantiaca. See M. pomifera. 

M. pomifera, syn. M. aurantiaca (Osage 
orange). Deciduous, rounded, spreading 
tree. H 15m (50ft), S 12m (40ft). Has spiny 
shoots and ovate, dark green leaves that 
turn yellow in autumn. Tiny, cup-shaped, 
yellow flowers in summer are followed on 
female trees by large, rounded, wrinkled, 
yellow-green fruits. H5 

M. tricuspidata, syn. Cudrania 
tricuspidata. Deciduous, compact tree.

Genus of annuals, biennials and deciduous 
or evergreen perennials, some long-lived, 
some short-lived and others monocarpic 
(dying after flowering), grown for their 
flowers. Fully hardy. Needs shade and, in 
warm areas, a cool position. Most prefer 
humus-rich, moist, neutral to acid soil.

PAPILIONACEAE/LEGUMINOSAE 


Genus of annuals, perennials, and 
evergreen shrubs, grown for their pea- 
like flowers. Very wind resistent; good in 
mild, coastal areas. Fully hardy to frost 
hardy, but in cold areas plant against a 
warm, sunny wall. Requires sun and well- 
drained soil. Cut out dead wood in spring. 
Propagate shrubs by semi-ripe or 
softwood cuttings in summer, or by seed in 
autumn or spring; annuals and perennials 
by seed in autumn or spring. 

M. arborea (Moon trefoil). Evergreen, 
bushy, dense shrub. H and S 2m (6ft). Bears 
clusters of small, pea-like, yellow flowers 
from mid-spring to early autumn, followed 
by curious, flattened, snail-like, green, then 
brown seed pods.

LAMIACEAE/LABIATAE 


Genus of clump-forming perennials with 
creeping stems, grown mainly as ground 
cover. Fully hardy. Prefers shade and well- 
drained, but not dry, humus-rich soil. May 
be propagated by seed, division or stem 
cuttings in spring. 

M. urticifolia. Clump-forming, 
spreading perennial with long, creeping, 
leafy stems.

Some species tolerate 
waterlogged soils. Water containerized 
specimens moderately, less in low 
temperatures. Propagate by seed in spring 
or by semi-ripe cuttings in summer.

Has papery, grey-white bark and linear, 
smooth, mid-green leaves scattered 
irregularly or whorled on the stems.

M. montanum Aztec Go tp (‘Starbini’), 
syn. Sanvitalia Aztec Gor of gardens. 
Trailing perennial. H to 12cm (5in). Dark 
reddish-brown stems carry paired mid- 
green, lance-shaped leaves with bristly 
upper surfaces. From early summer to 
early autumn, bears small, bright yellow, 
daisy-like flowers at the stem tips. H3

MELASTOMATACEAE 


Genus of evergreen, mainly summer- 
flowering shrubs and trees, and a few 
perennials, grown for their flowers and 
foliage. Frost tender. Requires full light or 
partial shade and fertile, well-drained soil. 
Water containerized specimens freely in 
full growth, moderately at other times. 


Pruning is tolerated in late winter if needed. 


Propagate by seed in spring or softwood 
or greenwood cuttings in summer. 
Whitefly and red spider mite may cause 
problems. 

M. candidum. Evergreen, rounded, 
bristly-stemmed shrub. H and S 1-2m 
(3-6ft). Has ovate, leathery, bristly leaves 
and bears profuse small, terminal clusters 
of fragrant, 5-7-petalled, white or pink 
flowers in summer.

MELIA 
MELIACEAE 


Genus of deciduous or semi-evergreen 
spring-flowering trees and shrubs, grown 
for their foliage, flowers and fruits. Useful 
for very dry soil and does well in coastal 
gardens in mild areas. Frost tender. Needs 
a site in full sun; grows in any well-drained 
soil. Propagate by seed in spring. 

M. azedarach (Bead-tree, Persian lilac) 
illus. p.71. 


MELIANTHUS 
MELIANTHACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs, grown mainly 
for their foliage. Frost hardy to frost tender. 
Grow in a border or as specimen plants; 
they are particularly well suited to coastal 
gardens. Requires sun and fertile, 
well-drained soil. Water containerized 
specimens freely in summer, moderately at 
other times. Long stems may be shortened 
in early spring. Propagate by seed in 
spring or by greenwood cuttings in late 
spring or early summer. Red spider mite 
may be troublesome.

Evergreen, densely twiggy 
shrub of irregular outline. H and S to 1.2m

Water freely 
when in full growth, less at other times. 
Needs plenty of space to climb; provide 
support. Thin out crowded stems in 
spring. Propagate by seed in spring or by 
layering in late summer. Whitefly and red 
Spider mite may cause problems.

Propagate by 
semi-ripe cuttings in summer.

other times. Pruning is tolerated in late 
winter if necessary. Propagate by seed in 
spring or by semi-ripe cuttings in summer. 
Whitefly may be troublesome.

Frost hardy to 
frost tender. In frost-prone areas, grow in 
a temperate greenhouse, or as summer 
bedding. In warmer areas, grow in sun or 
partial shade and in humus-rich, well- 
drained soil. Propagate by division year- 
round, by offsets in summer or by suckers 
after flowering.

Propagate by seed in 
autumn, by stem cuttings in late spring or 
summer or by layering in autumn.

Suitable for a cold-water aquarium. H3

Genus of one species of summer-flowering 
perennial. Fully hardy. Requires a position 
in partial shade and well-drained soil. 
Propagate by seed in autumn or spring.

MYRSINE 
PRIMULACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs and trees, with 
inconspicuous flowers, grown mainly for 
their foliage. Also bears decorative fruits, 
to obtain which plants of both sexes must 
be grown. Suitable for rock and peat 
gardens. Frost hardy to frost tender, but in 
cold areas requires shelter. Requires a 
position in sun or shade and in any fertile, 
well-drained soil other than a shallow, 
chalky one. Propagate by seed in autumn 
or semi-ripe cuttings in summer. 

M. africana (African boxwood, Cape 
myrtle). Very slow-growing, evergreen, 
bushy, dense shrub. H and S 75cm (30in). 
Small, glossy, dark green leaves are 
aromatic and rounded. Tiny, yellowish- 
brown flowers in late spring are succeeded 
by spherical, pale blue fruits. H3 


MYRTILLOCACTUS 
CACTACEAE 


Genus of shrubby or tree-like, perennial 
cacti with ribbed, spiny, blue-green stems. 
Bears star-shaped flowers that open at 
night. Frost tender. Needs a sunny, well- 
drained site. Propagate by seed or stem 
cuttings in spring.

Myrtle 
MYRTACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs, sometimes 
tree-like, grown for their flowers, fruits 
and aromatic foliage. Frost hardy; in cold 
areas plant against a warm, sunny wall. 
Requires full sun and fertile, well-drained 
soil. May be pruned in spring. Propagate 
by seed in a cold frame in autumn or semi- 
ripe cuttings in late summer.

$ M. communis (Common myrtle) illus. 
p.122. ‘Jenny Reitenbach' see M.c.

NANDINA 
BERBERIDACEAE 


Genus of one species of evergreen or 
semi-evergreen, summer-flowering shrub, 
grown for its foliage and flowers. Frost 
hardy. Prefers a sheltered, sunny site and 
fertile, well-drained but not too dry soil. 
On established plants prune untidy, old 
stems to base in spring. Propagate by 
semi-ripe cuttings in summer. 

N. domestica (Heavenly bamboo). 
Evergreen or semi-evergreen, upright, 
elegant shrub. H 2m (6ft) and S 1.5m (5ft). 
Leaves have narrowly lance-shaped, dark 
green leaflets, purplish-red when young 
and in autumn-winter. Large panicles of 
small, star-shaped, white flowers, with 
large yellow anthers, borne in mid- 
summer are followed in warm climates 

by spherical, red fruits. H3. ‘Fire Power’ 
illus. p.143. 2‘Richmond’ is vigorous and 
free-fruiting, with bright red foliage in 
autumn and winter. 


NARCISSUS 
Daffodil 


AMARYLLIDACEAE 


Genus of bulbs, grown for their 
ornamental flowers. Daffodils usually have 
linear, basal leaves and a spread of up to 
20cm (8in). Each flower has a trumpet or 
cup (the corona) and petals (botanically 
known as perianth segments). Fully hardy, 
except where otherwise stated. Prefer sun 
or light shade and well-drained soil, but 
Div.8 cultivars (see below) prefer a sunny 
site and tolerate lighter soils. Dead-head 
flowers as they fade and remove the spent 
foliage during mid-summer. Most cultivars 
increase naturally by offsets; dense clumps 
should be divided no sooner than 6 weeks 
after flowering every 3-5 years. Propagate 
species by fresh seed in late summer or 
autumn. Narcissus yellow stripe virus, 
basal rot, slugs, large narcissus fly and 
bulb and stem eelworm may cause 
problems. O Contact with sap may 
aggravate skin allergies or irritate skin. 
See feature panel pp.404-405. 
Horticulturally, Narcissus is split into the 
following divisions. 


Div. 1 Trumpet - usually solitary flowers 
each have a trumpet that is as long as, 

or longer than, the petals. Early to late 
spring-flowering. 

Div. 2 Large-cupped - solitary flowers 
each have a cup at least one-third the 
length of, but shorter than, the petals. 
Spring-flowering. 

Div. 3 Small-cupped - flowers are 

often borne singly; each has a cup not 
more than one-third the length of the 
petals. Spring- or early summer-flowering. 
Div. 4 Double - most have solitary, large, 
fully or semi-double flowers, sometimes 
scented, with cup or both cup and petals 
replaced by petaloid structures. Some have 
smaller flowers, borne in clusters of 4 or 
more, which are often sweetly fragrant. 
Spring- or early summer-flowering. 


NARCISSUS 


Div. 5 Triandrus - nodding flowers, with 
short, sometimes straight-sided cups and 
narrow, reflexed petals, are borne 2-6 per 
stem. Flowers are produced in spring. 
Div. 6 Cyclamineus - flowers are borne 
usually 1 or 2 per stem, with cup that may 
be flanged and often longer than those of 
Div.5. Petals are narrow, pointed and 
reflexed. Early to mid-spring-flowering. 
Div. 7 Jonquil and Apodanthus - 
sweetly scented flowers are borne usually 
2 or more per stem. Cup is short, may be 
flanged; petals are often flat, fairly broad 
and rounded. Spring-flowering. 

Div. 8 Tazetta - sweetly fragrant flowers 
of small-flowered cultivars are borne in 
clusters of 12 or more per stem; large- 
flowered cultivars have 3 or 4 flowers per 
stem. All have a small, often straight-sided 
cup and broad, mostly pointed petals. Late 
autumn- to mid-spring-flowering. Most 
are frost to half hardy. Autumn-flowering 
hybrids provide valuable cut flowers; 
^prepared" bulbs may be grown in pots 
for mid-winter flowering. 

Div. 9 Poeticus - flowers, sometimes 
borne 2 per stem, may be sweetly fragrant. 
Each has a small, coloured cup and 
glistening white petals. Some N. poeticus 
hybrids are categorized as Div.3 or 8. 

Late spring- or early summer-flowering. 
Div. 10 Bulbocodium - flowers usually 
borne singly on short stems, showing all 
the hallmarks of hoop-petticoat daffodils 
(N. bulbocodium subsp. bulbocodium), 
with insignificant petals and a widely 
flaring, disproportionately large cup. 
Winter- to spring-flowering. 

Div. 11 Split-corona - usually solitary 
flowers with cups split for more than half 
their length. In (a), Collar daffodils, the 
overlapping cup segments lie against the 
petals. In (b), Papillon daffodils, the cup 
segments tend to be narrower, with their 
tips at the margin of the petals. Most fall 
into category (a). Spring-flowering. 

Div. 12 Miscellaneous - a miscellaneous 
category containing hybrids with varying, 
intermediate flower shapes that cannot be 
satisfactorily classified elsewhere. 
Autumn- to spring-flowering. 

Div. 13 Daffodils distinguished solely 
by botanical name - a wide variety of 
flowers showing the huge range of floral 
characteristics of wild daffodils, from 

the tiny N. cyclamineus and the sweetly 
scented, many-flowered N. tazetta to the 
stately trumpet species. Flower in early 
autumn to early summer. 


N. ‘Acropolis’, Div. 4. Mid-to late spring- 
flowering bulb. H 70cm (28in). Large, 
double flowers have white, outer petals 
and petaloids; white, inner petals are 
interspersed with shorter, orange-red 
petaloids. Suitable for exhibition. H6 
YN. ‘Actaea’ (illus. p.404), Div. 9. Late 
spring-flowering bulb. H 70cm (28in). 
Fragrant flowers have glistening white 
petals and shallow, flanged, rich lemon 
cups with narrow, orange-red rims. H6 
N. ‘Aircastle’ (illus. p.405), Div. 3. Mid- 
spring-flowering bulb. H 40cm (16in). 
Flowers have white petals that age 
greenish; shallow, flat, lemon-yellow 
cups deepen in colour at the rim. H6

spring-flowering bulb. H 45cm (18in). 
Flowers have smooth, pale orange

N. ‘Ambergate’ (illus. p.405), Div. 2. 
Mid-spring-flowering bulb. H 45cm (18in). 
Flowers each have a shallow, widely 
expanded, fiery scarlet cup and soft 
tangerine petals. H6 

YN. ‘Arctic Gold’, Div. 1. Mid-spring- 
flowering bulb. H 40cm (16in). Rich 
golden-yellow flowers have broad 

petals and well-proportioned, flanged 
trumpets with neatly serrated rims. 
Suitable for exhibition. H6 

YN. ‘Arkle’ (illus. p.405), Div. 1. Vigorous 
daffodil. H 40cm (16in). Among the largest 
of the yellow trumpet daffodils, it produces 
flowers 13cm (5in) across, in mid-spring. 
Perianth segments are smooth, and each 
corona is slightly flared, with a roll at

Mid-spring 
bulb. H 50cm (20in). Has white flowers 
with bowl-shaped, green-eyed cups.

(6-8in). Slender, nodding, gold flowers 
have narrow, reflexed petals and long, 
slender, flanged, waisted trumpets. H6 

N. ‘Daydream’, Div. 2. Mid-spring- 
flowering bulb. H 35cm (14in). Flowers 
have green-yellow petals and a pale 
trumpet that fades to white as it ages. H6 
N. ‘Diversity’, Div. 11a. Mid-spring- 
flowering bulb. H 40cm (16in). Flowers 
have pure white petals and a large, pink-

Water 
moderately in summer; reduce water in 
winter, but do not allow plants to dry out.

Small genus of evergreen shrubs, grown 
for their architectural habit and black 
fruit.

Requires semi-shade and a rooting 
medium of equal parts humus-rich soil and 
sphagnum moss, bark or plastic chips 
used for orchid culture. Water moderately, 
using soft water, during the growing 
season, sparingly at other times, and keep 
rosette centres filled with water from 
spring to autumn.

Mature plants 
produce abundant, short-spined, pear- 
shaped, green, yellow, red or purple fruits

ORCHIDS 


ORCHIDACEAE 


Family of perennials, some of which are 
evergreen or semi-evergreen, grown for 
their beautiful, unusual flowers. These 
consist of 3 outer sepals and 3 inner petals, 
the lowest of which, known as the lip, is 
usually enlarged and different from the 
others in shape, markings and colour. 
There are about 750 genera and 22,500 
species, together with an even greater 
number of hybrids, bred partly for their 
vigour and ease of care. They are divided 
into epiphytic and terrestrial plants. (The 
spread of an orchid is indefinite.) 


Epiphytic orchids 

Epiphytes have more flamboyant flowers 
than terrestrial orchids and are more 
commonly grown. In the wild, they grow 
on tree branches or rocks (lithophytes), 
obtaining nourishment through clinging 
roots and moisture through aerial roots. 
Most consist of a horizontal rhizome, from 
which arise vertical, water-storing, often 
swollen stems known as pseudobulbs. 


Flowers and foliage are produced from 
the newest pseudobulbs. Other epiphytes 
consist of a continuously growing upright 
rhizome; on these, flower spikes are 
produced in the axils of leaves growing 
from the rhizome. In temperate climates, 
epiphytes need to be grown under glass. 


Cultivation of epiphytes 

For cultivation purposes, epiphytes, which 
are all frost tender, may be divided into 

3 groups: cool-greenhouse types, which 
require min. 10°C (50°F) and max. 24°C 
(75°F); intermediate-greenhouse types, 
needing 13-27°C (55-80°F); and warm- 
greenhouse types, requiring 18-27°C 
(65-80°F). Summer temperatures need to 
be controlled by ventilation and shading 
the glass. Cool-greenhouse orchids may be 
placed outdoors in summer; this improves 
flowering. Other types may also be grown 
outdoors if the air temperature remains 
within these ranges. 

The amount of light required in summer 
is given in individual plant entries. All 
epiphytic orchids, however, need to be 
kept out of direct sun in summer to avoid 
scorching, and require full light in winter. 

Epiphytic orchids, whether grown 
indoors or outside, need a special soil-free 
compost obtained from an orchid nursery 
or made by mixing 2 parts fibrous material 
(such as bark chippings and/or peat) with 
1 part porous material (such as moss and/ 
or expanded clay pellets). Most epiphytes 
may be grown in pots, but some may be 
successfully cultivated in a hanging basket 
or on a slab of bark (with moss around 
their roots) suspended in the greenhouse. 

In summer, water plants freely and spray 
regularly. Those suspended on bark slabs 
need a constantly moist atmosphere. In 
winter, water moderately; if plants are in 
growth, spray occasionally. Some orchids 
rest in winter, when they need scarcely any 
water or none at all. Orchids benefit from 
weak foliar feeds; apply as for watering. 
Repot every other year, in spring; if plants 
are about to flower, repot after flowering. 


Terrestrial orchids 

Terrestrial orchids, some of which also 
produce pseudobulbs, grow in soil or 

leaf mould, sustaining themselves in the 
normal way through roots or tubers. 
Some may be grown in borders, but many 
in temperate climates need to be grown in 
pots and protected under glass in winter. 


Cultivation of terrestrial orchids 
Terrestrial orchids are fully hardy to frost 
tender. Cypripedium species may be 
grown outdoors in any area, preferably in 
neutral to acid soil, but cannot withstand 
severe frost, if frozen solid in pots or 
without snow cover, or tolerate very wet 
soil in winter. Other terrestrial orchids, 
except in very mild areas, are best grown 
in pots; use the same compost as for 
epiphytes but add 1 part grit to 2 parts 
compost. Place pots outdoors in a peat bed 
or in a glasshouse in the growing season. 
Keep dry when dormant. Under glass, 
light requirements, watering, feeding and 
repotting are as for epiphytes. 


Orchid propagation 
Any orchids with pseudobulbs (for example, 
Cattleya, Cymbidium, Dendrobium and 


Oncidium), may be increased by removing 
and replanting old, leafless pseudobulbs 
when repotting in spring. Take care to 
retain at least 4 pseudobulbs on the parent 
plant. Some orchids without pseudobulbs 
produce new growth from the base. 
When a plant has 6 new growths, divide 
it in spring into 2 and repot both portions. 
Propagate Disa, Paphiopedilum and 
Phragmipedium in this way. Large 
specimens of Eria and Masdevallia may 
be divided in spring, leaving 4-6 stems 

on each portion. 

Propagation of Phalaenopsis is by stem 
cuttings taken soon after flowering. Vanda 
may be increased by removing the top 
half of the stem once it has produced 
aerial roots and leaves; new growths will 
develop from the leafless base. Achieving 
success with these methods is difficult 
and not recommended for the beginner. 

Propagate terrestrial orchids with 
tubers by division of the tubers. Genera 
that may be increased in this way are: 
Cypripedium (in spring), Dactylorhiza 
(spring), Ophrys (autumn), Serapias 
(autumn), and Spiranthes (spring). 
Angraecum should not be propagated 
in cultivation, because the parent plant 
is easily endangered.

Solitary, tubular-funnel- 
shaped flowers are produced near the stem 
tips during the day in summer. Frost 
tender. Requires full sun and very well- 
drained, slightly alkaline soil. Water well 
during spring and summer, much less so 
during autumn and winter. Propagate by 
seed in spring or summer.

Some species are grown as 
culinary herbs, others for their clusters of 
tubular, usually pink flowers. Most species 
have arching, prostrate stems and are 
useful for trailing over rocks, banks and 
walls. Fully to frost hardy. Prefers sun 

and well-drained, alkaline soil. Propagate 
by division in spring, by cuttings of non- 
flowering shoots in early summer, or by 
seed in autumn or spring.

Genus of evergreen, summer-flowering 
perennials, subshrubs and shrubs, grown 
for their flowers and foliage.

Water pot plants 
freely when in full growth, moderately at 
other times. Cut back flowered stems by at 
least half in early spring to maintain vigour 
and to produce large flower trusses.

Genus of evergreen shrubs and trees, 
grown for their foliage and small, usually 
fragrant flowers.

PAEONIACEAE 


Genus of late spring-flowering perennials 
and deciduous shrubs or subshrubs (“tree 
peonies”), valued for their bold foliage, 
showy blooms and, in some species, 
colourful seed pods. Fully to frost hardy; 
most are fully hardy, although young 
growth (especially on tree peonies) may be 
damaged by late spring frosts. Prefers sun 
(but tolerates light shade) and rich, well- 
drained soil. Tall and very large-flowered 
cultivars need support. Propagate all 
species by seed in autumn (may take up to 


3 years to germinate), tuberous species by 
root cuttings in winter, tree peonies by 
semi-ripe cuttings in late summer or by 
grafting in winter. Perennials may also be 
propagated by division in autumn or early 
spring. Prone to peony wilt. © All parts 
can cause mild stomach upset if ingested. 
See also feature panel pp.228-229. 


Flower forms 

Unless stated otherwise, peonies described 
below flower between late spring and early 
to mid-summer and have large, alternate 
leaves divided into ovate to lance-shaped 
or linear leaflets. Flowers are single, semi- 
double, double or anemone-form. 


Single - flowers are mostly cup-shaped, 
with 1 or 2 rows of large, often lightly 
ruffled, incurving petals and a conspicuous 
central boss of stamens. 

Semi-double - flowers are similar to 
single ones, but have 2 or 3 rows of petals. 
Double - flowers are rounded, usually 
composed of 1 or 2 outer rows of large, 
often lightly ruffled, incurving petals, the 
remaining petals being smaller, usually 
becoming more densely arranged and 
diminishing in size towards the centre. 
Stamens are few, inconspicuous, or absent. 
Anemone-form (Imperial or Japanese) - 
flowers usually have 1 or 2 rows of broad, 
incurving, outer petals; the centre of the 
flower is often filled entirely with numerous 
densely arranged, sometimes deeply cut, 
narrow petaloids derived from stamens.

Flowers are 
followed by fleshy fruits with black or red 
seeds. O These may cause mild stomach 
upset if ingested.

GERANIACEAE 


Genus of mainly evergreen perennials, 
succulents, subshrubs and shrubs, often 
cultivated as annuals. Grown for their 
colourful flowers and useful in pots or as 
bedding plants. Usually flower from 
spring to summer; many flower almost 
continuously in warm conditions, at above 
7-10°C (45-50°F). Frost hardy to frost 
tender. A sunny site with 12 hours of 
daylight is required for good flowering, 
Prefer well-drained, neutral to alkaline soil. 
Dislike very hot, humid conditions. Dead- 
head frequently and fertilize regularly if 
grown in containers; do not overwater. 
Plants may be kept through winter in the 
greenhouse by cutting back in autumn or 
winter to 12cm (5in) and repotting. 
Propagate by softwood cuttings from 
spring to autumn. © Contact with the 
foliage may aggravate skin allergies. 
Pelargoniums may be divided into 
6 groups; all flower in summer-autumn 
unless stated otherwise. See also feature 
panel p.309. 
Angel - bushy, evergreen perennials and 
subshrubs, with rounded, sometimes 
scented, usually mid-green leaves, and 
clusters of small, single flowers of the 
regal type. 
Ivy-leaved - trailing, evergreen 
perennials, ideal for hanging baskets, 
with lobed, sometimes pointed, stiff, fleshy, 
usually mid-green leaves and flowers 
similar to those of zonal pelargoniums. 
Regal - shrubby, evergreen perennials 
and shrubs with rounded, sometimes lobed 
or partially toothed, mid-green leaves and 
clusters of single, rarely double, broadly 
trumpet-shaped, exotic-coloured flowers; 
prone to weather damage in the open. 
Scented-leaved and species - shrubby, 
evergreen perennials and shrubs with 
small, single, often irregularly star-shaped 
flowers; scented-leaved forms are grown 
for their fragrance. 


Unique - Tall-growing, shrubby, evergreen 
perennials with rounded or lobed, 
sometimes incised, mid-green leaves, often 
with a pungent scent when crushed. They 
produce clusters of single, trumpet-shaped, 
brightly coloured flowers of the regal type, 
throughout the season. 

Zonal - succulent-stemmed, evergreen 
perennials with rounded leaves, marked 
distinctively with a darker “zone”, and 
single (5-petalled), semi-double or fully 
double flowers. Zonal pelargoniums can be 
further separated into the double- and 
semi-double-flowered group (which 
includes fancy-leaved, Formosum hybrid, 
rosebud, single-flowered, and stellar 
groups) and the cactus-flowered group. 


P. acetosum. Erect, evergreen perennial. 
H 50-60cm (20-24in), S 20-25cm (8-10in). 
Stems are succulent with fleshy, grey- 
green leaves, often margined red. Bears 
single, salmon-pink flowers. Good as a pot 
plant in a greenhouse.

Have 
rounded, lobed, plain green leaves and 
large clusters of flowers in orange, pink, 
violet, salmon, or scarlet. H1c (min.

Y P. ‘Apple Blossom Rosebud’. 
Evergreen, rosebud zonal pelargonium. 

H 30cm (12in), S 23cm (9in). Fully double, 
pinkish-white flowers, margined with red, 
look like miniature rosebuds. H1c (min.

Y P. ‘Ardens’. Prostrate, evergreen, 
species hybrid pelargonium.

P. BLuE Wowprn (‘Pacbla’) (illus. p.309). 
Evergreen, semi-double-flowered, zonal 
pelargonium. H 30cm (12in), S 40cm (16in). 
Has rounded, lobed, plain green leaves 
and large clusters of vivid, rich lilac 
flowers (not blue). H1c (min. 2°C/36°F) 

P. ‘Brookside Primrose’ (illus. p.309). 
Dwarf, fancy-leaved zonal pelargonium. 

H 10-12cm (4—5in), S 7-10cm (3-4in). 


Rounded leaves each have a dark brown 
butterfly mark in the centre. Bears double, 
pale pink flowers. H1c (min. 2'C/36 F) 

P. Bullseye Series. Evergreen, compact, 
single-flowered zonal pelargoniums. H 
33-38cm (13-15in), S 28-33cm (11-13in). 
Have rounded, lobed, chocolate-brown 
leaves with green edges. Produce large 
clusters of flowers in shades of red or 
pink, or a mixture. Propagate by seed. H1c 
(min. 2'C/36 F). ‘Bullseye Salmon’ (illus. 
p.309) has salmon-pink flowers. 

P. capitatum. Evergreen, scented-leaved 
pelargonium. H 30-60cm (12-24in), 5 30cm 
(12in). Has irregularly 3-lobed leaves that 
smell faintly of roses and mauve flowers. 
Mainly used to produce geranium oil for 
the perfume industry, but may be grown 
as a pot plant.

P. carnosum. Deciduous, shrubby 
pelargonium (unclassified), with thick, 
succulent stems and a woody, swollen, 
tuber-like rootstock.

Difficult to grow, especially in hot, dry 
areas. Propagate by rooted offsets in 
spring, by semi-ripe cuttings in summer, 
or by seed in autumn. 

P. pumila. Evergreen, mat-forming, 
dense shrub. H 8cm (3in), $ 30cm (12in). 
Has oblong to narrowly ovate, purplish- 
green leaves. Small, tubular, white flowers, 
with reflexed lobes, open in early summer, 
followed, although rarely in cultivation, by 
small, spherical, orange fruits.

Genus of mainly evergreen perennials, 
biennials, and shrubs, grown for their 
flowers.

Propagate by softwood cuttings in summer 
or by seed in spring. Prone to whitefly.

Jester Series cultivars, H and S 20-25cm 
(8-10in), are compact, with flower heads in 
shades of blue, pink, scarlet, crimson, and 
carmine-red, sometimes with white eyes. 
Senetti Series cultivars bear blue, violet, 
or magenta flower heads, including some 
bicolours; tolerant of low temperatures.

LAMIACEAE/LABIATAE 


Genus of annuals, grown for their 
aromatic foliage, often variegated or 
flushed red or bronze. Frost hardy. Grow 
in sun and in fertile, well-drained soil. 
Pinch out growing tips of young plants to 
encourage a bushy habit. Propagate by 
seed sown under glass in early spring. 

P. frutescens. Vigorous, upright, bushy, 
hairy annual. H to 1m (3ft), 5 to 30cm (12in). 
Has broadly ovate, pointed, serrated, 
aromatic, mid-green leaves, sometimes 
flecked purple. In summer, bears spikes of 
tiny, tubular, white flowers.

PERIPLOCA 


APOCYNACEAE/ASCLEPIADACEAE 


Genus of deciduous or evergreen shrubs 
and twining climbers, grown for their 
attractive leaves. Stems exude milky juice 
if cut. Frost hardy. Grow in sun and in any 
well-drained soil. Propagate by seed in 
spring or by semi-ripe cuttings in summer. 
©The fruits and sap may cause stomach 
upset if ingested. 

P. graeca (Silk vine). Deciduous, twining 
climber. H to 9m (28ft). Ovate, glossy leaves 
are 2.5-5cm (1-2in) long. In summer, has 
clusters of 8-12 greenish-yellow flowers, 
purplish-brown inside, each with 5 lobes. 
Pairs of narrowly cylindrical seed pods, 
12cm (5in) long, contain winged, tufted 
seeds. Scent of the flowers is thought by 
some to be unpleasant.

LAMIACEAE/LABIATAE 


Genus of deciduous subshrubs, grown for 
their aromatic, grey-green foliage and blue 
flowers.

Cut 
plants back hard, almost to base, in spring, 
as new growth starts. Propagate by 
softwood cuttings in late spring.

Grown for their attractive autumn leaf 
colour and their spikes or panicles of 
small, usually long-lasting, white, pink or 
red flowers. Fully hardy to half hardy. 
Requires sun or partial shade and moist 
soil. Propagate by seed in spring; divide 
perennials in spring or autumn. © Contact 
with all parts may irritate skin; the sap 
may cause mild stomach upset if ingested. 
P. alpina, syn. P. polymorpha (illus. p.234). 
Clump-forming, leafy perennial. H and 

S 2m (6ft) or more. Stout, branching stems 
bear large, elliptic- to lance-shaped, mid- 
green leaves. In mid-summer, produces 
frothy, heads of tiny, long-lasting, creamy- 
white flowers at stem tips.

P. affinis, syn. Polygonum affine. 
Mat-forming, evergreen perennial.

‘Firetail’ (illus. p.234), H to 1-1.2m (3-4ft), 
S to 60cm (24in), bears slender spikes of 
bright red flowers above heart-shaped 
leaves.

P. capitata, syn. Polygonum capitatum. 
Compact, spreading perennial. H 8cm (3in), 
S 50cm (20in). Small, ovate leaves are 
green with darker marks. Small, round 
heads of pink flowers are borne in summer. 
Suitable for a rock garden or bank. H3 

P. macrophylla, syn. Polygonum 
macrophyllum, Polygonum 
sphaerostachyum, illus. p.265. 

P. microcephala. Spreading, leafy, 
rhizomatous perennial. H to 60cm (2ft), 

S 1m (3ft) or more. Has lance-shaped, 
reddish-green leaves with darker zonal 
markings. Branching stems bear small, 
rounded heads of minute, white flowers in 
summer. H5. ‘Red Dragon’ (syn. P. ‘Red 
Dragon’; illus. p.234), H to 1.3m (4'^ft), has 
deep red leaves, each marked with a 
silvery chevron. Leaves develop greenish 
tints as they age.

P. virginiana, syn. Polygonum 
virginianum, Tovara virginiana. Rather 
variable, clump-forming perennial. 

H to 1.2m (4ft), S 60-140cm (2- 4'^ft). Ovate, 
pale green leaves have brownish-mauve 
blotches, brightest in spring. In late 
summer and early autumn, bears spikes 
of tiny, green flowers. H6. ‘Batwings’, 

H and S to 80cm (32in), has narrrowly 
ovate leaves with a dark red chevron 
mark. var. filiformis ‘Lance Corporal’

Genus of rhizomatous perennials, grown 
for their usually large leaves and value as 
ground cover. Good for a wild garden or 
beside a stream or pool; can be invasive. 
Fully hardy to frost hardy. Tolerates sun or 
shade; prefers moist but well-drained soil. 
Propagate by division in spring or autumn. 
P. fragrans (Winter heliotrope). 
Spreading perennial. H to 30cm (12in), 

S 1.5m (5ft). Has basal, kidney-shaped, 
toothed, dark green leaves, on stalks to 
30cm (12in) long. Small, vanilla-scented, 
daisy-like, pinkish-white flower heads are 
produced in late winter before foliage. H4 
P. japonicus. Spreading perennial. 

H 1.1m (3/4ft), S 1.5m (5ft). Has large, 
kidney-shaped, toothed, light green, basal 
leaves on stalks 1m (3ft) long. In early 
spring, bears dense cones of small, daisy- 
like, yellowish-white flowers before leaves 
emerge.

Good as summer bedding, and 
in hanging baskets and containers. 
Propagate by cuttings; does not set seed.

VERBENACEAE 


Genus of deciduous or semi-evergreen 
small trees, shrubs, and woody-stemmed, 
twining climbers, grown for their flowers. 
Frost tender. Needs full light and fertile, 
well-drained soil. Water regularly, less 
when not in full growth. Provide support. 
Thin out and spur back crowded growth in 
spring. Propagate by semi-ripe cuttings in 
summer. Mealy bug and whitefly may 
cause problems. 

P. volubilis (Purple wreath, Queen’s 
wreath) illus. p.463. 


PETROCOSMEA 
GESNERIACEAE 


Genus of evergreen, rhizomatous 
perennials. Frost tender. Needs shade and 
well-drained, peaty soil. Propagate by seed 
in early spring or by leaf cuttings in early 
summer.

PETROPHYTUM 
syn. PETROPHYTON 
Rock spiraea 
ROSACEAE 


Genus of evergreen, summer-flowering 
subshrubs, grown for their spikes of small, 
fluffy flowers. Good for growing on tufa or 
in alpine houses. Fully hardy. Needs sun 
and gritty, very well-drained, alkaline soil. 
May be difficult to grow. Propagate by 
softwood or semi-ripe cuttings in summer 
or by seed in autumn. In hot weather, red 
spider mite and aphids may be a problem. 
P. caespitosum. Evergreen, mat-forming 
subshrub. H 5cm (2in), S 30cm (12in). Has 
clusters of small, spoon-shaped, silky- 
hairy, bluish-green leaves. Flower stems, 
2cm (*4in) long, each bear a conical spike 
of small, fluffy, white flowers, with 
prominent stamens, in summer. H5 

P. hendersonii. Evergreen, mound- 
forming subshrub. H 10cm (4in), 5 20cm 
(8in). Has branched stems covered in 
hairy, rounded, blue-green leaves. Conical 
spikes of small, cup-shaped, fluffy, white to 
creamy flowers are produced on 2.5cm 
(1in) stems in summer. H5 


PETRORHAGIA 
CARYOPHYLLACEAE 


Genus of annuals and perennials, grown 
for their flowers. Suitable for banks and 
rock gardens. Frost hardy. Prefers sun and 
well-drained, sandy soil. Propagate by 
seed in autumn. Self-seeds readily. 

Y P. saxifraga, syn. Tunica saxifraga 
(Tunic flower), illus. p.361. ‘Rosette’ is a 
compact, mat-forming perennial. H 10cm 
(4in), S 15cm (6in). Has tufts of grass-like 
leaves. In summer, slender stems bear a 
profusion of cup-shaped, double, pale pink 
flowers, sometimes veined deeper pink. H4 


Petrosedum. See Sedum. 


PETTERIA 
PAPILIONACEAE/LEGUMINOSAE 


Genus of one species of deciduous shrub, 
grown for its flowers. Related to Laburnum, 
differing in its erect racemes. Fully hardy. 
Requires full sun and fertile, well-drained 
soil. Propagate by softwood cuttings in 
summer or by seed in autumn. O The 
seeds may cause stomach upset if ingested. 
P. ramentacea (Dalmatian laburnum). 
Deciduous, upright shrub. H 2m (6ft), 5 1m 
(3ft). Mid-green leaves each have 3 ovate 
leaflets. Has dense, upright spikes of 
fragrant, laburnum-like, yellow flowers in 
late spring and early summer. H5 


PETUNIA 
SOLANACEAE 


Genus of annuals and perennials, always 
grown as annuals, with showy, colourful 
flowers. Half hardy. Grow in a sunny site, 
sheltered from wind, in fertile, well-drained 
soil. Dead-head regularly. Propagate by 
seed sown under glass in autumn or mid- 
spring. May suffer from viruses, including 
cucumber mosaic and tomato spotted wilt. 
The many cultivars that have been 
produced are moderately fast-growing, 


branching, bushy plants, H 15-30cm 
(6-12in), S 30cm (12in), with ovate, mid- to 
deep green leaves, usually 5-12cm (2-5in) 
long. From late spring to late autumn, they 
produce flared, trumpet-shaped, single or 
double flowers in a wide range of colours 
(available in mixtures or singly), including 
blue, violet, purple, red, pink and white. 
Some have dark veining, central white 
stars, halos (throats in contrasting colours), 
or picotee margins. 

The cultivars mostly fall into Grandiflora 
and Multiflora groups; other groups 
include Floribunda, Milliflora and 
Spreading petunias: 

Floribunda petunias are crosses between 
Grandiflora and Multiflora types. 
Grandiflora petunias have very large 
flowers, 8-10cm (3-4in) across, but they are 
easily damaged by rain and are best grown 
in sheltered hanging baskets and pots. 
Milliflora petunias are dwarf, arising 
rom a genetic mutation, with flowers 
around 4cm (1/2in) across. 

Multiflora petunias are bushier than the 
Grandiflora petunias, and produce smaller 
flowers, 5cm (2in) across, in greater 
quantity. They tend to be more resistant to 
rain damage, and are excellent for summer 
bedding or for a mixed border. 
Spreading petunias are low-growing, 
with trailing stems and flowers 5-8cm 
(2-3in) across. They are suitable for 
ground cover. 


P. Double Duo Series. Compact, early- 
flowering, branching, Multiflora petunias. 
H and S 25-40cm (10-16in). Bear double, 
sometimes semi-double, flowers that are 
pink, salmon- or lavender-pink, burgundy- 
red, blue, or bicoloured red-and-white or 
rose-pink and white. H2 

P. Double Pirouette Series. Compact, 
strongly branching, Grandiflora petunias. 
H and S 25-40cm (10-16in). Double flowers 
may be blue, burgundy-red, pink, or 
bicoloured purple-and-white, red-and- 
white, or rose-pink and white. H2. 
‘Orchid Mist’ has flowers combining 
shades of pale pink; is weather resistant. 
P. Duo Series. Multiflora petunias. 

H to 30cm (12in), S 30-90cm (12-36in). 
Produce double flowers in colours 
including pink, lavender-pink, red, and 
burgundy, some with dark veining and 
some bicolours. Tolerate wet weather, but 
are best in containers or under glass. H2 
P. Easy Wave Series. Spreading, early- 
flowering, Multiflora petunias. H 25cm 
(10in), S to 60cm (24in). Bears flowers in a 
wide colour range that includes shell- 
pink, coral-orange, bright burgundy-red, 
and plum-purple. More mounding than 
Wave Series cultivars. H2. "Mystic Pink" 
illus. p.303. 

P. Express Series. Compact, mound- 
forming, Grandiflora petunias. H to 30cm

Propagate species by 
division in spring or by spores in summer, 
selected forms by division in spring.

Propagate in spring by division or by seed. 
** P. cordata (Pickerel weed) illus. p.441. 


POPULUS 


Aspen, Cottonwood, Poplar 
SALICACEAE 


Genus of mainly deciduous trees, grown 
for their habit, foliage and very quick 
growth. Produces catkins in late winter 

or spring. Female trees produce copious 
amounts of fluffy, white seeds. Fully hardy. 
Prefers full sun and needs deep, fertile, 
moist, but well-drained soil; resents dry 
soil, apart from P. alba, which thrives in 
coastal gardens. Extensive root systems 
can undermine foundations, so poplars are 
unsuitable for planting close to buildings, 
particularly on clay soil. Propagate by 
hardwood cuttings in winter. Susceptible 
to bacterial canker and fungal diseases. 

P. alba (Abele, White poplar) illus. p.60. 
Much confused with the commoner P. x 
canescens. ‘Raket’ (syn. P.a. Rocket) is a 
narrowly conical, deciduous tree. H 20-40m 
(70-130ft), 5 8m (25ft). Has white, hairy 
new shoots and ovate to rounded, wavy- 
margined to maple-like, 5-lobed leaves, 
dark green above, white-hairy beneath, 
that turn yellow in autumn. In early spring, 


bears red, male or green, female catkins. 
Leaves of ‘Richardii’, H 12m (40ft), 5 8m 
(25ft), are golden-yellow above. ROCKET 
see Pa. ‘Raket’. H7 

P. balsamifera (Balsam poplar, 
Tacamahac). Fast-growing, deciduous, 
upright tree. H 30m (100ft), 5 8m (25ft). Has 
smooth shoots and ovate, glossy, dark 
green leaves, whitish beneath, strongly 
balsam-scented when young. In early 
spring, bears pendent, green catkins. H7 
P. x canadensis (Canadian poplar). 
Fast-growing, conical to columnar, 
deciduous tree. H 25-35m (80-120ft), 

S 15-25m (50-80ft). Triangular to ovate, 
scalloped, glossy, bright green leaves turn 
yellow in autumn.

P. lasiocarpa (Chinese necklace poplar). 
Very fast-growing, deciduous, spreading 
tree. H 20m (70ft), 5 12m (40ft). Has stout 
shoots and very large, heart-shaped, mid- 
green leaves with red veins, on long, red 
stalks. Bears stout, drooping, yellow 
catkins in spring.

P. trichocarpa (Black cottonwood, 
Western balsam poplar). Very fast-growing, 
deciduous, conical tree. H 30m (100ft) or 
more, S 10m (30ft). Has dense growth of 
ovate, glossy, dark green leaves with

balsam-scented when young. Foliage turns 
yellow in autumn. In mid-spring, bears red 
male or green female catkins.

PORANA 
CONVOLVULACEAE 


Genus of evergreen or deciduous, 
twining climbers, grown for their flowers. 
Frost tender. Provide full light and fertile, 
moisture-retentive, well-drained soil. 
Water freely in full growth, sparingly in 
cold weather. Stems require support. 
Thin out evergreen species and cut back 
deciduous ones to just above ground level 
in late winter or early spring. Propagate 
by basal, softwood cuttings in late spring 
or early summer or by seed in spring. 

P. paniculata (Bridal bouquet, Snow 
creeper). Vigorous, evergreen, twining 
climber. H 6-10m (20-30ft). Leaves are 
heart-shaped. Large, loose panicles of 
small, elder-scented, trumpet-shaped, 
white flowers are borne from late summer 
to mid-winter. H1c (min. 5°C/41°F) 


PORTULACA 


Purslane, Rose moss 
PORTULACACEAE 


Genus of fleshy annuals and a few 
perennials with showy, cup-shaped, rose- 
like flowers that open in sun and close in 
shade. Half hardy to frost tender. Needs 
full light and any well-drained soil. Grow 
as annuals in a sunny, dry border or in a 
container. Propagate by seed sown under 
glass in early spring, or outdoors in late 
spring. Prone to attack by aphids. 

P. grandiflora (Rose moss, Sun plant). 
Slow-growing, partially prostrate annual. 
H 10-20cm (4-8in), S 15cm (6in). Has lance- 
shaped, succulent, bright green leaves. 

In summer, produces shallowly bowl- 
shaped flowers, 2.5cm (1in) across, with 
conspicuous stamens, in shades of yellow, 
red, pink or white.

Happy Hour 
Series are branching, with semi-double 
flowers in a wide range of colours. Flower 
well during shorter days. Happy Hour 
Series ‘Peppermint’ has mottled, pink 
flowers.

spreading, and bear semi-double flowers 
in a wide range of hues, including white, 
pink, yellow, orange, and red. Lazy 
Daze Mixture are low-growing, dense, 
and semi-trailing, with double flowers in 
many colours.

DIDIEREACEAE/PORTULACACEAE 


Genus of evergreen or semi-evergreen, 
succulent-leaved shrubs, grown for their 
foliage. Frost tender. Needs full sun and 
well-drained soil. Water potted plants 
moderately when in full growth, less at 
other times. Propagate by semi-ripe 
cuttings in summer. 

P. afra (Elephant bush) illus. p.457.

‘Variegata’ (syn. Pa. f. foliis-variegatis) is 
an evergreen or semi-evergreen, erect 
shrub with more or less horizontal 
branches.

Remove fading foliage and thin plants 
as necessary. Propagate by stem cuttings 
in spring or summer.

Genus of perennials, deciduous shrubs, 
and a few annuals and biennials, grown 
for their clusters of small, flattish to 
saucer-shaped flowers and their foliage.

Dwarf potentillas are 
good for rock gardens. Fully hardy. Does 
best in full sun, but flower colour is better 
on orange-, red- and pink-flowered plants 
if shaded from the hottest sun. Needs well- 
drained soil. Propagate species by seed in 
autumn; selected perennial forms by 
division only in spring or autumn; shrubs 
by soft- or greenwood cuttings in summer.

CAMPANULACEAE 


Genus of prostrate, evergreen perennials 
grown for their abundant, solitary, star- 
shaped, 2-lipped, usually white or blue- 
purple flowers. Fully hardy to frost hardy. 
Good for ground cover in damp soil; also 
for a rock garden or in paving, but can be 
invasive. Grow in fertile, loamy, reliably 
moist soil in partial or deep shade. 
Propagate by division at any time. 

P. angulata, syn. Lobelia angulata. 
Evergreen, creeping perennial. H 5cm (2in), 
S 30-60cm (12-24in). Has small, broadly 
ovate, dark green leaves. Star-shaped, 
white flowers, with 5 unevenly spaced 
petals, are borne in leaf axils in late spring. 
Round, purplish-red fruits follow in 
autumn. (borderline) H4 

P. pedunculata, syn. Lobelia pedunculata, 
illus. p.369. 
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Primrose 
PRIMULACEAE 


Genus of mainly herbaceous perennials, 
some woody-based and evergreen. All 
have leaves in basal rosettes and tubular, 
bell- or primrose-shaped (flat) flowers. 

In some primulas, the flower stems, leaves, 
sepals and, occasionally, sections of the 
petals are covered with a waxy powder 
known as farina. There are primulas 
suitable for almost every type of site: 

the border, scree garden, rock garden, 
peat garden, bog garden, pool margin, 
greenhouse and alpine house. Some may 
be difficult to grow as they dislike winter 
damp or summer heat. Fully hardy to frost 
tender. Repot container-grown plants 
annually. Tidy up fading foliage and dead- 
head as flowering ceases. Propagate 
species by seed when fresh or in spring; 
increase selected forms when dormant, 
either by division between autumn and 
early spring, or by root cuttings in winter. 
Propagate auricula primulas by offsets in 
early spring or early autumn. Border 
cultivars may be prone to slug damage 

in damp places and to attack by root 
aphids when grown in very dry conditions 
or in containers. 

Primulas are divided into many different 
horticultural groups, of which the 
ollowing are in common use. See also 
eature panel pp.258-259. 


Auricula primulas 

These are evergreen primulas, derived 
rom hybrids between P. auricula and 

P. hirsuta, producing flat, smooth flowers 
borne in an umbel on a stem above the 
oliage. There are 3 main sub-groups: 
alpine, show and border. 


Alpine Auricula Group. In these, the 
colour of the flower centre is strikingly 
different from that of the petals. They may 
be either light-centred (white or pale in the 
centre) or gold-centred (yellow or gold in 
the centre). There is no meal or "farina" on 
either leaves or flowers. Grow in an alpine 
house or rock garden. 

Show Auricula Group have flowers 
with a distinct circle of white meal or 
“paste” in the centre. Some are self- 
coloured, with one colour, which may be 
red, yellow, blue or violet, from the central 
paste to the petal margins; edged cultivars 
have a black ring surrounding the central 
paste, feathering out to an often green, 
grey or white margin; in fancy cultivars, 
the paste is surrounded by a colour other 
than black, with a green, grey or white 
margin. Show Auriculas have white farina 
on their foliage (except those with green- 
edged flowers), on their flower eyes and, 
sometimes, on their petal margins. Grow 
under glass to protect flowers from rain. 

Border Auricula Group are generally 
robust, garden Auricula primulas, which 
are often very fragrant. Some have farina 
on flower stems and leaves. Grow in a 
mixed or herbaceous border. 


Candelabra primulas 

These are robust, herbaceous perennials 
with tubular, flat-faced flowers borne in 
tiered whorls up tall, sturdy stems. Some 
are deciduous, dying back to basal buds; 
others are semi-evergreen, dying back to 
reduced rosettes. Grow in moist shade or 
woodland, especially by streams. 


Primrose-Polyanthus primulas 
A diverse group of evergreen, semi- 
evergreen or deciduous perennial hybrids, 
derived from P. vulgaris, crossed with 
P. veris, P. juliae and other species. They 
are divided into two main groups: 
Primrose Group produce mostly 
solitary flowers among the leaves. Mainly 
grown as spring-flowering herbaceous 
perennials or as biennial, greenhouse- 
container plants flowering from winter 
to spring. 
Polyanthus Group bear flowers in 
long-stalked umbels. Usually grown as 
biennials for bedding, sown in summer to 
flower in winter and the following spring, 
or under glass as winter- and spring- 
flowering container plants. 


Cultivation 

Primulas have varying cultivation 
requirements. For ease of reference, these 
have been grouped as follows: 

1 - Full sun or partial shade, in moist, but 
well-drained, humus-rich soil. 

2 - Partial shade, in deep, humus-rich, 
moist, neutral to acid soil. 

3 - Deep or partial shade, in peaty, gritty, 
moist but sharply drained, acid soil. 
Protect from excessive winter wet. 

4 - Under glass in an alpine house or 
frame. Avoid wetting foliage of mealy 
species and hybrids. 

5 - Full sun with some midday shade, 

or partial shade, in moist but sharply 
drained, gritty, humus-rich and slightly 
alkaline soil. 

6- In a cool or temperate greenhouse, or 
as a houseplant, in bright, filtered light. 


P. allionii (illus. p.257). Rosette-forming, 
evergreen perennial. H 7-10cm (3-4in), 

S 20cm (8in). Best grown in an alpine 
house. Tubular, rose, mauve or white 
flowers cover a tight cushion of ovate, 
grey-green leaves in spring. Cultivation 
group 4. H5. ‘Elizabeth Earle’ has 
lavender-pink flowers. ‘Snowflake’ is 
vigorous, with large white flowers, 
sometimes flushed pink at the margins. 

* P. alpicola (illus. p.259). Compact, 
rosette-forming perennial. H 50cm (20in), 

S 30cm (12in). Produces terminal clusters 
of pendent, bell-shaped, yellow to white or 
purple flowers on slender stems in early 
summer. Mid-green leaves are ovate to 
lance-shaped. Cultivation group 2. H6. 
var. alpicola (syn. P.a. var. luna) has soft 
sulphur-yellow flowers. var. luna see P.a.

Does well against a warm, 
sunny wall. Propagate by softwood 
cuttings in summer or by seed in autumn. 
P. sinensis. Lax, thorny-branched shrub. 
H and S 1.8m (6ft). In early spring, bears 
single or small clusters of small, bright 
yellow, 5-petalled flowers in the leaf axils, 
along with narrow, green leaves. Juicy, 
red, cherry-like, edible fruits follow in late 
summer.

Genus of annuals and perennials. Half 
hardy. Grow in a sunny, sheltered position 
and in fertile, well-drained soil. Propagate 
by seed sown under glass in early spring. 

Moderately fast-growing, 
upright annual. H to 45cm (18in), 5 to 90cm 
(36in). Has rounded, serrated, or lobed 
leaves. In summer, bears fragrant, bell- 
shaped, crimson-purple flowers, to 5cm 
(2in) long. Rounded, horned, brown fruits, 
6cm (2%in) long, follow which, if gathered 
young, may be pickled and eaten. H2

Propagate by seed in spring or by offsets 
in summer or early autumn.

Most 
prefer dappled shade, but a considerable 
number tolerate full sun, especially in cool 
climates. Need neutral to acid soil - ideally, 
humus-rich and well-drained. Shallow 
planting is essential, as plants are surface- 
rooting. Dead-head spent flowers, 
wherever practical, to encourage energy 
into growth rather than seed production. 
Propagate by layering or semi-ripe 
cuttings in late summer. Yellowing leaves 
are usually caused by poor drainage, 
excessively deep planting or lime in soil. 
Weevils and powdery mildew may also 
cause problems. (9 The nectar of some 
rhododendron flowers may cause severe 
discomfort if ingested. See also feature 
panel pp.124-25. 

Rhododendrons and azaleas 

The genus Rhododendron includes not 
only evergreen, large-leaved and 
frequently large-flowered species and 
hybrids, but also dwarf, smaller-leaved 
shrubs, both evergreen and deciduous, 
with few-flowered clusters of usually small 
blooms. ^Azalea" is the common name 
given to the deciduous species and 
hybrids, as well as to a group of compact, 
evergreen shrubs derived mainly from 
Japanese species. They are valued for their 
abundant, small colourful blooms 
produced in late spring. Many of the 
evergreen azaleas (sometimes known as 
Belgian azaleas) may also be grown as 
house plants. Botanically, however, all are 
classified as Rhododendron. The flowers 
are usually single, but may be semi-double 
or double, including hose-in-hose (one 
flower tube inside the other). Unless 
otherwise stated below, flowers are single 
and leaves mid- to dark green and ovate.

Bears many 
small, hose-in-hose, deep pink flowers in 
mid-spring. Best in semi-shade. H5 


R. barbatum. Evergreen, upright 
rhododendron. H and S to 10m (30ft). Bears 
lance-shaped, dark green leaves covered 
with bristles, on stems; bark is plum- 
coloured and peeling. Bears tight trusses 
of tubular to bell-shaped, bright scarlet 
flowers in early spring. H5 

R. ‘Beauty of Littleworth'. Evergreen, 
open, shrubby rhododendron. H and 5 4m 
(12ft). In late spring, bears large, conical 
trusses of scented, funnel-shaped, 
crimson-spotted, white flowers. H4 

R. ‘Beefeater’. Evergreen, bushy 
rhododendron. H and S to 2.5m (8ft). 
Leaves are broadly lance-shaped. Produces 
striking, flat-topped trusses of bell-shaped, 
scarlet flowers in late spring and early 
summer. H5 

Y R. 'Blaauw's Pink’ (illus. p.125). 
Evergreen, compact azalea. H and S 1.5m 
(5ft). In late spring, bears abundant, hose- 
in-hose, salmon-pink flowers, with a paler 
blush. H4 

YR. ‘Blue Danube’ (illus. p.125). 
Evergreen, upright azalea. H 2m (6ft), 

S 1.5m (5ft). Produces bell-shaped, vivid 
violet-blue flowers in spring. H3 

R. ‘Blue Diamond’. Evergreen, upright 
rhododendron. H and $ to 1.5m (5ft). Small, 
neat leaves contrast with funnel-shaped, 
bright purplish-blue flowers borne in 

mid- to late spring. Prefers full sun. H6 

* R. ‘Blue Peter’ (illus. p.125). Evergreen, 
bushy rhododendron. H and 5 to 4m (12ft). 


In early summer, produces bold, open 
funnel-shaped, 2-tone lavender-purple 
flowers, with frilled petal margins. H6 

R. calendulaceum (Flame azalea). 
Deciduous, bushy azalea. H and S 2-3m 
(6-10ft). In early summer, bears funnel- 
shaped, scarlet or orange flowers in 
trusses of 5-7. H6 

YR. calophytum. Evergreen, widely 
branched rhododendron. H and 5 to 6m 
(20ft). Produces large, lance-shaped leaves 
and, in early spring, large trusses of bell- 
shaped, white or pale pink flowers, with 
crimson spots. H5 
R. calostrotum. Evergreen, compact 
rhododendron. H and to 1m (3ft). Has small 
blue-green leaves and, in late spring, bears 
saucer-shaped, purple or scarlet flowers in 
clusters of 2-5. H6 
R. 'Catawbiense Album'. Evergreen, 
rounded rhododendron. H and S to 3m 
(10ft). Bears glossy leaves and, in early 
summer, dense, rounded trusses of bell- 
shaped, white flowers. H7 
R. ‘Catawbiense Boursault’. 
Evergreen, rounded rhododendron. H and 
S to 3m (10ft). Has glossy leaves. Bears 
dense, rounded trusses of bell-shaped, 
lilac-purple blooms in early summer. H7 

3? R. ‘Cilpinense’. Semi-evergreen, 
compact rhododendron. H and 5 to 1.5m 
(5ft). Leaves are dark green and glossy. 
Bears abundant, large, bell-shaped, blush- 
pink flowers, flushed deeper in bud, in 
early spring. Flowers are vulnerable to 
frost damage. H5 

R. cinnabarinum (illus. p.125). 
Evergreen, upright rhododendron. H and 
1.5-4m (5-12ft). Has blue-green leaves with 
small scales. Narrowly tubular, waxy, red, 
sometimes yellow, orange, apricot-pink 

or reddish purple flowers are borne in 
loose, pendent trusses in late spring. H5. 
subsp. xanthocodon (syn. R. 
xanthocodon) is of open, upright habit 

and has aromatic, mid-green leaves, which 
are blue-green when young. Bears bell- 
shaped, yellow flowers in late spring. 

YR. 'Coccineum Speciosum'. 
Deciduous, bushy azalea. H and S 1.5-2.5m 
(5-8ft). Produces open funnel-shaped, 
brilliant rich orange-red blooms in early 
summer. Broadly lance-shaped leaves 
provide good autumn colour. H6 

R. ‘Corneille’. Deciduous, bushy azalea. 
H and S 1.5-2.5m (5-8ft). In early summer, 
produces fragrant, hose-in-hose flowers, 
pale pink with a darker pink outside. Has 
colourful autumn foliage. H6 

YR. ‘Crest’, syn. R. ‘Hawk Crest’. 
Evergreen rhododendron of open habit. 

H and S 1.5-4m (5-12ft). Has broadly lance- 
shaped leaves. Bell-shaped flowers are 
borne in loose, flat-topped trusses, and are 
apricot in bud, opening to clear sulphur- 
yellow in late spring. H5 

R. ‘Cunningham’s White’. Evergreen, 
compact rhododendron. H 2.5m (8ft), 5 2m 
(6ft). In spring, has open trusses of funnel- 
shaped, pale lilac flowers, which fade to 
white, speckled with purple and yellow. H6 
YR. ‘Curlew’ (illus. p.125). Evergreen 
rhododendron of compact, spreading 
habit. H and S 30cm (1ft). Has dull green 
leaves and, in late spring, produces 
relatively large, open funnel-shaped, 
bright yellow flowers. H5 

Y R. ‘Cynthia’. Vigorous, evergreen, 
dome-shaped rhododendron. H and 5 to 


6m (20ft). Bears conical trusses of bell- 
shaped, magenta-purple flowers, marked 
blackish-red within, in late spring. 
Excellent for sun or shade. H6 

R. dauricum. Deciduous, upright 
rhododendron. H and S to 1.5m (5ft). 
Bears funnel-shaped, vivid purple flowers 
in loose clusters throughout winter. Green 
leaves turn purple-brown in frosty 
conditions, before falling in autumn. H6 
3? R. davidsonianum. Deciduous, 
upright rhododendron. H 1.5-4m (5-12ft). 
Aromatic leaves are lance-shaped to 
oblong. In late spring, bears clusters of 
funnel-shaped flowers, ranging from pale 
pink to mid-lilac-mauve. H5 

Y R. 'Daviesii' (illus. p.125). Deciduous, 
upright azalea. H and S 2m (6ft). Fragrant, 
funnel-shaped, white flowers, each with a 
yellow flare, are borne in spring.

YR. decorum (illus. p.124). Evergreen, 
bushy rhododendron. H and 5 4m (12ft). 
Oblong to lance-shaped leaves are mid- 
green above, paler beneath. Large, 
fragrant, funnel-shaped, white or shell- 
pink flowers, green- or pink-spotted 
within, are produced in early summer. H6 
R. degronianum subsp. heptamerum, 
syn. R. metternichii. Evergreen, upright 
rhododendron. H and S 1.5-4m (5-12ft). 
Has oblong leaves, glossy and green 
above, reddish-brown-felted beneath. 

In spring, bears rounded trusses of 10-15 
bell-shaped, rose-red flowers, often subtly 
spotted within. H6 

R. discolor. See R. fortunei subsp. 
discolor. 

R. ‘Doncaster’. Evergreen, compact 
rhododendron. H and S 2-2.5m (6-8ft). Has 
leathery, glossy leaves and, in late spring, 
produces dense trusses of funnel-shaped, 
dark red flowers. H6 

YR. ‘Dopey’. Evergreen, compact 
rhododendron. H and S 1.5m (5ft). 

In spring, bears rounded trusses of 
bell-shaped, flame-orange flowers. H5 
YR. ‘Dora Amateis’. Evergreen, 
compact rhododendron. H and 5 60cm 
(2ft). Leaves are slender, glossy and 
pointed. Abundant, broadly funnel- 
shaped, white flowers, tinged pink and 
marked with green, are produced in late 
spring. Sun tolerant. H6 

R. ‘Elizabeth’. Evergreen, dome-shaped 
rhododendron. H and S to 1.5m (5ft). 
Leaves are oblong. Produces trusses of 
large, trumpet-shaped, brilliant red 
flowers in late spring. Good in sun or 
partial shade. H6 

R. ‘Elizabeth Lockhart’. Evergreen, 
dome-shaped rhododendron. H and 

S 60cm (2ft). Produces shiny, purple-green 
leaves that become darker in winter. Bell- 
shaped, cherry red flowers are borne in 
spring. H6 

R. ‘English Roseum’. Evergreen, 
vigorous, bushy rhododendron. H and S 
to 2.5m (8ft). Dark green leaves are paler 
beneath. Bears compact trusses of 
funnel-shaped, lilac-rose flowers in 

late spring. H7 

YR. ‘Fabia’. Evergreen, dome-shaped 
rhododendron. H and 5 2m (6ft). Leaves are 
mid-green and lance-shaped. Produces 
loose, flat trusses of funnel-shaped, 
orange-tinted, scarlet flowers in early 
summer. H4 

YR. falconeri (illus. p.124). Multi- 
stemmed, evergreen rhododendron. 


H to 12m (40ft), 5 5m (15ft). Has flaking, 
red-brown bark and broadly elliptic to 
ovate, dark green leaves, brown-felted 
beneath. In mid-spring, produces trusses 
of widely bell-shaped, fleshy, creamy-white 
or yellow flowers, sometimes pink-tinged, 
often with purple marks inside. H4 

YR. ‘Fastuosum Flore Pleno" 

(illus. p.125). Evergreen, dome-shaped 
rhododendron. H and S 1.5-4m (5-12ft). 

In early summer, bears loose trusses 

of funnel-shaped, double, rich mauve 
flowers, with red-brown marks and wavy 
margins. H6 

R. fictolacteum. See R. rex subsp. 
fictolacteum. 

YR. ‘Fireball’. Evergreen, compact 
rhododendron. H and S 2m (6ft). Produces 
rounded trusses of bell-shaped, vivid 
scarlet flowers in early spring. H6 

YR. fortunei subsp. discolor, syn. 

R. discolor. Evergreen, tree-like 
rhododendron. H and S to 8m (25ft). Leaves 
are oblong to ovate. Bears fragrant, 
broadly funnel-shaped, pink flowers in 
mid-summer. Ideal in a light woodland. H5 
YR. ‘Fragrantissimum’ (illus. p.124). 
Lax, evergreen rhododendron. H and 5 2m 
(6ft). Nutmeg-scented, broadly funnel- 
shaped, sometimes pink-flushed, white 
flowers, with yellow throats, are borne in 
mid-spring. Leaves are hairy. H3 

R. ‘Freya’ (illus. p.125). Deciduous azalea 
of compact, shrubby habit. H and 5 1.5m 
(5ft). Fragrant, funnel-shaped, double, 
pink-flushed, orange-salmon flowers are 
borne from late spring to early summer. H6 
R. ‘Frome’. Deciduous azalea of shrubby 
habit. H and 5 to 1.5m (5ft). In spring, bears 
trumpet-shaped, saffron-yellow flowers, 
overlaid red in throats; petals are frilled 
and wavy-margined. H6 

$ R. fulvum (illus. p.125). Evergreen, 
bushy rhododendron. H and S 1.5-4m 
(5-12ft). Oblong to ovate, polished, deep 
green leaves are brown-felted beneath. 

In early spring, bears loose trusses of bell- 
shaped, red-blotched, pink flowers, which 
fade to white. H5 

R. ‘George Reynolds’. Deciduous, bushy 
azalea. H and S to 2m (6ft). Large, funnel- 
shaped, yellow flowers, flushed pink in 
bud, are borne with or before the leaves 
in spring. H6 

Y R. ‘Gibraltar’ (illus. p.125). Deciduous, 
bushy azalea. H 1.5m (5ft), 5 1m (3ft). In 
spring, produces tubular, flame-red 
flowers, which are deep orange in bud. H6 
R. ‘Gloria Mundi’. Deciduous, twiggy 
azalea. H and S to 2m (6ft). Produces 
fragrant, honeysuckle-like, yellow-flared, 
orange flowers, with frilled margins, in 
early summer. H6 

R. ‘Glory of Littleworth'. Evergreen or 
semi-evergreen, bushy hybrid between a 
rhododendron and an azalea. H and 5 1.5m 
(5ft). Compact trusses of fragrant, bell- 
shaped, orange-marked, creamy-white 
flowers are borne abundantly in late 
spring and early summer. Not easy to 
cultivate. H5 

R. ‘Gold Crown’. See R. ‘Goldkrone’. 
YR. ‘Golden Torch’ (illus. p.124). 
Evergreen, compact rhododendron. H and 
S 1m (3ft). In spring, bears bell-shaped, 
pink-budded, pale yellow flowers. H5 

ZR. ‘Goldkrone’, syn. R. ‘Gold Crown’ 
(illus. p.125). Compact, evergreen shrub. 

H and S 1.5m (5ft). Funnel- to bell-shaped, 


bright golden-yellow flowers, delicately 
spotted ruby-red inside, are borne in 
succession in mid-spring. H5 

YR. ‘Gomer Waterer’ (illus. p.124). 
Evergreen, compact rhododendron. H and 
S 1.5-4m (5-12ft). Leaves are curved back 
at margins. Bell- to funnel-shaped flowers, 
borne in dense trusses in early summer, 
are white, flushed mauve, each with a 
basal, mustard blotch. Likes sun or partial 
shade. H6 

YR. ‘Grace Seabrook’ (illus. p.125). 
Evergreen, upright rhododendron. H and 
S 2m (6ft). Leaves are pointed. In spring, 
bears funnel-shaped, deep red flowers, 
which are paler towards the margins.

Evergreen, upright 
rhododendron with peeling, red bark. 

H to 6m (20ft), S 3m (10ft). Bears loose 
trusses of fragrant, widely bell-shaped, 
white or pale pink flowers in spring.

R. groenlandicum, syn. Ledum 
groenlandicum (Labrador Tea), illus. p.145. 
R. ‘Hatsugiri’. Evergreen, compact 
azalea. H and S 60cm (2ft). Bears small, 
but very numerous, funnel-shaped, bright 
crimson-purple flowers in spring. Flowers 
very reliably. H5 

R. ‘Hawk Crest’. See R. ‘Crest’. 

R. ‘Hinode-giri’. Evergreen, compact 
azalea. H and S 1.5m (5ft). Funnel-shaped, 
bright crimson flowers are small, but 
produced in abundance in late spring. 
Likes sun or light shade. H5 

YR. ‘Hinomayo’. Evergreen, compact 
azalea. H and S 1.5m (5ft). Small, funnel- 
shaped, clear pink flowers are produced 
in great abundance in spring. Likes sun or 
light shade. H5 

R. hippophaeoides. Evergreen, erect 
rhododendron. H and S 1.5m (5ft). 
Narrowly lance-shaped, aromatic leaves 
are grey-green. Bears small, funnel- 
shaped, lavender or lilac flowers in spring. 
Tolerates wet, but not stagnant, soil. H6 
YR. ‘Homebush’. Deciduous, compact 
azalea. H and S 1.5m (5ft). In late spring, 
bears tight, rounded heads of trumpet- 
shaped, semi-double, rose-purple flowers 
with paler shading. H6 

R. ‘Hotei’ (illus. p.125). Evergreen, 
rhododendron of neat, compact habit. 

H and S 1.5-2.5m (5-8ft). Large, funnel- 
shaped, deep yellow flowers are freely 
produced in late spring. H4 

R. ‘Humming Bird’. Evergreen, dome- 
shaped rhododendron of neat, compact 
habit. H and S to 1.5m (5ft). From mid- to 
late spring, produces bell-shaped, rose- 
pink flowers in loose, nodding trusses, 
above rounded, glossy leaves. H5 

YR. ‘Hydon Hunter’. Evergreen 
rhododendron of neat habit. H and 5 to 
1.5m (5ft). In late spring or early summer, 
bears abundant, large, narrowly bell- 
shaped, red-rimmed flowers, paler towards 
the centre and orange-spotted within. H5 
R. impeditum. Slow-growing, compact, 
evergreen rhododendron. H and 5 to 60cm 
(2ft). Aromatic leaves are grey-green. 
Funnel-shaped, purplish-blue flowers are 
borne in spring. Ideal in a rock garden. H6 
YR. ‘Irohayama’. Evergreen, compact 
azalea. H and S to 1.5m (5ft). Produces 
abundant, small, funnel-shaped, white 
flowers, with pale lavender margins and 
faint brown eyes, in spring. Does well in 
light shade. H5 


R. ‘Jalisco Eclipse’. Evergreen, open, 
bushy rhododendron. H and 5 1.5-4m 
(5-12ft). Bears trusses of funnel-shaped, 
primrose-yellow flowers, with a deep 
crimson blotch, in early summer. H4 

R. ‘Jeanette’. Semi-evergreen, upright 
azalea. H and S 1.5-2m (5-6ft). Bears 
funnel-shaped, vivid phlox-pink, dark 
blotched flowers, in spring. Good in light 
shade or full sun. H5 

R. ‘John Cairns’. Evergreen, upright, 
compact azalea. H and 1.5-2m (5-6ft). 
Produces abundant funnel-shaped, deep 
orange-red flowers in spring. Grows 
reliably in sun or semi-shade. H5 

R. kaempferi. Semi-evergreen, erect, 
loosely branched azalea. H and S 1.5-2.5m 
(5-8ft). Leaves are ovate to lance-shaped 
in spring, smaller and elliptic-obovate in 
summer. Produces an abundance of 
funnel-shaped flowers in orange or red 
inlate spring and early summer. H5 

R. ‘Kilimanjaro’. Evergreen, bushy 
rhododendron. H and S 1.5-4m (5-12ft). 
Bears broadly lance-shaped leaves. Bears 
large, rounded trusses of funnel- to bell- 
shaped, wavy-edged, deep red flowers, 
spotted crimson within, in late spring and 
early summer. H5 

R. ‘Kirin’. Evergreen, compact azalea. 

H and S to 1.5m (5ft). In spring, bears 
numerous hose-in-hose flowers that are 
deep rose, shaded a delicate silvery-rose. 
Looks best in light shade. H5 

R. kiusianum. Semi-evergreen azalea 
of compact habit. H and S to 60cm (2ft). 
Leaves are narrowly ovate. Produces 
clusters of 2-5 funnel-shaped flowers, 
usually lilac-rose or mauve-purple, in late 
spring. Prefers full sun. H5 

Y R. ‘Lady Alice Fitzwilliam’. 
Evergreen rhododendron of open habit. 

H and S 1.5-4m (5-12ft). Leaves are glossy, 
dark green. In mid- to late spring, bears 
loose trusses of nutmeg-scented, broadly 
funnel-shaped, pink flowers, maturing to 
white, with yellow-marked throats. Grow 
against a south-or west-facing wall. H3 

Y R. ‘Lady Clementine Mitford’. 
Evergreen, rounded, dense rhododendron. 
H and S 4m (12ft). Has broadly ovate, glossy, 
dark green leaves. In late spring and early 
summer, bears compact trusses of funnel- 
shaped flowers, peach-pink fading to 
white in the centre, with V-shaped, pink, 
green and brown marks within. H6 

R. 'Lady Rosebery'. Evergreen, stiffly 
branched rhododendron. H and S 1.5-4m 
(5-12ft). In late spring, bears clusters of 
pendulous, narrowly bell-shaped, waxy, 
deep pink flowers, which are paler towards 
petal margins. Ideal for woodland 
margins. H4 

R. laetum. Erect, evergreen 
rhododendron. H and S 1.5m (5ft). Elliptic 
to broadly elliptic, glossy, dark green 
leaves have tiny, white scales beneath. 

In spring, red flower stalks bear funnel- 
shaped, golden-yellow flowers, later 
suffused orange-red. H2 (min. 5°C/41°F) 
 R. ‘Lem’s Cameo’. Evergreen, rounded, 
bushy rhododendron. H and S 1.5-2.5m 
(5-8ft). Leaves are rounded. In spring, 
bears large-domed trusses of open funnel- 
shaped, pale peach flowers, deep pink in 
bud, shaded to pink at margins, with basal, 
deep rose-coloured blotches. H5 

R. leucaspis. Densely branched, 
evergreen rhododendron. H 1m (3ft), 
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S 1.5m (5ft). Has broadly elliptic, dark 
green leaves, bristly above, scaly and 
yellowish-green beneath. In early spring, 
bears saucer-shaped, white flowers, with 
chocolate-brown anthers. H4 

YR. ‘Loderi King George’ (illus. p.124). 
Large, evergreen rhododendron of open 
habit. H and S 4m (12ft). Has large leaves. 
In late spring and early summer, pale pink 
buds open to very large trusses of 
fragrant, funnel-shaped, pure white 
flowers, with subtle green marks in the 
throats. H5 

R. lutescens. Semi-evergreen, upright 
rhododendron. H and 1.5-3m (5-10ft). Has 
ovate to lance-shaped leaves that are 
bronze-red when young. In early spring, 
bears funnel-shaped, primrose-yellow 
flowers. Effective in a light woodland. H5 
R. luteum (illus. p.125). Open deciduous 
azalea. H and 5 1.5-2.5m (5-8ft). Leaves are 
oblong to lance-shaped. Bears very 
fragrant, funnel-shaped, bold yellow 
blooms in spring. Autumn foliage is rich 
and colourful. H6 

*? R. macabeanum. Evergreen, tree-like 
rhododendron. H and S up to 13.5m (45ft). 
Has large, broadly ovate leaves, dark 
green above, grey-felted beneath. In early 
spring, produces large trusses of bell- 
shaped, yellow flowers, marked purple 
within. H4 

R. mallotum. Evergreen, upright, open 
rhododendron, occasionally tree-like. 

H and 5 to 4m (12ft). Obovate to ovate 
leaves are deep green above, red-brown- 
felted beneath. Showy, bell-shaped, 
crimson flowers in loose trusses are 
borne in early spring. H5 

YR. ‘May Day’. Evergreen, spreading 
rhododendron. H and $ to 1.5m (5ft). 
Leaves are fresh green above, whitish- 
felted beneath. Produces numerous loose 
trusses of long-lasting, funnel-shaped, 
scarlet flowers in late spring; petal-like 
calyces match the flower colour. H5 

R. ‘Medway’. Deciduous, bushy, open 
azalea. H and S 1.5-2.5m (5-8ft). In late 
spring, bears large, trumpet-shaped, pale 
pink flowers with darker margins and 
orange-flashed throats; petal margins 
are frilled. H6 

R. metternichii. See R. degronianum 
subsp. heptamerum. 

R. ‘Moonshine Crescent’. Evergreen, 
rounded to upright rhododendron. 

H 2-2.5m (6-8ft), S 2m (6ft). In late spring, 
produces compact trusses of bell- to 
funnel-shaped, primrose yellow flowers. 
Leaves are oblong to ovate and dark 
green. H6 

YR. 'Mother's Day’ (illus. p.125). 
Evergreen, compact azalea. H and 5 1m 
(3ft). Produces funnel-shaped, bright red 
flowers in spring. H4 

R. moupinense. Evergreen, rounded, 
compact rhododendron. H and 5 to 1.5m 
(5ft). Produces funnel-shaped, pink to 
white blooms in loose trusses in late 
winter and early spring. The small, ovate 
to elliptic leaves are glossy, dark green 
above, paler beneath. Best grown in a 
sheltered site to reduce risk of frost- 
damaged flowers. H5 

R. 'Mrs G.W. Leak'. Evergreen, upright, 
compact rhododendron. H and 5 4m (12ft). 
In late spring, bears compact, conical 
trusses of funnel-shaped, pink flowers, 
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with black-brown and crimson marks 
within. H6 

R. multiflorum var. purpureum, 

syn. Menziesia ciliicalyx var. purpurea 
(illus. p.125). Deciduous, bushy shrub with 
obovate to ovate, bright green leaves and 
umbels of nodding, urn-shaped, purple- 
pink flowers in late spring and early 
summer. H6 

YR. nakaharae. Evergreen, prostrate, 
compact azalea. H and S 60cm (2ft). Shoots 
and oblong to ovate leaves are densely 
hairy. Funnel-shaped, dark brick-red 
flowers are borne in small clusters. 
Valuable for mid-summer flowering. 

Ideal for a rock garden. H5

Sprays of brown-marked, green, white or 
yellow flowers, 2.5cm (1in) across, open in 
spring. Leaves are narrowly ovate and 
10-15cm (4-6in) long. Provide shade in 
summer and keep very dry in winter.

R. rossii, syn. Lemboglossum rossii, 
Odontoglossum rossii (illus. p.466). 
Evergreen, epiphytic orchid for a cool 
greenhouse. H and 5 15cm (6in). In 
autumn-winter, white, pink or sometimes 
yellow flowers, 2.5cm (1in) across, 
speckled beige-brown, are borne in spikes. 
Narrowly ovate leaves are 5-20cm (2-8in) 
long.

RIBES ROBINIA 
Currant PAPILIONACEAE/LEGUMINOSAE 
GROSSULARIACEAE 


Genus of deciduous or evergreen, mainly 
spring-flowering shrubs, grown for their 
edible fruits (currants and gooseberries) 
or their flowers. Fully to frost hardy. Needs 
full sun and well-drained, fertile soil, but 
R. laurifolium tolerates shade. After 
flowering, cut out some older shoots and, 
in winter or early spring, prune straggly, 
old plants hard. Propagate deciduous 
species by hardwood cuttings in winter, 
evergreens by semi-ripe cuttings in 
summer. Aphids attack young foliage. 

R. aureum of gardens. See R. odoratum. 
R. laurifolium illus. p.165. 

R. odoratum, syn. R. aureum of gardens 
(Buffalo currant). Deciduous, upright 
shrub. H and S 2m (6ft). Bears pendent 
clusters of fragrant, tubular, golden-yellow 
flowers from mid- to late spring, then 
rounded, purple fruits. Rounded, 3-lobed, 
bright green leaves turn red and purple in 
autumn. H6 

R. sanguineum (Flowering currant). 
‘Brocklebankii’ is a deciduous, spreading 
shrub. H and 5 1.2m (4ft). Has aromatic, 
pale yellow leaves. Pendent clusters of 
small, pale pink flowers, in spring, are 
followed by white-bloomed, black fruits. 

Y ‘Koja’ illus. p.146. ‘Pulborough 
Scarlet’ illus. p.123. ‘Tydeman’s White’, 
H and S 2.5m (8ft), has pure white flowers. 
 Wutre Icicre (‘Ubric’) is vigorous and 
early flowering, bearing pure white 
flowers. H6

currant) illus. p.193. 


RICHEA 


ERICACEAE/EPACRIDACEAE 


Genus of evergreen, summer-flowering 
shrubs and small trees, grown for their 
foliage and densely clustered flowers. 
Frost to half hardy. Needs sun or semi- 
shade and moist, peaty, neutral to acid 
soil. Propagate by semi-ripe cuttings in 
summer or by seed in autumn. 

R. scoparia. Evergreen, upright shrub. 
H and S to 1.5m (5ft). Shoots are covered 
with narrowly lance-shaped, sharp- 
pointed, dark green leaves. Bears dense, 
upright spikes of small, egg-shaped, pink, 
white, orange or maroon flowers in early 
summer. H4 


RICINUS 


EUPHORBIACEAE 


Genus of one species of fast-growing, 
evergreen, tree-like shrub, grown for its 
foliage. In cool climates is grown as an 
annual. Half hardy. Needs sun and fertile 
to rich, well-drained soil. May require 
support in exposed areas. Propagate by 
seed sown under glass in early spring. 
CO AII parts of R. communis, particularly 
the seeds, are highly toxic if ingested; 
contact with the foliage may aggravate 
skin allergies. 

R. communis (Castor-oil plant) illus. 
p.318. ‘Impala’ illus. p.308. 


Genus of deciduous, mainly summer- 
flowering trees and shrubs, grown for 
their foliage and clusters of pea-like 
flowers. Useful for poor, dry soil. Fully 
hardy. Needs a sunny position. Grows in 
any but waterlogged soil. Branches are 
brittle and may be damaged by strong 
winds. Propagate by seed or suckers in 
autumn or by root cuttings in winter. 

©All parts may cause severe discomfort 
if ingested. 

R. x ambigua ‘Decaisneana’. 
Deciduous, spreading tree. H 15m (50ft), 

S 10m (30ft). Dark green leaves have 
numerous ovate leaflets. Long, hanging 
clusters of pea-like, pink flowers are borne 
in early summer. H6 

R. hispida (Rose acacia) illus. p.133. 

R. pseudoacacia (False acacia, Locust). 
Fast-growing, deciduous, spreading tree. 
H 25m (80ft), 5 15m (50ft). Dark green 
leaves consist of 11-23 ovate leaflets. Bears 
dense, drooping clusters of fragrant, pea- 
like, white flowers in late spring and early 
summer. H6. ‘Frisia’ illus. p.76. 'Inermis' 
see R.p. ‘Umbraculifera’. ‘Lace Lady" 
(syn. R.p. "Twisty Baby’), H 4-6m (12-20ft), 
S 5-7m (15-22ft), is slow-growing and 
shrubby, with few thorns. Young growths 
are twisted and contorted, and older 
leaves may be wavy or curled. Rarely 
flowers. Suitable for a container.

SAXIFRAGACEAE 


Genus of summer-flowering, rhizomatous 
perennials, ideal for pond sides. Fully 
hardy. Grows in sun or semi-shade and in 
soil that is moist; requires shelter from 
strong winds, which may damage foliage. 
Propagate by division in spring or by seed 
in autumn. 

Y R. aesculifolia illus. p.437. 

R. pinnata ‘Fireworks’. Clump-forming, 
rhizomatous perennial. H 1m (3ft), 5 60cm 
(2ft). Has a large creeping root and large, 
pinnate, red-tinged, mid-green leaves with 
narrowly ovate leaflets. In summer, 
produces much-branched, loose panicles 
of small, star-shaped, pink-red flowers. H6. 
‘Superba’, H 1-1.2m (3-4ft), 5 75cm 
(2'4ft), has bronze-tinged, emerald-green 
leaves and bright pink flowers.

PAPAVERACEAE 


Genus of summer-flowering, woody-based 
perennials and deciduous subshrubs. Fully 
hardy. Requires a warm, sunny position 
and deep, well-drained soil. Difficult to 


establish, resents being moved and, in 
very cold areas, roots may need protection 
in winter. Once established, may spread 
rapidly. Propagate by softwood cuttings of 
basal shoots in early spring, by seed in 
autumn (transplanting seedlings without 
disturbing rootballs) or by root cuttings 

in winter. 

3? R. coulteri (Tree poppy) illus. p.216. 
‘White Cloud’ is a vigorous, bushy, 
woody-based perennial. H 1-2.5m (3-8ft), 

S indefinite. Throughout summer, bears 
large, slightly fragrant, shallowly cup- 
shaped, white flowers with prominent 
golden stamens. Leaves are ovate, deeply 
lobed and grey. H5 


ROMULEA 


IRIDACEAE 


Genus of crocus-like corms, grown for 
their funnel-shaped flowers. Frost to half 
hardy. Needs full light and well-drained, 
sandy soil. Water freely during the 
growing period. Most species die down in 
summer and then need warmth and 
dryness, but R. macowanii is dormant in 
winter. Propagate by seed in autumn, or in 
spring for R. macowanii. 

R. bulbocodioides of gardens. See R. 
flava. 

R. bulbocodium illus. p.419. 

R. flava, syn. R. bulbocodioides of 
gardens. Early spring-flowering corm. 

H to 10cm (4in), 5 5cm (2in). Has a thread- 
like, erect, basal leaf and 1-5 upright, 
widely funnel-shaped, usually yellowish 
green flowers, 2-4cm (?4-1'^in) across, 
with deeper yellow centres. H2 

R. longituba. See R. macowanii var. 
alticola. 

R. macowanii var. alticola, syn. 

R. longituba. Summer-flowering corm. 

H 8cm (3in), 5 5cm (2in). Leaves are thread- 
like, erect and basal. Produces 1-3 upright, 
yellow flowers, each 3cm (1'4in) across, 
with a long tube expanding to become a 
wide funnel shape. H3 

R. sabulosa. Early spring-flowering corm. 
H 10-20cm (4-8in), S 5cm (2in). Has thread- 
like, erect, basal leaves. Stems bear 1-4 
upward-facing, funnel-shaped, black- 
centred, bright red flowers that open 
flattish, to 4-5cm (1'%-2in) across, in the 
sun. H2 


RONDELETIA 


RUBIACEAE 


Genus of evergreen, mainly summer- 
flowering trees and shrubs, grown mainly 
for their flowers. Frost tender. Requires 
full light or partial shade and fertile, well- 
drained soil. Water containerized 
specimens freely when in full growth, 
moderately at other times. Stems may be 
shortened in early spring if necessary. 
Propagate by seed in spring or by semi- 
ripe cuttings in summer. 

R. amoena. Evergreen, rounded shrub. 

H and S 2-4m (6-12ft). Ovate, dark green 
leaves are brown-hairy beneath. Produces 
dense clusters of tubular, 4-or 5-lobed, 
pink or white flowers with bearded yellow 
throats in summer. H1b (min.12°C/54°F)

ROSA 


Rose 
ROSACEAE 


Genus of deciduous or semi-evergreen, 
open shrubs and scrambling climbers, 
grown for their profusion of flowers, often 
fragrant, and sometimes for their fruits 
(rose hips). Leaves are divided into usually 
5 or 7 ovate leaflets, with rounded or 
pointed tips, that are sometimes toothed. 
Stems usually bear prickles. Fully hardy, 
unless otherwise stated below. Prefers an 
open, sunny site and requires fertile, moist 
but well-drained soil. Avoid planting in an 
area where roses have been grown in 
recent years, as problems due to harmful 
organisms may occur: either exchange the 
soil, which may be used satisfactorily 
elsewhere, or choose another site for the 
new rose. To obtain blooms of high quality, 
feed in late winter or early spring with a 
balanced fertilizer and apply a mulch. 

In spring and summer, feed regularly at 
3-weekly intervals. Remove spent flower 
heads from plants that are “remontant” 
(‘rising up again”; other terms used are 
repeat- or perpetual-flowering). May be 
trimmed for tidiness in early winter. To 
improve health, flower quality and shape 
of bush, prune in the dormant season or, 
preferably, in early spring, before young 
shoots develop from dormant growth 
buds: remove dead, damaged and dying 
wood; lightly trim Old Garden and 
Ground-cover roses (see below); remove 
two-thirds of previous summer's growth of 
Modern bush, including miniature, roses. 
Correct treatment of Modern shrub and 
climbing roses, ramblers and Species 
roses depends on the individual cultivar, 
but in general they should be pruned only 
lightly. Propagate by budding in summer 
or by hardwood cuttings in autumn. All 
roses are prone to attack by various pests 
and diseases, including aphids, blackspot, 
powdery mildew, rust and sawfly. 

Rose species and cultivars are often 
regarded as 2 separate groups. Cultivars 
are further divided into Old Garden and 
Modern roses. Each group comprises 
different types, based, it is claimed, on the 
functional qualities of each plant, such as 
whether it is repeat-flowering, rather than 
on any historical, botanical or genetical 
relationships. Flowers occur in a variety of 
forms (illustrated and described on p.172) 
and are single (4-7 petals), semi-double 
(8-20 petals), double (20-30 petals) or fully 
double (over 30 petals). 

Many modern rose cultivars are sold 
under names other than the registered 
Plant Breeder’s Rights (PBR) names; where 
this is the case, the plant is listed under its 
trade name, with the PBR name in brackets. 
Roses are illustrated on pp.172-87. 


Species roses 

Species, or wild, roses (including those 
interspecific hybrids that share most of the 
characteristics of their parent species) are 
either shrubs or climbers, mostly bearing 
single, 5-petalled, often fragrant flowers 

in summer, usually in one flush on short 
shoots from second-year wood: the 
flowers are followed by red, black, green, 
yellow, orange or purple hips in autumn. 


Old Garden roses 

This category is so large that it is divided 
into two groups. Roses in Group A are 
mostly of European origin, while those in 
Group B are hybrids between Oriental and 
European roses. 


Group A 

Alba - large, freely branching shrubs 
with only a few prickles on the stems. They 
bear clusters of 5-7 semi- to fully double, 
scented flowers in mid-summer, on shoots 
from second-year wood. Have abundant, 
greyish-green leaves. Are very hardy. 
Most are good for borders and as hedges 
or as specimen plants. 

Centifolia (or Provence) - lax, thorny 
shrubs that produce often scented, double 
to fully double flowers, borne singly or in 
3s, in summer, on shoots from second-year 
wood. Leaves are matt, dark green. Are 
suitable for borders. 

Damask - open shrubs with prickly stems 
and downy leaves. They produce often 
very fragrant, semi- to fully double 
flowers, borne singly or in loose clusters 
of 5-7 mainly in summer, on shoots from 
second-year wood; a few also flower on 
new wood in autumn. Are suitable for 
borders or training against a support. 
Gallica - shrubs of fairly dense, free- 
branching habit, with usually thorny 
stems, and mostly dull, dark green leaves. 
Produce mostly scented, single to fully 
double, richly coloured flowers, often in 
clusters of 3, in summer on shoots from 
second-year wood. Are suitable for 
borders and as hedging. 

Moss - often lax shrubs with a furry, 
moss-like growth on stems and calyces. 
Leaves are usually dark green. Usually 
fragrant, semi- to fully double flowers, 
often in clusters of 3 or more, are borne 
on very thorny shoots from second-year 
wood in summer. Are suitable for beds 
and borders. 

Scots (or Scotch) - Suckering shrubs, 
selections or hybrids of R. spinosissima, of 
low, spreading, rarely upright habit, with 
prickly stems and dark green leaves. 
Occasionally scented, single to double 
flowers are solitary or borne in clusters of 
3 or more, on short stems from second- 
year wood, usually in early summer. Are 
suitable for beds and borders. 

Sweet Briar - Vigorous, free-branching 
shrubs with usually thorny stems and 
sweetly scented, dark green leaves. In 
summer, they bear usually scented, single 
to double flowers, singly or in clusters of 
up to 7, on short shoots from second-year 
wood. Use as hedges, as specimen plants 
and in large borders. 


Group B 

Bourbon - large, open, repeat-flowering 
shrubs and climbing roses, often with 
long, smooth or prickly stems, which may 
be trained to climb. They have often glossy 
leaves and numerous scented, double or 
fully double flowers, borne commonly in 
3s, in flushes in summer and usually 
autumn. Flowers are borne on short 
shoots from second-year wood and on 
new wood. Are suitable for borders and 
for training over fences, walls and pillars. 
Boursault - climbing roses with long, 
arching, usually smooth stems and dark 
green leaves. They bear slightly scented, 


semi-double or double flowers, singly or in 
clusters of 3, in early summer, on short 
shoots from second-year wood. Grow 
against a sheltered wall or fence. 

China - spindly, repeat-flowering shrubs 
with mostly smooth stems, bearing only a 
few reddish-brown prickles, and glossy 
leaves. They produce sometimes scented, 
single to fully double flowers, singly or in 
clusters of 3-13, in flushes in summer- 
autumn. Flowers are produced on short 
shoots from second-year wood and on 
new wood. Need a sheltered site. Are 
suitable for borders and walls. 

Hybrid Musk - Vigorous, repeat- 
flowering shrubs with prickly stems and 
abundant foliage. They produce mainly 
double blooms, often very fragrant, either 
singly or in clusters of 2-7 or more, in 
flushes from mid-summer to autumn. 

Are good for shrub borders, and can be 
trained on walls. 

Hybrid Perpetual - free-branching, 
repeat-flowering shrubs with upright, 
prickly growth and dark green leaves. 
They bear often scented, fully double 
flowers, held singly or in 3s, in flushes in 
summer-autumn on shoots from second- 
year wood and on new wood. Are suitable 
for beds and borders. 

Noisette — repeat-flowering climbing 
roses that bear clusters of 3-15 usually 
double to fully double flowers, with a 
slight spicy fragrance, in flushes in 
summer-autumn. Flowers are borne on 
shoots from second-year wood, 
occasionally on new wood. Have generally 
smooth stems and glossy leaves. Are 
suitable for sheltered, south- or west- 
facing walls. 

Portland (or Damask Portland) - 
upright, compact, repeat-flowering shrubs 
with thorny stems and usually dark green 
leaves. They produce usually scented, 
semi- to fully double flowers, held singly 
or in 3s, in flushes in summer-autumn, 
mainly on shoots from second-year wood. 
Are suitable for beds and borders. 
Sempervirens - vigorous, semi- 
evergreen climbing or rambler roses with 
shiny, light green leaves. Arching, thorny 
stems bear clusters of 3-15 unscented, 
semi- to fully double flowers in summer, 
on short stems from second-year wood. 
Are ideal for naturalizing or for growing 
on fences and pergolas. 

Tea - repeat-flowering shrubs and 
climbing roses with smooth to thorny 
stems, sometimes bearing a few large, red 
prickles, and glossy, light or sometimes 
dark green leaves. They produce spicy- 
scented, slender-stemmed, semi- to fully 
double flowers, borne singly or in 3s, in 
flushes in summer-autumn, on shoots 
from second-year wood and on new wood. 
Need a sheltered site. Are suitable for beds 
and borders and trained against walls. 


Modern roses 

Climber - often vigorous climbing roses 
with thorny, arching, stiff stems and 
usually dense, glossy, mid- to dark green 
foliage. They bear generally scented 
flowers in a variety of forms, singly or in 
clusters of 3-7 or more. Some bloom in 
summer only, on short shoots from 
second-year wood; many are repeat- 
flowering and also flower on new wood. 


Train against walls, fences or use to cover 
garden structures. 

Climbing Miniature - Repeat-flowering, 
climbing roses with restrained, sparsely 
thorny growth. Clusters of 3-9 tiny, rarely 
scented, single to fully double flowers are 
borne in flushes in summer-autumn, on 
shoots from second-year wood and on 
new wood. Grow against low walls, fences 
and pillars. 

Floribunda (or Cluster-flowered 
bush) - repeat-flowering, free-branching 
shrubs of upright or bushy habit, usually 
with prickly stems and glossy, dark green 
leaves. Sometimes scented, single to 
double flowers are usually in clusters of 
3-25, rarely solitary, and are produced 
continuously in summer-autumn on 
shoots from second-year wood and on 
new wood. Are excellent for borders and 
as hedges. 

Ground-cover - trailing and spreading 
roses, mostly with prickly stems, 
producing often glossy leaves. They bear 
clusters of numerous, sometimes scented, 
single to fully double flowers; some flower 
in summer only, on short shoots from 
second-year wood; others are repeat- 
flowering, and also flower on new wood. 
Many bear flowers all along the stems. Are 
ideal for beds, banks and containers, and 
for trailing over walls. 

Hybrid Tea (or Large-flowered bush) - 
repeat-flowering, free-branching shrubs 
of upright or bushy habit, with usually 
prickly stems and glossy or matt, mid- 

to dark green leaves. Large, often scented, 
usually double flowers are borne singly 

or in 3s in flushes in summer-autumn on 
shoots from second-year wood and on 
new wood. Use in formal borders, as 
hedges and for cut flowers. 

Miniature - repeat-flowering shrubs with 
very compact, rarely spreading, sparsely 
prickly, short growth. Sprays of 3-11 tiny, 
rarely scented, single to fully double 
flowers are borne in flushes in summer- 
autumn on very short shoots from second- 
year wood and on new wood. Have tiny 
leaves. Are suitable for edging paths and 
driveways, and for rock gardens, raised 
beds and container growing. 

Patio (or Dwarf cluster-flowered 
bush) - repeat-flowering shrubs with 
compact growth, sometimes prickly stems, 
and usually glossy leaves. They bear 
clusters of 3-11 usually unscented, single 
to double flowers in flushes in summer- 
autumn, on shoots from second-year 
wood and on new wood. Are ideal for 
beds, borders and as hedges and for 
growing in containers. 

Polyantha - compact, repeat-flowering 
shrubs with sparsely prickly stems and 
glossy leaves. Sprays of many small, rarely 
scented, single to double flowers are borne 
in summer-autumn on shoots from 
second-year wood and on new wood. Are 
suitable for beds and borders, as hedges 
and for containers. 

Rambler - a diverse group of vigorous 
roses with long, arching, prickly stems and 
dense, usually glossy foliage. They have 
clusters of 3-21 sometimes scented, single 
to fully double flowers, mainly in summer, 
on short shoots from second-year wood 
and on new wood. Train over walls, 
fences, pergolas and into trees. 


ROSA 


Rugosa - Hardy shrubs with tough, 
wrinkled, usually bright green leaves and 
prickly stems. Most bear scented, single or 
semi-double flowers, in clusters of 3-11, in 
summer-autumn, on short shoots from 
second-year wood. They are often 
followed by tomato-like, usually red hips. 
Use as hedges, for beds and borders and 
as specimen plants. 

Shrub - Roses in this diverse group are 
usually larger than bush roses (a general 
term used to describe Floribundas, Hybrid 
Teas, Miniatures, Patio roses and 
occasionally Ground-cover roses). They 
often have prickly stems and bear usually 
scented, semi-double to double flowers in 
few- to many-flowered clusters, sometimes 
singly, in summer-autumn. Some bloom in 
summer only from second-year wood; 
most are repeat-flowerers and also flower 
on new wood. Use as hedges, in beds and 
borders and as specimen plants.

Leaves are 
rough, ribbed and clear green. H7 

R. ‘Aimée Vibert’. Noisette rose with 
smooth stems and glossy, dark green 
leaves. H 3-5m (10-15ft), S 3m (10ft). Bears 
fully double, scented white flowers, 6cm 
(212in) across, from summer-autumn. 
May be grown as a shrub. H5 

YR. ‘Alba Semiplena', syn. R. x alba 
‘Semiplena’. Vigorous, bushy Alba rose. 

H 2.2m (7ft), S 1.5m (5ft). Bears sweetly 
scented, flat, semi-double, white flowers, 
7cm (3in) across, in mid-summer. Leaves 
are greyish-green. H6

Top-dress with leaf 
mould or well-rotted compost in winter. 
Propagate by division in spring or by seed, 
exposed to frost for best germination, in 
autumn or winter. 

R. alpina. Herbaceous, creeping, 
tuberous perennial.

Bears 1-5 deep purple, pink or white 
flowers in succession in summer, at the 
top of leafy shoots. Produces 1-2 rather 
short, lance-shaped, mid-green leaves at 
flowering time, increasing to 5-6 leaves, to 
25cm (10in) long.

R. australis. Summer-flowering, tuberous 
perennial.

LAMIACEAE/LABIATAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs, grown for 
their flowers and aromatic foliage, which 
can be used as a culinary herb. Very 
closely related to, and sometimes included 
in, the genus Salvia. Frost hardy, but in 
cold areas grow against a south- or west- 
facing wall. Requires sun and well-drained 
soil. Cut back frost-damaged plants to 
healthy wood in spring; straggly, old 
plants may be cut back hard at same time.

ORCHIDACEAE

of rich yellow flowers, to 15cm (6in) across 
and heavily marked chestnut-brown, are 
produced in autumn. Has broadly ovate, 
stiff leaves, 15cm (6in) long. Provide shade 
in summer and keep very dry in winter. 
H1b (min. 10°C/50°F; max. 30°C/86°F) 


ROSULARIA 
CRASSULACEAE 


Genus of evergreen, perennial, small, 
rosette-forming succulents, similar to 
Prometheum, with flowers in shades of 
white, yellow and pink. Good for a sunny, 
well-drained aspect in a rock garden or 
alpine house. Frost hardy to frost tender. 
Propagate by seed in spring, or by offsets 
in summer or early autumn. 

R. aizoon. See Prometheum aizoon. 

R. sedoides var. alba. See Sedum 
sedoides var. album. 

R. sempervivum. Variable, clump- 
forming succulent perennial. H 10cm (4in), 
S 10-15cm (4-6in). Spoon-shaped, fleshy, 
glandular-hairy, dark green leaves form 
flat, loose rosettes, 4-8cm (112-3in) across. 
Bears lateral panicles of funnel-shaped, 
deep pink flowers, 10mm (in) long, in 
summer. H2 (min. 5°C/41°F). subsp. 
glaucophylla (syn. R. spathulata of 
gardens) has short-stalked rosettes of 
hairless, bluish-glaucous green, spathulate 
leaves, and glandular-sticky stems of 
tubular, pink flowers.

Genus of evergreen, summer-flowering 
shrubs and trees, grown for their flowers.

soil. Water containerized plants freely 
when in full growth, moderately at other 
times. Propagate by seed in spring or by 
semi-ripe cuttings in summer. 

R. capensis, syn. Gardenia capensis, 

G. rothmannia. Evergreen, ovoid shrub 
or tree. H 6m (20ft) or more, S 3m (10ft) or 
more. Leaves are ovate, lustrous and rich 
green. In summer, bears fragrant, tubular 
flowers, each with 5 arching, white to 
creamy-yellow petal lobes and a purple- 
dotted throat. H1c (min. 7°-10°C/45-50°F) 


ROYSTONEA 
Royal palm 
ARECACEAE/PALMAE 


Genus of evergreen palms, grown for their 
majestic appearance. Produces racemes of 
insignificant flowers in summer. Frost 
tender. Needs full light or partial shade 
and fertile, well-drained but moisture- 
retentive soil. Water potted plants freely in 
full growth, less at other times, especially 
when temperatures are low. Propagate by 
seed in spring at not less than 27°C (81°F). 
Red spider mite may be a problem. 

R. regia (Cuban royal palm). Evergreen 
palm with an upright stem, sometimes 
thickened about the middle. H to 25m 
(80ft), 5 to 10m (30ft). Leaves are feather- 
shaped, 3m (10ft) long, upright at first, 
then becoming arching and pendent, and 
are divided into narrowly oblong, leathery, 
bright green leaflets. H1a (min. 15°C/59°F) 


RUBUS 
Blackberry, Bramble 


ROSACEAE 


Genus of deciduous, semi-evergreen or 
evergreen shrubs and woody-stemmed, 
scrambling climbers. Some species are 
cultivated solely for their edible fruits, 
which include raspberries and 
blackberries. Those described here are 
grown mainly for their foliage, flowers or 
ornamental, often prickly stems, though 
some may also bear edible fruits. Fully to 
frost hardy. Deciduous species grown for 
their winter stems prefer full sun; other 
deciduous species need sun or semi-shade; 
evergreens and semi-evergreens tolerate 
sun or shade. All require fertile, well- 
drained soil. Cut old stems of R. biflorus, 
R. cockburnianus and R. thibetanus to 
ground after fruiting. Propagate by seed 
or cuttings (semi-ripe for evergreens, 
softwood or hardwood for deciduous 
species) in summer or winter. R. odoratus 
may be increased by division, and R. 
‘Benenden’ and R. ulmifolius ‘Bellidiflorus’ 
by layering in spring. 

R. bambusarum, syn. R.b. henryi var. 
bambusarum. Fast-growing, vigorous, 
evergreen, woody-stemmed, scrambling 
climber, grown mainly for its attractive 
foliage. H to 6m (20ft). Leaves have 3 broadly 
ovate leaflets, white-felted beneath. Tiny, 
pink flowers are borne in small clusters in 
summer. H4 

YR. ‘Benenden’, syn. R. ‘Tridel’, illus. 
p.128. 

YR. biflorus illus. p.143. 

R. cockburnianus. Deciduous, arching 
shrub. H and S 2.5m (8ft). Prickly shoots are 
brilliant blue-white in winter. Dark green 
leaves, white beneath, each have usually 9 


ovate leaflets. Bears panicles of 5-petalled, 
purple flowers in early summer, followed 
by unpalatable, spherical, black fruits. H6.

Genus of annuals, biennials and perennials 
grown for their flowers. Fully hardy to half 
hardy. Thrives in sun or shade and well- 
drained or moist soil.

Moderately fast-growing, 
upright, branching, short-lived perennial, 
grown as an annual. H 30cm-1m (1-3ft),

mid-green leaves and, in summer-autumn, 
large, daisy-like, deep yellow flower heads, 
with conical, purple centres. Needs sun 
and well-drained soil. H3. Becky Mixed, 
H to 25cm (10in), has yellow, dark red or 
reddish brown flowers. ‘Goldilocks’ illus. 
p.325. ‘Irish Eyes’, H to 75cm (2'^ft), has 
yellow flower heads with olive-green 
centres. ‘Marmalade’ illus. p.323.

Usually, separate 
male and female plants are required for 
fruiting. Is particularly useful for dry, 
shady sites. Fully to frost hardy. Tolerates 
sun or shade and any soil other than 
waterlogged. Cut back dead shoots to base 
in spring. Propagate by division in spring. 
©The berries of R. aculeatus may cause 
mild stomach upset if ingested.

Prefers sun 
and gritty, moist soil; dislikes hot, dry 
conditions. Propagate by division in 
spring, by seed in autumn or, for S. boydii, 
by tip cuttings in summer. Red spider mite 
and aphids may cause damage.

Propagate by division in 
spring or summer or by breaking off 
turions (scaly, young shoots) in spring.

Genus of evergreen, rosette-forming 
perennials, grown for their showy flowers. 
Frost tender. Very closely related to Salvia 
and sometimes included in Streptocarpus. 
Needs a humid atmosphere, a constant 
temperature, partial shade, and fertile 

soil. Propagate by leaf cuttings in summer. 
Whitefly and mealy bug may be a problem 
for indoor plants. 


African violet cultivars 

There are over 2,000 cultivars, mainly 
derived from S. ionantha, with star- or 
bell-shaped, white, pink, red, blue, violet, 
bi- or multi-coloured flowers, 1-6cm 
(V2-21/in) across, borne throughout the 
year. Flowers may be single, semi-double 
or fully double. Petal edges may be ruffled, 
rounded, frilled or fringed. The broadly 
ovate to oval leaves are usually mid- or 
dark green, and may be feathered, flecked 
or variegated white, pink or cream.

Genus of deciduous trees and shrubs, 
grown for their habit, foliage, catkins and, 
in some cases, colourful winter shoots. 
Male catkins are more striking than female; 
each plant usually bears catkins of only 
one sex. Fully hardy. Most prefer full sun. 
Most species grow well in any but very 
dry soil; S. caprea, S. purpurea and their 
variants also thrive in dry soil. Plants 
grown for their colourful winter shoots 
should be cut back hard in early spring, 
every 1-3 years. Propagate by semi-ripe 
cuttings in summer or by hardwood 
cuttings in winter. Fungal diseases may 
cause canker, particularly in S. babylonica 
and S. x sepulcralis var. chrysocoma. 
Willows may become infested with such 
pests as caterpillars, aphids and gall mites.

Propagate 
by seed sown under glass in early spring, 
or in early autumn for winter flowering 
indoors. Aphids may be troublesome.

LAMIACEAE/LABIATAE 


Genus of annuals, biennials, herbaceous 
and evergreen perennials and evergreen 
or semi-evergreen shrubs and subshrubs, 
grown for their tubular, 2-lipped, often 
brightly coloured flowers and aromatic 
foliage. Leaves of some species may be 
used for flavouring foods. Fully hardy to 
frost tender. Needs sun and fertile, well- 
drained soil. Propagate perennials by 
division in spring, perennials, shrubs and 
subshrubs by softwood cuttings in mid- 
summer. Sow seed of half-hardy annuals 
under glass in early spring and of fully- 
hardy species outdoors in mid-spring. 
YS. ‘Amistad’ (illus. p.250). Vigorous, 
upright perennial or semi-evergreen 
subshrub. H 1.2m (4ft), S 2m (6ft). Has dark 
stems and ovate, toothed, glossy, mid- 
green leaves.

Genus of spring-flowering dwarf annuals 
or perennials, useful for rock gardens. 
Frost hardy. Prefers a position in sun and 
well-drained, alkaline soil. Propagate by 
seed in spring.

Slender, much-branched 
stems bear small, divided, glaucous green 
leaves with ovate to elliptic leaflets.

Christmas box, Sweet box 
BUXACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs, grown for 
their foliage, fragrant, winter flowers and 
spherical fruits. Flowers are tiny - the only 
conspicuous part being the anthers. Useful 
for cutting in winter. Fully to frost hardy. 
Grow in sun or shade and fertile, not too 
dry soil. Propagate by semi-ripe cuttings 
in summer or by seed in autumn.

Likes 
semi-shade and humus-rich soil that does 
not dry out. Propagate by seed in spring 
or by stem cuttings in summer or autumn. 
YS. repens, syn. S. scandens. Evergreen, 
slender-stemmed, scrambling perennial. 

H and S 60cm (2ft) or more. Tips of ovate 
leaves each have 3-5 teeth. In summer, 
produces small, tubular, coral-pink 
flowers, each narrowed at the base and 
towards the mouth, which has 5 deeper 
pink lobes. H2 (min. 5°C/41°F)

Propagate by seed or suckers in 
autumn, or by root cuttings in winter.

SATUREJA 
LAMIACEAE/LABIATAE 


Genus of summer-flowering annuals, 
semi-evergreen perennials and subshrubs, 
grown for their highly aromatic leaves 

and attractive flowers. Useful for rock 
gardens and dry banks. Fully hardy to 
frost hardy. Needs sun and well-drained 
soil. Propagate by seed in winter or spring, 
or by softwood cuttings in summer. 

S. montana (Winter savory). Upright, 
semi-evergreen perennial or subshrub. 

H 30cm (12in), S 20cm (8in) or more. Leaves 
are linear to ovate, aromatic and green or 
greyish-green. Loose whorls of tubular, 
2-lipped, lavender flowers are borne 

in summer. H5. ‘Prostrate White’, 

H 7-15cm (3-6in), has a prostrate habit 

and white flowers. 


SAUROMATUM 
ARACEAE 


Genus of spring-flowering, tuberous 
perennials with tubular spathes that 
expand into waved, twisted blades. Tubers 
will flower without soil or moisture, and 
before the leaves emerge. Frost tender. 
Requires a sheltered, semi-shaded position 
and humus-rich, well-drained soil. Water 
well throughout summer. Dry off or lift 
when dormant in winter. Propagate by 
offsets in spring.

SAXIFRAGACEAE 


Genus of often rosetted perennials, most 
of which are evergreen or semi-evergreen, 
biennials, and few annuals. Grown for 
their flowers and attractive foliage. 
Excellent in rock gardens, raised beds and 
alpine houses. Fully hardy to frost tender. 
Propagate by seed in autumn or by rooted 
offsets in winter. For cultivation, saxifrages 
may be grouped as follows: 
1 - Needs moist soil and protection from 
midday sun. 
2 - Needs semi-shaded, well-drained soil. 
Good among rocks and screes. 

3- Thrives in well-drained rock pockets, 
troughs, alpine-house pans etc, shaded 
from midday sun. Must never be dry at 
roots. Most form tight cushions and flower 
in early spring, flower stems being barely 
visible above leaves. 

4 — Needs full sun and well-drained, 
alkaline soil. Suits rock pockets. Most 

have hard leaves encrusted in lime.

Genus of annuals, biennials and 
perennials, some of which are evergreen, 
with flower heads that are good for 
cutting. Fully to frost hardy. Prefers sun 
and fertile, well-drained, alkaline soil. 
Propagate annuals by seed in spring and 
perennials by cuttings of young, basal 
growths in summer, by seed in autumn, 
or by division in early spring.

S. atropurpurea (Sweet scabious). 
Moderately fast-growing, upright, bushy 
annual. H to 1m (3ft), S 20-30cm (8-12in). 
Has lance-shaped, lobed, mid-green 
leaves. Domed heads of pincushion-like, 
scented, deep crimson flower heads, 5cm 
(2in) across, are produced on wiry stems 
in summer and early autumn. Tall forms, 
H 1m (3ft), and dwarf, H 45cm (18in), are

Reduce watering in winter. Propagate by 
seed or offsets in spring. 

S. multiflorus, syn. Haemanthus 
multiflorus. Summer-flowering bulb. H to 
1m (3ft), 5 30cm (12in). Has broadly lance- 
shaped to ovate, semi-erect, basal leaves 
that form a "stem" of sheathed leaf stalks. 
Bears a spherical head, 10-25cm (4-10in) 
across, of up to 200 narrow-petalled, red 
flowers, followed by small orange berries. 
H1b (min. 10-15*C/ 50-59°F). 

Y subsp. katherinae (syn. Haemanthus 
katherinae; Blood flower) illus. p.386. 

S. puniceus, syn. Haemanthus 
magnificus, H. natalensis, H. puniceus 
(Royal paintbrush). Spring- and summer- 
flowering bulb. H 50cm (20in), S 15cm (6in). 
Has elliptic, semi-erect leaves in a basal 
cluster. Leaf bases are joined, forming a 
false stem. Flower stem bears up to 100 
tiny, tubular, greenish-white to pink or 
orange-red flowers in a conical umbel, 
surrounded by a whorl of red bracts, then 
red berries.

GOODENIACEAE 


Genus of short-lived, mainly evergreen 
perennials, but also scrambling climbers, 
shrubs and small trees, grown for summer 
display, usually in containers. Frost 
tender. Grow in moist but well-drained, 
fertile compost in sun or partial shade. 
Propagate by softwood cuttings in late 
spring or summer. 

S. aemula 'Little Wonder'. Evergreen, 
trailing, bushy perennial, grown as an 
annual. H 30cm (12in), S 40cm (16in). 

Has spoon-shaped, rich green leaves. 

In summer, produces 5-lobed, blue 
flowers each with a yellow ring round 
the white throat. H2 (min. 5°C/41°F) 


SCHEFFLERA 
syn. BRASSAIA, HEPTAPLEURUM 


ARALIACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs, trees, and 
climbers grown mainly for their handsome 
foliage. Frost hardy to frost tender. Grows 
in any fertile, well-drained but moisture- 
retentive soil and in full light or partial 
shade. Water potted specimens freely 
when in full growth, moderately at other 
times. Pruning is tolerated if needed. 
Propagate by air-layering in spring, by 
semi-ripe cuttings in summer, or by seed 
as soon as ripe, in late summer. 

S. delavayi. Small, bushy, broad-headed, 
evergreen tree. H 4-8m (12-25ft), 5 2-4m 
(6-12ft). Stalks, to 60cm (24in) long, bear 
leaves, composed of usually 5 dark green 
leaflets, 10-35cm (4-14in) long, densely

THEACEAE 


Genus of variable, evergreen trees 

or shrubs, grown for their foliage and 
flowers. Related to Camellia. Frost hardy 
to half hardy. Prefers humus-rich, well- 
drained, neutral to acid soil and a sunny 
or partially shaded position. Water potted 
plants freely in full growth, moderately 
at other times. Pruning is tolerated if 
necessary. Propagate by seed as soon as 
ripe or by semi-ripe cuttings in summer. 
S. argentea. Broadly conical tree or 
shrub. H 10m (30ft), 5 6m (20ft). Oblong, 
lance-shaped, ovate, or obovate, tapered 
leaves are entire, shallowly scalloped, or 
toothed, papery or leathery in texture, and 
glossy, dark green, with red veins, often 
reddish beneath. From late summer to 
autumn, red-tinged buds open to solitary, 
cup-shaped, fragrant white flowers, to 
7cm (3in) across, with 5 or 6 rounded 
petals. H3 


SCHISANDRA 


SCHISANDRACEAE 


Genus of deciduous or evergreen, woody- 
stemmed, twining climbers. Male and 
female flowers are borne on separate 
plants, so grow plants of both sexes if 
fruits are required. Useful for growing 
against shady walls and training up pillars 
and fences. Fully hardy to frost hardy. 
Grow in sun or partial shade and rich, 
well-drained soil. Propagate by semi-ripe 
or greenwood cuttings in summer. 

$ S. grandiflora. Twining, woody, 
deciduous climber. H 7m (22ft). Shoots are 
brown, almost cylindrical, and bear elliptic- 
oblong, pointed, prominently veined, 
leathery, matt, dark green leaves, paler 
beneath. In late spring or early summer, 
bears nodding, scented, white, waxy 
white, or pale pink flowers, each with 7-8 
rounded tepals, followed, on female plants, 
by pendent spikes of spherical, scarlet-red 
berries.

Grow in semi-shade and in 
any well-drained soil. Propagate by semi- 
ripe cuttings in summer.

Thin out 
crowded stems after flowering. Propagate 
by semi-ripe cuttings in summer.

SOLANACEAE 


Genus of annuals, biennials, herbaceous 
perennials, and evergreen, semi-evergreen 
or deciduous subshrubs, shrubs 
(occasionally scandent) and woody- 
stemmed, scrambling or leaf-stalk climbers, 
grown for their flowers and ornamental 
fruits. Fully hardy to frost tender. Requires 
full sun and fertile,well-drained soil.

Water potted plants moderately, less 
in winter. Pruning is rarely necessary. 
Propagate by seed in spring or by semi- 
ripe cuttings in summer.

Slow-growing, evergreen, upright tree. 

H 12m (40ft) or more, S 5m (15ft). Has 
lustrous, deep green leaves, each 12-25cm 
(5-10in) long, lance-shaped and entire or 
with pairs of oblong lobes. In late summer 
to autumn, bears bottle-shaped, bright 
scarlet flowers, clustered like the spokes 
of a wheel.

Genus of tree-like or shrubby, perennial 
cacti with prominently ribbed stems often 
densely spined. Frost tender; below 13°C 
(55°F) plants may become badly marked. 
Needs full sun and very well-drained soil. 
Propagate by seed in spring or stem 
cuttings in summer.

Strap- 
shaped, semi-erect, basal, greyish-green 
leaves, often twisted lengthways, emerge 
after flowering.

On established 
plants, cut out some older shoots after 
flowering. Propagate by softwood cuttings 
in summer or by division in autumn.

Water moderately, less 
in cold weather. Provide stems with 
support. Shorten over-long or crowded 
stems in spring. Propagate by seed in 
spring or by semi-ripe cuttings in summer.

Genus of deciduous or evergreen trees and 
shrubs, grown for their flowers, autumn 
colour and usually peeling bark. Fully to 
frost hardy. Needs a sunny site, but with 
roots in shade, and shelter from strong 
winds. Requires fertile, moist but well- 
drained, neutral to acid soil. Resents being 
transplanted. Propagate by softwood 
cuttings in summer or by seed in autumn.

Water freely when in full 
growth, less in low temperatures. Provide 


stems with support. Thin out crowded 
stems in spring. Propagate by semi-ripe 
cuttings in summer.

Propagate by division in spring or by 

seed in autumn.

Propagate 
by seed or division of suckers in spring.

Has leaves, 1.5m (5ft) or more long, on long 
stalks and intermittently bears beak-like, 
white and pale blue flowers in boat-shaped, 
dark purple bracts.

Genus of one species of extremely slow- 
growing, hemispherical to cylindrical, 
perennial cactus.

Needs sun and very well-drained soil. 
Susceptible to overwatering. Propagate by 
seed in spring or summer.

PAPILIONACEAE/LEGUMINOSAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs or woody- 
stemmed, twining climbers, grown for 
their large, claw-like flowers. Frost tender. 
Needs humus-rich, moist but well-drained 
soil, and partial shade in summer. Water 
freely when in full growth, less at other 
times. Provide support. If necessary, thin 
crowded stems in spring. Propagate by 
Seed or stem cuttings in summer, or 

by layering in spring. 

S. macrobotrys (Jade vine). Fast- 
growing, evergreen, woody-stemmed, 
twining climber. H to 20m (70ft). Leaves 
have 3 ovate, glossy leaflets and are 


pinkish-bronze, turning rich green. Pea- 
like, luminous, blue-green flowers, 8cm 
(3in) long, are produced in dense, pendent 
Spikes from winter to spring, rarely in 
summer. H1a (min. 15°C/59°F) 


STYLIDIUM 


STYLIDIACEAE 


Genus of annuals, herbaceous perennials 
and subshrubs with grass-like leaves, 
grown for their unusual flowers that have 
fused, "triggered" stamens adapted for 
pollination by insects. Frost tender. Grow 
in fertile soil and in bright light. Propagate 
by seed in spring. 

S. graminifolium (Trigger plant). 
Rosetted perennial. H and S to 15cm (6in) 
or more. Grass-like, stiff, dark green 
leaves, with toothed margins, rise from 
ground level. Bears tiny, pale pinkish- 
mauve flowers in narrow spikes, 30cm 
(12in) or more long, in summer.

STYLOPHORUM 


PAPAVERACEAE 


Genus of spring-flowering, herbaceous 
perennials with large, deeply lobed leaves, 
nearly all as basal rosettes. Fully hardy. 
Needs semi-shade and humus-rich, moist, 
peaty soil. Propagate by division in spring 
or by seed in autumn. 

S. diphyllum. Perennial with basal 
rosettes of large, lobed, hairy leaves. H and 
S 30cm (12in) or more. Bears open cup- 
shaped, golden-yellow flowers in spring, 
on upright, branched stems. Prefers rich, 
woodland conditions. H6 


STYPHNOLOBIUM 


PAPAVERACEAE 


Genus of mainly deciduous, sometimes 
evergreen, trees and shrubs, cultivated 
for their elegant habit, handsome, pinnate 
foliage, and fragrant, pea-like flowers. 
Fully hardy to frost tender. Grow in a 
shrub border, or as specimen plants. 

In frost-prone areas, grow at the base 

of a warm, sunny wall, or in a greenhouse. 
They need long, hot summers to flower 
well. Propagate by seed in spring. 

S. japonicum, syn. Sophora japonica 
(Pagoda tree). Deciduous, spreading tree. 
H and S 20m (70ft). Dark green leaves 
consist of 9-15 ovate leaflets. On mature 
trees, long clusters of pea-like, creamy- 
white flowers are borne in late summer and 
early autumn.

Good for a woodland 
garden. Propagate by softwood cuttings in 
summer or by seed in autumn.

(25ft), 5 5m (15ft). Has ovate to obovate, 
toothed, dark green leaves, to 12cm (5in) 
long.

PAPILIONACEAE/LEGUMINOSAE 


Genus of annuals, evergreen perennials 
and subshrubs, grown for their flowers. 
Frost tender. Needs full light or partial 
shade and humus-rich, well-drained soil. 
Water freely when in active growth, 
moderately at other times. Propagate 

by seed in spring or by semi-ripe cuttings 
in summer. 

S. galegifolia (Darling pea). Evergreen, 
subshrub with spreading to semi-scandent 
stems. H 60cm-1.2m (2-4ft), S 30-60cm 
(1-2ft). Leaves have 11-25 narrowly 
oblong, mid- to deep green leaflets. Pea- 
like, red, pink, purple, blue or yellow 
flowers are produced in late spring and 
summer.

Propagate by semi- 
ripe cuttings in summer. 

S. sinensis. Evergreen, upright shrub. 

H 5m (15ft), S 4m (12ft). Leaves are ovate, 
glossy and dark green. Flowers lack petals 
but have showy, dense clusters of red- 
tinged, yellow anthers in late winter or 
early spring.

Pot-grown 
plants are unlikely to flower. Pruning, other 
than shaping while young in autumn, is 
not needed.

TAGETES 
ASTERACEAE/COMPOSITAE 


Genus of annuals and herbaceous 
perennials that flower continuously 
throughout summer and until the autumn 
frosts. Useful as bedding plants and for 
edging. All are also good in containers 
and many provide long-lasting cut flowers. 
Half hardy. Grow in sun and in fertile, 
well-drained soil. Dead-head to ensure 
along flowering period. Propagate by 
seed sown under glass in mid-spring. 
Prone to slugs, snails and botrytis. 

African marigolds are excellent for formal 
bedding, whereas French, Afro-French 
and Signet marigolds are more suitable for 
the edge of a mixed border. All are good in 
containers and provide long-lasting cut 
flowers. O Contact with the foliage may 
aggravate skin allergies. There are 4 main 
hybrid groups, which are cultivated for 
garden use: 


African marigolds (African Group) 
Also sometimes known as American 
marigiolds. Compact annuals, derived 
from T. erecta, with angular, hairless stems 
and pinnate, sparsely glandular leaves, 
5-10cm (2-4in) long, each with 11-17 
narrowly lance-shaped, pointed, sharply 
toothed leaflets, to 5cm (2in) long. Large, 
densely double, pompon-like, terminal 
flower heads, usually to 12cm (5in) across, 
each with 5-8 or more ray-florets and 
numerous orange to yellow disc-florets, 
are produced from late spring to autumn. 
S to 45cm (18in). 


French marigolds (French Group) 
Compact annuals, derived from T. patula, 
with hairless, purple-tinged stems and 


pinnate leaves, to 10cm (4in) long, with 
ance-shaped to narrowly lance-shaped, 
oothed leaflets, to 3cm (1%in) long. 
Solitary, usually double flower heads, 
typically to 5cm (2in) across, with few 

o many red-brown, yellow, orange, or 
parti-coloured ray-florets and usually 
several disc-florets, are borne singly or in 
cyme-like inflorescences from late spring 
o autumn. S to 30cm (12in). 


Afro-French marigolds (Afro-French 
Group) 

Bushy annuals, derived from crosses of 

T. erecta and T. patula, with angular to 
rounded stems, branched and sometimes 
stained purple, and pinnate leaves, 

5-13cm (2-5in) long, with lance-shaped 
leaflets, to 5cm (2in) long. Numerous small, 
single or double, yellow or orange flower 
heads, usually 2.5-6cm (1-2’in) across, 
often marked red-brown, are produced 
singly or in cyme-like inflorescences from 
late spring to autumn. S 30-40cm (12-16in). 


Signet marigolds (Signet Group) 
Upright annuals, derived from T. tenuifolia, 
with cylindrical, simple or many-branched 
stems and pinnate leaves, 5-13cm (2—5in) 
long, with narrowly lance-shaped, toothed 
leaflets, to 2cm (Ain) long. Many single 
flower heads, usually to 2.5cm (1in) across, 
with yellow or orange florets (few ray- 
florets and several disc-florets), are borne 
in cyme-like inflorescences from late spring 
to autumn. 5 to 40cm (16in).

Genus of evergreen trees and shrubs, 
grown mainly for their flower heads. 
Frost hardy to frost tender. Requires full 
sun or semi-shade and humus-rich, moist 
but well-drained, neutral to acid soil. 
Water containerized plants freely when 
in full growth, moderately at other times.

Propagate by seed in spring 
or by semi-ripe cuttings taken in summer.

Pruning is seldom necessary. Propagate by 
seed in spring.

Has broadly ovate, 
lustrous, green leaves at stem tips. Small, 
greenish-white flowers are borne in 
spring, followed by flattened ovoid, keeled, 
green to red fruits, each with an edible 
seed.

TERNSTROEMIA 


PENTAPHYLLACACEAE 


Genus of evergreen trees and shrubs, 
grown for their overall appearance. Frost 
hardy to frost tender. Requires full sun 

or semi-shade and humus-rich, well- 
drained, neutral to acid soil. Water 
containerized specimens copiously when 
in full growth, moderately at other times. 
Prune in spring. Propagate by seed when 
ripe or in spring, or take semi-ripe 
cuttings in late summer. 

T. gymnanthera, syn. T. japonica.

shrubs and subshrubs by softwood or 
semi-ripe cuttings in summer, perennials 
by seed or division in spring.

Genus of mainly spring-flowering bulbs, 
grown for their bright, upward-facing 
flowers. Each bulb produces a few linear 
to lance-shaped, green or grey-green 
leaves on the stem. Flowers bear 6 usually 
pointed petals (botanically known as 
perianth segments) and 6 stamens, singly, 
unless otherwise stated below. Each plant 
has a spread of up to 20cm (8in). All are 
fully hardy unless otherwise stated. Needs a 
sunny position with well-drained soil and 
appreciates a summer baking; in cool, wet 
areas, bulbs may be lifted, when the leaves 
have died down, and stored in a dry place 
for replanting in autumn. Propagate by 
division of bulbs in autumn or, for species, 
by seed in spring or autumn. © If ingested, 
all parts may cause mild stomach upset, 
and contact with any part may aggravate 
skin allergies. See also feature panel 
pp.400-401. Horticulturally, tulips are 
grouped into the following divisions. 


Single Early Group (Div. 1) - bear 
cup-shaped, single, white to dark purple 
flowers, to 7cm (3in) across, often 
margined, “flamed” or flecked with a 
contrasting colour, from early to mid- 
spring. H 15-45cm (6-18in). 


Double Early Group (Div. 2) - has bowl- 
shaped, fully double, dark red to yellow or 
white flowers, to 8cm (3in) across, often 
margined or flecked with another colour, 
borne in mid-spring. H 30-40cm (12-16in). 


Triumph Group (Div. 3) - sturdy 

stems bear cup-shaped, single flowers, 

to 6cm (2'^in) across, in a range of colours 
and often margined or flecked with a 
contrasting colour, in mid- and late spring. 
H 35-60cm (14-24in). 


Darwin Hybrid Group (Div. 4) - has 
egg-shaped, single flowers, to 7cm (3in) 
across, in a range of colours and usually 


flushed, ^flamed" or margined with a 
different colour and often with contrasting 
bases, from mid- to late spring. 

H 50-70cm (20-28in). 


Single Late Group including Cottage 
and Darwin Hybrids (Div. 5) - has 
cup- or goblet-shaped, single flowers, 
sometimes several to a stem, in white to 
yellow, pink, red or almost black, often 
with contrasting margins, in late spring. 
H 45-75cm (18-30in). 


Lily-flowered Group (Div. 6) - strong 
stems bear goblet-shaped, single flowers, 
to 8cm (3in) across, with reflexed, pointed 
petal tips and sometimes margined, 
^flamed" or flushed with a contrasting 
colour, in late spring. H 45-65cm (18-26in). 


Fringed Group (Div. 7) - flowers are 
similar to those in Div. 6, but have fringed 
petals. H 35-65cm (14—26in). 


Viridiflora Group (Div. 8) - has cup- or 
almost closed bowl-shaped, single flowers, 
to 8cm (3in) across, sometimes entirely 
green, margined with another colour, or 
white to yellow, red or purple, “flamed” 

or striped green, with contrasting centres, 
borne in late spring. H 40-55cm (16-22in). 


Rembrandt Group (Div. 9) - comprises 
mostly very old cultivars, similar to Div. 6, 
but has colours “broken” into striped or 
feathered patterns owing to virus. Flowers 
in late spring. H 45-65cm (18-26in). 


Parrot Group (Div. 10) - has cup- 
shaped, single, white to pink or violet-blue 
flowers, to 10cm (4in) across, often unevenly 
striped with different colours, including 
green, in late spring. Petals are finely and 
irregularly cut. H 35-65cm (14-26in). 


Double Late Group (peony-flowered) 
(Div. 11) - has bowl-shaped, fully double 
flowers, to 12cm (5in) across, in white to 
purple, sometimes margined or “flamed” 
in a different colour, borne in late spring.

Kaufmanniana Group (Div. 12) - 
comprises T. kaufmanniana and hybrids 
and has bowl-shaped, single flowers, 
8-10cm (3-4in) across, frequently 
multicoloured and usually with distinctively 
coloured bases, in early or mid-spring.

Young plants 
may need growing point removed to 
promote branching. Prune after flowering 
if necessary. Propagate by seed in spring 
or by semi-ripe cuttings in summer.

Propagate 
by semi-ripe cuttings in late summer.

Trim each year after flowering to maintain 
compact habit. Straggly, old plants may be 
cut back hard in spring. Propagate by seed 
in autumn. ©The seeds may cause mild 
stomach upset if ingested.

‘Flore Pleno’ is a leafless, or almost 
leafless, bushy shrub. H 1m (3ft), 5 1.2m 
(4ft). In spring, bears profuse, fragrant, 
pea-like, double, yellow flowers on leafless, 
dark green shoots.

ULMACEAE 


Genus of deciduous or, rarely, semi- 
evergreen trees and, very rarely, shrubs, 
often large and stately, grown for their 
foliage and habit. Inconspicuous flowers 
are borne in spring. Fully to frost hardy. 
Requires full sun and fertile, well-drained 
soil. Propagate by softwood cuttings in 
summer or by seed or suckers in autumn. 
Susceptible to Dutch elm disease, which 

is quickly fatal, although U. parvifolia and 
U. pumila appear more resistant than other 
species and hybrids.

LAURACEAE 


Genus of one species of evergreen, spring- 
flowering tree, grown for its aromatic 
foliage, although the scent of the crushed 
leaves may induce headaches and nausea 
in some people. Fully hardy, but shelter 
from strong, cold winds when young. 
Requires sun and fertile, moist but well- 
drained soil. Propagate by seed in autumn.

UMBILICUS 


CRASSULACEAE 


Genus of deciduous perennials with 
underground tubers and unusual, 
shield-shaped, succulent leaves, and one 
evergreen, perennial, creeping succulent 
with opposite leaves. Grown for their 
foliage and spikes or sprays of small 
flowers. Fully to frost hardy. Perennials 
require shade or semi-shade and moist 
soil; U. oppositifolius requires sun or semi- 
shade and moisture-retentive but free- 
draining soil. Best grown in a rock garden 
wall or crevice. Propagate from seed, 
offsets or cuttings. U. oppositfolius is 
susceptible to vine weevil.

Water potted plants sparingly 
when not in full growth. Requires good 
ventilation when grown under glass.

LENTIBULARIACEAE 


Genus of deciduous or evergreen, annual 
and perennial, carnivorous water plants 
with bladder-like, modified leaves that 
trap and digest insects. Most species in 
cultivation are free-floating. Fully hardy 

to frost tender. Some species are suitable 
only for tropical aquariums; those grown in 
outdoor pools require full sun. Thin out 
plants that are overcrowded or are laden 
with algae. Propagate by division of 
floating foliage in spring or summer. 

Small, 
terrestrial annual. H 15cm (6in), 5 20cm

U. perfoliata. Clump-forming perennial. 
H to 60cm (2ft), S 30cm (1ft). In spring, 
produces clusters of pendent, bell-shaped, 
pale yellow flowers with twisted petals on 
numerous slender stems, above stem- 
clasping, narrowly ovate, mid-green 
leaves.

ERICACEAE 


Genus of deciduous, semi-evergreen 

or evergreen shrubs and trees, grown 
for their foliage, autumn colour (on 
deciduous species), flowers and fruits, 
which are often edible. Fully to frost 
hardy. Needs sun or semi-shade and 
moist but well-drained, peaty or sandy, 
acid soil. Propagate by semi-ripe cuttings 
in summer or by seed in autumn.

CAPRIFOLIACEAE 


Genus of summer-flowering annuals, 
often rhizomatous or tap-rooted 
herbaceous perennials, semi-evergreen 
subshrubs, and usually evergreen shrubs, 
suitable for growing in borders and rock 
gardens. Fully hardy. Requires a position 
in sun and well-drained soil. Propagate

ELAEOCARPACEAE 


Genus of evergreen shrubs or trees, 
grown for their habit, foliage and flowers.

full sun and humus-rich, well-drained soil. 
In cold areas, grow in a cool greenhouse;

Water containerized plants freely 
during the growing season, moderately at 
other times. Untidy growth may be cut out 
in early spring. Propagate by seed in 
spring or by semi-ripe cuttings in summer.

Remove fading foliage, 
and thin overcrowded plants as necessary. 
Propagate by division in spring-summer. 
V. americana, syn. V. gigantea. Vigorous, 
evergreen, perennial, submerged water 
plant. 5 indefinite. Quickly grows to form 
colonies of long, strap-shaped, mid-green 
eaves. Bears insignificant, greenish 
flowers all year-round. H1b (min. 10°C/50°F)

BERBERIDACEAE 


Genus of perennials, some of which are 
evergreen, suitable for ground cover. 
Fully hardy. Prefers cool, partially shaded 
positions and moist, peaty soil.

V. chrysantha. Evergreen, sprawling 
perennial. H to 30cm (1ft), S to 60cm (2ft). 
Ovate, dark green leaves borne on the 
flower stems are divided into rounded 
diamond-shaped leaflets with thickened, 
undulating margins. Loose sprays of 
small, bell-shaped, yellow flowers are 
produced in spring. H6 

V. hexandra. Vigorous, spreading 
perennial. H and 5 to 40cm (16in). Leathery 
leaves are divided into almost hexagonal 
leaflets.

Evergreen, mat-forming 
perennial with slightly woody stems.

ASPARAGACEAE 


Genus of spring-flowering bulbs with 
dense spikes of pendent, tubular flowers 
and rosettes of basal leaves. Frost tender. 
Needs good light, to keep foliage compact 
and to develop flower colours fully. 
Requires well-drained soil. Plant in autumn 
with bulb tips just above soil surface. 


Water moderately in growth and reduce 
watering in summer.

Remove dead flower 
heads regularly to promote flowering. 
Propagate by seed sown under glass in 
early spring.

Acid [of soil]. With a pH value of less 
than 7; see also alkaline and neutral. 


Adventitious [of roots]. Arising directly 
from a stem or leaf. 

Aerial root. See root. 

Air-layering. A method of propagation 
by which a portion of stem is induced to 
root by enclosing it in a suitable medium, 
such as damp moss, and securing it with 
plastic sheeting; roots will form if the moss 
is kept moist. 

Alkaline [of soil]. With a pH value of 

more than 7; some plants will not tolerate 
alkaline soils and must be grown in neutral 
or acid soil. 
Alpine house. An unheated greenhouse, 
used for the cultivation of mainly alpine 
and bulbous plants, that provides greater 
ventilation and usually more light than a 
conventional greenhouse. 


Alternate [of leaves]. Borne singly 
at each node, on either side of a stem. 


Annual. A plant that completes its life 
cycle, from germination through to 
flowering and seeding and then death, 

in one growing season. 

Anther. The part of a stamen that produces 
pollen; it is usually borne on a filament. 
Apex. The tip or growing point of an 
organ such as a leaf or shoot. 
Areole. A modified, cushion-like 
tubercle, peculiar to the family Cactaceae, 
that bears hairs, spines, leaves, side- 
branches or flowers. 
Asclepiad. A member of the family 
Asclepiadaceae, e.g. Asclepias, Hoya, 
Stephanotis. 


Auricle. An ear-like lobe such as is 
sometimes found at the base of a leaf. 
Awn. A stiff, bristle-like projection 
commonly found on grass seeds 

and spikelets. 

Axil. The angle between a leaf and stem 
where an axillary bud develops. 
Bedding plant. A plant that is mass- 
planted to provide a temporary display. 
Biennial. A plant that flowers, seeds 
and dies in the second season after 
germination, producing only stems, 
roots and leaves in the first season. 
Blade. The flattened and often broad 
part of a leaf. 


Bloom. 1. A flower or blossom. 

2. A fine, waxy, whitish or bluish-white 
coating on stems, leaves or fruits. 

Bog garden. An area where the soil 
is kept permanently damp but not 
waterlogged. 


Bole. The trunk of a tree from ground 
level to the first major branch. 

Bolt. To produce flowers and seed 
prematurely, particularly in the case of 
vegetables such as lettuce and beetroot. 


Bonsai. A method of producing dwarf 
trees or shrubs by special techniques that 
include pruning roots, pinching out shoots, 
removing growth buds and training 
branches and stems. 

Bract. A modified leaf at the base of 

a flower or flower cluster. Bracts may 
resemble normal leaves or be reduced 


and scale-like in appearance; they are 
often large and brightly coloured. 
Bud. A rudimentary or condensed shoot 
containing embryonic leaves or flowers. 
Bulb. A storage organ consisting mainly 
of fleshy scales and swollen, modified leaf- 
bases on a much reduced stem. Bulbs 
usually, but not always, grow underground. 
Bulbil. A small, bulb-like organ, often 
borne in a leaf axil, occasionally in a flower 
head; it may be used for propagation. 
Bulblet. A small bulb produced at the base 
of a mature one. 


Bur. 1. A prickly or spiny fruit, or 
aggregate of fruits. 2. A woody outgrowth 
on the stems of certain trees. 

Cactus (pl. cacti). A member of the family 
Cactaceae, often succulent and spiny. 
Calyx (pl. calyces). The outer part of 

a flower, usually small and green but 
sometimes showy and brightly coloured, 
that encloses the petals in bud and is 
formed from the sepals. 


Capsule. A dry fruit that splits open when 
ripe to release its seeds. 


Carpel. The female portion of a flower, or 
part of it, consisting of an ovary, stigma 
and style. 
Catkin. A flower cluster, normally 
pendulous. Flowers lack petals, are often 
stalkless, surrounded by scale-like bracts, 
and are usually unisexual. 


Caudex (pl. caudices). The stem base of a 
woody plant such as a palm or tree fern. 
Cladode. A stem, often flattened, with the 
function and appearance of a leaf. 

Claw. The narrow, basal portion of petals 
in some genera, e.g. Dianthus. 

Climber. A plant that climbs using other 
plants or objects as a support: a leaf-stalk 
climber by coiling its leaf stalks around 
supports; a root climber by producing 
aerial, supporting roots; a self-clinging 
climber by means of suckering pads; a 
tendril climber by coiling its tendrils; 
atwining climber by coiling stems. 
Scandent, scrambling and trailing 
climbers produce long stems that grow 
over plants or other supports; they attach 
themselves only loosely, if at all. 


Clone. A group of genetically identical 
plants, propagated vegetatively. 
Compound. Made up of several or 
many parts, e.g. a leaf divided into 

2 or more leaflets. 
Cone. The clustered flowers or woody, 
seed-bearing structures of a conifer. 
Coppice. To cut back to near ground level 
each year in order to produce vigorous, 
ornamental shoots, as is usual with some 
Cornus and Eucalyptus. 
Cordon. A trained plant restricted in 
growth to one main stem, occasionally 
2-4 stems. 


Corm. A bulb-like, underground storage 
organ consisting mainly of a swollen 
stem base and often surrounded by a 
papery tunic. 

Cormlet. A small corm arising at the base 
of a mature one. 

Corolla. The part of a flower formed by 
the petals. 

Corona (crown). A petal-like outgrowth 
sometimes borne on the corolla, e.g. the 
trumpet or cup of a Narcissus. 


Corymb. A racemose flower cluster 

in which the inner flower stalks are shorter 
than the outer, resulting in a rounded or 
flat-topped head. 

Cotyledon. See seed leaf. 


Creeper. A plant that grows close to the 
ground, usually rooting as it spreads. 
Crisped. Minutely wavy-edged. 

Crown. 1. The part of the plant at or just 
below the soil surface from which new 
shoots are produced and to which they die 
back in autumn. 2. The upper, branched 
part of a tree above the bole. 3. A corona. 
Culm. The usually hollow stem of a grass 
or bamboo. 


Cutting. A section of a plant that is 
removed and used for propagation. 

The various types of cutting are: basal- 
taken from the base of a plant (usually 
herbaceous) as it begins to produce growth 
in spring; greenwood - made from the tip 
of young growth; hardwood - mature 
wood taken at the end of the growing 
season; leaf - a detached leaf or part of a 
leaf; root — part of a semi-mature or mature 
root; semi-ripe — half-ripened wood taken 
during the growing season; softwood — 
young growth taken at the beginning of 
the growing season; stem - a greenwood, 
hardwood, semi-ripe or softwood cutting; 
tip - a greenwood cutting. 


Cyme. A flower cluster in which each 
growing point terminates in a flower. 
Dead-head. To remove spent flower heads 
so as to promote further growth or 
owering, prevent seeding or improve 
appearance. 
Deciduous. Losing its leaves annually at 
he end of the growing season; semi- 
deciduous plants lose only some leaves. 
Decumbent. Growing close to the ground 
but ascending at the tips. 

Dentate. With toothed margins. 


Die-back. Death of the tips of shoots due 
o frost or disease. 


Dioecious. Bearing male and female 
flowers on separate plants. 


Disbud. To remove surplus buds to 
promote larger flowers or fruits. 

Disc floret, disc flower. A small and often 
inconspicuous, usually tubular flower, one 
of many that comprise the central portion 
of a composite flower head such as a daisy. 


Division. A method of propagation by 
which a clump is divided into several parts 
during dormancy. 

Elliptic [of leaves]. Broadening in the 
centre and narrowing towards each end. 
Entire [of leaves]. With untoothed margins. 
Epiphyte. A plant that grows on the 
surface of another without being parasitic. 


Evergreen. Retaining its leaves at the end 
of the growing season although losing 
some older leaves regularly throughout the 
year; semi-evergreen plants retain only 
some leaves or lose older leaves only when 
he new growth is produced. 


F1 hybrid. The first generation derived 
rom crossing 2 distinct plants, usually 
when the parents are pure-bred lines and 
he offspring are vigorous. Seed from F1 
hybrids does not come true to type. 


Fall. An outer perianth segment of an iris, 
which projects outwards or downwards 
rom the inner segments. 


Fan palm. A palm with palmate rather 
than pinnate leaves. 


Farina. A powdery, white, sometimes 
yellowish deposit naturally occurring on 
some leaves and flowers. 

Fibrous root. A fine, young root, usually 
one of many. 

Filament. The stalk of an anther. 


Floret. A single flower in a head of many 
flowers. 

Flower. The basic flower forms are: 
single, with one row of usually 4-6 petals; 
semi-double, with more petals, usually 
in 2 rows; double, with many petals in 
several rows and few or no stamens; 

fully double, usually rounded in shape, 
with densely packed petals and the 
stamens absent or obscured. 

Flower head. A mass of small flowers or 
florets that together appear as one flower, 
e.g. a daisy. 

Force. To induce artificially the early 
production of growth, flowers or fruits. 
Frond. The leaf-like organ of a fern. Some 
ferns produce both barren and fertile 
fronds, the fertile fronds bearing spores. 
Fruit. The structure in plants that bears 
one or more ripe seeds, e.g. a berry or nut. 


Glabrous. Not hairy. 

Glaucous. Bluish-white, bluish-green or 
bluish-grey. 

Globose. Spherical. 

Glochid. One of the barbed bristles or 
hairs borne on a cactus areole. 

Grafting. A method of propagation by 
which an artificial union is made between 
different parts of individual plants; usually 
the shoot (scion) of one is grafted onto the 
rootstock (stock) of another. 

Heel. The small portion of old wood that is 
retained at the base of a cutting when it is 
removed from the stem. 

Herbaceous. Dying down at the end 

of the growing season. 

Hose-in-hose [of flowers]. With one 
corolla borne inside another, forming 

a double or semi-double flower. 
Imbricated. Overlapping, like roof tiles. 


Inflorescence. A cluster of flowers with a 
distinct arrangement, e.g. corymb, cyme, 
panicle, raceme, spike, umbel. 
Insectivorous plant. A plant that traps 
and digests insects and other small 
animals to supplement its nutrient intake. 
Key. A winged seed like those produced 
by the sycamore (Acer pseudoplatanus). 
Lateral. A side growth that arises from 
the side of a shoot or root. 

Layering. A method of propagation 

by which a stem is induced to root by 
being pegged down into the soil while 

it is still attached to the parent plant. 
See also air-layering. 
Leaflet. A subdivision of a compound leaf. 
Lenticel. A small, usually corky area on 

a stem or other part of a plant, which acts 
as a breathing pore. 
Lime. Compounds of calcium; the amount 
of lime in soil determines whether it is 
alkaline, neutral or acid. 


Linear [of leaves]. Very narrow with 
parallel sides. 

Lip. A lobe comprising 2 or more flat or 
sometimes pouched perianth segments. 


| Loam. Well-structured, fertile soil that is 
moisture-retentive but free-draining. 
Marginal water plant. A plant that 
grows partially submerged in shallow 
water or in moist soil at the edge of a pond. 
Midrib. The main, central vein of a leaf or 
the central stalk to which the leaflets of a 
pinnate leaf are attached. 

Monocarpic. Flowering and fruiting only 
once before dying; such plants may take 
several years to reach flowering size. 
Mulch. A layer of organic matter applied 
o the soil over or around a plant to 
conserve moisture, protect the roots from 
rost, reduce the growth of weeds and 
enrich the soil. 

Naturalize. To establish and grow as if 

in the wild. 


Nectar. A sweet, sugary liquid secreted 
by the nectary - glandular tissue usually 
ound in the flower but sometimes found 
on the leaves or stems. 

Neutral [of soil]. With a pH value of 7, 

he point at which soil is neither acid 

nor alkaline. 

Node. The point on a stem from which a 
eaf or leaves arise. 

Obovate [of leaves]. Egg-shaped in outline, 
but broadest above the middle; length is 
1.5-2 times the width. 

Offset. A small plant that arises by natural 
vegetative reproduction, usually at the 
base of the mother plant. 

Opposite [of leaves]. Borne 2 to each node, 
one opposite the other. 

Ovary. The part of the female portion of 
he flower, containing embryonic seeds, 
hat will eventually form the fruit. 


Ovate [of leaves]. Egg-shaped in outline, 
but with a tapering point and broadest 

below the middle; length is usually 1.5 

imes the width. 
Palm. An evergreen tree or shrub-like 
plant, normally single-stemmed, with 
palmate or pinnate leaves usually in 
erminal rosettes; strictly a member 
ofthe family Palmae. 
Palmate. Lobed in the fashion of a hand, 
with 5 lobes arising from the same point. 


Pan. A shallow, free-draining pot in which 
alpine plants or bulbs are grown. 


Panicle. A branched raceme. 

Papilla (pl. papillae). A minute 
protuberance or gland-like structure. 
Pea-like [of flowers]. Of the same 
structure as a pea flower. 

Peat bed. A specially constructed area, 
edged with peat blocks and containing 
moisture-retentive, acidic, peaty soil. 
Pedicel. The stalk of an individual flower. 
Peduncle. The stalk of a flower cluster. 
Peltate [of leaves]. Shield-shaped, with the 
stalk inserted towards or at the centre of 
the blade and not at the margin. 


Perennial. Living for at least 3 seasons. 
Inthis book the term when used as a 
noun, and unless qualified, denotes an 
herbaceous perennial. A woody-based 
perennial dies down only partially, leaving 
a woody stem at the base. 

Perianth. The outer parts of the flower 
comprising the calyx and the corolla. The 
term is often used when the calyx and 
the corolla are very similar in form. 
Perianth segment. One portion of 

the perianth, resembling a petal and 
sometimes known as a tepal. 

Petal. One portion of the often showy 
and coloured part of the corolla. In some 


families, e.g. Liliaceae, the perianth 
segments are petal-like and referred to 
horticulturally as petals. 

Petaloid. Like a petal. 

Petiole. The stalk of a leaf. 

pH. The scale by which the acidity or 
alkalinity of soil is measured. See also 
acid, alkaline, neutral. 

Phyllode. A flattened leaf stalk, which 
functions as and resembles a leaf. 
Pinch out. To remove the growing tips 
of a plant to induce the production of 
side-shoots. 
Pinna (pl. pinnae). The primary division 
of a pinnate leaf. The fertile pinnae of ferns 
produce spores, vegetative pinnae do not. 
Pinnate [of leaves]. Compound, with 
leaflets arranged on opposite sides of 

a central stalk. 

Pistil. The female part of a flower 
comprising the ovary, stigma and style. 
Pollard [of a tree]. To cut back to its main 
branches in order to restrict growth. 


Pollination. The transfer of pollen from 
he anthers to the stigma of the same or 
different flowers, resulting in fertilization 
of the embryonic seeds in the ovary. 
Procumbent. Prostrate, creeping along 
he ground. 


Raceme. An unbranched flower cluster 
with several or many stalked flowers borne 
singly along a main axis, the youngest at 
he apex. 

Ray floret, ray flower. One of the flowers, 
usually with strap-shaped petals, that 
ogether form the outer ring of flowers in 

a composite flower head such as a daisy. 


Ray petal. The petal or fused petals, often 
showy, of a ray floret. 

Recurved. Curved backwards. 

Reflexed. Bent sharply backwards. 
Remontant. Flowering more than once in 
each season. 

Revert. To return to its original state, as 
when a plain green leaf is produced on a 
variegated plant. 

Rhizome. An underground, creeping 
stem that acts as a storage organ and bears 
leafy shoots. 

Root. The part of a plant, normally 
underground, that functions as anchorage 
and through which water and nutrients are 
absorbed. An aerial root emerges from the 
stem at some distance above the soil level. 
Rootball. The roots and accompanying soil 
or compost visible when a plant is lifted. 
Rootstock. A well-rooted plant onto 
which a scion is grafted; see grafting. 


Rosette. A group of leaves radiating 

from approximately the same point, often 
borne at ground level at the base of a very 
short stem. 

Runner. A horizontally spreading, usually 
ender stem that forms roots at each node; 
ten confused with stolon. 

cale. 1. A reduced or modified leaf. 2. Part 
a conifer cone. 

candent. See climber. 

carify. To scar the coat of a seed by 
brasion in order to speed water intake and 
ence germination. 

cion. See grafting. 

cree. An area composed of a deep layer of 
one chippings mixed with a small amount 
loam. It provides very sharp drainage for 
plants that resent moisture at their base. 
Seed head. Any usually dry fruit that 
contains ripe seeds. 
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Seed leaf (cotyledon). The first leaf, pair 
of leaves or occasionally group of leaves 
produced by a seed as it germinates. In 
some plants they remain below ground. 
Self-seed. To produce seedlings around 
the parent plant. 

Sepal. Part of a calyx, usually insignificant 
but sometimes showy. 

Series. The name applied to a group of 
similar but not identical plants, usually 
annuals, linked by common features. 
Sessile. Without a stalk. 

Sheath. A cylindrical structure that 
surrounds or encircles, partially or fully, 
another plant organ such as a stem. 


Shoot. The aerial part of a plant which 
bears leaves. A side-shoot arises from the 
side of a main shoot. 

Shrub. A plant with woody stems, usually 
well-branched from or near the base. 
Shy-flowering. Reluctant to flower; 
producing few flowers. 

Simple [of leaves]. Not divided into leaflets. 
Soft-stemmed. The opposite of woody- 
stemmed. 
Spadix (pl. spadices). A spike-like flower 
cluster that is usually fleshy and bears many 
small flowers. Spadices are characteristic 
of the family Araceae, e.g. Arum. 

Spathe. A large bract, or sometimes 2, 
frequently coloured and showy, that 
surrounds a spadix (as in Arum) or an 
individual flower bud (as in Narcissus). 


Sphagnum. Mosses common to bogs; 
their moisture-retentive character makes 
them ideal components of some growing 
media. They are used particularly for 
orchid cultivation. 

Spike. A racemose flower cluster with 
several or many unstalked flowers borne 
along a common axis. 


Spikelet. 1. The flowering unit of grasses 
comprising one or several flowers with 
basal bracts. 2. A small spike, part of a 
branched flower cluster. 

Spore. The minute reproductive structure 
of flowerless plants, e.g. ferns, fungi 

and mosses. 

Sporangium (pl. sporangia). A body that 
produces spores. 

Sport. A mutation, caused by an accidental 
or induced change in the genetic make-up 
of a plant, which gives rise to a shoot with 
different characteristics to those of the 
parent plant. 

Spur. 1. A hollow projection from a petal, 
often producing nectar. 2. A short stem 
bearing a group of flower buds such as is 
found on fruit trees. 

Spur back. To cut back side-shoots to 
within 2 or 3 buds of the main shoot. 
Stamen. The anther and filament. 
Standard. 1. A tree or shrub with a 

clear length of bare stem below the first 
branches. Certain shrubs, e.g. roses and 
fuchsias, may be trained to form standards. 
2. One ofthe 3 inner and often erect 
perianth segments of the iris flower. 

3. The larger, usually upright back petal 

of a flower in the family Leguminosae, 

e.g. Lathyrus. 

Stapeliad. A member of the genus Stapelia 
and closely related genera of the family 
Asclepiadaceae. 

Stem segment. A portion of a jointed 
stem between 2 nodes, most frequently 
occurring in cacti. 

Sterile. Infertile, not bearing spores, 
pollen, seeds etc. 


Stigma. The part of the female portion of 
the flower, borne at the tip of the style, that 
receives pollen. 

Stipule. A small scale, or leaf-like 
appendage, usually one of a pair, mostly 
borne at a node or below a leaf stalk. 
Stock. See rootstock. 

Stolon. A horizontally spreading or 
arching stem, usually above ground, which 
roots at its tip to produce a new plant. 
Stop. To remove certain growing points of 
a plant so as to control growth or the size 
and number of flowers. 

Stratify. To break the dormancy of some 
seeds by exposing them to a period of cold. 
Style. The part of the flower on which the 
stigma is borne. 
Sub-globose. Almost spherical. 
Subshrub. A plant that is woody at the 
base although the terminal shoots die back 
in winter. 
Succulent. A plant with thick, fleshy leaves 
and/or stems; in this book, it is evergreen 
unless otherwise stated. 


Sucker. A shoot that arises from below 
ground level, directly from the root or 
rootstock. 

Summer-deciduous. Losing its leaves 
naturally in summer. 

Taproot. The main, downward-growing 
root of a plant; it is also applied generally 
to any strong, downward-growing root. 
Tendril. A thread-like structure, used to 
provide support; see also climber. 

Tooth. A small, marginal, often pointed 
lobe on a leaf, calyx or corolla. 

Tepal. See perianth segment. 

Tree. A woody plant usually having a 
well-defined trunk or stem with a head 
of branches above. 
Trifoliate. With 3 leaves; loosely, with 
3 leaflets; trifoliolate, with 3 leaflets. 
True [of seedlings]. Retaining the 
distinctive characteristics of the parent 
when raised from seed. 
Truss. A compact cluster of flowers, 
often large and showy, e.g. those of 
pelargoniums and rhododendrons. 


Tuber. A thickened, usually underground, 
storage organ derived from a stem or root. 


Tubercle. A small, rounded protuberance; 
see also areole. 

Turion. 1. A bud on a rhizome. 2. A fleshy, 
overwintering bud found on certain 

water plants. 

Umbel. A usually flat-topped or rounded 
flower cluster in which the individual 
flower stalks arise from a central point. 

In a compound umbel each primary stalk 
ends in an umbel. 

Upright [of habit]. With vertical or semi- 
vertical main branches. 

Water bud. See turion. 

Whorl. The arrangement of 3 or more 
organs arising from the same point. 
Winged [of seeds or fruits]. Having a 
marginal flange or membrane. 
Woody-stemmed. With à stem composed 
of woody fibres and therefore persistent, as 
opposed to soft-stemmed and herbaceous. 
A semi-woody stem contains some softer 
tissue and may be only partially persistent.
